Col. (now Brig, (ren.) George S. Anderson was diief of staff when 
I assumed command of the Department of the East, July 25, 1910; 
he continued on duty until relieved by Col. Stephen C. Mills^ Octo- 
ber S, 1910, who filled the office of chief of staff until his departure 
for the maneuver division at San Antonio, Tex., March 7, 1911. 

QABSISON SCHOOLS. 

Schools for oilisted men, garrison - schools, and postgraduate 
schools for officers were conducted in accordance with existing orders 
and in general proved satisfactory. A special course in military 
law at Ywi Porter was instituted as a disciplinary measure, and re- 
sulted in beneficial instruction for the officers concerned. 

There w»7e 46 failures made in the garrison sdiool examinations 
this year, the first term of the regular course, 10 of which deficiencies 
were on thepart of militia officers. 

Eleven officers of the Begular Army failed in their examination in 
Field Service Regulations, all of these officers having had less than 
three years' service, and four of them having had less than two years' 
servioi. 

E^CAMINATION FIELD SERVICE REGULATIONS. 

A map problem of which the examination value was 25 per cent 
was incmoed among the examination questions. This problem in- 
volved the special situation of a force, consisting of two regiments 
of Infantry, two troops of Cavalry, one field battery, and detach- 
ments of signal and sanitary troops. One solution of this problem 
required : 

1. Location and extent of camp. 

2. Strength and disposition of outposts. 

3. March order. 

4. Sketeh showing position of all elements of the command on the 
mareh one-half hour after main body leaves camp.

This problem required that the student command a reinforced 
brigade. 

The best interests of the service do not demand such advanced work 
from lieutenants. The first object of military education is to fit 
officers to perform properlv the duties of their grade; then to pre- 
pare them for the duties ox the next higher grade, and so on, always 
passing to the next grade in advance, only after thoroughly mastering 
all the duties of the grades below. 

I deem it unwise to have a lieutenant confronted with the demand 
that he should know the duties of a brigade commander before he 
has demonstrated his knowled^ to deal successfully with problems 
involvinjg the company, battalion, and regiment of his own arm of 
the service. It confronts him wim a situation he is not, and should 
not be exped;ed te be, fitted to meet, and it tends to cause his neglect 
of the study of details necessary in his grade. 

The Army needs, first, gooa lieutenants, thoroughly equippned to 
pjerf orm all the duties which pertain to officers of Sieir grad!e in ac- 
tive service with troops; second, lieutenants who are thoroughly 
qualified te assume command of companies at a m<»nent's notice, and 
handle these companies properly under all conditions of the service. 
When a lieutenant has acquirea a thorough knowledge of company 
duties, then he might take up the study of the command of the bat- 
talion as a unit, in connection with auxiliary arms. If we can, by 
means of the garrison school, produce thoroughly equipped lieu- 
tenants and captains, ready for all the duties oi commana of units 
up to and including a battalion, we will have done a great work. 
Probleins of high mixed commands', involving the duties of general 
officers, can safely be left for study in the more advanced service 
schools. 

It is fiot fair either to the service nor to the younj? officers, to make 
their failure in passing an examination on the duties of general offi- 
cers, as shown by their failure to pass an examination in me garrison 
school course, count against their efficiency as lieutenants in the Army. 

In their examination, 20 regular officers failed in the subject of 
"Administration," all of these officers having had less than three 
years' service, and 18 of them having been in me Army for less than 
two yeats' time. 

From this large number of failures on the subject of "Administra- 
tion " one is led to believe that the requirement in that subject was too 
great and the examination too comprehensive. Evidently these 
student officers had not had a sufficient amount of service or expe- 
rience to become well grounded and familiar with "Administration," 
a knowledge of which should come largely from practical experience. 
An officer may, with advantage, take a course in "Administration," 
when that subject comes in the regular course of the school term, but 
in my opinion he should not be examined in that subject until he has 
had three or four years' experience with the troops, in the field and 
garrison. 

Three officers of the Kegular Army failed in " Drill Regulations " 
and two failed in " Coast Artillery Regulations." 

There were eight militia officers m attendance at the garrison school 
during the season, two from Massachusetts and six from the District 
of Columbia. One passed the examinations satisfactorily and seven 
failed in one or more subjecte, making the 10 failures mentioned. 
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DEPABTMENT OF THE EAST. 



Col. George Andrews has been adjutant general of this department 
during the entire fiscal year and has been assisted by Maj. Charles M. 
Truitt and Maj. Frederick Perkins. Maj. Truitt was relieved from 
the adjutant general's department on March 11, 1911, and Maj. 
Perkins reported for duty on the 15th of the same month. 



MOVEMENT OF TBOOPS. 



During the year eight companies of the Coast Artillery Corps have 
left this department for duty in the Philippine Islands, and four 
companies of the Coast Artillery Corps have been returned from the 
Phinppine Islands to the Department of the East for service. 

There have been no changes during the year in the mobile troops 
serving in the department, excluding temporary changes because of 
target practice, instruction camps, etc., except the movement of the 
Second Battalion, Third Field Artillery, to Texas. 



TBOOPS OBDEBED TO TEXAS. 



On March 6, 1911, telegraphic instructions were received at these 
headquarters from the War Department to send the Second Battalion, 
Third Field Artillery, from Fort Myer^ Va., to Fort Sam Houston, 
Tex., for duty; which movement was directed from these headquar- 
ters, March 7, the battalion moving with raomptness. 

Telegraphic instructions from the War Department were received 
here, also, late in the evening of Mardi 6, 1911, directing the organi- 
zatiop at Fort Monroe, Va., for field service in Texas, of two provi- 
sional regiments, to be constituted from designated companies of the 
Coast Artillery Corps in this department, and to be known as the 
Second and Third Provisional Kegiments. The details as to the 
organization and mobilization of these regiments were immediately 
communicated to the Artillery district commanders. 

The Second Provisional Kegiment, Lieut. Col. C. P. Townsley, 
commanding, was mobilized at Fort Monroe, Va., from companies 
from Fort Du Pont, Del., Forts Howard, McHenry, and Washington, 
Md., and Fort Monroe, Va. 

The Third Provisional Regiment, Col. J. V. White, commanding, 
composed of companies from Forts Totten, Hamilton, and Wads- 
worth, N. Y., and Fort Hancock, N. J., sailed from New York City, 
N. Y., on the steamer Jamestoion. Old Dominion Line, at 10.10 p. m., 
March 8, 1911, for Fort Monroe, Va. 

These two regiments sailed from Fort Monroe, Va., at 5.30 a. m., 
March 11, 1911, on the United States Army transports Kilpatrick^ 
Sunmer^ and McClellan. 

After serving for more than three months in Texas, the companies 
comprising the Second and Third Provisional Regiments, have been 
returned to duty in this department, at their former stations, with 
the exception of the One hundred and twenty-eighth Company, which 
has been assigned to duty at Fort Crockett, Tex,, by orders from 
the War Department. 

The Second and Third Provisional Regiments, Coast Artillery 
Corps, were organized from companies which garrisoned posts scat-

tered along the seacoast from Fort Totten to Fort Monroe. Not only 
did oflScers and men have to prepare for field service at very ^ort 
notice, but the company orgamzations had to be filled to the maximum 
of officers and men Dy transfers from companies not ordered to Texas. 
This involved ar larger amount of clerical work than would have been 
necessary if they had been mobile troops ordered into the field. The 
situation was met with promptness and certainly all concerned in this 
movement deserve great credit. 

DISCHABOE BY PURCHASE. 

Applications for discharge by purchase have been numerous and 
amounted to 623 in number acted upon during the past year ; of these, 
673 applications have been approved here and the apphcants ordered 
discharged, 39 have been forwarded for action in Washington, 10 dis- 
approvSi and 1 application returned not favorably considered. 

It seems incredible to me that so many soldiers in times like the 
present, when industrial conditions in our countary are not the best, 
should desire to leave the service, and are willine to pay a sum, which 
to them is considerable, for the privilege of doing so. When one 
thinks of the generous provision the Government makes for its sol- 
diers, this restlessness can not be accounted for. 

BBCOBOS. 

The consolidation of index cards from 1904 has continued daily 
through the year. At the present rate, the consolidation will require 
another year. 

PINE CAMP, 

The card-record system was used at the camp of instruction which 
was held at Pine Camp, Jefferson County, N. Y., during the month 
of August, 1910. Having made a special report of Pine Camp I need 
not discuss it further here, except to say, that all who took part in 
the exercises, with whom I have talked, have pronounced that camp 
a most successful one and that they had derived there the maximmn 
of instruction. 



Col. George F. Chase has been the inspector general of this dei)art- 
ment during the entire fiscal year, and has been assisted by Lieut. 
Col. Herbert J. Slocum, Cavalry, and Maj. Gordon G. Heiner, Coast 
Artillery Corps, acting inspectors general, Mai. Heiner reporting for 
duty on August 25, 1910, taking the place of Lieut. Col. M. F. Har- 
mon, who had been relieved from duty at these headquarters and or- 
dered to the Philippines by War Department order. 

Besides the regular inspections of the department, which are 
onerous, the inspectors made 21 gpecial investigations during the 
year under instructions from the War Department and myself, as 
department commander. Also, Col. Chase and Lieut. Col. Slociun 
spent the month of August, 1910, at Pine Camp with the troops. 

The recent law of Congress giving 212 additional officers to the 
Army for the purpose ot detailing that many regular officers to 
the militia of the various States, though intended as a benefit, has 
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proven to be a distinct injury to the Eegular Army, and especialljr so 
to the Infantry branch of the service, the reason for this being 
that officers detailed to the militia are always selected because of their 
efficiency, and their places with the regular tro(^ are filled by young 
and inexperienced newly appointed officers. 

Every effort has been made during the past year to have the troops 
thorou^lv drilled and cared for, though many difficulties have arisen 
because oi lack of experienced officers with the organizations. C<mi- 
sidering the existing conditions, the efficiency and discipline of 
the troops are satiBtactory. A hi^er standard of training and 
^ci^acy would be secured if officers, esi)ecially captains, were re- 
quired to be with their organizations during the period of outdoor 
training. The frequent change of troop, battery, and company com- 
manders is an element disadvantageous to the develc^Nxient of effi- 
ei^icy and discipline. It would be well if officers were kept with 
their organizations for four years, or at least for as long a time as they 
are detailed for other dutie& 

JT7DOB ADVOCATE. 

CoL J. A. Hull has been the judge advocate of the department for 
the entire fiscal year, assisted for a time in the early part of the year 
by Maj. Blanton Winship. 

Col. Hull submits tabulated report of trials in the Department of 
the East for the fiscal year just ending, from which report I extract 
the following data : 

GENERAL COUBTS-MABTIAL. 

There were 1,093 trials by general courts-martial in the department 
during the fiscal vear; of these 9 were commissioned officers, 5 of 
whom were convicted and 4 acquitted ; 1,054 enlisted men, of whom 59 
were acauitted; 30 convicts, of whom 2 were acquitted. This is a 
great reduction over the year ending June 30, 1910, when there were 
1,536 trials by general courts-martial, with 1,440 convictions and 96 
acquittals. 

INFEBIOS OOUBTS-MABTIAL. 

Iliere were 8,405 trials by summary courts, with 258 acquittals, as 
a^inst 11,183 trials last year, with 337 acquittals. There were 39 
trials hj garrison courts, with 5 acquittals, as against 116 trials, with 
43 acquittals, last year. Only 2 cases were tried before regimental 
courts, with 1 conviction and 1 acquittal. 

The Articles of War under which the various charges were made 
and the individuals brought to trial indicate very cleam to my mind 
that the chief cause of soldiers' trouble is indulgence in alcoholic drink. 
Notwithstanding this fact, close observation has convinced me that 
the standard of temperance in the Army, for both officers and men, 
is exceptionallv high, and is not exceeded in the other walto of life, 
unless m the church and among railroad emplovees. 

It is very gratifying to find the remarkable jfalling oflP of trials by 
militajry courts in this department since the fiscal year ended June 
SO, 1910. While the temporary absence of 24 companies of Coast 
Artillery and 3 batteries or Field Artillery in Texas may account for 
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part of the reduction in military offenses, I attribute this reduction to 
the thorough training that recruits now receive at the recruit depots. 

quabtbrmastbr's department. 

The duties of chief quartermaster have been performed by CoL 
I. W. Littell, Quartermaster's Department, assisted by Capt B. H. 
Wells. 

Under orders of the War Department the chief quartermaster or 
his assistant visited each post in this department, and the exact 
knowledge thus gained proved very useful in acting upon annual 
estimates for repairs to buildings, water, lighting, and heating sys- 
tems. 

The duties pertaining to the quartermaster's department have 
been satisfactorily performed, and all supplies promptly delivered 
either through depot supply or post purchase. 

A very gratifying reduction has been made in paper w<wk through 
the mecuum of a letter sent out October 15, 1910, giving details as 
to how the needs of posts could be properly anticipated, and thus the 
number of requisitions sent in iWuced materially. An average 
reduction of 471 per month of new communications has resulted. 

PINE OAMP. 

Capt. B. H. Wells, quartermaster, United States Army, arrived at 
the camp June 15, 1910, and commenced the preliminary prepara- 
tions which included installation of a water supply, railroad facilities, 
erection of shelters, etc., and arranging for the required supplies and 
services needed for^the period of the encampment. These were com- 
pleted and the canip ready for occupancy by August 1, 1910. Two 
companies of the Twenty-fourth Infantry for guard purposes were 
sent to Pine Camp on June 14, 1910, the other regular troops arriving 
between July 29 and July 30. The first militia troops arrived July 
31 and the last militia organizations on August 22. The last troops 
left Pine Camp September 1. The strength of troops participating 
at Pine Camp was as follows :

Every effort has been given toward securing economy in the admin- 
istration of the Department of the East, and a reduction of $513,- 
287.71 from the expenses of 1910 has been effected in the items of 
clothing, fuel, equipage, mineral oil, forage, and straw, which is 
gratifjnng. 

There are in this department 51 vessels, steam and gasoline. They 
are in good condition, well cared for. and economically operated, and 
have been serviceable in the Coast Artillery drills and in the trans- 
portation of troops and supplies. The present marine expert is a 
practical and experienced marine engineer, and he has greatly im- 
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proved conditions since he replaced the former marine expert, whose 
services were not satisfactory. 

All the quartermaster construction work in this department has 
made satisiactory progress, many buildings, sidewalks, roads, and 
sewers having been completed during the year; the work not com- 
plete has been advanced as far as means at hand and time would 
permit. 

Fort Adams, R. I., needs special attention and more liberal allot- 
ments shoidd be made for construction at this post. The contrast 
between Fort Adams and the naval station on Narragansett Bay 
reflects discredit upon the Army. 

COMMISSARY DEPARTMENT. 

Col. James N. Allison has had charge of the office of chief com- 
missary of the department during the entire fiscal year ended June 
30, 1911. 

Commissary stores have been uniformly of excellent quality, and 
the deliveries promptly made. 

LOSSES. 

The losses of stores, commissary property, and field cooking and 
baking apparatus reported by officers at 37 garrisoned posts during 
the vear amounted to totals of $918.68, $252.96, and $1,325.17, respec- 
tively. The comparatively heavy loss of $194.52 in stor^ was 
reported from Fort Monroe, Va. The loss was due to that post 
receiving a quantity of old stores from a Government transport which 
was being put out of commission. 

New modem type ovens of the latest model have been installed 
during the year at four posts of the department to replace ovems 
of obsolete type which were no longer serviceable. Reports from 
authorities in these posts make no criticisms, and indicate that the 
ovens are satisfactwy as to the amount and quality of the Ixread 
baked. 

FUNDS. 

Funds have been expended, transferred, etc., during the year as 
follows : 
Expended, $52,024.72; transferred, $917,357.83; total, $969,382.55. 

SCHOOL FOR BAKERS AND COOKS. 

During the entire year this school was under charge of Capt. Mil- 
ton A. Elliott, jr., commissary, United States Army. 

The total number of enlisted men attending the school during the 
year was 99, of which 37 were student bakers and: 62 student cooks. 

The students were drawn principally from the Departments of the 
East and Gulf, though some were drawn from the Army at large and 
from the National Guards. These schools have graduated 21 excel- 
lent (chief) bakers and 43 first cooks, who constitute a much appre- 
ciated and valuable addition to the Armj^ and will give comfort and 
contentment to many company organizations. 

The discipline of students during the entire year was excellent, and 
no disciplinary measures were necessary. 
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During the year detached duty was performed by instructors and 
students of the bakers and cooks' schools at Chickamauga Park, from 
July 1 to 81, 1910; Gettysburg, from July 1 to 81, 1910; Pine Camp, 
N. 1., from August 1 to 81, 1910; Fort Benjamin Harrison, from 
September 1 to 30, 1910; San Antonio, Tex., from March T to June 
80, 1911 ; Galveston, Tex., from March 8 to June 27, 1911. 

Five hundred and fifty-eight thousand five hundred and sixty-five 
poimds of bread were baked 1^ the student bakers, 162,918 in garrison 
and 895,652 in the field. This does not include that baked at San 
Antonio and Galveston, Tex., where the work was not under tl^ im- 
mediate direction of the officer in charge of the school. 

Investigation and research alon^ various lines in matters pertain- 
ing to baking and cooking have oeen carried on during the year, 
and material assistance has oeen given in the development of the field 
or war bread that has lately been used with such success. 

MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 

The duties of the chief surgeon of the Department of the East 
have been performed by Col. John Van K. Hoff during the entire 
fiscal year ending June 80, 1911. 

The vital statistics for this period show a satisfactory gain in phy- 
sical efficiency, which gain has been progressive and has resulted in a 
great decrease in nonemci^icy in the department. The united efforts 
of all concerned have been given to promote the physical efficienoy of 
the command, and these efforts have borne excellent results, tor the 
equivalent of a company has been added to the effective force for 
every da^ in the year. 

The chief surgeon is greatly concerned, and I agree with him, over 
" little leaks whidi aggregate large loss of time,'^one " leak " being 
the policy now pursued in the discharge of men upon a surgeon's cer- 
tificate of disability. I quote the chief surgeon's statement when re- 
ferring to the men who were recommended for transfer to recruiting 
depots with view to discharge : 

A considerable number of these men were patched up and after greater or 
less length of time returned to duty. This duty, it is reasonable to assume, 
generally will be ill done. 

I venture to quote from my last annual report to the Surgeon General on this 
subject : " I am Inclined to think that the line drawn at the depots is too inelas- 
tic ; too much time is sp^it in endeavoring to patch up worthless material. The 
Medical Department furnishes about the only relief to the necessary rigidity 
of the rest of the military body and the best means of getting rid of indifferent 
soldiers, where such are morally as well as pl^sicaUy inefficient, wliich they 
frequently are. Then, too, it costs a lot of money sending such soldiers from 
place to place in the patching-up process. I doubt not if every man recom- 
mended had been discharged the service would be the better for it ♦ ♦ ♦ 

" The study of the statistics of discharges on surgeon's certificate of disabil- 
ity in other armies, the figures of which are much larger than ours** (while 
the figures for constant nonefficiency are all smaller), ** leads to the inference 
that this method is freely used to dispose of the ' unfit,' from whatever cause. 
Is not this better than to hold on to d^enerates who will never under any cir- 
cumstances make good soldiers? The country has been paying too much for 
such worthless material. ♦ ♦ ♦ " 

Within a few days reports reached this office of the discharge of seven men 
who had been kept at a depot under observation and treatment an average ol 90 
days each. One case diagnosed "neuritis" remained 218 days; another, ''un- 
united fracture," 161 days; still another, "hammer toes," 128 days. When It 
is recalled that these men were probably on sick report at their posts an aver- 
age of 90 days before being reCommoided for discharge, it is reasonable to 
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estimate that the Government lost by the present plan with these cases alone 
the equlTalent of the servloes of an effectlye soldier for more than an entire 
enlistment 

Th6 Army Is neither an eleemosynary institution nor a place for the physi- 
cally inefficient, and such should not be kept in It to the exclusion of fit 
soldler& Four months should ordinarily be the maximum period for teeping 
men on i^ok report, then discharge and the Soldiers' Home. If recovery ulti- 
mately occurs, the question of reenllstment can be ccmsidered on its merits. 
Think of it, 161 days lost at a recruit depot on account of " ununited fracture " 
with a splendid hospital at the Soldiers' Home ! Why keep a man four months 
trjdng to unhammer his toes? He never should have been enlisted, and the 
sooser discharged the better for the servlca 

The remarkable results of typhoid immunization demonstrated in 
the Texas camps and the consequent requirement that all who enlist 
diall be vaccinated justifies the hope that this infection will dis- 
appear. Many have been vaccinatea in this department during the 
year, and reports indicate that where the propaganda failed it was 
directly due to the indiflPerence or active opposition of company 
commanders. 

Another outbreak of diphtheria at Madison Barracks occurred 
early in the year. The disease was confined to the families of (^cers 
who occupied the older quarters, in which it appeared last year. If 
the post is to be maintained, these quarters should be thoroughly 
overhauled. Measles and mumps were generally traceable to recruite 
who brought the infection from the depots. 

In the Department of the East there has been little malaria except 
at Fort Washington, which post still maintains its unenviable reputa- 
tion in this direction. 

The physical condition of hospitals and Hospital Corps sergeants' 
quarters is generally good. Several hospitals have been enlarged to 
meet the demands of increased garrisons, and others should Be en- 
larged, particularly the hospital at Fort Hamilton. 

Owing .to the mobilization of the division in Texas the personnel 
of the medical department here was reduced below the factor of 
safety, but fortunately no ill effects resulted. Medical officers and 
men of the Hospital Corps who remained at home appreciated the 
emergency and, by double work, met it uncomplainingly. 

Approximately 2,650 troops from here went to Texas. Paragraphs 
1439^ and 1440, Army Regulations, provide 15 noncommissi<med 
officers and 62 privates, Hospital Corps, for this strength. As a 
matter of fact, I sent 50 noncommissioned officers and 170 privates, 
Hospital Corps^ not to mention 21 medical- officers. 

Troops were withdrawn from but one-third of the posts in the 
department, but the personnel of the medical department was taken 
from every post, whether or not its garrison was in the field, under 
orders from the War Department, March 27, 1911, to reduce the hos- 
pital personnel, "notwithstanding inefficiency which will resiiW 
thereby." The reduction was made to one noncommissioned officer 
and two men to each post, and an additional man was allowed for 
each 100 of strength above the first hundred. 

It was necessary to reduce the Hospital Corps serving with the 
other two-thirds of the troops in this department, notwithstanding 
" resulting nonefficiency " to put a single division in the field. Had 
the remaining troops of this command been ordered out, which was 
probable, or had the First Field Army been mobilized, the deficiency 
m Hospital Corps would have caused* a breakdown. 
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This IS exactly what happened at the outset of the Spanish- 
American War, and under present conditions it will happen again 
if more than a single division is mobilized. In respect to material 
we are prepared to equip 10 divisions, but in sanitary personnel we 
are relatively no better off now than in 1898. 

In 1909, while I was in command of the Department of the Lakes, 
the chief surgeon submitted to me, in his annual report, a scheme for 
the organization of the Hospital Corps in departments. I thought 
the scheme had many points in its favor. It was along the line 
directed in General Orders, No. 85, War Department, June 26, cur- 
rent series, for the Signal Corps. I believe if the War Department 
would assign companies of the Hospital Corps to each division, as it 
has assigned the Signal Corps companies, an improvement in admin- 
istration would result and a better organization oe in force. 

The Hospital Corps have performed their work in a satisfactory 
manner. Thev have been in^ructed in accordance with the Manual 
of the Medical Department, at each of the posts, though the mobiliza- 
tion in Texas has seriously interfered with the best results of 
instruction. 

PAY DEPARTMENT. 

The duties of chief paymaster of the department have been per- 
formed by Col. William H. Comegys during the past year except 
during the four months (July-October, 1910) he was on leave of 
absence, when Maj. William B. Rochester performed the duties of 
chief paymaster. 

All the troops in the department have been paid with promptness 
and regularity, and all funds received have been properlv accounted 
for. AH paymasters in the department have performed the duties 
assigned them in a satisfactory manner. 

CHIEF ENGINEER OFFICER. 

Col. William M. Black, Corps of Engineers, has been the chief 
engiiieer officer of the department during the year. 

Field operations on the progressive military map have been in 
progress along the Atlantic coast, Canadian border, and the vicinity 
of Lake Champlain. Completed fieldwork on eight quadrangles was 
turned into the chief en^eer's office. Fieldwork was continued 
as long as weather conditions would permit, but had to be discon- 
tinued in December. Owing to the number of Coast Artillery officers 
sent to Texas, this map work in all the Artillery districts could not be 
resumed in the spring as contemplated. Two Infantry officers were 
detailed for map work by my orders and assigned to areas on Long 
Island. 

The office work of plotting the fieldwork was continued through- 
out the year, and 10 confidential sheets were completed and non- 
confidential sheets of corresponding areas prepared for the United 
States Geological Survey in accordance with existing orders. 

A map of Governors Island on a large scale, 1 inch to 100 feet, 
was completed and turned in. In accordance with approval oi 
the War Department, the preparation of a map on a scale of 
1:24,000,. to use for instruction purposes at the Coast Artillery 
School, Fort Monroe, was commenced in August. The area covered

was the vicinity north of Fort Monroe to Williamsburg, Va. Field- 
work was commenced early in November and continued until the 
middle of January and, at the same time, the confidential military 
information for the progressive military map was secured for the 
Yorktown and Hampton quadrangles. The map was completed in 
two sheets in March. Two maps on a scale of 1:24,000 have been 
ordered to meet the requirements of Coast Artillery Memorandum 
No. 6, 1910, paragraph 1-2-M, one to include the area in the vicinity 
of Forts Totten and Schuyler, and the other includes the fortifica- 
tions of the Artillery District of New London. Preliminary work, 
including considerable fieldwork, has been done on these two maps, 
but because of the scarcity of officers the work has been discontinued, 
but will be resumed agam as soon as officers are available therefor. 
From the present outlook this, will not be soon. 

For use in connection with the consideration of plans for the land 
defense of the fortifications of the Southern Artillery District of New 
York, I directed the chief engineer officer, to furnish the following 
maps: Northern New Jersey, scale 1 inch-1 mile; Staten Island, 
scale 4 inches-1 mile ; camp sites Nos. 1 and 2 on Staten Island, scale 
1 inch-150 feet; Long Island, vicinity of Fort Hamilton, 20- foot con- 
tours; camp site near New Brunswick, N. J., scale 4 inches-1 mile; 
camp site near Navesink, N. J,, scale 1 inch-100 yards. These maps 
were all completed and several of them accompanied my report of 
inspection of the terrain involved in the scheme of land defense of 
the Southern Artillery District of New York. 

CHIEF ORDNANCE OFFICER. 

C!ol. Orin B. Mitcham has been chief ordnance officer during the 
entire fiscal year. 

All requisitions for ordnance and ordnance stores for the use of 
troops in the Department of the East have been examined, allowances 
determined, and issues ordered, either from the New York Arsenal 
or from other ordnance establishments; in the case of requests for 
ammunition for field, siege, and seacoast guns and mortars, and for 
components of the fire-control system, these have been forwarded to 
the Chief of Ordnance for his action. 

All requests for supplies have been promptly met, and it is believed 
that all such supplies furnished by the Ordnance Department have 
been, in general, most satisfactory. The arms in the hands of troops 
and the guns, carria^, etc., of the field, siege, and seacoast armament 
have been kept in fairly serviceable condition. Because of the reduc- 
tion. in the number of Coast Artillery men at some seacoast forts, it 
will in future be most difficult, if not impossible, to keep the arma- 
ment in proper condition at such forts. 

SIGNAL CORPS. 

The office of chief signal officer of the department has been filled 
by Maj. Samuel Reber, Signal Corps, during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1911. 

The work of the office consists in the installation and maintenance 
of the systems of fire control in the various Artillery districts in the 
department, the upkeep of cables, wireless stations, telegraph offices,

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telephone plants, and the vario<as electrical means of communication 
on the target ranges within the department, and the supervision of 
the instructicm of the enlisted men at the school at Fort Wood. 

HBX OOITTBOL. 

The principal work of the year upon fire control was that of 
maintenance, there being very little construction. 

In the Narragansett district new cable terminals were installed 
at both Fort Adams and Fort WetheriU, the new location being 
such as to completely protect them from hostile fire, A project for 
a new standard telephone system at Fort Greble has been prepared, 
funds are available, and the system will soon be installed. All or 
the preliminary work for the installation of a standard fire-control 
system in the Artillery District of New London has been completed 
and actual construction commenced in May. In the Southern Artil- 
lery District of New York the telephone system at Fort Hamilton 
was extended, a new telephone switchboard installed, and the zone 
signals of the mortar batteries at Fort Hancock rewired. In the 
Artillery District of Chesapeake Bay all overhead lines in the post 
telephone system have been replaced by underground circuits. The 
fuse equipment on all of the switchboards throughout the depart- 
ment has been standardized. 

The telephone lines at Fort Williams, Me., were changed from 
overhead Imes, paralleling electric-liffht wires on the same poles, and 
were placed underOTound, by my direction when I inspected the 
Portland Artillery District last autumn. 

Six Artillery districts in the department are now equipped with 
standard ^stems of fire control. In six districts the systems remain 
provisionaL 

nrnsBioB posts. 
f 

The telephone i^stems at the interior posts have remained un- 
changed during the year. New switchboards have be^i installed at 
Fort Ontario and Fort Nia^ra. No proper telephone service is 
now installed at Plattsburc Barracks. A standard system should 
be installed at this post and the target range equipped with an an- 
nunciator buzzer system, like the one at Fort Niagara. 

The maintenance and operation of the telephone systems at in- 
terior posts is not satisfactory, owing to the fact that it is impossible 
to supply tiie necessary number of skilled men to operate and main- 
tain the system. 

In compliance with my instructions, negotiations were opened 
with the New York Telephone Co. for the connection of the tele- 
phone switchboards in the posts of the department by trunk lines 
with the exchanges of the telephone companies. The conditions 
under which connection should be made were laid down by the tele- 

?hone company and accepted by the Chief Signal Officer of the Army, 
'he conditions involved the inspections of the post telephone sys- 
tems, which shoidd be of a uniform standard and equipped in accord- 
ance with the demands of the telephone company. 

The telephone system at Fort Hamilton, N. Y., was jointly in- 
spected by a representative of the New York Telephone Co. and a 
representative of my chief signal officer, and the system at Fort 
Myer, Va., by a representative of the Chesapeake & JPotomac Tele- 
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phone Co. and a representative from the office of the Chief Signal 
Officer of the Army. The systems at both places proved unaccept- 
able to the telephone company, and steps were taken by the War De- 
partment to replace the entire instrumental and switchboard equip- 
ment at Fort Myer. As soon as new installation is completed an- 
other test of the system will be made. The establishment of this 
system throughout the Army will result not only in greater efficiency 
in the means of intercommunication in time of war, l)ut will greatly 
facilitate the transaction of public business in time of peace. 

A telephone system has been constructed connecting the Artillery 
District of the Potomac with the system of the Ohesap^ike & Potomac 
Telephone Co. at a point near Alexandria. 

WntELESS. 

No changes have been made in the wireless stations this year. 

CABLB SHIPS. 

The cable ships Joseph Hemy and Gyms W, Field were occupied 
throughout the year in the maintenance of the cable systems within 
the (lej)artment and in overhauling the reserve supply of cable at 
the various Artillery districts and at Fort Wood, N. i . In addition 
to this work, while on cable repair trips, they moved cables to various 
points in the department, saving the cost of commercial transporta- 
tion. Eight new cables were laid, 18 recovered, and 32 repaired. 

TELEGBAPH OFFICES. 

Military teleffraph offices are located at only 12 posts of this 
department. iOl posts diould have military telegraph offices in- 
stalled. 

INSPXOnONB. 

Most of the inspections made under Paragraph II, General Orders, 
No. 83, War Department, series 1909, were made, under my direction, 
by the chief signal officer and the various district Artillery engi- 
neers. Each district Artillery en^neer inspected a district not his 
own and not the district of the officer who inspected his district. In 
general the condition of maintenance of fire-control installations was 
not satisfactory. 

The inspections reauired by General Orders, No. 97, War Depart- 
ment, series 1906, with the exception of the posts in Porto Rico, were 
made by officers of the Signal Corps. 

FORT WOOD. 

The instruction of the enlisted men at the school at Fort Wood 
was carried out in accordance with the prescribed schedule until the 

S^rrison was depleted in the spring by the heavy drafts made upon 
e enlisted personnel for duty outside of this department. 

COAST ABTILLEBY. 

Through inspections of the various Coast Artillery commands, it is 
found that the Coast Artillery is in a fair state of instruction and 
progress. I do not feel that sufficient progress has been made in the 
science of practical gunnery to justify the time now given to train- 
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in^ not pertaining strictly to Artillery servioe. I believe that 
Infantry instruction of the Coast Artillery should be limited to that 
which mi^t be required in the service as Artillery supports and 
ceremonies that must tate place in. the posts. Instructi<m in Siege 
Artillery and Field Artillery ^ould be hmited to that necessary for 
the service of pieces assigned to the movable defense. Instruction 
dius limited would not interfere with the proper instruction of the 
officers and men in the service of Coast Artillery and would lay a 
good foundation for any emergency service which Coast Artillery 
troops may be called upon to perf (Mm. 

At my inspections or the Coast Artillery troops during the time of 
service practice, defects have developed in the armament and equip- 
ment which would have prevented the use of some of the elements 
of defense under service conditions. These defects should be made 
as near impossible as practicable. Funds should be secured for the 
replacement ^f obsolete material and also to provide for the imme- 
diate correction of detects as developed. 

A better administration could be secured by having a central 
supply depot for each Coast Artillery district, avoiding ftirther con- 
struction, and also returning to Artillery duty many officers and 
enlisted men. Large sums of money have been and are being ex- 
pended for the construction of storehouses for the various supply 
departments at each Coast Artillery post and many supplies are 
duplicated in each storehouse. 

The progress being made in the Coast Artillery arm of the service 
has a tendency to impose additional duties and authority upon the 
Artillery district commander. In my opinion the best results for 
instruction and preparation for service can not be attained unless the 
district commander is relieved from post command and gives his 
entire time to the perfection of each element of the defense and its 
coordination in the battle command. 

KILITIA. 

By far the most important and most successful work done for the 
militia has been accomplished through the officers' schools, shown in 
the following table:

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The value put upon these sdiools by the militia officers is shown by 
the following extract from one of their reports: 

It is my opinion that the Government has never expaided a like amount 
upon the militia from which so much benefit has been derived as in tiiese 
schools of instruction for oiBcers of the Organised Militia.

The schools, while held primarily for Infantry officers, have been 
attended during the summer of 1911 by members of the various staff 
departments, for whom special courses of instruction were provided. 

It is recommended that in the future instruction be provided at 
these schools for all arms of the service as well as for the Infantry. 

The spring and summer (field) inspections of the Organized Militia 
have been made in a satisfactory manner. The laree number of 
militia organizations in this department compared to tne number of 
like organizations in the regular service has made the work of these 
inspections fall heavily upon the re^lar troops, interfering ma- 
tenalljr with their progressive instruction. 

While not in the least underestimating the work being done witii 
the militia, yet in order to protect the regular service it is recom- 
mended that in the future the instruction given the Organized Militia 
be limited to what can be done by the regular officers detailed on duty 
with the several States in the department. 

SKAUL-ARMS PRACTIGE. 

Interest in shooting continues unabated with an increasing im- 
provement in accuracy of marksmanship from year to year. 

The extra pay for qualification as expert rifleman, sharpshooter, 
and marksman has been a great incentive to the enlisted men of the 
Army to become good rifle shots. Improvement in the ammunition 
and rifles furnished by the Ordnance Department has also contrib- 
uted to the improved marksmanship. 

The following table will show the increase in expert riflemen, 
sharpshooters, and marksmen in tiie Department of the East during 
the past four years:

COURSE OF FIBINO. 



The course of firing prescribed for the Army has been changed 
from time to time, the principal innovation in recent years bemg 
shooting at unknown distances, at moving and disappearing targets. 
Kan^ practice as now conducted is good, but does not give sufficient 
training to the soldier who is to take his place on the battlefield. 
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and greater importance should be giv«i to field practice, including 
estimating range, judging effective distances at which fire can be 
delivered, rapidity in opening fire, making the best use of ground, 
training as to the various situations that may be expected in active 
service, and more practice in collective fire. 

EANOIS. 

The principal ranges in the Department of the East are located 
at Fort Niagara, N. Y.; Plattsburc Barracks, N. Y.; Fort Ethan 
Allen, Vt. ; and Madison Barracks, N. Y. Each of these ran^ was 
used by a regiment, with the exception of Fort Niagara, which was 
used for the practice of ei^t companies. The range at Fort Ethan 
Allen has now been used for several years for the tryout of the Cav- 
alry team, and the range at Fort Niagara has long been used for 
department and division competitions. 

The Government has recently acquired a maneuver tract at Pine 
Camp, N. Y. This ^ound is very desirable for field practice as well 
as for maneuvers. There is room on this reservation for ranges for 
Fidd Artillery and for machine-gun platoons. There is also verj 
favorable ground for the construction of a known distance range. 
A comparatively small expenditure of money at Pine Camp womd 
assure a very fine target ranee. 

The troops at Fort Myer, Va., and Washington Barracks, D. C, 
conduct their target practice on a rented range located at Edsalls, 
Va. The Government owns no target range in the vicinity of 
Washington. 

The troops at Fort Jay, N. Y., are also without a target range, the 
nearest Government range in the vicinity of New York is that located 
at West Point, N. Y. This range was not available this year for 
the practice of the battalion at Fort Jay, and it was found necessary 
to ask the officials of the State of New York for the use of their 
range located at Rensselaerwyck, near Albanv, N. Y. Permission 
was granted for the exclusive use of this range from the 1st of June to 
the middle of July and was taken advantage of by the battalion of 
the Twenty-ninth Infantry at Fort Jay. The range at Rensselaer- 
wyck is very good for known-distance firing, but is too small for field 
practice.

The range in the Artillery District of Portland is at Fort McKinley , 
Me.; the Coast Artillery company at Portsmouth also has a target 
ra^e. 

•fiiere is no small-arms target range in the Artillery District of 
Boston, except one of 260 yards at Fort Heath, Mass., use being 
made of the Massachusetts State ran^e at Wakefield. 

There is a good ranee at New Bedford, Mass., and also one at Fort 
Greble, K. I., for the Narragansett Bay district 

The Artillery District oi New London contains two ranges, one at 
Fort H. G. Wright and the other at Fort Terry, N. Y. The latter 
range will have to be changed the coming year, as construction near 
the post has rendered its use dangerous. 

In the Southern Artillery District of New York there is a fairly 
good range at Fort Hancock, N. J., and also one at Fort Wads- 
worth, N. Y. 
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In the Artillery District of the Delaware there are ranges at Forts 
Du Pont, Del, and Mott, N. J. 

Baltimore district has ranges at Forts Howard and McHenry, Md. 

There is a range at Fort Washington, Md., in the Artillery District 
of the Potomac^ but it is not in good condition, tiie troops from this 
post usually using the range in me Artillery IMstrict oi Chesapeake 
bay at Fort Monroe, Va. 

It has been my policy to try to have at least one good small-arms 
target range in each Artillery district, and during me present year 
considerable work has been aone on the ranges at Forts Hancock, 
Terry, and Wadsworth. All the ranges in Coast Artillery districts 
are what are called " short ranges " — mat is, 300 yards or less. 

Expenditures from the "Appropriation for shooting galleries and 
rifle ranges" were, from the allotment given to the departaient, 
$4,074.76; allotted by the War Department, $11,536.77; total, 
$15,610.62. 

GENERAL. 

On pages 11 and 12 of my annual report as commanding general 
of the Department of the Lakes, for the fiscal year 1909-10, 1 called 
attention to the present mental and physical strain upon officers 
serving with troops as being greater than should be expected from 
them even in time of war. In this connection I feel it proper for me 
to call attention to an extract which I have copied from a letter which 
passed through my hands. The letter was from the medical director 
of one of the large life assurance companies to one of its general 
agents here in New York : 

We are constantly having them (applications for life insurance) submitted to 
us, and we decide them entirely upon their merits. 

From the (militia) oflacers, ♦ ♦ ♦ we learn that the Regular Army officers 
are very much overworked and completely tired out, which does not speak very 
well for their being good insurance risks. 

We know that a few of the (insurance) companies take Regular Army officers, 
but most of them do not, and I think wisely; and it is much worse now than 
ever before, simply because they are so short of regular officers. The demand 
(for officers) is much greater than the supply, and, for that reason, every 
regular officer has to do the work of two or three officers. 

Much irregularity has been revealed during the year in tbe man- 
agement of post exchanges in the department. Bad management 
and dishonesty has been disastrous to two post exchanges, causing the 
loss of funds and the trial of one officer and seversu enlisted men. 
The ignorance of business methods on the part of most officers and 
their anxiety to make profits lead them into many ill-advised ven- 
tures, which, coupled with lack of time, because of their miKtary 
duties, to properly supervise keeping of accounts, causes complica- 
tions which are difficult to unravel and money liability for losses 
which they can ill afford to refund from their salaries. 

The post exchanges of the Department of the East have 35 officers 
and 164 men detaued to look after them. All of these must to a 
greater or less extent neglect 'their military duties. Older officers, 
whose experience with post exchanges goes back to the seventies, agree 
in the opinion that the management of post exchanges should be in 
the hands of civilians, and not in charge of Armv omcers whose time 
is necessarily engaged with military duties. This may be done by 
placing the civilian manager much in the position occupied formerly 
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by ^^ post traders." The business should be theirs under a reTocable 
license from the War Department, under regulations which apply to 
all exchanges, and the business conducted under rules laid down by 
the post commander and council of administration, and a stated per- 
centage paid oTer to the troops. 

The excellent ration supplied by the Government, the facilities for 
amusements furnished by the gymnasiums^ recreation ro<»ns, etc., 
have permitted a rapid accimiulation of company funds in many com- 
panies. This should be limited, and I believe that the expenditure 
of company funds should be left entirely with the company council. 

The Coast Artillery posts have suffered greatly frcMn a shortage 
of officers during the past year, in addition to which fact there have 
been frequent changes in the officers. During the open season in 
this department, when drills and target practice at the batteries are 
held, the changes of officers have been more freguent than at other 
times. For example, the details of officers as instructors at West 
Point, for instruction of. militia, and for the course at the Coast 
Artillery School, are generally effective about the middle of the out- 
door season, and it has happened that second lieutenants of little 
experience have risen to command of batteries a few days before 
service practice. 

In order to carry on field training of the mobile troops a quarter- 
master and commissary officer should be assigned to every large mili- 
tary post, who is not required to do duty in the fiela. Frequent 
changes in quartermasters, where there are expensive plants, is a 
cause of great loss to the Government, especially where young and 
inexperienced officers are called upon to perform this duty. A num- 
ber of officers on the retired list of the Army are capable of doing 
(quartermaster and commissary duty, relieving officers on the active 
list, whose services diould be made available for duty with troops, 
either imder instruction or for field work. 

A permanent quartermaster of a post should be responsible for all 
property pertaining to the post. All property used by troops in field 
operations should be carried on returns of quartermasters who accom- 
pany troops in the field. In short, the field equipment of troops 
should be separate from post property, and should be kept ready to 
move at a moment's notice. 

The question of exhausting the supply of shoes manufactured prior 
to the adoption of the new specification marching shoe (specification 
No. 1,069, adopted June 23, 1910), has, as in the past, continued to 
be a vexatious one, and has become somewhat more aggravated by 
the order forbidding the issue of garrison shoes for even garrison 
wear until the supply of marching shoes of the old pattern is con- 
sumed. It appears to be impracticable to exhaust the supply of these 
shoes by issue to prisoners within a reasonable time, and it is there- 
fore recommended that they be otherwise disposed of so that the new 
specification marching shoe may be issued for field service, and the 
issue of garrison shoes for the purpose for which intended rifey be 
resumed. In this connection, I desire to state that in my opinion it 
would be in the interest of economy and would be entirely satisfac- 
tory for all purposes if only one shoe were provided for all purposes 
of field and garrison use. My own preference would be for a black 
shoe. 
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I am not convinced that the new olive drab cotton clothing pos- 
sesses any advantages over the khaki it is intended to replace, but 
am pleased to note that the quality of the cloth and dye I have 
observed in the uniforms of officers recently manufactured is superior 
to the qualities observed in the earlier samples of a year ago, upon 
which 1 commented in my last annual report while commanding the 
DeDartment of th^ Lakes. 

The leggings furnished at the present time are not satisfactory. It 
IS my opinion that no legging can be manufactured that will be 
at once satisfactory for wear by both mounted and foot troops, and 
it is recommended that no further efforts be made to reconcile the 
needs of both services by a compromise that provides for neither. It 
is believed that this question should work itself out through tests and 
recommendations of the Infantry and Cavalry equipment boards. 

BEOOMMENDATIONS. 

A permanent corps of judge advocate clerks is recommended. Fre- 

auent changes in the clerical force hampers the prompt and accurate 
isposal of cases. 

It is recommended that the purchase of law books for the division 
judge advocates be done by the Judge Advocate General's Office in 
Washington. By this change the libraries would develop along uni- 
form lines and result in greater efficiency and economy. 

It is recommended as a matter of efficiency, economy, and proper 
penal discipline that only those military convicts of a criminal char- 
acter with a considerable period to serve, be sent from this division 
to the United States Military Prison at Fort Leavenworth, Kans. 

It is recommended that the president of courts-martial be uni- 
formly vested with more authority. If the court made it a practice 
to authorize the president to rule upon formal objections without 
closing the court, much time would be saved. 

It is recommended that the course of law in the garrison school be 
made as practical as possible and that especial weight in both the 
course and in the examination be given to those questions which are 
liable to arise in the discharge of the duties of the student officers. It 
id also recommended that at least one standard work on criminal law 
and one on evidence be placed in each post library. These would not 
only be available for reference during trials, but would doubtless be 
studied by a number of officers desirous of a greater knowledge on 
these practical subjects than thitt given in the ordinary military law 
textbook. 

It is strongly recommended that Congress be urged to pass a law 
protecting the officers and enlisted men of the Army from actions civil 
or criminal which may be instituted in State courts against them for 
acts done or omitted in the performance of their official duties, by per- 
mitting the removal of such cases to the Federal courts, such as is now 
done with the revenue officers (sec. 33, Judicial Code) and civil and 
military officers in the enforcement of the equal civil rights law (sec. 
31, Judicial Code). 

It is recommended that the matter of discharge on account of dis- 
ability be returned to the control of the division commanders, where 
it has always heretofore been and where, in event of active service, it 
must rest. 
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An addition to the school building of bakers and cooks, at Wash- 
ington Barracks, Washin^n, D. C, is earnestly recomm^ided. This 
addition should provide for a lecture room, additional squad room, 
dining room and kitchen, new bathroom and water-closet, which 
would practically double the capacity of the school. The estimate 
for such an ad<ution is $10,000, the increase over formei estimate 
being to provide more suitable arrangements. 

STAFF, DBPABTMBNT AND PERSONNBL. 

I have been assisted by a most effici^it staff in the administration 
of the Department of the East. All the officers of the department 
staff have shown great loyalty and interest in their work. I am most 
pleased to testify to their efficiency shown in the performance of duty.

Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., was formerly garrisoned bjr the Eleventh 
Cavalry, which left for Fort Sam Houston, San Antonio, Tex., March 
8, 1911, leaving behind a minimum detachment for the safety of the 
post, until April 25, 1911, when 25 men were sent to join the regiment 
and the post was turned over to civilian caretakers, utilizing em- 
ployees of whatever grade to the fullest possible extent. 

Fort McPherson, Ga.. was formerly garrisoned by the Seventeenth 
Infantry, which left lor Fort Sam Houston, San Antonio, Tex., 
March 7, 1911, leaving behind minimum guards for the safety of the 

?ost and prisoners awaiting trial. The guard was reenforced by 19 
loast Artillery soldiers March 30, 1911, and after disposing of nearly 
all of the prisoners, 34 men were sent to join the regiment June 12, 
1911. The security of the post was then turned over to civilian 
caretakers, utilizing employees of whatever grade to the fullest 
possible extent, as the detachment of Artillery troops was fully occu- 

Sied in guarding the prisoners accumulating from apprehension and 
elivery and was not available for the care of the post. 
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Fort Fremont, S. C, was formerly garrisoned by the One hundred 
and twenty-seventh Company, Coast Artillery Corps, which was sent 
to Fort Screven, Ga., to participate in coast defense exercises, March 
1 to 12, 1911, and while so serving left March 8, 1911, for Galveston, 
Tex., where it formed part of the First Provisional Kegiment, Coast 
Artillery Corps, until ordered June 12 to permanent station at Fort 
Crockett, Tex. This post is now cared for by a detachment of en- 
listed men. 

There were 10 officers absent from the department on June 30, 
1911 ; five on leave of absence and five on detached service, all from 
the Coast Artillery Corps, except one staff officer on detached service.

The nuniber of desertions is much less than last year, attributable 
to the continued vigorous system of widespread publicity of deserters* 
descriptions which makes apprehension very probable and acts as a 
strong deterrent from yielding to an impulse not based on reason. 

POST SCHOOLS. 

Schools for the instruction of enlisted men in the common branches 
of education, and especially in the history of the United States, were 
established pursuant to General Orders, No. 70, War Department, 
1910, at Forts McPherson, Oglethorpe, and Screven, Ga. ; Barrancas 
and Dade, Fla. ; Fremont and Moultrie, S. C. ; Caswell, N. C. ; Mor- 
gan, Ala. ; and Key West Barracks, Fla., with satisfactory results. 

GARRISON SCHOOLS. 

Garrison schools were conducted in the department as required 
by General Orders, No. 70, War Department, series 1910. 

At Forts Oglethorpe and McPherson, Ga., the subjects for the 
first school year were pursued, but the courses were interrupted by the 
departure of the troops stationed at these posts for Fort Sam Hous- 
ton, Tex., March 8 and 7, respectively. 

At the Artillery posts the subjects prescribed for the third school 
year were pursued and completed last fall (the term being in the 
summer at these posts for climatic reasons) . 

The following officers pursued certain subjects in the preliminary 
course: 

Second Lieuts. E. F. Barlow, R. E. Nix, and H. S. Hemingway, 
Coast Artillery Corps ; Second Lieuts. C. McC. McMurray and D. S. 
Wilson, Seventeenth Infantry, both of whom were authorized to take 
the regular course in addition. 

The special course required by General Orders, No. 226, War De- 
partment, series 1909, was pursued only at Fort Caswell, N. C.

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Postgraduate work was conducted at the various ^)08ts within the 
department under the immediate supervision of the post commander 
and in strict conformity to paragraphs 45, 46, and 47, General Orders, 
No. 70, War Department, 1910. 

ATHLETICS. 

Athletic exercises have been conducted in the department as re- 
quired by War Department orders, including daily athletic exercises 
and quarterly athletic meets. Comprehensive reports on the latter 
were required prior to the receipt of the letter of March 14 suspend- 
ing their requirement. 

SMALL- ARMS TARGET PRACTICE. 

The regular small-arms target practice of the Eleventh Cavalry, 
at Catoosa Springs, and of the Seventeenth Infantry, at the Waco 
rifle range, were not held this year on account of the absence of these 
regiments from the department since early March. 

The small-arms target practice of the Coast Artillery troops is 
limited to special course A, which includes no range longer than 300 
yards. As paragraph 11, General Orders, No. 229, War Department, 
series 1910, contemplates the preparation of Coast Artillery troops 
for service in case they are called out as part of the mobile Army, 
and as 600 yards is a very short battle range with small arms, it is 
deemed wise to extend the Infantry instruction of Coast Artillery 
troops to iiiclude the marksman's course. 

COAST DEFENSE EXERCISES. 

Coast defense exercises were held last year by the regular troops 
only in conjunction with the militia encampments. This year they 
have immediateljr preceded the principal target practice of Coast 
Artillery, and while there is little or no gain this year, in consequence 
of the extreme lack of experienced officers of Coast Artillery at the 
time most of the practices were held^ the system of holding such 
exercises as a special training immediately before such practice is 
deemed an excellent innovation worthy of continuation. 

The most complete and satisfactorv coast defense exercises held in 
this department were conducted by tne commandinff officer. Artillery 
District of Pensacola, April 27 to May 10, 1911. On account of the 
absence of the Fifteenth and Twentieth Companies, Coast Artillery 
Corps, at Galveston, Tex., and the scarcity of officers, the operations 
were limited to gun defense and searchlight problems and the simula- 
tion of mine defense. The hostile period was from 8 a. m. May 8, 
until daylight May 9. The steamers Poe and Morrison were used 
to represent hostile vessels. 

Three phases occurred : First, 8.30 a. m. to 11 a. m. May 8, followed 
by watching; second, 7.30 p. m. to 9 p. m. May 8; third, 1 a. m. to 
3.10 a. m. May 9. 

The details of these exercises were worked out with care in a very 
creditable manner. 
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The following recommendations by the commanding officer, Artil- 
lery District of Pensacola, are deemed worthy of consideration: 

(1) That Artillery districts be consolidated into Artillery di- 
visions, all the troops and boats of which may be consolidated in suc- 
cessive years at different districts for two weeks for coast defense 
exercises, to permit complete manning of all batteries, with reason- 
able force of supports, and appreciable number of vessels with a fleet 
commander and with at least one officer and reasonable detachment 
on each vessel to illustrate a proper sudden attack and full emergency 
defense of that district; Coast Artillery militia officers to be allowed 
to attend and to be attached to organizations during the period, 

(2) That two or three days be allowed after coast defense exercises 
for preparation for service Artillery target practice when troops are 
so concentrated and that troops remain in camp during the annual 
practice. 

CX>A8T ARTILLERY TARGET PRACTICE. 

During the fiscal year there were 59 series of target practice, of 
which 24 were in the last and 35 in the current season whidi is 
coincident with the calendar year : 12-inch mortar battery, 5 ; 12-incli 
breech-loading rifles, 5 ; 10-inch breech-loading rifles, 8 ; 8-inch breech- 
loading rifles, 2; 6-inch breech-loading rifles, 2; 4.7-inch rapid-fire 
guns, 25 ; 15-pounder rapid-fire guns, making the following average 
percentage of hits: 12-inch breech-loading mortars, 33.33 per cent; 
12-indi breech-loading rifles, 30 per cent; 10-inch breech-loading 
rifles, 21.43 per cent; 8-inch breech-loadmg rifles, 21.43 per cent; 
6-inch breech-loading rifles, 16.67 per cent ; 4.7-inch rapid-fire guns, 
54.54 per cent ; 15-pounder rapid-fire guns, 33.65 per cent 

The ranges of the rapid-fire guns was from 1,500 to 4,000 yards, 
while those of the breech-loading rifles varied from 6,000 to 9,000 
yards. 

Such of the practice as was held after March 8, 1911, was badly 
handicapped by an extreme deficiency of officers and lack of ex- 
perience of others who joined from Fort Monroe, Va., after that date. 
The companies left behind had been denuded of officers to fill up 
those which were sent to Galveston, and although 20 officers from 
Fort Monroe, Va., were supplied in early April, their lack of expe- 
rience was shown in the practice. 

The best practice was at Battery Mcintosh, 8-inch breech-loading 
rifles. May 8, 1911. There were then serving with this battery a 
captain and first lieutens^nt, both of experience, and it is to their 
credit that in 6 shots 6 hits were made at a range of 6,000 yards, 
which is nearly ^ miles. 

A remarkably good practice was held at Battery Pensacola, Fort 
Pickens, Artillery District of Pensacola, at the unusually long range 
of 9,000 yards, or 5 miles, making in six shots four hits, while a fifth 
shot injured the wave board at the front of the target, but not passing 
between the uprights was not scored a hit. Two targets were de- 
stroyed in this practice, which was held May 12, 16, and 31, 1911. 

A creditable practice was held at Battery Lord, Fort Moultrie, 
Artillery District of Charleston, 15-pounder rapid-fire guns, May 4, 
1911, making in 18 shots 13 hits. In this practice the battery com- 
mander improvised a tower 60 feet high from which to observe and 
spot the strike of the shots.

The best mortar practice was at Battery Seminole, Fort Taylor, 
Artillery District of Key West, May 1, 1911, making in 10 shots 7 hits. 
There were only two Artillery officers regularly stationed at the post, 
one of whom was too sick to do his best work and went on sick report 
the day after the practice. They were both officers of experience, 
and the practice was rendered possible by the presence of three re- 
cently appointed second lieutenants temporarily detailed from 
another post. 

INSFECnONS BY THE DEPARTMENT COMMANNER. 

Under the provisions of paragraph 193, Army Regulations, 1910, 
the undersigned has during the past year inspected every post and 
subpost in the department except tne Artillenr Districts of the 
Cape Fear, of Savannah, of Key West, and oi Tampa, in whidi 
inspections were made by the temporary department commander at 
Forts Caswell, Screven, Dade, De Soto, Taylor, and Key West Bar- 
racl^. No inspection was made this year of Fort Fremcmt, which 
is garrisoned only by a detachment from Fort Screven. 

The inspections showed that the officers and men are as well drilled 
and instructed in their duties and tactical exercises as conditions will 
permit, and are fairly efficient therein. The greatest hindrance to 
their thorough efficiency lies in the continued absence of many officers. 
This was intensified during the absence from the department of those 
troops ordered to Texas in March and partially relieved by the 
supply of 20 second lieutenants from Fort Monroe, Va. Since the 
return of the troops from Texas the Coast Artillery posts are better 
supplied with officers than heretofore. There is, however, such a 
scarcity of Cavalry and Infantry troops and officers that it was neces- 
sary to request the detail of officers from without the department to 
inspect and instruct the militia of these arms. 

The supply and administration of the different posts is generally 
good, commanding officers giving personal supervision to the business 
methods of staff officers and exercising proper care of public prop- 
erty and economy of expenditures. 

A severe hurricane with wind velocity of 100 miles per hour struck 
Key West Barracks and Fort Taylor October 17, 1910, crossed the 
we§t coast of Florida, near Tampa, October 18, and entered the 
Atlantic Ocean, near Savannah, October 19. Great damage was done 
at Key West Barracks and Fort Taylor, where new dock, boathouse, 
causeway to Fort Taylor, searchlight building, incinerators, Semi- 
nole secondary, and small-arms target butts were completely de- 
stroyed. The damage at Fort Dade was slight, although it was neces- 
sary to strike camp set up for the joint Army and coast defense exer- 
cises. At Fort Screven tne high wind caused an unusually high tide, 
with 2 feet of water on the parade ground, and threatened serious 
damage to buildings, but subsided with little other damage than the 
undermining of the sea wall. 

GARRISON AND FIELD TRAINING. 

The garrison and field training of Infantry and Cavalry have 
been conducted according to War l)epartment orders. No. 177, series 
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of 1907, and No, 7, series of 1911 ; that of Coast Artillery in accord- 
ance with General Orders, No. 229, War Department, series of 1910. 

A practice march of 300 miles was periormed by the Eleventh 
Cavalry, September 27 to October 27, 1910, from Fort Oglethorpe, 
Ga., to Knoxville, Tenn., and return, including one night march. 
The longest march in any one day was 24 miles and the shortest 16 
miles. A feature of this march is worthy of note. The regiment was 
inoculated for typhoid fever in September previous to the departure 
on the march. During the march no water was boiled, by authority 
of the department commander. Upon the return of the regiment the 
sick report in field numbered none. Up to December 17, 1910, no 
cases had developed. 

Eight days were occupied in marching to Knoxville and seven days 
returning. The condition of the horses was excellent. 

A practice march of Infantry of 200 miles was had by the Seven- 
teenth Infantry, returning from Camp at Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., to 
its station at Fort McPherson, Ga. The march was conducted in 
accordance with General Orders, No. 177, War Department, series of 
1907, as modified by Field Service Regulations, and additional, 
authority from the War Department as to carrying rolls on wagons 
when practicable. All officers of the command, with the exception 
of such as were excused by proper authority and three who were 
unable to complete the march, made the entire march. Marches 
were made on each of the 14 consecutive days, the longest being 18 
miles and the shortest 12 miles. 

The Infantry exercises prescribed for Coast Artillery troops in 
General Orders, No. 229, War Department, series of 1910, were all 
scheduled later than the movement of troops to Texas with the single 
exception of the Artillery District of the Cape Fear, where they were 
held February 8 to 27, 1911, and included interesting and practical 
tactical problems executed on the narrow stretch of sand and woods 
to the westward from the post, which is the only land approach for 
a hostile force. 

A practice march of 15 miles from Fort Caswell by land to South- 
port with return 2 miles by boat was executed February 27, 1911, in 
heavy marching order witn individual cooking of haversack rations 
for tne noon meal, when shelter tents were pitched. The march was 
conducted with the usual halts prescribed in Field Service Regula- 
tions and concluded without accident or casualty of any kind.

The arrival of the First North Carolina Infantnr and the Third 
South Carolina Infantry was delayed by the South Carolina law pro- 
hibiting the running oi special trains on Sundays. A similar law 
exists m Georgia. It is of record that two companies of Coast 
Artillery moving by special train from Mobile, Ala., to Charleston, 
S. C, were compelled to lie over en route at Augusta, Ga., through 
inability, it is stated, of the railroad officials to run the train through 
South Carolina because of the law above mentioned. It is believed 
that these laws are worthy of consideration by the War Department 
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with a view to such action as will prevent unnecessary delay in the 
movement of troops from this cause. 

The water supply had been previously reputed to be bad. Steps 
were taken in January to procure a supply of better water by 
sinking two additional wells. The two wells then supplying Fort 
Oglethorpe were examined and pronounced on April 8 and May 31 
" imreservedly condemned " and " not a safe potable water," while 
that of the new well. No. 4, which gave a good flow, was reported on 
June 28 " badly polluted and unsafe without boiling." Resort was 
had to boiling the water, and all wells on the maneuver grounds were 
marked "not fit to drink," except one well at Brotherton house, the 
water from which had been pronounced good. 

The bad reputation of the drinking water and the prevalence of 
typhoid fever in 1898 is believed to account for the small attendance 
of militia troops, which, with the exception of those from Alabama, 
were markedly below the standard strength set in Army regulation 
462 of 1910. 

The instruction was varied and comprehensive. Field exercises as 
per Greneral Orders, No. 11, War Department, 1908, commenced July 
1 and continued throughout the camp in accordance with a well- 
matured pro-am duly published. Drill fields, routes, and positions 
for the exercises were duly designated and assigned to the various 
organizations in instruction memoranda. 

An inspector-instructor was assigned to each separate' militia or- 
ganization and taken when possible from the branch of the Regular 
Service to which the organization belonged. Additional instructors 
were assigned to regiments so as to have at least one for each bat- 
talion and in some cases additional instructors were assigned to mili- 
tia brigade headquarters. The instruction of militia Cavalry, Field 
Artillery, and Signal Corps companies was under the supervision 
of the commandmg oificers of the corresponding regular troops. 
Noncommissioned officers of the regular organizations were also 
detailed to assist in the instruction of these troops. 

Preceding each period for drill or exercises, generally the day be- 
fore, the militia officers were called together and the exercise dis- 
cussed, and in order that the enlisted men might understand and 
enter into the spirit of the work the exercise and its object were 
always explained on the drill ground to the assembled troops. Tac- 
tical rides and walks were utilized when practicable. 

Lectures were given to officers on camp sanitation, personal hygiene 
of the soldier, on antityphoid vaccination, German autumn maneu- 
vers, use of dirigible balloons. Artillery in the field, hasty intrench- 
ment, terrain as it affects formations for combats and the use of the 
various arms, the Battle of Chickamauga, the Signal Corps in mod- 
em war, and the Japanese soldier. 

There were 10 maneuver problems, 5 for regular troops and 5 for 
regular and militia troops combined, in addition to a Cavalry screen 
problem, all of which were highly interesting and instructive, and 
were creditably solved. On the completion of each maneuver the um- 
pires reported immediately to the senior umpires, who at once made 
written reports to the chief umpire, whose report was rendered 
without delay, embodying therein his criticisms and those of the 
senior umpires for the forces to which they had been assigned, and 
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at 4 p. m. on the day of the termination of the maneuver the officers 
were assembled and the maneuver discussed, the commander of the 
maneuvers presiding. 

Militia officers were given command of one or both the opposing 
forces in all man^ivers in which they participated, and the militia 
troops associated as closely as i)racticabie with regular troops in all 
maneuvers in which both participated. 

A recreation tent 140 by 190 feet furnished ample space for a stage, 
several long tables for magazines and writing material, many benches 
and chairs, stand for sale of soft drinks, and sufficient remaining 
space for a large audience. The evenings of week days were devoted 
to healthy entertainments of varied character, including wrestling, 
boxing, reading, lectures, music, and speaking. During the day 
on week days the tent was occupied by enlisted men reading maga- 
zines, writing letters, and playing games, the Young Men's Christian 
Association having provided hundreds of magazines, pens, ink, and 
35,000 sheets of paper and envelopes without charge. The sale of 
40,000 stamps shows that these facilities were utilized. The entertain- 
ment proviaed undoubtedly kept many men away from undesirable 
resorts and degrading influences outside of the camp and contributed 
to the maintenance of good discipline.

This shows a reduction from the number of enlisted men tried by 
inferior courts last year, but does not include the trials by inferior 
courts for the absent troops, which would bring the total of 1,108 
nearly to 1,410 of last year. Similarly the total number of enlisted 
men tried by general courts-martial is four less than last year. 

The policy of encouraging correction of faults without resort to 
court-martial unless necessary will be continued. 

quartermaster's DEPARTMENT. 

The disbursements of this department at these headquarters has ex- 
ceeded $1,000,000 during this year for all purposes. 

The re^lar supply of fuel, forage, straw, and mineral oil for all 
the posts in the department has been satisfactorily accomplished with 
a saving by substituting " run of mine " coal for vessels and power 
plants in lieu of screened coal. 

A large quantity of hay delivered at Fort Oglethorpe was found to 
be below standard and was replaced by the contractor without ex- 
pense to the United States. Some difficulty was experienced at Fort 
Caswell, N. C, in procuring mineral oil of the standard grade re- 
quired by the contract, but the deficiency was made good by local 
purchase at expense of the contractor. 
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The harbor boat service of the department has been materially im- 
proved and economically administered during the year. The au- 
thority to expend funds for the repair to vessels with the approval 
of the department conmiander, based on quarterlv letters oi appor- 
tionment by the Quartermaster General, has enabled the department 
to act promptly and economically in all 'matters arising thereunder 
and is worthy of adoption for the Eastern Division.

MOVEMENT OF TB00P8. 

The recent movement of troops to Texas involved a large amount 
of labor quickly and efficiently performed by this department. 

The orders were received late on the night of March 6. Railroad 
officials were aroused at night by telephone to assemble trains of spe- 
cial equipment the next day. 

Three special trains for the Seventeenth Infantry; six for the 
Eleventh Cavalry, and five for the companies of Coast Artillery, each 
with a prescribed equipment suited to the troops to be carried, in- 
volved a great amount of labor. 

The trains were all in readiness by noon on the 7th and the troops 
departed on the 7th, except at Fort Oglethorpe, where the telegrams 
sent during the night were not delivered until 9.30 a. m., on the 7th, 
and this, with the loading of a large number of horses, delayed the 
departure until the 8th. 
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This movement has demonstrated the necessity of having in prepa- 
ration in advance lists in detail of equipment to be taken by troops 
when ordered out, so that the telegraphic order for a movement need 
merely specify list No. 1, No. 2, etc,, without the possibility of mis- 
understanding, or the necessity of specifying every detail in the tele- 
graphic order for troops to move. 

SUBSISTENCE DEPARTMENT. 

The operation of this department during the fiscal year just closed 
has been generally satisfactory. Supplies have been good and of 
sufficient quantity. Care has been taken by the chief commissary of 
the department to prevent the accumulation of stores in excess of 
needs oy judicious transfer between posts. This was especially im- 
portant when some of the posts were temporarily abandoned and 
others much reduced in strength in consequence of the movement of 
troops to Texas in March. 

MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 

The efficiencv of the medical department has improved progres- 
sively during the past four years, as evinced by diminishing percent- 
age of mean strength constantly noneffective — 4.59 in 1908, 3.96 in 
1909, 3.71 in 1910, and 3.18 m 1911. 

The extensive administration of the typhoid prophylaxis during 
the past six months has unquestionably diminished the number ^ 
cases. There has been reported this year 12 cases against 13 last 
year, but of the 12, 8 occurred at Fort Oglethorpe and were brought 
there from Tennessee already infected. 

The death rate per cent is slightly higher than last year, heins 4.8 
against 4.1 last year. This is attributed to a number of deaths from 
injury — 2 hit by electric car, 2 suicides, 2 drowned, 1 accidentally 
electrocuted, 1 fracture of skull, a total of 8 out of 18 deaths from all 
causes. Of these, 5 were from injuries not in line of duty. 

The general health of the command has been excellent, the sani- 
tary condition of posts in the main good, and the efficiency of the 
medical and sanitary service very good. 

The chief surgeon has personally inspected each of the garrisoned 
posts in the department. 

PAY DEPARTMENT. 

One chief paymaster and one assistant were on duty in the depart- 
ment until troops were sent to Texas in March, when the assistant 
was sent to Texas. 

All payments have been made promptly and efficiently each month 
of the year. 

For the month of June, 1911, payments were made by the chief 

Paymaster in person at Fort Caswell, N. C; Fort Moultrie, S. C: 
'ort Screven, Ga. ; Forts Barrancas, McRee, and Pickens, Fla. ; and 
at Fort Morgan, Ala. ; by express or checks by mail, at Fort Fremont, 
S. C; at Augusta Arsenal, Ga.; Fort McPherson and Fort Ogle- 
thorpe. Ga.; at Key West Barracks, Fort Dade, and Fort De Soto, 
Fla. ; and Jackson Barracks, Fort Jackson, and Fort St. Philip, La. 
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Forts McPherson and Oglethorpe, Ga., were paid by Mymastcrs 
in person until the withdrawal of troops for duty in Texas last 
March. Fort Caswell, N. C.^ was added during the year to the list 
for payments by paymasters in person. 

Payments by paymasters in the department during the year aggre- 
gated for pay proper, $2,173,351.99 ; on final statements to enlisted 
men, $88,749!80. CoUections were made aggregating $51,102.48 and 
deposits by enlisted men $90,768.84. 

ENGINEER DEPABTMENT. 

This department has resurveyed the boundaries of the Catoosa 
Springs tar^t ran^, completing the fieldwork in June and the work 
of platting IS now m progress. 

The principal work of the department has been on the progressive 
military map, which was interrupted by the movement of troops to 
Texas in March. Twentjr-seven skeleton maps have been prepared 
on which the details furnished by the officers detailed on this work 
have b^en filled in as soon as practicable after their receipt. Work 
has been in progress this year in the vicinity of the following Artil- 
lery districts: 'Sew Orleans, Mobile, Pensacola, Tampa, Key West, 
Savannah, Charleston, and Cape Fear. 

ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT. 

The office of the chief ordnance officer is maintained at the Augusta 
Arsenal in conjunction with the arsenal and armament officers' office. 
No clerks or employees are assi^ied exclusively to either office, the 
work of all three being so related as to be prosecuted most economi- 
calljr in combination. The work of converting the 12-inch mortar 
carriages from the model of 1896 to the model of 1896 MI has pro- 
gressed throughout the year. 

The war-reserve stock of ordnance and ordnance stores has been 
increased to some extent during the year. 

SIGNAL CX)RPS. 

The requirement of Army regulation 1584, of 1910, that estch 
organization should have at least two available enlisted men able 
to exchange messages in the Army and Navy code at short distances 
by flags, has been fully complied with. 

POST TELEPHONE SYSTEMS. 

During the year common battery systems were installed at Fort 
Morgan, Ala., Fort Dade, Fla., and Fort Caswell, N. C. The over- 
head system at Key West Barracks, Fla., was reconstructed. A bat- 
tery rectifier set was installed at Fort Barrancas, Fla., and a storage 
battery and charging equipment put in at Fort Moultrie, S. C. A 
copper metallic circuit telephone line was built between Braiden- 
town, Fla., and Shaws Point, Fort Dade, Fla. 

FIBE-C0I7TB0L SYSTEMS. 

The system at Fort Taylor, Fla., was reconstructed and repairs and 
improvements made at Forts Morgan, Ala., Caswell, N. C, Taylor, 
Fla., and Pickens, Fla. 
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BUBMABINE GABLES. 

Cables were laid between Fort Caswell, N. C., and Southport, N. C. : 
Fort Taylor, Fla., and West Martello Tower; Forts St Philip and 
Jackson, La. 

IN8P1&GTIOI7S. 

Inspections and tests of Signal Corps equipment at Artillery posts 
were made at Jackson Barracks, La., Fort Jackson, and Fort St. 
Philip, La. Semiannual inspections of telephone equipment have 
been made at Fort McPherson, Ga. (two inspections), ana Fort Ogle- 
thorpe, Ga. (one inspection). 

The requirements of paragraph 1584, Army Begulations, 1910, 
have been complied with. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

At the annual inspection of Key West Barracks and Fort Taylor, 
Fla., the question arose whether their importance warrants their con- 
tinuance as garrisoned stations. 

The space at these two stations is not sufficient to permit their use 
as a place of assembly of troops awaiting transportation to points in 
the Gulf. The present water supply is from shallow wells dej)endent 
on surface seepage liable to contammation and insufficient in times of 
drouth, when resort to evaporation becomes necessary. The railroad 
connection which will be completed probably in December, 1911, may 
be easily interrupted by destroying any one of the numerous viaducts 
from key to kev. The supply by boat is dependent on the control of 
the waters of the Gulf by the Isavy. The guns and mortars of Fort 
Taylor can not prevent the bombardment of Key West. Thej^ con- 
trol the "North West Passage" via Key West from the Straits of 
Florida to the Gulf of Mexico, but do not prevent the entrance of 
vessels into the Gulf by a more circuitous route. They control an- 
chorages close in but do not. extend to the "Sand Key" anchorages 
about 18,000 yards away. A serious doubt of the safety of these an- 
chorages from storms has been raised by the destructive hurricanes of 
1909 and 1910, both in October. Coal can be cheaply stored there for 
the supply of transports or of naval vessels. 

The prmcipal value of these posts seems to be for the protection of 
a naval base which is of much less value since the acquirement of 
Porto Rico and of a naval base at Guantanamo, Cuba. 

It is recommended that the views of the Navy Department be as- 
certained as to the value of Key West as a naval base, and if that 
view be unfavorable, that the question of abandoning Key West Bar- 
racks and Fort Taylor be seriously considered. 

In case this ^ost is to be retained small pieces of private property 
which reenter into the boundary line of Fort Taylor Reservation 
should be purchased at once to complete that reservation, as the price 
of land will advance rapidly after the completion of the railroad to 
Kev West. 

At Fort Screven, Ga., there is n^ed of land along the beach from 
the reservation boundary to the secondary stations to prevent the view 
from the secondary stations from being obstructed by buildings built 
on private land. The sea wall is in need of immediate renewal. At 
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present the wave tops, at the time of full and dark mo(m, just run 
over the wall and tne water that accumulates within the wall runs 
back at low tide by passing under the wall undermining it From 
this cause the damage done oy the storm of October 19, 1910, has be- 
come continuously worse and successive, blocks of the sea wall are now 
bdjQg undermined and washed out of place. 

When the wall is reconstructed, it should be built about 3 feet 
higher than the present wall and the parade filled up to the top of the 
new walL

RECOMMENDATIONS — MIUTlA. 

Experience at camps of instruction of militia and at joint Army 
and militia coast defense exercises during the year indicates that in 
the instruction of militia there should be at least two instructor- 
insfjectors for each battery, one for emplacements and one for range 
stations, with one additional for the headquarters of three or more 
batteries at the same station ; that Infantry and Cavalry should have 
at least one instructor-inspector for each battalion or squadron and 
one additional for each regimental headquarters controlling two or 
more battalions (or squadrons), and one for each* higher head- 
quarters.

Sir : I have the honor to submit the following annual report for 
the Department of the Lakes for the period ended June 30, 1911. 

Pursuant to Army Emulation 195, 1 assumed command March 14, 
1911. Prior thereto the department was commanded by Maj. Gen. 
Frederick D. Grant until July 23, 1910, and from that date until 
March 13, 1911, bv Maj. Gen. Charies L. Hodges. 

Until March of this year the posts of the department were garri- 
soned bv three regiments and two battalions of Infantry, headquar- 
ters and one battery Field Artillery, and one squadron of Cavalry. 

On March 8, 1911, the Tenth Infantry left Fort Benjamin Har- 
rison, Ind., for the maneuver camp at San Antonio, Tex., and 
on March 13 the headquarters, two battalions, and machine-gun pla- 
toon. Second Infantry, left Fort Thomas, Ky., for the Hawaiian 
Islands. 

The posts of this department are now garrisoned as follows: 

Fort Sheridan, III. — ^Third Squadron, Fifteenth Cavalry ; head- 
quarters and Battery F, Fifth Field Artillery ; and the Twenty- 
seventh Infantry. 

Fort Brady, Mich. — Second Battalion, Twenty-sixth Infantry. 

Fort Wayne, Mich. — ^Headquarters, First and Third Battalions and 
machine-gun platoon. Twenty-sixth Infantry. 

Fort Benjandn Harrison, Ind. — Detachment of 2 officers and 30 
enlisted men of the Twenty-sixth Infantry from Fort Wayne. 

The detachment garrisoning Fort Thomas, Ky., was withdrawn 
from that post on May 26, 1911, and the post is now in the hands of 
caretakers of the Quartermaster's Department. 

Schools have been maintained at all posts in the department, in 
compliance with existing orders. Post libraries need reading matter. 
Books of reference on military subjects and other practical sciences 
and works of light fiction would be highly appreciated by most of the 
men and prove beneficial to their welfare. 

INSPBCJTDR GENERAI4'S DEPARTMENT. 

Observations and recommendations of the inspector general of the 
department : 

I regard the field inspections of troops now being made by in- 
spectors as most valuable to the service. I began field inspections 
in this department with the garrison of Fort Sheridan and ended 
them with that of Fort Brady, gradually evolving a system that 
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would reduce paper work to a minimum and bring out matters not 
usually considered at maneuvers. 

I recommend that the War Department issue general regulations 
governing concentration and mobilization and that each headquarters 
and garrison be required to submit annually a scheme for its own con- 
centration and mobilization under the above regulations, to the next 
higher commander. ^ 

At nearly everv post I have inspected there is a shortage of horses 
and mules, and I reccnnmend the greatest possible efforts to increase 
the supply. Supply of wagons, ambulances, and harness should also 
be kept up. I believe the time is now at hand when experimental 
types of motor trucks should be constructed and issued for test, with 
a view to finding a type that will replace the field wagon to the 
greatest possible extent. 

I find that the Hospital Corps is deficient in trained drivers for 
ambulance teams, and that ambulances are so frequently driven with 
but two animals attached that some men think this is the full com- 
plement. I recommend that ambulances, animals, and harness there- 
Tor be held by the proper surgeon on memorandum receipt and that 
they be wholly cared for under his direction. This will fix responsi- 
bility. I also recommend that, as an incentive to better service, extra 
pay be provided for men of the Hospital Corps when actually on duty 
as nurses, the surgeon to have power to appoint the required number 
of nurses and to disrate them when no longer required or for mis- 
conduct 

JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL's DEPARTMENT. 

The judge advocate of the department reports as follows : 

The total number of convictions of enlisted men tried by general 

courts-martial was 627, and acquittals, 14. 
The total number of convictions of enlisted men tried by inferior 

courts-martial was 2,580, and acquittals, 46. 

quartermaster's DEPARTMENT. 

The chief quartermaster of the department reports that in his oiBce 
a total of $1,896,484.73 was received, $1,721,204.09 disbursed, $175,- 
280.64 balance on hand. 

The chief quartermaster is of the opinion that the marching shoe 
is very limited in its use, and that the garrison shoe could be issued 
for both garrison and marching purposes, doing away with the 
marching shoes. The soldier would then have one shoe (black) for 
dress purposes, and one shoe (russet) for all other purposes, both 
same style and last as at present. That the leggings now furnished 
are unpopular. Inquiries would indicate that a legging on the old 
style 01 canvas legging, covering more of the shoe and a trifle higher, 
would be more suitaWe for the service. 

He also renews his recommendation that provisions be made for 
mess shelters for troops during field maneuvers. During the camp 
of instruction at Fort Benjamin Harrison, Ind., last fall a mess 
shelter, covered with building paper, completely screened and fur-, 
nished with two screen doors, two mess tables, and four benches, was 
provided at an average cost of $27.50 each for all labor and material. 
These shelters contribute greatly to the health and comfort of the 
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command. Some arrangement should also be made for shelter of 
animals during the field maneuvers. When not working, animals are 
tied to a picket line and are exposed to the intense heat or rain, 
depending upon the condition of the weather. 

Referring to the new sjstem of accounting, the chief quartermaster 
reports that it " is proying its worth, and it is very encouraging to 
note the manner in which quartermasters at various posts are manag- 
ing their affairs. It is fast becoming a matter of personal pride not 
to overstock with anything, at the same time to have everything that 
may be demanded by the posts, and to run the affairs as economically 
as is consistent with eflSciency." 

SUBSISTENCE DEPARTMENT. 

The chief commissary of the department reports as follows: 

In pursuance of instructions from the Commissary General, post 
commissaries were directed to purchase all sales stores in lar^e cities 
in the immediate vicinity of their posts for delivery at the post ; for 
example, for Fort Sheridan, Chicago, 111. ; for Rock Island Arsenal, 
Rock Island, 111., or Davenport, Iowa ; for Columbus Barracks, Co- 
lumbus, Ohio; for Fort Wayne, Detroit, Mich.; for Fort Benjamin 
Harrison, Indianapolis, Ind.; for Fort Brady, Sault Ste. Marie, 
Mich, (possibly). 

It was thought that these large cities would be good markets in 
which to purchase and could furnish all the supplies needed, thus 
saving the Government the cost of transportation. 

The result so far has not been entirely satisfactory. It has been 
discovered that in most places the bidders were few, and in one in- 
stance there was practically but one bidder. Fort Brady found there 
was no point nearer than Chicago where satisfactory purchases could 
be made. At Rock Island Arsenal, after liberal advertisement on a 
number of articles, no bids were received. A Chicago firm was a bid- 
der, but the post commissary could not act intelligently, as for such 
small orders merchants are not willing to forward supplies at their 
own expense. Out of 20 advertisements sent out from Fort Benja- 
miijL Harrison to the merchants of Indianapolis, but 3 proposals 
were received, and these covering only 10 of the 24 articles called for. 
This no doubt is owing to some extent to the fact that merchants 
have not yet become acquainted with the methods of the department, 
and the situation may improve in course of time. The liberal inter- 
pretation placed on paragraph 559, Army Regulations, regulating 
open-market purchases by the Commissary General will no doubt 
facilitate buying at posts. 

In December, 1910, Fort Thomas was vacated as an Army post, 
and the subsistence stores that were then in good condition arid the 
serviceable properhr were ordered invoiced to the different posts in 
the department. The removal of the garrison from Fort Benjamin 
Harrison to the maneuver division in Texas caused the same thing to 
be done with the stores at that post, so as to avoid loss by nonuse and 
deterioration, enough only being left to support the small detachment 
DOW there. 

SAVINGS. 

It would seem that the new system of accounting has given rise 
(through a misconception of its mtent) to an undue amount of sav- 
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ings on the ration and a system of purchasing outside of the commis- 
sary articles carried for issue. This is not warranted by an3rthing in 
the present scheme of credit and purchases, which changed nothing in 
the old method of savings, except to substitute sales for issues, but did 
not in any way enlarge the right of outside purchase of articles of 
the ration. I would suggest that at inspections of posts this matter 
be looked into by the inspector. Company books sealed to this de- 
partment would be open to him, and it could be ascertained whether 
this article of the Army Segulations was being violated or not. 

LOSSES. 

During the year the subsistence property losses in the department 
amounted to $876.81, of which amount $499.45 arose from the aban- 
donment of Fort Thomas, Ky. The losses in stores amounted to 
$181.65, $114.97 of which resulted from the maneuver camp, Fort Ben- 
jamin Harrison, Ind., September, 1910. 

Eeclainations from the sellers amounted to $46.05 during the year. 

MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 

Col. L. Mervin Maus, Medical Corps, has been the chief surgeon 
of the department during the year. 

The mean strength ot the command of this department for the 
fiscal year, as shown hj the reports of sick and wounded, was 
2,949.726. For the previous fiscal year the average strength of the 
command was 3,712.53. 

There were 2,178 cases admitted to sick report during the year and 
83 cases remained on sick report from previous year, making a total 
of 2,261 cases treated in the military hospitals of the department 
during the year. The admission rate per 1,000 was 738.37, which is 
164.788 lower than the rate for the fiscal vear ending June 30, 1910, 
and 646.173 lower than the rate for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1909. For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1911, the admission rate 
for alcoholism was 26.15 per 1,(K)0, for venereal diseases 170.77 per 
1,000. 

A total of 26,834 days were lost on account of sickness and injury, 
15,734 of which were from causes incident to the service, 11,023 not 
in line of duty, and 77 the line of duty undetermined, giving a 
constant daily noneffective strength of 73.283, which is equal to a 
constantly noneffective rate of 25.18 per thousand, or 2^ per cent. 

The prevailing diseases in the order of their prevalence were: 
Venereal, 479 cases; diseases, digestive, 249 cases; tonsillitis, 194 
cases; diseases, cutaneous, 131 cases; diseases, respiratory, 91 cases. 

Of the 479 venereal cases, 340 were reported as acute and 139 
chronic, or 29 per cent, many of which, no doubt, were contracted in 
a previous year. 

Other diseases treated which are considered of importance were: 
Mumps, 26 cases; measles, 20 cases, tuberculosis, 11 cases; typhoid 
fever, 9 cases. 

There were 10 deaths in the department. 

The sanitary condition of all posts in the department has been 
excellent with the exception of Fort Sheridan. The water supply 
at that post is not considered good on acoount of the infection ox the 
lake witn sewage from the post and neighboring towns* 
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There has been a shortage of medical officers during the past four 
months, as many of them have been performing duty on the Mexican 
border. 

The Hospital Corps has been sufficient for the needs of the depart- 
ment during the year, except the past four months, during which time 
all men who could be spared have been on temporary duty with the 
maneuver division in Texas. The habits of the men have been very 
good, and they have received the instructions required by existing 
regulations. 

PAY.DEPARTMENT. 

All payments have been made regularly and as promptly as possible. 
The chief paymaster of the department reports the total disburse- 
ments for the year as being $2,846,182.01, and soldiers' deposits in 
the department during the year amounted to $88,320.77. 

CHmP ENGINEER OFFICER. 

Topographic survey maps of the Fort Sheridan and Fort Brady 
Reservations have been completed. Photographic reproductions of 
maps of the maneuver grounds at Fort Benjamin Harrison, Ind., 
ana at Sparta, Wis., were made, and suitable up-to-date maps of 
each nailitary reservation in the department and of the country sur- 
rounding each post within a radius of about 20 miles will be com- 
pleted at an early date. 

Owing to the scarcity of available officers, no work has been ac- 
complished during the year in connection with the preparation of 
theprogressive muitary map of the United States. 

The usual routine work of the office has been duly performed and 
proper care has been taken of the various maps, instruments, and 
property pertaining to the office. Issue of reconnaissance instru- 
ments ana supplies has been made to engineer officers and organiza- 
tions stationed at posts within the department. Sketches, tracings, 
and drawings, and a considerable number of blue prints were made 
for use of the staff officers at these headquarters. 

SIGNAL CORPS. 

Signal Corps operations consisted mainly of instruction in visual 
signaling and minor repairs to telephone systems. 

At this date there are only four enlisted men of the Signal Corps 
station^ in this department. They are efficient and perform their 
duties in a satisfactory manner. It is suggested, however, that on 
account of the importance of the Signal Corps installations at Forts 
Benjamin Harrison and Sheridan three enlisted men of the Signal 
Corps be stationed at each of these posts. An efficient enlisted man 
of tne corps should also be stationed at Fort Wayne to take charge 
of the operation of the telegraph office and to look after the mainte- 
nance of the post telephone system. 

The only target range in this department equipped with an annun- 
ciator buzzer i^stem is at Fort Sheridan, and is giving entire satis- 
faction. Special attention will be given to the target-range installa- 
tion at Fort Benjamin Harrison, which is at present in an unsatis- 
factory condition. 
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ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT. 

Ordnance stores furnished troops in the department appear to have 
been adequate in number and of good quality. Inspection reports 
and reports of survey indicate that property of this kind has been 
well cared for. 

INSPECTOR SMALL-ARMS PRACTICE. 

Target practice is now in progress at all posts in the department. 
The post ranges at Forts Benjamin Harrison and Sheridan and that 
pertaining to Fort Brady are in excellent condition. A tract of land 
near Brest, Mich., has again been leased for this year's practice 
of the garrison of Fort Wayne. 

REMARKS AND RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I concur in the opinion of the chief quartermaster of the depart- 
ment that a quartermaster of the regular corps should be stationed 
at posts garrisoned bv a full regiment or more. 

I also concur in the opinions of the inspector general and chief 
quartermaster that the time is now at hand when motor trucks could 
be used to advantage in the supply departments to replace animals 
and vehicles to such an extent as would result in a decided saving to 
the Government.

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following annual report of 
the Department of the Missouri for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1911. 1 assumed command of the department May 12, 1911, pur- 
suant to paragraph 195, Army Regulations, relieving Col. George A. 
Dodd, Twelfth Cfavalry. Having ascertained that the annual inspec- 
tion of the posts of the department required by paragraph 193, Army 
Regulations, had not been made, I proceeded to Omaha, Nebr., the 
headquarters of the department, on May 20, 1911, for the purpose of 
making these inspections, being guided by the above-mentioned para- 
graph, your letter of instructions datea October 19, 1910, General 
Orders, No. 195, War Department, October 22, 1910, and General 
Orders, No. 29, War Department, March 4, 1911. 

It would be a fairer test of field fitness under war conditions if the 
annual inspection could be made just before or after the close of the 
period of field training, on account of the number of recruits who 
generally join the regiment during the period of garrison training. 

The inspections were made in the following order : Forts Omaha, 
Crook, Des Moines, Leavenworth, Eobinson, Mackenzie, Meade, Nio- 
brara, and Kiley. The object in inspecting Fort Leavenworth before 
{)roceeding west was to enable Battery E, Fifth Field Artillery, to 
eave for Sparta, Wis., June 15, 1911. 

In order to give a proper grading showing the degree of proficiency 
which had been attamed and to arrive at a conclusion in regard to the 
instruction and training of the troops in the different subjects re- 
quired of them. I will use the words " excellent," " very good," 
*^good," " poor,'^ and " deficient." 

FORT OMAHA, NEBR.

This post was inspected on May 23, 1911, Maj. Daniel B. Devore 
(Infantry]), General Staff, chief of staff, accompanying. The com- 
mand consisted of Capt. W. L. Clarke, Signal Corps, 3 officers, and 93 
enlisted men. There is no field company at the post, but the enlisted 
men form a detachment of casuals and were being prepared to fur- 
nish telegraph operators, linemen, cable operators, etc. All public 
buildings at the post were in good repair, and all affairs connected 
with it wpre apparently well administered. The commanding officer 
was endeavoring to reduce office work to the minimum and was ap- 
parently giving close and continuous attention to the affairs of his 
command. 
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FORT CROOK, NEBR. 

The inspection of this post commenced on the afternoon 6f May 
23, 1911, Maj. Harry C. Hale (Infantry), adjutant general, acccwn- 
panying. 

The command consists of headquarters, band, the First and Second 
Battalions, and machine-gun platoon. Fourth Infantry, commanded 
by Maj. Benjamin W. Atkinson, Fourth Infantry. In the exercises 
which followed the degree of proficiency was found as follows : 

Close and extended order drill, company, battalion^ and regiment, 
very good. Bayonet exercise by battalion, very good. Fencing, very 
good, in which the officers appeared to be proficient, except in the 
case of one second lieutenant. First aid drill, good. Signaling, very 

food. The regiment was then put in heavy marching order, with a 
aversack ration for one meal, and given a problem. The problem 
called for a march order, advance guard order, and an outpost order. 
The preparation of these orders was good, and the carrying out of 
the exercises very good. The pitching of shelter tents and individual 
cooking^ very good. Eeconnoitering patrols and the sending of 
messages on message blanks, good. The attack on an outlined posi- 
tion (about 1,200 yards distant), very good. Taking up a defensive 
position and constructing hasty intrenchments, very good. Forming 
advance ^ard and marching, very good. On the 25th the regiment 
marched in heavy marching order 5) Fort Omaha, Nebr., alSut 15 
miles, and camped. Time of march 5 hours and 35 minutes. The 
manner of making march and arriving in camp, excellent. Field 
transportation, excellent. Two men dropped out of the march with 
slightly blistered feet. At the inspection of feet immediately after 
arriving in camp 49 men were found with feet slightly blistered or 
abrased, but these men could have continued the march or marched 
on the following day. A number of the men wore garrison shoes 
and these men were almost exempt from blisters and abrasions. The 
going into camp^ erecting of shelter tents, and other requirements of 
a camp, excellent. Road sketches, excellent. Use of Weldon range 
finders, very good. On the 27th the regiment retumied to Fort Crook 
in light marching order. 

Afl public buildings at Fort Crook appeared to be in excellent con- 
dition. The commanding officer endeavors by every means to reduce 
the amount of paper and office work, and I oelieve, from the results 
obtained, that ne continuously and personally supervises the theo- 
retical and practical instruction of his command. 

In my opinion this command is ready, or would be ready in a 
short time, to take the field under war conditions. 



The inspection of this post was made on the 27th of May. Lieut. 
William V. Carter, Sixth Cavalry, with a detachment of 39 men of 
the Sixth Cavalry, was guarding the post in absence of the regi- 
ment in Arizona. 

In addition to the buildings, the target range, 8 miles from the 
post, was inspected. The buildings all ai^eared to be in excellent 
condition, ana were being well cared for. Hie transportation remain- 
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ing in the post after departure of the regiment was being put in good 
condition. Efforts are being made at fliis post to dimmish admin- 
istrative work, and all the other conditions were satisfactory. 

K)RT LEAVENWORTH, KANS. 

The inspection of this post commenced at 8 a. m. on the 31st of 
May, 1911. The garrison consists of the Second Squadron, Fifteenth 
Cavalry, and Battery E, Fifth Field Artillery. Maj. Michael J. 
Lenihan, Seventh Infantry, was in command. The exercises com- 
menced with the squadron of Cavalry, which was in heavy marching 
order, and the degree of proficiency was found as follows : 

Close and extended order drill, troop and squadron, good. Saber 
exercise, mounted and dismounted, good. Fencing, mounted and 
dismounted, good; officers fairly proncient. First aid drill, good. 
Signaling, poor. Jumping hurdles, officers and men, good. Forma- 
tion of advance guard and establishing outposts (by day) , good. Ee- 
connoiteringpatrol and use of message blanks in sending messages by 
day, poor. Establishing of outposts by day, poor. Going into camp, 
pitching shelter tents, and individual cooking, poor. 

Maj. Peyton C. March (Field Artillery), adjutant general, Fort 
Rilejr, Kans., had been ordered to Fort Leavenworth to oe present at 
the mspection of this battery. The battery went into camp near the 
camp of the sauadron. Pitching shelter tents, going into camp, and 
individual cooting, good. In an exhibition of mdirect fire the tele- 
phone woriked with difficulty, and it was necessary to substitute the 
megaphone. The jumping of hurdles by the Artillery officers was 
good. On the following morning a problem was given the command 
for the execution of which 20 rounds of blank ammunition per rifle, 
10 per pistol, and 10 per gun were issued. The problem was executed 
satisfactorily and the orders were in correct form. 

On the morning of tibe 2d of June the command marched to Mill- 
wood, about 17 miles distant by road, in heavy marching order. The 
march was made as if in an enemy's country. On inspection after 
arriving in camp the animals were found to be in good condition. 
The road sketches were good. The officers of the squadron, except 
one, were f oimd deficient m the use of the Weldon range finder. The 
condition of the transportation was very good. The use of recon- 
noiteri^ patrols at night and sending messages on message blanks, 
good. Tne command left camp at 3.30 o'clock in the morning, charged 
with the execution of a problem. The breaking of and marchmg 
from camp at night to attack an enemy at Lowemont was very good. 
The order which was issued for the march at night was good. In 
packing, tiie officers were deficient, and only two men in the squadron 
were found jproficient 

The condition of the new buildings at the post, very good, and the 
old buildings were in fairly good condition. I believe that every 
endeavor is made to reduce the office work to the minimum. 

Both the squadron and battery show inferior training, and, in my 
opinion, are not ready to take the field under war conditions. I do 
not believe that there has been proper supervision in the matter of 
tiieoretical and practical instruction. Affairs generally at this post 
were unsatisfactory, but remedial steps were taken at the time of the 
inspection to correct all deficiencies, 
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FOST D. A. BUSSELL, WYO. 

The inspection of this post commenced on June 7, 1911. Maj. 
Daniel B. Devore (Infantry), General Staff, was present at the 
inspection. 

Tl 3 command consists of the Third Battalion, Second Infantry, 
commanded by Lieut. Col. James A. Maney, Second Infantry. The 
deffree of proficiency was found as follows : 

Close and extenaed order, company and battalion, very good. 
Bayonet exercise, battalion, very good. Fencing, very good.; officers 
proficient. First aid, very good. Signaling, very go^. Problem 
orders, very good. Formation, advance guard, very good. Estab- 
lishing outposts, very good. Reconnoitering patrol and sending mes- 
sages on message blai]^, very good. Position and outpost sketches, 
very good. Assault on position, very good. Taking up defensive 
position and use of hasty intrenchments, very good. Orders for es- 
tablishing outpost, very good. Officers' use or range finders, very 
good. Pitching shelter tents and individual cooKing, excellent 
Marching by night, very good. Establishing outposts at night, recon- 
noitering patrol, and sending messages at nimt, good. Packing, 
deficient. Instruction in this had begun only about one week before 
inspection. The field transportation was good. Public buildings at 
this post are in excellent condition. There is an effort to reduce the 
amount of paper and office work. 

The training of this battalion has been effective, and, in my opin- 
ion, it is ready to take the field under war conditions. There has been 
proper supervision and instruction, theoretical and practical, and the 
affairs of the post generally were very satisfactory. 

FOBT ROBINSON, NEBR. 

The inspection of this post was between the 9th and 14th of June, 
iMaj. Daniel B. Devore (Infantry), General Staff, accompanying. 
The command consists of the headquarters, band, and First and Sec- 
ond Squadrons, Twelfth Cavalry, Col. George A. Dodd, Twelfth 
Cavalry, commanding. The degree of proficiencgr in the various 
exercises is as follows : 

Close and extended order, troop, squadron, and regiment, very good. 
Assault on position, dismounted, very good, except that the machine- 
gun platoon had very little idea of what its position was in such a 
movement. The saber exercise, mounted and dismounted, very good. 
Fencing, mounted and dismounted, good. Efiiciency of officers in 
fencing, very good. First aid, poor. Signaling, poor. Pitching 
shelter tents, good. Individual cooking, very good. Mpching at 
night, very good. Establishing outpost at night, reconnoitering par 
trol, and sending messages on message blanks at night, very good. 

On the 12th ttie command, in heavy marching .order, with its field 
transportation, was taken out on a march to a camp site on the timber 
reserve, about 20 miles from the post by road. Before arriving in 
camp a problem was given, which ended without contact and with the 
establishment of outpost beyond camp. The issuing of orders was 
good; establishing of outpost was good. The marching of the com- 
mand was very good; gomg into camp, good; use of range finder, 
good; packing, poor; the reconnoitering and use of message blanks 
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by day, good; condition of animals on arriving in camp, very good. 
The transportation was in excellent condition. 

On return of the command from camp on the following day to the 
post, a problem (convoy) was given in which 20 rounds of blank rifle 
ammunition were used. The orders issued were very good. The 
attack of the convoy was very good, and the 'defense good. Before 
arriving at the post the regiment was formed and directed to charge 
mounted against an enemy represented, and the execution of this was 
good. The jumping of hurdles, officers, good; and by the men, poor. 

All the new public buildings at the post were in good repair, but the 
old buildings, which belong to a former period, are rapidly deteri- 
orating. The earth floors in the majority of the stalls in the band 
and troop stables are in such bad condition from numerous large 
holes and other inequalities that they do not afford a suitable resting 
place for the animals. There is an endeavor to reduce the amount 
of paper and office work, and there is proper supervision of the 
theoretical and practical instruction of the command. 

This command arrived at the post from the Philippine Islands on 
the 20th of February, 1911, with 189 enlisted men in the two squad- 
rons, and has received, since, 338 recruits. It has been impossible to 
thoroughly instruct these recruits in garrison training, and tliere has 
not been sufficient time to instruct them in the requirements of field 
training; consequently this command is not ready just yet to take the 
field under war conditions. 

In my opinion. Fort Robinson will always be an excellent station 
for a (Javalry command, on account of its location and the size and 
character of the reservation, and should be increased to the size of 
a regimental post. 

FORT MACKENZIE, WYO. 

This post was inspected on the 14th of June, 1911, Maj. Daniel B. 
Devore (Infantry), 'General Staff, accompanying. The Eighteenth 
Infantry, which had been garrisoning the post, was absent with the 
maneuver division in Texas, and the post was under the charge of 
First Lieut. Frank C. Griffis, Medical Keserve Corps, and a few care- 
takers. The public building were in excellent condition. 

Apparently there is no necessity for maintaining this post, and it is 
recommended that at the convenience of the Government it be aban- 
doned. 

FORT MEADE, fl. DAK. 

Inspection of this post was made on the 17th of June, 1911, Maj. 
Daniel B. Devore (Infantry), General Staff, accompanying. Since 
the departure of the Fourth Cavalry for Texas, the post has been un- 
der the charge of Second Lieut. William H. Cowles, Fourth Cavalry, 
assisted by caretakers. The public buildings were apparently in very 
good condition. 

The necessity for maintaining this post is not apparent, and in 
my opinion it might well be abandoned. 

PORT RILEY, KANS. 

The inspection of this post commenced on the afternoon of June 22, 
1911. The command consists of the Thirteenth Cavalry, commanded 
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by Lieut. Col. Thomas J. Lewis, Thirteenth Cavalry (Lieut. Col. 
Walter L. Pinley, Thirtewith Cavalry, bein^ on sick report and ex- 
cused by the surgeon), and the Sixth Field Artillery, commanded 
by Mai! Ernest Hinds, Sixth Field Artillery (Col. Eli D. Hoyle, 
Sixth Field Artillery, being on sick report and excused by the 
suroeon). 

"flie inspection and exercises commenced with the Thirteenth 
Cavalry at 8 a. m., June 23, 1911^ the regiment being fully equipped 
for the field. The degree of proficiency was found as follows : 

Close and extendea order, troop, squadron, and regiment, very 
good ; dismounted assault on position, good. The regiment went into 
camp. Pitching shelter tents and individual cookmc^ very good ; 
first aid, very good; signaling, very good; packing, officers and en- 
listed men, very good. Saber exercise, moimted and dismounted, 
very good. Fencing, mounted and dismounted, very good. Officers 
were proficient in fencing, except one. 

The inspection and exercises of the Thirteenth Cavalry were con- 
tinued on June 24. Jumping hurdles, officers, and enlisted men, very 
good. A problem without contact was given. March order, excel- 
lent; advance guard order, excellent; outpost order, very good; out- 
post sketching, very good ; reconnoitering patrols by day, very good ; 
sending messages and use of message blanks by day, very good. 
Forming advance ^ard and marching in that formation by day, 
very good; establishing outpost, very good; mounted charge W the 
regiment on represented enemy, very gcKwi. The officers are proficient 
in the use of the Weldon range finder. 

On June 26, at 8 a. m., the inspection and exercises of the Sixth 
Field Artillery began. Maj. Peyton C. March (Field Artillery, ad- 
jutant general. Fort Riley, Kans.), was present and assisted at the 
inspection of this regiment. After a technical inspection of the entire 
Field Artillery ejiuipment, which was satisfactory, the regiment was 
given a problem involving the conduct of fire by the regimental com- 
mander from a position in which indirect laying was used. This was 
followed by two battalion problems involving tne advance to and oc- 
cupation of positions in which indirect laying was used and fire con- 
ducted by battalion commanders. The regiment went into camp. 
Pitching of shelter tents and individual cooking, excellent. An in- 
spection showed that the regiment was completely equipped for field 
service. This was followed by six battery problems, each involving 
indirect laying and conduct oi fire by battery commanders. 

On June 27 the entire command (Thirteenth Cavalry and Sixth 
Field Artillery), under Lieut. Col. Thomas J. Lewis, Thirteenth 
Cavalry, with complete field transportation — ^wagon and pack trains 
and two regimental hospitals — was taken into the field, leaving the 
post at 7 a. m. A problem without contact, consisting of a march as 
if in an enemy's country of something over 28 miles to Milford 
and return by a different road to a point on the reservation, was 
ordered. The march ended in the establishment of an outpost on 
arriving at camp site which was withdrawn about 7 p. m. The 
march order, advance guard, and outpost orders were excellent. The 
conduct of the march was very good except that the main body lost 
touch with its advance guard at one point on the march and, for a 
short while, was on a different road. The wagon and pack trans- 
portation was excellent and the animals arrived in camp in a very 
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good condition. The establishment of the outpost was excellent ex- 
cept that the advance Cavalry did not fully understand its function. 
The going into camp was excellent. The Field Artillery was ex- 
amined in first aid, which was poor. The night patroling and send- 
ing messages on message blanks by the Cavalry at night was good. 
Boad sketching, very good. 

On June 28 the command, which had been issued 20 rounds of 
blank ammunition per rifle, 10 per pistol, and 10 per gun, was given 
a prcJ[)lem which commenced trom camp at 7 a. m. and ended after 12 
noon. The problem was very well executed, the necessary orders 
being in excellent form. Eighteen oflScers of the mounted-service 
class were ordered to assist and acted as umpires. On account of the 
limitation of time it was necessdry to suspend further field exercises. 
Jumping hurdles by the Artillery officers was good. 

All public buildmgs at Fort Kiley are in excellent condition, and 
the stables of the Cavalry, including the band, in excellent shape; 
those of the Artillery are m good condition. 

There is an endeavor by every means to reduce administrative 
work, aad there is proper supervision of theoretical and practical in- 
struction of the command. The Thirteenth Cavalry arrived at this 
post from the Philipj)ines on April 16 last with 425 enlisted men, ex- 
clusive of the band, since which time it has received 242 recruits, ex- 
clusive of the 38 received tJiis month, excluding recruits for the band. 
With this embarrassment and, further, in consideration that the 
regiment is in the midst of its tar^t practice and that it is near the 
beginning instead of the end of the neld training period, this regi- 
ment is not prepared to take the field for actual campaign. The Sixth 
Field Artillery, in my opinion, is entirely prepared for field service 
under war conditions. 

SUPPLIES AND PROPERTY. 

From inquiries and inspections made at all posts, I am of the 
opinion that supplies have oeen properly distributed and proper care 
exercised in the purchase and preservation of public property, and 
strict economy has been exercised in all public expenditures. 

OFFICE OP THE CHIEF OF STAFF. 

The duties of this office were performed by Maj. William P. Burn- 
ham, General Staff, from July 1, 1910, to March 5, 1911, and by 
Maj. Daniel B. Devore, General Staff, from March 15, 1911, to June 
28, 1911, when he left for headquarters Eastern Division. 

The chief of staff has continued to be in charge of all matters per- 
taining to camps of instruction, the routing of troops, practical and 
theoretical instruction, matters pertaining to the militia — including 
the work connected with the camps of instruction for militia officers 
of the various States in the department 

OFFICE OF THE ADJUTANT GENERAL. 

Maj. Chase W. Kennedy, adjutant general, continued on duty as 
adjutant general until July 13, 1910, and since that date Maj. Harry 
C. Hale, adjutant general. 
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The work of this department has been promptly and satisfactorily 
handled. The record system described in General Orders, No. 92, 
War Department, 1909, has been faithfully carried out. The number 
of civilian clerks assigned was insufficient, necessitating the detail 
of a number of enlisted men throughout the year. 

On June 30, 1911, the department return showed an aggregate 
strength, present and absent, of 188 officers and 3,591 enlisted men in 
the department.

Second and Third Bat- 
talions, and machine-gun platoon. Eighteenth Infantry. 

April 29, 1911: Troops E and F, Seventh Cavalry, from Fort 
Riley, Kans., to Philippines Division. 

BBOOBO OF EVENTS. 

The movements of troops within the department were duly re- 
ported to the War Department at the time they occurred, alid for this 
reason no statement of same is submitted. 

OFFICE OF THE INSPECTOR GENERAL. 

The following officers of the Inspector General's Department have 
been on duty at these headquarters during the year : Maj. (now Lieut. 
Col.) James B. Erwin, from July 1 to 7, 1910; Maj. (now Lieut. 
Col.) Omar Bundy, from July 1, 1910, to June 5, 1911; Maj. Joseph 
T. Dickman, since June 17, 1911. The following remarks by the 
inspector general are concurred in: 

inspections. — The stated inspections required by regulations, War 
Department orders, and by the department commander have all been

made, with the exception of the posts of Fort Kilej, Kans., and Fort 
Des Moines, Iowa, from which tne troops were withdrawn on April 
18, 1911, and the required reports of these inspections and of stations, 
depots, and accounts of disbursing officers have been rendered. 

A number of special investigations and inspections have been made 
during the year and the reports thereof submitted. 

Discipline and efficiency of troops in this devartment as a moiile 
force. — ^From the records of this office, as noted irom the various post- 
inspection reports, it is submitted that the inspections made under 
War Department instructions of September 13, 1910, with a view to 
developing the state of efficiency of the troops as a mobile force, were 
generally satisfactory. All commands inspected were completely 
equipped for the field, and in all cases they went into camp promptly, 
on short notice. They had the authorized allowance of transporta- 
tion, which was with iew exceptions, in ^ood condition. The various 
exercises held in camp showed that satisfactory progress has been 
made by both officers and enlisted men in attaining practical experi- 
ence in their duties in active campaign. In the case of the two 
Infantry regiments inspected — Fourth and Eighteenth — the com- 
panies had a large number of men of short service who had not yet 
had time to attain the standard of seasoned soldiers, either in march- 
ing capacity or general training in field work, but the time available 
has been used to good advantage. The training of the Infantry 
soldier should at all times be along lines that will increase his march- 
ing capacity. Constant and unremitting attention should be paid 
by company commanders to the shoes worn by men in the neld. 
As a result of the examination of the men's feet at the end of long 
marches it was found that in many cases men were allowed to wear 
new shoes, which not only caused great discomfort, but in active 
campaign would have caused the temporary disability of the wearers 
to continue the march. The shoes of each soldier should be inspected 
regularly to determine that each is provided with a comfortable, well- 
broken-in pair of shoes for the field. 

Strength of Infantry companies. — It was evident at all inspections 
that the number of men in an Infantry company is far below what 
it should be for a proper standard of efficiency. After deducting the 
necessary details, the number of men in ranks in each companjr was 
often so small as to seriously interfere with the proper execution of 
the various exercises. Our Infantry should be increased, not by 
increasing the number of regiments, but increasing the number of 
men in each regiment. An Infantry company of 200 men would not 
be too large. It is self-evident that such an increase would result in 
a corresponding increase of efficiency. The economy of administra- 
tion brought about by an increase in the strength of companies, in- 
stead of an increase in the number of regiments would be very great. 

Movement of troops to the maneuver division. — The prompt move- 
ment of troops from this department to the Mexican border showed 
conclusively that all commands were prepared to take the field on 
short notice. The only delay was at Fort D. A. Russell, Wyo., and 
this was due to the inability of the Union Pacific Railroad to furnish 
at once the number of cars required for that large command. This 
shows the disadvantage of having our largest post located so far 
away from railroad terminals. 
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ClotMng. — The clothing is generally good, except marching £boes. 
At the inspection made of the command at Fort Crook, Nebr., on 
examination of the men's feet, after a march of 22 miles, it was found 
that out of a total of 34 blisters and abrasions 27 were in about the 
same place — on the upper part of the toes. All of these 27 men wore 
the marching shoe without the box toe. There is a ^neral com- 
plaint that this shoe hurts the feet across the toes, and the above cir- 
cumstance bears out this complaint. The latest pattern garrison 
shoe with the box toe gives general satisfaction. It is recomm^ided 
that a marching shoe be provided identical in pattern with this shoe. 

Recruits. — ^There has oeen an improvement in the standard of 
recruits received during the year. All organization commanders have 
reported favorably on recruits received. 

Sta-ff oMcers. — At Forts Leavenworth and Riley, Kans., and D. A. 
Russell, Wyo., the duties of quartermaster and commissary should 
be performed by oflScers detailed in those departments, instead of by 
line officers, as is now the case. This would avoid frequent changes 
of officers and leave regimental quartermasters and commissaries free 
to go with their regiments when the latter are ordered into the field. 

I concur in these recommendations. 

OFFICE OF THE JUDGE ADVOCATE. 

Capt. Fred E. Buchan, Sixth Cavalry, was in charge of the office 
from July 1 until August 1, 1910 ; First Lieut. Louis H. Kilbourne, 
Ninth Cavalry, from August 1 to September 19, 1910; and Capt 
Marr O'Connor, acting judge advocate, since that date. 

Six officers were tried by general courts-martial during the year, 
five of whom were convicted, and one case is still pending. 

There were 566 trials of enlisted men by general courts-martial, 
633 of which resulted in conviction and 33 in accjuittal. 

There were 10 trials by regimental courts-martial, which resulted in 
9 convictions and 1 acquittal. 

Seventeen trials by garrison courts-martial occurred, which re- 
sulted in 12 convictions and 5 acquittals. 

There were 3,681 cases tried by summary courts-martial, 3,538 of 
which resulted in conviction and 143 in acquittal ; 2,536 different men 
were tried by summary court. 

Of the 566 enlisted men tried by general courts-martial, 288 were 
sentenced to dishonorable discharge, 28 because of previous convic- 
tions. 

Ninety-six military convicts were transferred to the United States 
military prisons. 

OFFICE OF THE CHIEF QUABTERMASlASL 

Lieut. Col. Daniel E. McCarthy, Quartermaster's Department, con- 
tiued on dutv as chief quartermaster until March 8, 1911, when he 
was ordered by the War Department for duty as chief (juartermaster 
of the maneuver division at San Antonio, Tex., and since that date 
Capt. Frank C. BoUes, Quartermaster's Department, in addition to 
his other duties, has been acting as chief quartermaster. 

Lieut. Col. McCarthy made a tour of inspection of the affairs of his 
department at all the posts and reports of such inspection were duly 
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forwarded. Irregularities found were ordered corrected by the de- 
partment commander.

lieut. Col. Frank F. Eastiuan, Subsistence Department, has con- 
tinued chief commissary throughout the year. 

Funds received during the year $474, 837. 22

Of this latter amount the most will be required to pay for stores 
already contracted for and commutation of rations due on furloughs. 

Losses. — ^The losses have been small, amounting to $1,997.33 on 
stores, mostly due to loss on potatoes and onions, and $104.68 on 
property. Of these losses there were recovered by reclamation and 
sales at auction $147.79. 
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The chief commissary of the department made an inspection of the 
subsistence departments at the posts in the department, and he re- 
ported the commissaries attentive to their duties and the commissary 
sergeants eflScient. As a result of his inspections, investigations, and 
examination of the prices at which ice is obtained for the different 

Eosts in this department, he recommends the construction of ice 
ouses at Forts Crook, Des Moines, Leavenworth, and Riley, and at 
the Military Prison, Fort Leavenworth ; or, if these ice houses can not 
be built, the construction of coolers similar to the one at Jefferson 
Barracks, Mo., so that ice (manufactured preferred) may be bought 
and shipped in carload lots. He believes that the savings resultang 
from this system would be about 50 per cent and would soon pay for 
the ice houses or coolers. 

He again recommends that a civilian clerk be assigned for duty 
at each of the following posts : Fort D. A. Russell, Fort Riley, and 
Fort Leavenworth. 
I concur in these recommendations. 

OFFICE OF CHIEF SURGEON, 

During the year the office of the chief surgeon has been under 
charge of the following officers: Col. John M. Banister, Medical 
Corps, from July 1 to August 31, 1910; Col. William W. Gray, 
Medical Corps, smce September 1, 1910. 

Hospital Corps. — ^There were 129 men discharged on expiration of 
enlistment, and of this number but 24 reenlisted. There were but 12 
enlistments made and only 50 transfers from the line. The chief 
surgeon states that it is a difficult matter to keep detachments upto 
their maximum, either by transfer or enlistments at the posts. The 
inducements offered in other branches of the service as regards pay 
and emoluments do not tend to encourage enlistments .or transfers 
to the corps. 

Discharges for disability. — Sixty-four men were recommended for 
transfer to general recruit depots with a view to their discharge for 
disability. 

Sickness. — ^The general health of the command has been very good. 
The average daily noneffectiveness of the conmiand was 2.4 per cent, 
slightly less than during the previous year, which was 2.5 per cent. 
Twenty-eight deaths occurred in the department. The principal 
causes of admission to sick report were 619 for venereal disease, 545 
for tonsillitis^ 330 for rheumatism, 298 for bronchitis, 141 for influ- 
enza ; alcoholism, which generally occupied the first and second place 
in previous reports, is credited with only 115 admissions. But 36 
cases of typhoid fever were reported. 

OFFICE OF THE CHIEF PAYMASTER. 

Maj. Herbert M. Lord, chief paymaster of the department, per- 
formed the duties of his office from July 1, 1910, until June 1, 1911, 
since which date Maj. William T. Wilder, paymaster, has been in 
charge of the office. 

Until the withdrawal of certain troops to the Rio Grande frontier 
there have been regularly on duty in the department seven pay- 
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masters, stationed as follows: Omaha, Nebr., three; Kansas City, 
Mo., two; St. Louis, Mo., one; Cheyenne, Wyo., one. 

The annual disbursements in this department, including Jefferson 
Barracks, Mo., for the entire fiscal year will exceed $5,000,000. 

OFFICE OP CHIEF ENGINEEB OFFICER. 

This oflSce during the year was in charge of the following officers : 
Maj. C. A. F. Flagler, Corps of Engineers, from July 1 to July 10, 
1910; Maj. E. H. Schulz, Corps of Engineers, from July 11 to Octo- 
ber 10, 1910; Maj. M. L. Walter, Corps of Engineers, from October 
11, 1910, to March 31, 1911, and since that date Capt. Marr O'Connor, 
acting judge advocate. The following work has been accomplished:

OFFICE OF THE CHIEF SIGNAL OFFICES. 

Maj. Daniel J. Carr, Signal Corps, was chief signal officer from 
July 1, 1910, to April 7, 1911, and since that date Capt Walter L. 
Clarke, Signal Corps. 

Continuations of reconstructing and remodeling post telephone and 
tar^t range systems in this department were effectively carried on 
during the past year; the installations and work being performed by 
enlisted men of the Signal Corps under the supervision of expert 
electricians furnished by the Signal Corps, and civilians, in a few in- 
stances, for expert cable splicing and labor at comparatively little 
cost. 

The installation of the annunciator target range buzzer system at 
For4; D. A. Russell, Wyo., was begun in the spring and is all but com- 
pleted at the present time. It is a very complete and satisfactory 
arrangement, which is considered one of the best installations in every 
particular in respect to workmanship, material, and plans. 

Material for the remodeling of the Fort Mackenzie^ Wyo., tele- 
phone system has all been received at that post, and is at present 
stored thereat pending the arrival of troops at that post before begin- 
ning the work. 

'ifiirget ranges and telephones for use thereon have be^i supplied 
wherever required promptly, and in such manner as to enable effi- 
cient service for the field at posts and the use of the militia. In fact, 
the requirements in this respect have been adequately met, with no 
unnecessary delays. The ranges at Forts Leavenworth, Riley, and 
Robinson have received attention for the present summer's practice, 
and the leased range at Ashland, Nebr., for use of the Fort Crook 
troops, was placed m commission quickly and efficiently, and a Signal 
Corps enlisted man was furnished to keep the telephone system at this 
range in good order and repair. 

The militia camp near Fort Riley was given the use of a telephone 
target range in June this year by the assistance of the post signal 
officer, the Signal Corps furnishing the material needed for that pur- 
pose. 

The standardization of fuses for telephone system was ccxnpleted 
during the year, and the necessary instructions issued for all posts in 
the department in connection with requisitions for the maintenance, 
material, ete. In all cases, and in accordance with existing regula- 
tions, requisitions for material and selections from the enlisted per- 
sonnel for service in connection with electrical installation work 
have been furnished.

The falling off in the percentage of expert riflemen in 1910 as com- 
pared with 1909 is doubtless due to the increased difficulty of the 
course as prescribed in the new firing regulations. It is believed, 
however, as the troops become familiar with the requirements of the 
new manual that better results will follow. 

Field firing as a rule was not as successful at many of the posts as 
could be wished, owing to the fact that no class B ranges were avail- 
able, and the troops in some cases had to convert their class A ranges 
into class 6 ranges in order to carry out as near ^s possible the gen- 
eral scheme of the new regulations for field practice. In some cases 
instruction practice only was held. However, with the limited facil- 
ities at hand, the troops acquitted themselves creditably, and better 
results are looked for in the future. 

The number of officers and enlisted men who qualified as expert 
rifle shots in this department was 204; the whole number firing was 
6,026; the percenta^ attained was 3.39. This is the first year in 
which qualification m revolver practice has been authorized, and it 
is thought that the distinction of being classed as an " expert revolver 
shot " will act as a stimulant to others and result in creating greater 
interest in this class of firing. It is recommended that in addition 
to the badge now authorized for issue to expert revolver shots that 
extra compensation be allowed to each enlisted man qualifying as 
sudi at the rate of $2 per month. 

OFFICERS. 

To the relatively small number of officers on duty with the troops 
in the department is attributed in great part the evident lack of that 
thorough instruction and training which leads up finally to that high- 
est attainment of the soldier — preparedness for field service under 
war conditions. 

The presence of the captain with his organization and of the field 
officer with his battalion is the exception rather than the rule. An 
indifferent captain in command of his company has more weight 
and meets with better results than a first-class lieutenant; and when 
a captain is called on to command the battalion for an extended 
period through the absence of the field officer it is simply too much 
to expect that battalion, as a unit, to make any healthy progress. 
This is especially the case when the battalion is detached from its 
regiment, for then the other captains — ^if there are any — ^resent the 
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interference of the senior, and it is a rare captain, indeed, who can 
profitably set aside the interests of his organization and do justice 
to his battalion. 

DEPARTMENT STAPP. 

It is my opinion that in the administration of the affairs of the 
Department of the Missouri the department commander has always 
been assisted by an efficient and loyal staff and that, in general, the 
officers and members of the clerical force have faithfully and cheer- 
fully performed the work required of them.

During the year the department was commanded by Brig. Gen. 
Charles L Hodges, July 1 to 22, 1910; Brig. Gen. Walter Howe, July 
23 to December 31, 1910; Col. Eobert. K. Evans, Twenty-eighth 
Infantry, December 31, 1910, to January 8, 1911 ; Col. Richard H. 
Wilson, Fourteenth Infantry, January 8 to February 16, 1911 ; Brig. 
Gen. Ralph W. Hoyt, February 16 to March 9, 1911 ; and Col. Richard 
H. Wilson, Fourteenth Infantry, March 9 to June 30, 1911. The ex- 
ercise of command by Cols. Evans and Wilson was under the provi- 
sions of Army Regulation 193, of 1908. 

CHIEF OP STAFF, 

The duties of chief of staff were performed by Maj. Samuel D. . 
Sturgis, General Staff Corps, during the period from July 1, 1910, 
until March 22, 1911, the date of his relief from detail in the General 
Staff Corps. 

ADJUTANT GENERAL. 

The duties of the adjutant general throughout the year were 

Krformed by Lieut. Col. Alexander O. Brodie, Adjutant General's 
^artment 

The Second Squadron and machine-gun platoon, First Cavalry, 
under command of Maj. Lloyd M. Brett, First Cavalry, arrived in 
department and took station at Fort Yellowstone, Wyo., on Septem- 
ber 26, 1910. 

The field and staff. Second Squadron, and Troops E, F, and G, 
Fifth Cavalry, Maj. Harry C. Benson, Fifth Cavalry, commanding, 
left the department on September 30, 1910, for San Francisco, Cal., 
en route for service in the Hawaiian Islands. 

About the middle of July, 1910, the garrisons of the several posts 
in this department were reduced to one company each (with the 
excepti(Hi of Fort Snelling, which had one company of Infantry 
and one troop of Cavalry) by the departure of headquarters, band, 
and three companies of the Second Battalion, Fourteenth Infantry, 
from Fort W. H. Harrison, Mont.; three companies and machine- 
gun platoon of the First Battalion, Fourteenth Infantry, from Fort 
Lincoln, N. Dak. ; three companies of the Third Battalion, Fourteenth 
vlnfantry, from Fort Missoula, Mont.; and three companies of the 
Third Battalion, Second Infantry, from Fort Assinniboine, Mont., to 
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the camp of instruction at American Lake, Wash. ; and headquarters, 
band, 11 companies, and machine-gun platoon of the Twenty-eighth 
Infantry, three troops of the Second Squadron, Fourth Cavalry, and 
Battery D, Fifth Field Artillery, from Fort Snelling, Minn., to the 
camp of instruction on the maneuver reservation, near Sparta, Wis. 

In the early part of Aimust, 1910, forest fires, then raging on the 
Lo Lo Hot Springs, the Blackfoot, and the Flathead Reservations, 
and the Glacier National Park in Montana," got beyond the control of 
the Forestry Service and necessitated the return from camp at 
American Lake of the three companies of the Second Infantry and 
the nine companies of the Fourteenth Infantry to assist the Forestry 
Service in suppressing these fires. 

Five companies of the Twenty-fifth Infantry, from Fort George 
Wright, Wash., were also sent to Montana to assist in this work. 
Snow and rain falling helped to bring the fires under control, and the 
troops rejoined their stations about the middle of September, 1910. 

The garrison at Fort Yellowstone also had considerable trouble 
fighting forest fires in the Yellowstone National Park during this 
period. 

The troops experienced great discomforts in this service; the 
temperature fell oelow freezing during the latter part of August 
and resulted in much suffering among them. 

Under telegraphic instructions from the War Department, dated 
March 6, 1911, the Twenty-eighth Regiment of Infantry and the 
Second Squadron of the Fourth Cavalry were withdrawn from Fort 
Snelling, Minn., on March 9, 1911, and sent by rail to Texas — the 
Infantry to San Antonio and the Cavalry to El Paso. Under later 
instructions from the War Department these troops were dropped 
from the returns of this department. 

The headauarters Second Battalion and Battery D, Fifth Field 
Artillery, left Fort Snelling, Minn., on June 13, 1911, on the march 
to Sparta, Wis., for the purpose of participating in a joint camp of 
instruction of the Second Battalion, Fifth Field Artillery, and oat- 
teries of Field Artillery of the Organized Militia, to be held on the 
maneuver reservation near that place during the months of July, 
August, and September, 1911. 

'Die troops now serving in the department are : 

Squadron headquarters and Troops E, F, G, and H, and machine- 
gun platoon, First Cavalry. 

Battalion headquarters and Battery D, Fifth Field Artillery. 

Headquarters, band, and First, Second, and Third Battalions, and 
machine-gun platoon, Fourteenth Infantry. 



Maj. Walter H. Gordon, inspector general, has been in charge of 
the office throughout the year. 

INSPECTIONS. 

The required inspections within the department and inspections of 
recruiting offices and accounts of disbursing officers not under control 
of the depjartment commander were all made. There were 16 special 
investigations made during the year, not including 2 passed over 
from last year for completion. 
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In the annual inspections of the posts of the department the in- 
structions from the War Department, dated September 13, 1910, 
which prescribed that the troops, including transportation, be placed 
in camp for at least four days and thoroughly tested with a view to 
determining the efficiency of the troops inspected as a mobile force, 
were followed. The method of placing the command in the field 
resulted in a complete freedom from the usual demands made by 
post administration, routine, and social life on the personnel of the 
command. 

The exercises were as satisfactory as could be expected under pres- 
ent conditions in the Infantry and Cavalry of the regular service, 
where the units are always suffering from shortage of officers, espe- 
cially of the ^ade of captain; where the battalion staff officers (im- 
portant in this department on account of the number of battalion 
posts) are changed very frequently and are given too many staff 
positions; and where the units, too small at best at peace strength, 
were found last fall, in one regiment at least, with very depleted 
ranks, due to practically simultaneous expiration of the terms of 
service of the men and this spring with ranks largely filled with 
recruits. 

The degree of instruction varied in the different commands, and, 
while all but one at time of inspection were found to be proficient 
mobile units, none were developed to a standard that should be ex- 
pected from and required from units of the Regular Army in tactical 
work, and all showed the need of more instruction and practice in 
the field. The discipline of the troops as developed by the annual 
inspections was excellent, all of which, except that of Battery D, 
Fifth Field Artillery, were held in camp under service conditions, 
the weather being cold on all occasions and quite extreme during the 
inspection of Forts Missoula, Yellowstone, and Lincoln; but the 
health of the commands was the best, there being no evil after effects, 
and the work, including night operations with temperature within 
4° of zero, was executed with interest and spirit. 

SECOMMENDATIONB BY INSPECTOB. 

That one permanent staff supply officer and clerk, together with the 
necessary number of service corps men be provided for each post, to 
the end that organizations be not depleted for garrison needs and 
that* the posts and public property be better cared for by continuity 
of the responsible personnel. 

That some means be provided whereby it will be possible to have 
captains of the line with their companies more frequently. 

That a corps of clerks, on the same basis of pay and travel allow- 
ance as those in the Pay Department, be provided for inspectors 
general, to the end that each inspecting officer be accompanied by his 
own clerk on a tour of inspection or investigation, as the clerical 
assistance found at the average post is not at all equal to the duty 
required. 

JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL's DEPARTMENT. 

The following-named officers have been in charge of the office of 
judge advocate of the department during the periods mentioned: 
Capt. Douglas Settle, commissary, July 1 to 22, 1910; Lieut. Col. 
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Alexander 0. Brodie^ad jutant ffwieral, July 23 to August 27, 1910; 
Ideut. Col. Frank L. Dodds, ]u<^ advocate, August 28 to November 
26, 1910; Capt. Douglas Settle, commissary, November 26, 1910, to 
February 26, 1911 ; and Capt Gordon N. Kimball, acting judge advo- 
cate, February 27 to June 30^ 1911. 

There were three commissioned officeie tried and convicted in the 
department during the fiscal year. 

The total numl^r of enlisted men tried was 128, convictions, 120 
(disapproved in 6 cases), and acquittals, 8. 

Number of enlisted men dishonorably discharged by sentence of 
general court-martial, 63. 

The number of trials of enlisted men by inferior courts during the 
year were: By garrison court-martial, 6; acquittals, none; and by 
summary courts, 1,295 ; acquittals, 19. 

BE0OMMSNDATION8 BY JUDGE ADYOCATB. 

Touching the administration of military justice, it is recommended 
that officers preferring charges against enlisted men be required to 
submit, with the charges, a statement showing any disciplinary meas- 
ures taken within the company to correct the conduct of such men. 
This for the purpose of informing the trial tribunal of the char- 
acter of the accused, what efforts have been made to correct his delin- 
quencies, his amenability to discipline, and what effect such efforts 
have had on his disposition. These facts are not shown in the records 
of previous convictions submitted with the charges, and the records 
of previous convictions are not altogether an index of the man's char- 
acter. Some company commanders try men for every offense, while 
others endeavor to correct faults and delinquencies by company dis- 
cipline. Of two men tried by general court-martial, both with a 
record of five previous convictions, one may have offended but five 
times in all and been tried for each offense, while the other may have 
offended double that number of times and been disciplined within his 
company for one-half of his offenses. Under the present system a 
court-martial would have no means of knowing this. 

In this connection it is also recommended that each company, bat- 
tery, and troop be required to keep, as a company record, a discipline 
book showing offense, date, and discipline given, for each man of the 
company, and that a transcript thereof be entered on the man's de- 
scriptive list when detached from the company, and an extract <5opy 
be furnished whenever general charges are preferred. 

quartermaster's department. 

Ma|. Daniel W. Arnold, quartermaster. United States Army, has 
been in charge of the office of chief qua^ermaster throughout the 
year. 

The total receipts of public funds pertaining to this department 
during the fiscal year were $1,372,155.33, and the total disbursements 
were $1,165,853.39. 

SUBSISTElfCB DEPARTMENT. 

The duties of the chief commissary were performed by Capt. Doug- 
las Settle, commissary, from July 1, 1910, to March 11, 1911, and by 
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Capt. Gordon N. Kimball, acting judge advocate, from Mardi 11 to 
June. 30, 1911. 

The stores on hand at Fort Assinniboine, Mont., at the time of the 
withdrawal of tiie garrison, were transferred to other posts in the 
departnient with but little loss. All the subsistence property at that 
post which could not be used in this department, besides a small ship- 
ment to Fort Crockett, Tex., was shipped to the purchasing com- 
missary, St. Louis, Mo. 

The large quantities of stores left at Fort Snelling on the departure 
of the troops for the field have also been nearly exhausted by ship- 
ment to posts in this and other departments. 

Issue bacon, canned meats, hard bread in packages, tobacco, and 
an occasional article not found in this market have been supplied 
from Chicago, evaporated milk from St Louis, prunes and evapo- 
rated peaches durmg the past few months from San Francisco, 
emergency rations and housewives from New York; these beiiis the 
designated points of supply for those articles. A year's supply of 
com, peas, and tomatoes for all the posts was purchased in October, 
1910; the peas and most of the tomatoes direct from the canners in 
Wisconsin. 

With these exceptions and the few articles purchased at posts, 
all stores for the department have been purchased in this market, 
at prices comparing favorably with those of other purchasing sta- 
tions. Issue flour and butter have been largely purchased at posts 
at reasonable prices. 

During the fiscal year 1910-11, the average cost per pound of the 
articles enumerated was as follows: Beef 9.81, flour 2.43, potatoes 
1.37, and onions 2.03. 

The cost of the garrison ration during the fiscal year was 23.32 
cents. The quality of both issue and sales stores have been very good 
and fully adequate. The post and field bakery and cooking equip- 
ments are adequate, excepting at Fort Yellowstone, where a new 
bake oven is needed, which will be supplied when the authorized 
bakery building is provided. 

The loss of stores due to deterioration, etc., was $535.44^ of which 
amount $107.39 was reclaimed. A considerable part of this loss was 
on stores transferred to posts from surplus at the maneuver camp. 
The loss on subsistence property was $30.97. 

The total subsistence funds received during the year were $212,- 
365.34, and disbursed $212,365.34. 

MEDICAL DEPABTMENT. 

Lieut Col. William B. Banister, Medical Corps, has been in 
charge of the office of chief surge<m throughout the year. 

The health of the command has been excellent. Admissions to 
sick report have been in no way excessive and the constantly non- 
effective compares favorably with other years. 

Very few contagious diseases have occurred in the department, 
and there has been no noteworthy epidemic. As in other years past, 
the principal cause of admissions to sick report was for diseases of the 
respiratory tract. Sporadic cases of measles occurred at some of the 
posts but were not traceable to unsanitary conditions. 
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Medical officers at the various poets have been faithful at all times 
in the performance of their duties, and their efficiency is considered 
excellent by this office. 

PAY DEPARTMENT. 

The paymasters on duty during the fiscal year were: Maj. William 
G. Gambrill, chief paymaster, July 1 to 12, 1910; Maj. Thomas C. 
Goodman, chief paymaster, July 12, 1910, to June 30, 1911; and 
Capt. Charles W. Castle, paymaster. 

The disbursements in tne department from July 1, 1910, to this 
date were as follows : Mileage, $15,866.08 ; pay of the Army, $1,193,- 
801.40; soldiers' deposits repaid on final statements, $90,947.93; 
encampment and maneuvers, Organized Militia, $25,688.14. Total 
disbursements, $1,326,303.55. 

Soldiers' deposits received, $49,021.78; Army paymasters' collec- 
tions received, $36,507.82. 

The payments have been prompt and regular, and until April 
were made by paymasters in person. Beginning with the April pay- 
ment, under instructions from the War Department, Fort Snelling 
only has been paid in person and the other posts in the department 
have been paid by express. 

ENGINEER DEPARTMENT. 

Maj. Francis K. Shunk, Corps of Engineers, has been in charge of 
the chief engineer's office throughout the fiscal year. 

Fieldwork was entirely completed on four quadrangles and par- 
tially completed on two quadrangles of the progressive military map 
during the season of 1910. Maps and blue prints have been fur- 
nished from the office, and contour maps, drawn to a scale of 300 feet 
to 1 inch, of the different military reservations and posts in the 
department, have been completed. 

ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT. 

The following-named officers have been in charge of the office of 
chief ordnance officer during the periods indicated: First Lieut. 
W. S. Grant, Third Cavalry, aid-de-camp, from July 1 to 22, 1910; 
Lieut. Col. Alexander O. Brodie, adjutant general, from July 23 to 
September 19, 1910; First Lieut. B. M. Bailey, Fifth Field Artillery, 
aid-de-camp, from September 20, 1910, to February 27, 1911; First 
Lieut. J. A. Higgins, Twenty-fifth Infantry, aid-de-camp, from Feb- 
ruary 28 to March 31, 1911; and Capt. Gordon N. Kimball, acting 
judge advocate, from April 1 to June 30, 1911. 

The duties of the office have principally related to the revising and 
forwarding of requisitions for ordnance st(M*es from the several posts 
in this department. 

The Second Squadron and machine-gun platoon. First Cavalry, 
have been supplied with almost a complete new equipment, both per- 
sonal and horse, since their arrival in the Department of Dakota, 
September, 1910. Other organizations have been satisfactorily sup- 
plied in every respect, no complaints having been received. 

SIGNAL CORPS. 

The following-named officers have been in charge of the office of 
chief signal officer during the periods indicated : First Lieut. Carroll 
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B. Hodges, Twenty-ninth Infantry, aid-de-camp, July 1 to 21, 1910 ; 
Lieut. Col. Alexander O. Brodie, adjutant general, July 21 to Sep- 
tember 14, 1910; First Lieut B. M. Bailey, Fifth Field Artillery, 
aid-de-camj), September 14, 1910, to February 28, 1911 ; First Lieut. 
J. A. Higgins, Twenty-fifth Infantry, aid-de-camp, March 1 to 81, 
1911; Capt. Gordon N. Kimball, acting judge advocate, April 1 to 
May 13, 1911 ; and Col. K. E. Thompson, Signal Corps, from May 18 
to June 30, 1911. 

The telephone system at Fort Lincoln, N. Dak., was entirely recon- 
structed during the period September 15 to November 10, 1910. 

In view of the abandonment of Fort Assinniboine^ Mont., the tele- 
phone and telegraph systems there were dismantled m May, 1911, all 
property recovered and shipped to Fort Omaha, Nebr. 
• The telegraph office at these headquarters was dismantled on June 
7, 1911. 

Telephone and telegraph systems at the several posts are reported 
as having rendered good service throughout the year and all are in 
good condition at present, except at Fort Yellowstone, Wyo., where 
it is contemplated to completely overhaul the systems in the near 
future and place the same in first-class condition, 

SMALL- ABMS PRACTIGE. 

The following-named officers have been in charge of the office of 
inspector of small-arms practice during the periods indicated : First 
Lieut. W. S. Grant, Third Cavalry, aid-de-camp, July 1 to 22, 1910 ; 
, First Lieut. V. M. Elmore, Fifth Infantry, aid-de-camp, July 23 to 
October 5, 1910; First Lieut. B. M. Bailey, Fifth Field Artillery, 
aid-de-camp, October 6 to 31, 1910; Second Lieut. Karl D. Klemm, 
Fourth Cavalry, aid-de-camp, November 1 to December 30, 1910; 
Lieut. Col. Alexander O. Brodie, adjutant general, December 31, 
1910, to May 14, 1911 ; and Capt. Gordon N. Kimball, acting judge 
advocate. May 15 to June 30, 1§11. 

The period commencing April 15 and ending July 15 was desig- 
nated as the regular practice season for the current year for troops 
serving in this department. 

The results of target firing in the Department of Dakota for the 
year 1910 were published in General Orders, No. 20, series 1911, and 
Special Orders. Nos. 118, 130, 131, 133, 134, 136, 144, and 156, series 
oi 1910, from tnese headquarters. 

REMARKS AND RECOMMENDATIONS. 

That the Infantry and Field Artillery of our Army be increased. 
That a system of retirement of clerks be provided. 
That post commanders be empowered to try for absence without 
leave soldiers who voluntarily return to their posts within three 
months from the date of their absenting themselves. 

So far as I have been able to observe I find the instruction and dis- 
cipline of the troops of this department very satisfactory.

Sir: I have the honor to submit tlie following annual report for 
the Department of Texas from July 1,1910, to June 30, 1911 : 

The department was commanded by Brig. Gen. Albert L. Myer, 
United States Army, from July 1, 1910, to November 14, 1910; by 
Brig. Gen. Ralph W. Hoyt, United States Armjr, from November 14, 
1910, to February 13, 1911 ; and by the undersigned, in compliance 
with paragraph III, General Orders, No. 14, current series, War 
Department, from February 13, 1911, to the present date. 

On February 15 the department commander proceeded to make a 
rapid inspection of all points between these headquarters and Eagle 
Pass, Tex., at which United States troops were stationed, for the pur- 
pose of inspecting troops and investigating the general situation along 
the Mexican border. This inspection was extended from El Paso 
west to Noria, N. Mex. Returning from this inspection February 20, 
an inspection February 28 to March 2, inclusive, was made oi the 
troops stationed at Fort Mcintosh, in the vicinity of Laredo, Tex., 
and at Minera, Tex. It was the purpose of the department com- 
mander to have completed his inspection of the troops along the 
Mexican border, which would have been completed by tne inspection 
of the troops stationed at Brownsville and Sam Fordyce, Tex., but he 
was prevented from so doing by telegraphic instructions from the 
War Department announcing the location of a large maneuver divi- 
sion at this point, the reception of which he was to prepare for, fol- 
lowed by instructions that in addition to his duties as commanding 
general of the Department of Texas, he was assigned to the command 
of the base and line of communications of the division at San Antonio, 
Tex., and in such capacity report to Maj. Gen. William H. Carter, 
General Staff, division commander. The assignment to this latter 
duty has necessitated his continued presence at these headquarters 
and has prevented his making any further inspection of troops and 
posts within the department.

E, F, G, and H. Third 
Cavalry, left Fort Sam Houston, Tex., July 17, 1910, on annual prac- 
tice march, arriving at the Leon Springs Target and Maneuver Reser- 
vation July 31, gomg into camp thereat for the August maneuvers.

Troops I and M, Third Cavalry, pursuant to telegraphic instruc- 
tions from the War Department, dated March 8, 1911, and Orders, 
No. 13, current series. Department of the Colorado, left camp at San 
Bernardino, Ariz., and proceeded by rail to Fort Sam Houston, Tex., 
for station, arriving at latter point March 19, 1911. 

Capt. Hilden Olin, Twenty-third Infantry, in command of a 
detachment of 45 men of Companies E, F, G, and H, Twenty-third 
Infantry, left Fort Bliss, Tex., January 24, 1911, for Polvo, Tex., 
for the purpose of assisting civil authorities in enforcing neutrality 
laws, returning to station «^nuary 31, 1911. 

Company K, Twenty-third Infantry, left Fort Clark, Tex., Feb- 
ruary 4, 1911, by rail, en route El Paso, Tex., to assist in enforcing 
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neutrality laws, remained on dufcy thereat until Mardi 20, proceeding 
on latter date to Pecos River High Bridge, Tex., where it is still on 
duty. 

ABBIVAL AND STATIONS Or THB T0X7STH OAYALBT ON MEZICAH BOBOEB. 

On February 3 I received a telegram from The Adjutant (reneral 
of the Army that the commanding general, Department of the Mis- 
souri, had Deen instructed to send from Fort Meade. S. Dak., to 
El Paso, Tex., the Third Squadron of the Fourth Cavalry, Troops I, 
K, L, and M, with general instructions to station these troops east 
and west of El Paso. They arrived at El Paso February 8, imder 
cconmand of Capt. John O'Shea, Fourth Cavalry, and were stationed 
as follows: 

Troop L at Noria, and Troop I at Pelea, N. Mex., both west of 
El Paso; Troop K at Ysleta and Clint, and Troop M at Fabens, 
east of El Paso. 

I received instructions on March 6 that headquarters and two 
troops oi the Fourth Cavalry from Fort Meade and a squadron of 
the Fourth Cavalry from Fort Snelling would proceed without delay 
to El Paso, reporting to me upon arrival. These troops arrived as 
follows: 

Col. E. Z. Steever, Fourth Cavalry, headquarters, and Troops A 
and D, on the afternoon of March 12, and Troops E, F, G, and H, 
on the afternoon of March 13. These troops were assigned to stations 
as follows: 

Headquarters, band, and Troops A, D, and E, Fourth Cavalry, and 
machine-gun platoon, on Fort Bliss Reservation. 

Troop G, old Fort Bliss. 

Troops F and H, Washington Park, El Paso. Later Troop F 
was sent to Marathon, in the big bend of the Rio Grande, taking 
station at Double Wind Mills, with substations at Sanderson, Bee 
Cave Hollow, Ernst's store, Stillwell's tank, San Francisco Creek, 
Shafter's crossing, and Paso Colorado. This troop still continues 
on this duty and has been patrolling more than 100 miles of rough 
country in the big bend. 

Troops B and C were, under War Department orders, sent to 
Arizona, Department of the Colorado, later Troop C being sent 
to Columbus, N. Mex. 

Col. Steever was placed in command of the El Paso district, ex- 
tending from Fabens, Tex., east to Noriaj N. Mex., west of El Paso, 
the section from El Paso west to Noria being, at my request, attached 
to the Department of Texas for patrol duty. Later this section was 
extended west by the War Department authority to include Colum- 
bus after Troop C took station there. 

Troop B was later transferred from Arizona to New Mexico, taking 
station first at Pelea and later at Noria. 

Troop L taking station at Pelea, Troop I was changed to Anapra. 

It will thus be seen that the section from Fabens, some 30 miles 
east of El Paso, to Columbus, 50 miles west, was patrolled by the 
Fourth Cavalry, assisted, in the city of El Paso as guards for bridges 
and fords, by parts of the Twenty-third Infantry from Fort Bliss. 

OOMPAHT A, BIGNAI. 00BP8. 

Under War Department orders, dated February 4, 1911, Company 
A, Signal Corps, was directed to proceed from Fort Leavenworth, 
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Kans., to the Mexican border for duty under the commanding gen- 
eral, Department of Texas. 

Upon arrival at Fort Sam Houston the company was sent to Eagle 
Pass, Tex., on the Eio Grande, arriving on February 8, 1911, and 
established wireless communication between that point and Fort 
Mcintosh at Laredo. 

Substations were established at Pagouche Crossing, Sullivan's 
ranch, and Minera, total distance 102 miles. This line was operated 
uninterruptedly until June 11, when the company was assembled at 
Eagle Pass, where it still remains quartered m the old barrack and 
stables. 

This company has with it, in addition to field wireless stations, a 
Telefunken wagon, which, it is understood, has a capacity for sending 
and receiving messages for upward of 100 miles. 

It is recommended that two of these wagons be attached to a wire- 
less company and thus avoid substations, as was necessary in this case. 

The signal officer reports that during February and March satis- 
facto^ communication was established at night between Eagle Pass 
and Fort Leavenworth, a distance of 900 miles. Later, however, 
owing to the interference of static, this proved unsatisfactory. 

PERSONAL AND DEPARTMENT STAFF. 

The performance of all duties of the personal and department staff 
has been efficient during the year. Officers serving in the various 
staff departments during the year have been as follows :

Artillery, and Samuel T. Mackall, Eighteenth Infantry, from July

INSTRUCTION OP TROOPS, THEORETICAL AND PRACTICAL, 

The instruction of troops, theoretical and practical, has been car- 
ried out according to existing orders. The practiciEd instruction, 
especially of troops along the Mexican border^ nas been most excd- 
lent, and has developed many ordinary soldiers into strong, self- 
reliant men, capable of caring for themselves and animals under 
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extraordinary conditions of hardship. War Department general 
orders regarding marches and camps have been carried out with 
commendable zeal. Much interest has been displayed in the various 
field exercises and problems, and inspectors commented, generally 
quite favorably, on the estimates of situations, preparation of fiela 
orders, and execution of problems. 

DISCIPLINE, DESERTIONS, ETC. 

It is believed that a good state of discipline has been miaintained 
during the entire year by all concerned. Many of the trials for 
desertion in the department were of those drifting into this depart- 
ment from other sources. The increase in desertions over the ratio 
of last year is due, to some extent, bv the large number of recruits 
received since the concentration ox the separate brigade and large 
maneuver division in this State. 
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UNIFORM, CLOTHING, AND EQUIPMENT. 

The distribution of clothing and equipment throughout the depart- 
ment has been good; in fac^ excellent, considering the greatly in- 
creased number of men that have had to be supplied since early in 
March. The equipment is in very good condition and serviceable for 
all needs. The clothing is generally adapted to the needs of the 
troops and the climate. The American khaki, of which coats and 
breeches are made, is much too heavy in fabric, does not in any ^ay 
compare favorably with foreign made khaki, is so heavy and tightly 
iroven as to be most uncomfortable, especially in this climate. 

There are several varieties of legjgings now being worn. After 
careful study of this subject, extending over several years, it is be- 
lieved that the return to the old legging, style of 1898, is advisable. 
On this subject attention is invited to the fact that leggings were 
originally evolved and adoped as a protection to the lower leg in 
marching and were intended for use for marching purposes only. 
Comparatively recent orders prohibiting the wearing of olive drab 
or khaki trousers and requiring the habitual wearing of leggings is 
not only an annoyance and hardship, but also an injury to those per- 
forming office work of from 7 to 10 hours daily, especially in a climate 
like this, and more particularly for those who are required to wear 
the leather legging. Individually, the undersigned, who is by no 
means alone, has suffered greatly from a restricted circulation of 
the blood of his lower legs and feet through wearing these leggings 
from 8 to 10 hours daily in his office. No relief is afforded by the 
wearing of boots in the office, as the spurs thereon are a serious annoy- 
ance, and the strap of the spur, after weeks and months of wear in a 
hot climate, makes the instep sore. 

MEANS OF TRANSPORTATION AND EQUIPMENT FOR FIEU) SERVICE. 
GENERAL ORDERS, NO. 95, WAR DEPARTMENT, 1908. 

It was reported at the close of the last fiscal year that " generally 
the means of transportation are in good condition, well suited and 
ample for field service," but I can hardly state that this condition 
existed upon my arrival here, for many oi the animals were old and 
unserviceable for field service, some of them not worth the forage 
they consumed. All unserviceable animals have now been condemned 
and will gradually be replaced by serviceable ones. However, as the 
animals pertaining to the Third Cavalry transportation along the 
Mexican border were found to be in excellent condition, it is pre- 
sumed that the best animals had been selected by that service and the 
poorest left here. All wheel vehicles are in excellent condition. 

PRACTICE MARCHES. 

The required practice marches and field service were generally held 
or have been more than made up for by the marches and patrolling 
incident to the service along the Mexican border and maneuvers in 
connection with the maneuver division. 

PACEIS FOR THE SOLDIER. 

The pack recently evolved by the Infantry Equipment Board seems 
to meet the requirements of the service. Although none have been 
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received or issued in this department proper, an Infantry regiment in 
the maneuver division has been so equipped. The result ox the trial 
is unknown.

Maj. Dentler endeavored to have the officers of the National Guard 
of Arkansas and Oklahoma participate in this camp of instruction, 
the State of Texas having invited the officers of these two States to 
participate with them. The officers of neither State, however, were 
present. Maj. Dentler states, " I do not know why officers from 
neither Arkansas nor Oklahoma reported at the camp of instruction, 
except that I infer from a letter which I received from the adjutant 
general of Arkansas, asking that the date be changed on account of 
a reunion of Confederate Veterans at Little Rock, Ark., during the 
same week as that set for the camp of instruction, that the reunion 
was the cause of their absence; and from a letter received from the 
adjutant general of Oklahoma, saying that the expenditures for 
target range and maneuver camp this year had been so much greater 
than had been anticipated that he might not be able to send any 
officers to the camp of instruction; that the lack of funds was the 
cause in Oklahoma."

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The trials pertaining to the maneuver division and First Separate 
Brigade cover a period of less than four months; those pertaining to 
the i)epartment of Texas to include June 26. 

Every effort has been made to decrease the number of summary- 
court trials in the department, but the absence of so many officers, 
especially those with experience, and the command of companies by • 
inexperienced young officers, who are continually changing, nas much 
to do with unrest and the commission of minor offenses by the en- 
listed men. This subject is further dealt with under the heading of 
absenteeism. 

REPORT OF THE IKSPBGTOR GENERAL. 

During the year all garrisoned posts in the department, except Fort 
Sam Houston, have been inspected ; also the San Antonio Arsenal and 
all recruiting stations and ungarrisoned posts in the department, 
except Eagle Pass. The prescribed inspections of money accounts of 
disbursing officers stationed at San Antonio, Dallas, and Galveston, 
Tex., and Little Rock, Ark., have been made. 

On account of the absence of by far the greater part of the com- 
mand from Fort Sam Houston on duty with the maneuver division 
and on patrol duty on the Rio Grande the inspection of this post was 
postponed until near the close of the fiscal year, and then the partial 
disabling of the inspector by an accident, resulting in his bemg on 
sick report for several weeks, prevented its inspection. Nearly the 
entire command, however, has received thorough field training and 
instruction of a most practical nature covering a period of several 
months with the manuever division or on the border. 

Such other inspections of the affairs of the post and such investiga- 
tions as were found necessary were made, particularly in the quarter- 
master's department of the post. 

The inspector general, in addition to his duties as inspector gen- 
eral of the department, was also, on March 25, 1911, detailed as 
inspector of the base and line of communications of the maneuver 
division, and in this capacity inspected the base depots and offices of 
the depot quartermaster, depot commissary, and officer in charge of 
the medical supply depot ana the money accounts of these officers, also 
the base hospital. 

The annual inspection of business methods of department head- 
quarters was also made. 

POSTS. 
TOBTS M*INTOSH AND CLARK. 

These posts are kept simply in a habitable condition, no extensive 
repairs or improvements bemg contemplated in view of the possible 
abandonment of both posts, 

FOBT BLISS. 

The water supply at this post at the time of inspection, November 
2-5, 1910, was reported to be inadequate, the largest well being out of 
commission. Necessary repairs have since been made and the supply 
increased. 
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TOBT LOGAN H. BOOT!. 

The inspector, Maj. C. E. Dentler, Twenty-third Infantry, as a 
result of his inspection made October 3 to 6, 1910, recommended that 
the old water tank, the tearing down of which was provided for in 
the contract for the erection of a new tank, be retained and repaired 
to increase the reserve supply of water. This, however, was consid- 
ered inadvisable and impracticable by the Quartermaster General and 
was not authorized. 

TOBT SILL. 

While the new post for a regiment of Field Artillery is progressing, 
no new buildings have yet been turned over for use. Although at the 
time of inspection, September 24 to 29, 1910. no report of insufficiency 
of water supply was made, it is understood tnat the supply is sufficient 
only for the needs of the present garrison, consisting of headquarters, 
band, and three batteries of the First Field Artillery and staff de- 
tachments. Experiments are being conducted looking to providing 
an adequate water supply for the proposed garrison.

TRAINING AND INSTRUCTION. 

Inspections by the various officers who have been in charge of the 
inspector general's office during the year reveal, on the whole, a very 
creditable state of discipline and efficiency throughout the depart- 
ment. 
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BEPORT OF THE CHIEF QUARTEBMASTER. 

SuppKes have been furnished during the year without unnecessary 
delays. With the exception of Forts Clark and Sam Houston all 
posts were at the time of my inspection fully equipped with supplies 
enumerated under General Orders, No. 95, War Department, 1908, 
for field service on a peace footing. These posts were directed to 
submit requisitions immediately for supplies deficient under the 

funeral orders above referred to and have since been fully equipped, 
ot until after orders had been received to recruit organizations to 
war strength was it found necessary to submit estimates for addi- 
tional supplies. 

On March 7 orders were received establishing a maneuver division 
at San Antonio, and efforts were immediately made for its reception — 
no advice having been received that other officers of the Quarter- 
master's Department would be here in advance to take charge of 
quartermaster affairs of the division and take over the work of de- 
training troops. 

Prior to the arrival of the maneuver division there were practically 
no facilities for the rapid entrainment or detrainment of animals and 
supplies at or near Fort Sam Houston. To meet the emergency, 
several ramps for detraining animals and portable gangways for 
unloading vehicles and Artillery were constructed. Poles were set up 
and electr;ic liffhts placed along the spur track at Fort Sam Houston 
so that it would be practicable to detrain commands during nights. 

By courtesy of the officials of the Galveston, Houston & San An- 
tonio Railway Co., a platform about 200 feet long was constructed 
in the railroad yards about IJ miles distant from the maneuver camp, 
it being finished on the same day that the troops commenced to 
arrive. 

After the detrainment of the Seventeenth Infantry and Company 
D, Signal Corps, this office was relieved of the duty of detrainment, 
such duty being performed under the direction of the chief quarter- 
master of the maneuver division. 

As soon as it was decided to locate the camps of the maneuver 
division on the drill grounds adjoining Fort Sam Houston, $5,000 
was immediately requested for preliminary work of installing a 
water system for the use of the troops. Pipe lines were laid and the 
water system was practically in readiness for the troops upon their 
arrival. At least the commands first to arrive were plentiruUy sup- 
plied with water. The $5,000 for this preliminary work was all 
expended, and further improvements along that line were made by 
the maneuver division autnorities. 

During the year, under the provisions of General Orders, No. 63, 
War Department, 1910, a camp of instruction of regular troops ana 
militia was established on the Leon Springs Target and Mwieuver 
Reservation, and the maneuvers were held from August 1 to August 
31, 1910, the undersigned being detailed as chief quartermaster of 
the camp. 

A total of 2,193 officers and enlisted men and 979 animals pertain- 
ing to the Regular Army and 2,661 officers and enlisted men and 26 
animals of the Organized Militia were encamped on the Leon Springs 
Reservation during these maneuvers. 
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The wagon transportation brought with and hired for use of the 
militia was totalljr inadequate for their requirements. It is believed 
that militia organizations should be required to bring their means of 
transportation with them, since it is very difficult to obtain wagon 
transportation of any kind in this vicinity during the particular 
period of the year when maneuvers are generally held, and then ex- 
orbitant rates are charged for such wagon transportation as can be 
hired. 

For use during encampment and maneuvers 48 latrine buildings 
were constructed, at a cost of $3,185.81. For proper bathing facil- 
ities 23 bathhouses were constructed, at a cost of $2,299.72. These 
bathhouses and latrine buildings can be used in future maneuvers, 
since their construction is of a semipermanent nature, the object of 
such construction being to move them where necessary should other 
camp sites be established. 

The water supply and distributing system on the reservation were 
greatly improved during the year. The failure of the deep well at 
the Schasse ranch to prove the main source of supply was a great 
disappointment. Every known means was employed to make this 
2,500- foot well a success and warrant the large expenditure of funds 
for its sinking, but without material success. But 2,500 gallons per 
hour can be depended upon from this well, and this quantity, to- 
gether with that from other sources on the reservation, can hardly 
be expected to be sufficient for all the needs during the hqt summer 
months of large bodies of troops such as a maneuver division. 

The only solution to the question of water supply on this reserva- 
tion now appears to be the digging of about four or five wells of from 
350 to 500 feet in depth in different parts of the reservation, in 
addition to those already in place, and the construction of a reen- 
forced concrete reservoir of about 300,000 gallons capacity for the 
storage of water from all the wells. This recommendation was con- 
tained in my report of August 31, 1910, on matters pertaining to 
the quartermaster's department at the close of the camp of instruc- 
tion held during August, 1910. 

Under date of June 13, 1911, this office was authorized by wire 
from the Quartermaster General of the Army to sink four wells on 
the reservation, $3,800 having been appropriated by the Secretary of 
War for the work. Under verbal instructions from Maj. Gen. Carter, 
commanding the maneuver division, bids were immediately invited 
for the sinking of one or more 6-inch tubular wells, and on June 16, 
the date of opening of bids, award was made to the lowest bidder 
and work on the first well was commenced June 23, 1911. 

My recommendation for the building of a reservoir of not less than 
300,000 gallons capacity is renewed. A reservoir such as has been 
constructed at Fort Shafter, Honolulu, Hawaii, is suggested. This 
matter should receive the early and favorable consideration of the 
War Department, since it is believed that the Leon Springs Target 
and Maneuver Eeservation will be used for many years to come for 
large bodies of troops, not only of the Eegular Army but it is believed 
that there is a possibility of it being used in the near future for the 
combined maneuvering operations of the Regular Army and militia 
on a much larger scale than heretofore. 

The present water supply is, in the opinion of the undersigned, 
sufficient to meet the needs of small bodies of troops for all purposes; 
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but for the assembling of large forces, say from 6,000 to 12,000 
troops, an increase in the water supply is essential for the health and 
comfort of the command. 

During the month of July, 1910, and in time to be available for 
use during the camp of instruction, the distributing system was 
greatly improved. Three new tanks with trestles were constructed, 
at a total cost of $1,168.83, and about 20,000 feet of new piping, 
ranging in size from f inch to 6 inches, was laid, at a total cost of 
$8,414.54. Wherever possible, labor of the permanent detachment 
was used in improving the reservation. 

An improvement aosolutely necessary for this reservation is its 
complete and proper fencing, about 14 miles of which is still required 
to complete the inclosing of the reservation boundaries. It is esti- 
mated that an expenditure of about $2,500 will be necessary for this 
purpose. 

With the repairs made during the year, the buildings at depart- 
ment headquarters are in very good condition. My recommendation 
for the widening of the lower porches to about 10 feet, carrying them 
to the upper story and extending them around the sides, is again 
renewed. Although the department headquarters offices, with the ex- 
ception of that of the department commander, adjutant general, and 
aids, will be discontinued, the residences formerly occupied by the 
other staff officers of the department will no doubt be occupied by 
officers on duty with troops at or near Fort Sam Houston, and the 
alteration of the present porches as outlined would add greatly to 
the comfort of the occupants of these quarters during the long sum- 
mer months, when the heat in this climate is intense and extremely 
uncomfortable. 

Another much-needed improvement at department headquarters is 
the construction of an iron fence around the lower post (head- 
quarters) to replace the present old and unsightly wooden fence. 
This project was approved by the Quartermaster General, but, due to 
lack of funds, the work was not authorized. It is hoped that funds 
will be made available for this work during the ensuing fiscal year. 
Any repair made to the old wooden fence is a useless waste of funds. 

In connection with the headquarters post service during this fiscal 
year, supplies were furnished by this ofiice to troops along the border. 
Increases in all apportionments under nearly all appropriations were 
made necessary on account of the increase to war strength of all organ- 
izations. The establishment of a depot for the base and line of com- 
munications greatly facilitated the supply of troops on the border, 
and this office worked in harmony with the depot quartermaster with 
a view to furnishing supplies to such troops as promptly as possible. 

REPORT OF CHIEF COMMISSARY. 

The mobilization of the maneuver division at Fort Sam Houston 
early in the month of March necessitated the purchase of a large 
quantity of supplies for the camp. Competition was greatly aug- 
mented in consequence. Bids were received from firms located in all 
parts of the country, and the large assortment of samples submitted 
resulted, generally, in a very good quality of supplies being obtained. 
San Antonio, from its favorable location, was able to underbid most 
of its outside competitors and obtained the bulk of the trade. 
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The assignment of the troops of the Third Cavalry and certain com- 
panies of the Twenty-third Infantry to patrol duty on the Mexican 
border in January, and the subsequent assignment of the Fourth 
Cavalry to similar duty in February, increased the command ra- 
tioned from Fort Bliss by 21 organizations, afterwards decreased 
one organization by the assi^ment of Company K, Twenty-third 
Infantry, to Pecos High Bridge* Fort Mcintosh was increased by 
two organizations for rations, and Fort Sam Houston decreased by 
six of its regular organizations and increased by Company A, Signal 
Corps, stationed at Eagle Pass. 

This duty necessitated this office controlling the rationing of troops 
covering the territory on the Mexican border, extending from El Paso 
to Brownsville. For purposes of economy and efficiency the base of 
supplies for these troops was designated as follows: 

Fort BUss, for troops from El Paso to Sanderson. 

Fort Sam Houston, for troops as far west as Pecos High Bridge, Troop A, 
Third Cavalry, and Company A, Signal Corps, at Eagle Pass ; Troop L,. Third 
Cavalry, at Sam Fordyce ; and Troop C, Third Cavalry, at Brownsville. 

Fort Mcintosh, for Troop B, Third Cavalry, as far south as San Ignacio, and 
Troop K, Third Cavalry, at Minera. 

These troops have at all times been rationed promptly, and no com- 
plaints have been received of delays in shipments or deterioration of 
stores. 

Funds have been invoiced to field commissaries of organizations 
concerned when necessary for the purchase of beef, ice, and fresh 
vegetables when same were procurable to advantage. 

This office remained open until 11.30 p. m. from March 7 to 12, and 
thereafter office hours were 10 hours per day, or as much longer as 
necessary, and it was frequently 6.30 p. m. before the office closed. 

Maneuvers were held at the Leon Springs Target and Maneuver 
Reservation, Tex., during the month oi August, 1910. Requisitions 
were submitted sufficienuy in advance for subsistence supplies and 
stores to arrive at the Leon Springs railroad station not later than 
July 26, and for a reserve supply to arrive at Fort Sam Houston at 
the same time, the regular supply points at that time prescribed for 
Fort Sam Houston being called upon to fill these requisitions. 

Other supplies were procured as follows : Fresh beef, delivered at 
Leon Springs station daily, except Sunday ; fresh vegetables and butter, 
delivered at the same point as required ; flour, by contract from San 
Antonio ; ice, by informal contract with the post exchange. Fort Sam 
Houston, none of the various ice companies in San Aatonio being 
willing to enter into a contract, except at prohibitive figures. 

A model divisional field bakery was operated by a detachment of 
trained bakers from the Training School for Bakers and Cooks, Fort 
Riley, Kans., au^ented by such additional details as necessary from 
the troops attending the encampment. Four of the new types of field 
ovens, Imown as field oven Na 1 and field oven No. 2, were used. 
Thev proved superior to anything heretofore used in that line, and 
the bread turned out was of an excellent quality. The No. 1 was the 
superior of the two ovens. 

The tota;l number of pounds of bread baked during the month was 
73,672. The profit of the bakery distributed among organizations 
amounted to $212.82. 
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July 1, 1910, the ration was placed upon a cash-credit basis, and 
this system is working satisfactorily. Certain data as to the cost of 
the ration, gains^ wastages, and condemnations at various posts within 
the department is not now available, and these topics will have to be 
made me subject of a separate report upon the receipt of reports from 
the commissaries concerned during the course of the next week. 

The following is an exhibit of the price of fresh beef at the various 
posts during the past fiscal year; also, the prices of fresh beef and 
fresh mutton for tiie fiscal year 1911-12 :

REPORT or THE CHIBP SURGEON. 

The health of the department during the fiscal year has been ex- 
cellent, there having been no epidemics nor anything other than the 
usual run of diseases. 

Admission to sick report from venereal causes constituted about 
16 per cent of aU cases. 

iJuring the vear decided steps have been taken by post commanders 
and surgeons looking to a reduction in the number of venereal cases. 
Several styles of what is known as a " K " packet have been tried, 
and at last, I think, we have found one that is free from objection! 
This is being liberally supplied to all organizations and the men 
encouraged to use it. There has not been sufficient time since this 
style packet was adopted and issued to come to any definite conclu- 
sions. The question of noneffectiveness from venereal causes is one 
that could, in my opinion, be remedied to a great extent by appro- 
priate legislation, deducting a certain portion of the pay of officers 
and enlisted men while sick from disability not incurred in line of 
duty. 

Durinff the past six months the new remedy for syphilis, known 
as " 606,°' or Salvarsan, has been used quite extensively. At Fort 
Sam Houston alone, some 40 cases have been treated, with the most 
gratifying results, the patients being to all appearances cured after 
having received but one injection. 

Vaccination against typhoid fever has been given to practically all 
the command in the department with the exception of Fort Sill and 
Fort Logan H. Boots, and that of the latter command is to be begun 
at once. 

The number of cases of typhoid fever has been exceedingly small. 

The recent orders from the War Department making typhoid 
inoculations compulsory for all recruits is, I think, a very wise pre- 
caution. There have been no evil results reported from the thousands 
of injections made in this department. 
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During the past six months troops have been employed on patrol 
duty alonff the Mexican border, and owing to lack of personnel it 
was found necessary to have 8 medical officers and 20 m^nbers of 
the Hospital Corps sent from other departments in order to supply 
each organization with proper medical attendance. Cases of serious 
illness were transferred to the nearest posts for treatment. 

REPORT OF THE CHIEF PAYMASTER. 

The amount of disbursements was $4,182,006.80; soldiers' de- 
posits received, $156,744.58 ; soldiers' deposits repaid upon discharge, 
$329,572.03. 

The amount of work imposed upon the office by the arrival within 
this department of the maneuver division and the separate brigade 
at Galveston was very great, but, with the aid of the paymasters 
ordered here for temporary duty, it was performed in a most satis- 
factory manner. ^ 

I desire to invite attention to the most excellent work done by the 
paymasters and the pay clerks. They have all been imbued with the 
single idea of having the payments promptly and accurately made, 
and in this they have succeeded to a wonderful degree. 

REPORT OF THE CHIEF ORDNANCE OFFICER. 

During the year (up to June 24) this office has received and acted 
upon 805 requisitions for ordnance stores, kept up the usual corre- 
spondence in regard to these requisitions, and also the necessary cor- 
respondence relating to the arms, ammunition, and equipments in the 
hands of the troops in the department. Upon the mobilization in 
this department of the maneuver division and First Separate Brigade, 
instructions were received by the commanding officer, San Antonio 
Arsenal, to make issue of ordnance stores to mese organizations the 
same as to the troops belonging to this department. This has greatly 
increased the number of requisitions to be dealt with, and some issues 
have also been made to the Fourth Cavalry, with headquarters estab- 
lished at El Paso, Tex., but still under the jurisdiction of the Depart- 
ment of the Colorado. The supply of all these troops was made 
more difficult by the increase in strength in many cases, which took 
place gradually as a rule, and many organizations had left their sta- 
tions without any spare arms or equipments. 

During the past year the San Antonio Arsenal has been better 
equipped with spare parts for the repair of Artillery materiel, and 
in the future it is intended to have carriages requiring repairs at the 
arsenal of manufacture replaced with those serviceable before ship- 
ment is made of the old. This will insure, in so far as possible, that 
the batteries have at all times their complete outfit on hand. 

Plans and estimates were submitted about two years ago for am- 
munition and equipment storehouses, to give necessary increase of 
storage capacity, but, so far as known, no appropriations for these 
have as yet been made. 

REPORT OF THE CHIEF SIGNAL OFFICER. 

Military telegraph lines. — Fort Clark, Tex., to Spofford Junction, 
Tex., a distance of 10 miles. This line is maintained and operated 
by the Signal Corps. 
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Fort Sill, Okla., has a Western Union wire looped in from Lawton, 
Okla., the operator being furnished by the Signal Corps. 

The headquarters of the department is connected with the Western 
Union and rostal Telegraph Cos.' city offices in San Antonio, Tex. 
These companies own and maintain the lines. The Signal Corps 
provides the operator and his instruments. 

During the mobilization of the maneuver division in San Antonio, 
on my request, the Western Union installed a direct wire in this 
office to Washington, D. C, greatly facilitating the handling of the 
large number of telegrams to and from that city. 

Post telephone systems, — ^The telephone sy^ems throughout the 
department have been regularly inspected, as required, and such re- 
pairs made as were found necessary. They are all now in good 
condition. 

The system at department headquarters and Fort Sam Houston 
is at present being reconstructed, and upon completion, about July 
15, this system wiU be in first-class condition. Since last annual re- 
port 25 additional instruments have been installed, bringing the pres- 
ent number up to 103. In order that General Orders, No. 170, 1908, 
War Department, may be complied with, it will require 44 additional 
telephones. 

Tnis system has oeen connected with the maneuver division system 
by one trunk line and seven local lines, a distance of about IJ miles. 

Target rcmge systems. — ^The annunciator buzzer system, which was 
under construction when last report was rendered, has been com- 
pleted, and in March of this year the slate bases were replaced by an 
improved type of porcelain bases. 

The other ranges in the department are equipped with aerial wires 
and ordinary buzzer wire, which is re-covered when not in use. 

Telegraph business handled in the department during the year 
as follows: 

Commercial messages handled, 4,021; Government messages 
handled, 5,274; value of Government messages, $2,111.10; cash re- 
ceipts, ciher lines, $1,745.75. 

The cash receipts for other line tolls have been turned over to the 
proper authorized representatives of the commercial lines concerned. 

Recommendations. — On account of the extremely dr^ and hot 
climate in this vicinity, the telephone poles now being installed at 
Fort Sam Houston should be painted as early as possible. This 
would longer prevent checking and practically double the life of the 
poles. It IS estimated that $150 would be required for this work. 

REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OP 8MAIX-ARMS PRACTICE. 

During the year the office has been in charge of the following 
officers:

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The regular season for target practice was published in General 
Orders, No. 8, current series, Department of Texas, which is for the 
months of April, May, and June, for all posts in the department. 
No regular schedule has yet been followed, owing to conditions on the 
Mexican border and the unusual conditions existing, although some 
troops have fired. 

GABRISONED POSTS. 

It does not appear that any of the ffarrisoned posts have been 
inspected during this fiscal year by the department commander, ex- 
cept the brief inspections mentioned as having been made by the 
undersigned, and wherein his not having been free to make further 
inspections is stated. 

rOBT BLISS, TEX. 

Garrisoned durinff the year as follows: Headquarters, field, staff, 
band. Companies E, F, G, and H, Twenty-third Infantry, and detach- 
ment Hospital Corps. This post was commanded by Col. Alfred C. 
Sharpe, Twenty-third Infantrv, until May 30, 1911^ who was suc- 
ceeded by Capt. Thomas F. Schley, regimental commissary, Twenty- 
third Infantry, who has commanded to date. * 

Although the department commander's inspection was a cursory 
one, he was satisfied that the troops were in good condition. The 
buildings were in a satisfactory state of repair. It is the belief of the 
imdersigned that this post should be increased to accommodate a regi- 
ment, preferably a regiment of Cavalry, owing to the mobility of such 
a force. The value of this post as a strategical point has been fully 
demonstrated during the recent Mexican border trouble. There has 
been much controversy over the target range at this post, a report on 
the subject now being with the War Department. It is understood 
that an injunction restraining the command from target practice on 
the range, if not already sworn out, is contemplated ana probable. 
This matter should have early attention. 

TOBT CLABK, TEX. 

Garrisoned during the year by the Third Battalion, Twenty-third 
Infantry, detachment Hospital Corps, and a detachment of Seminole 
Negro-Indian scouts. Company K, Twenty-third Infantry, has been 
on detached service in the field in connection with patrolling the 
Mexican border at old Fort Bliss, Tex., and Pecos Eiver High Bridge, 
Tex., since early in February. This post was ably commanded by 
Maj. Charles H. Muir, Twenty-third Infantry, untifhis relief June 7, 
1911, for duty with the militia of Illinois. This officer was inter- 
viewed by the department commander at Spofford Junction, who 
became satisfied that the command was well instructed and in excel- 
lent condition. The abandonment of this post has been under con- 
sideration for several years, and consequently little work has been 
done in repairs. Although in the preceding annual report of this 
department it is recommended that this post be discontinued, owing 
to the splendid water supply, the large reservation, and recent Mexi- 
can border troubles, and the possibility of unrest along the border the 
retention of this post, at least for the present, is recommended. If 
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another regiment of Infantry and Cavalry should be added to this 
department this post will be needed. 

FOBT LOGAN H. BOOTS, ABK. 

Garrisoned by Third Battalion, Fourth Infantry, and detachment 
Hospital Corps. This post was inspected by Maj. Clarence E. Dent- 
ier. Twenty-third Infantry, October 3-6, 1910, his report being most 
favorable. 

FOBT M'INTOSH, TEX. 

Inspected by the department commander February 28-March 2, 
1911. At that time the post was commanded by Capt. Charles B. 
Hagadorn, Twentj^-third Infantry. The buildings were not in a 
go(S state of repair; and if the post is to be continued as a military 
station, and from its strategical position it is believed that it should 
be, necessary repairs should be made. The water supply has been 
improved, and it is believed to be ample for present needs. 

FOBT SAM HOUSTON, TEX. 

Although the troops of this post have not been formally inspected 
by the department commander, owing to the detaching or the Third 
Cavalry on the Mexican border and removal from the post to the 
maneuver camp of the headquarters, field, staff, band, and Batteries 

A, B, and C, Third Field Artillery, and the headquarters, field, staff, 
and First and Second Battalions, Twenty-second Infantry, such ob- 
servations as the department commander has been able to make of 
these troops convince him that they are properly instructed and well 
fitted for field service. The normal command of this post is the 
entire Third Cavalry, headquarters, field, staff, band, and Batteries A, 

B, and C, Third Field Artillery, the entire Twenty-second Infantry, 
detachment Hospital Corps, and detachment of recruits (recruit depot 
post). 

This post is in good condition, the water supply is good, the third 
storage tank having been just completed. The general condition of 
the roads is good. Some, however, are only fair. All were in excel- 
lent condition prior to the concentration of the maneuver division, 
and their present damaged condition is due to the immense quantities 
of supplies which had to be hauled, especially during the time when 
heavy rains prevailed, making the roads soft and consequently torn 
up, owing to the soft and easily disintegrable character of the rock 
used in their construction. A steam roller for this post will be a 
most valuable adjunct. There are approximately 8 miles of roads 
to be taken care of, and it is recommended that provision be made for 
their proper oiling. Had they been oiled prior to the arrival of 
the maneuver division and during its encampment here thousands of 
dollars would have been saved, and the sooner this plan is adopted 
the sooner there will be a saving. 

I concur in the recommendation of my predecessor that part of the 
land used as Cavalry and Artillery drill ground and now occupied by 
the maneuver division, called the Brackenridge tract, which is now 
leased, be immediatekf purchased. 
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The post has been commanded durinff the year, with the exception 
of a brief absence, by C!ol. Joseph H. Dorst, Third Cavahy, an able 
and excellent commanding officer. 

FORT BILL, OBXA. 

This post was inspected by the inspector general of the department 
September 24r-29, 1910. Commanded by Col. Henry M. Andrews, 
First Field Artillery, until his retirement, May 2, 1911, then by Capt. 
Kichard H. McMaster, Fifth Field Artillery, to date. Garrisoned 
W headquarters, field, staff, band, and Batteries D and E, First 
Field Artillery, to June 15, 1911 ; by Battery C, Fifth Field Artillery, 
from December 18, 1910, to June 30, 1911 ; and by detachment Hos- 

?ital Corps and detachment Indian scouts during the entire year, 
'he troops were reported as being in an excellent state of discipline 
and instruction. 

UNQARRISONED POSTS. 
rOBT BROWN, TEX. 

This post is under the care of quartermaster employees. The De- 
partment of Agriculture still occupies the experimental farm, under 
tJbe management of Mr. E. C. Green. 

Attention is invited to recommendation of Lieut. Col. F. H. French, 
inspector general, made in his inspection of Fort Brown on July 13, 
1910, that the agricultural experiment station, which now has use of 
part of the reservation, be allowed to use the remainder also, subject 
to certain restrictions. 

FORT BINOGOLD, TEZ. 

This post is under charge of a quartermaster employee and is in a 
fair state of preservation. It was occupied for a time during the last 
few months by a detachment of Troop L, Third Cavalry, on duty on 
the Mexican border. 

FORT DTTNOAN. ( EAGLE PASS, TEZ.) 

This post was visited by the department commander on February 
19-20, 1911. It was then and is still temporarily occupied by Troop 
A, Third Cavalry, and Company A, Signal Corps. Several of the 
buildings are in a fair state of preservation. It is under the charge of 
a caretaker and has been considered, during the recent Mexican bor- 
der trouble, as a point of strategical importance. 

KBW POST. 
lOBT CROCKETT, 'TISX. 

This post, at Galveston, Tex., is still under construction and, it is 
understood, nearly completed. At this point, during the recent Mex- 
ican border troubles, the First Separate Brigade, under command of 
Brig. Gen. Albert L. Mills, United States -Ajmy, was encamped. 
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BECRUmNG STATIONS. 

The only recruiting stations of the Army now open in this depart- 
ment are: 

Dallas, Tex. (substation, Fort Worth, Tex,), First Lieut. W. E. 
Gunster, Eighteenth Infantry. 

Oklahoma City, Okla. (substations, Tulsa and Muskogee, Okla.), 
under charge of First Lieut. E. M. Omey, First Cavalry. 

Little Kock, Ark. (substation, Fort Smith, Ark.), under charge of 
Mai. Charles B. Ewinc, United States Army^ retired. 

El Paso, Tex., under charge of First Laeut. F. L. Poindexter, 
United States Army, retired. 

NATIONAL CEMETERIES. 

There are two national cemeteries in this department, one at San 
Antonio, Tex., which is in a good state of repair and on which $323.46 
has been expended during the year for repairs; the other at Fort 
Brown, Tex., which is being discontinued, the remains there interred 
being e2diumed and removed to Alexandria National Cemetery, at 
Pineville, La. 

MILITART RESERVATIONS. 

The reservation at Fort Sam Houston, Tex., should be fenced, with 
proper exits, including the whole tract. 

It is earnestly recommended that the 12 blocks bounded by New 
Braunfds Avenue (which runs through the Cavalry post) on the 
west; Wilson Street (which is the southern boundary of tne maneuver 
and drill grounds, and also the same boundary of part of the Cavalry 
post) on uie north; Frank Street (which is also the eastern boundary 
of the Infantry post) on the east; and Hood Street (which is the 
northern boundary of the Infantry post) on the south, the whole 
forming a wedge and separating different fractions of the military 
reservation, be purchased by the Government while this property is 
still held at a reasonable price. As soon as it was learned that the 
maneuver division was to be encamped here this land was leased, and 
saloons and resorts of all kinds were here established; its present 
occupancy is a menace to the post in many ways and makes adminis- 
tration, guard, and other duties doubly hard, besides rendering sani- 
tary conditions an impossibility. This purchase has, I understand, 
been repeatedly recommended by my predecessors, and the purchase 
of these 12 blocks is a military necessity to consolidate Government 
property and allow administration and control by the military arm 
without embarrassment. It is not understood how such a condition 
of affairs should have originally been permitted to occur. 

Another important need of this post is the acquirement of a portion 
of drill grounds, containing approximately 305 acres, now held under 
lease by the Government, with an option to purchase within six 
years at the price of $70,000. Steps should be taken to purchase this 
property before the expiration of the option, which e^ires in 1917, 
which the Gk>vemment now holds, as it seems to be the opinion oi 
those familiar with land values in this vicinity that this is a low 
price and that the value of land is rapidly appreciating each year. 
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The Leon Springs Target and Maneuver Reservation, on which 
there is firing held for a^ut five months every year, in addition to 
the periods when it is used for maneuvers, should be completely 
fenced to prevent entrance of cattle and destruction of property. 

PHYSICAL EXAMINATIOKS AND TEST RIDES OF OFFICERS. 

The annual physical examinations and tests, required by Greneral 
Orders, No. 148, War Department, 1910, were successfully conducted 
at Forts Sam Houston, jBliss, and Mcintosh, Tex., and Fort Sill, 
Okla., during October, 1910. These tests are in the interest of 
efficiency and their introduction has contributed greatly to the physi- 
cal well being of oflScers generally. 

FIRES IN THE DEPARTMENT. 

No fires of any extent or entailing any appreciable loss to the 
Government have occurred in the department during this year. 

ATHLETICS. 

Athletic meetings and exercises have been held in the department, 
conducted according to existing orders. Every effort should be made 
to encourage men and officers to take athletic exercise in each post; an 
athletic meet or tournament should be made an event of the year. 

ABSENTEEISM. 

The large number of officers absent from the troops in this depart- 
ment contmues a source of much difficulty in the proper performance 
of duties. There are so manv changes in the personnel of company 
officers that the individual soldier is not made to feel the personality 
of his company commander, and unrest, discontent, and the commis- 
sion of minor offenses, and even of desertion, would be greatly de- 
creased if officers were left with or^nizations sufficienfly long to 
become identified and interested in them. This condition of affairs 
can hardly be remedied, however, so long as the best officers of the 
line are taken for duty elsewhere and the fate of companies left to 
the changing personnel of inexperienced subalterns. 

The same can be said regarding the command and management of 
posts. With an experienced, active, intelligent, and zealous com- 
manding officer poor organizations in a post are invariably improved 
and brought to a reasonable state of efficiency. The continual chang- 
ing of post commanders is almost as detrimental to content, discipline, 
and instruction as the continual and rapid changes of company com- 
manders. A battalion post in this department has recently had taken 
from it its commanding officer, a most able officer, for miUtia duty, a 
major of the same regiment was almost simultaneously taken tor 
similar duty, neither of these officers being replaced. The following 
official communication is so pertinent to tnis subject that it is 
embodied herein:

BeiqiectfaUy forwaMed to the adjutant g^ieral, Department of Texas, 
San Antonio, Tex., recommending disapproval on account of shortage of officers 
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at Fort Bliss, Tex. At that station the reglm^ital headquarters with band, 
machine-gun platoon, and the Second Battalion there are for duty one captain, 
three first lieutenants, and three second lieutenants. In so far as this regiment 
Is concerned, the effect of service legislation of last Congress (the extra officers 
and readjustment bills) thus far has been to still further reduce the number 
of officers with It If the present conditions continue the maintenance of effi- 
ciency presents a most difficult if not an Impracticable problem. 

To such an extent has the depletion of officers extended that com- 
paratively recently the acting inspector general of this department 
called attention to the small number of officers present with the bat- 
talion at Fort Bliss, Tex., during the solution of field problems, and 
stated that '' each company and the battalion itself was commanded 
by a lieutenant during the field problems." 

GENERAL SERVICE CORPS. 

The necessity is emphasized for a service corps to take the place 
of ever increasing details from the line of men as mechanics, clerks, 
artisans, and laborers required by the staff supply departments to per- 
form the necessary work in relation to the care of troops. 

PROGRESSIVE MILITARY MAP WORK. 

From March 1, 1911, to date practically all the work of the office 
of the assistant chief engineer officer has been in connection with 
the maneuver division and the troops patrolling the Kio Grande. 
Six officers were detailed for field map work, one of whom was re- 
lieved by another officer on account of having been detailed for re- 
cruiting service.

TARGET RANGES. 

The target range for Fort Sam Houston, Tex., on the Leon Springs 
Target and Maneuver Reservation, is well fitted up now with all the 
additional ranges required, and known distances and sliding ranges 
equipped with the new annunciator buzzer system. 

The Artillery range on the reservation is also well adapted to all 
classes of firing. 

The subject of the target range at Fort Bliss is mentioned in con- 
nection with remarks on that post. 

The range at Fort Mcintosh is sufficient for present needs. No 
decisive action has been taken regarding this range other than leases, 
as the abandonment of the post is under consideration. 

COAST ARULLERT DISTRICT OP GALVESTON. 

This embraces the new post of Fort Crockett, recently practically 
completed. This district will be removed from control and super- 
vision of the department commander on July 1, 1911. 

INDIANS AND INDIAN SCOUTS. 

The question of removal of the Apache Indians from Fort Sill 
has been under consideration for some time. In the meantime the 
War Departanent continues to feed and control them. They seem 
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to be divided among themselves on the subject of removal to other 
parts of the country. 

The question of disbanding the detachment of Seminole Negro- 
Indian scouts at Fort Clark, Tex., seems to have finally been settled 
by allowmg men now in service only to reenlist. The eventual result, 
as they retire or disappear from active service, will be for the organi- 
zation to cease to exist. 

THE ESCOBTING OF MEXICAN TBOOPB ACROSS AMERICAN TBRRrTORY BY 

OUR TROOPS. 

Teleffra^ic information, under date of June 10, 1911, was received 
from the War Department that permission had been granted by our 
Government for Mexican troops to pass over American territory from 
El Paso to Laredo, as follows: One general, 1 colonel, 3 lieutenant 
colonels, 1 major, 1 captain, 14 lieutenants, 11 sublieutenants, 4 sani- 
tarv oflScers, 7 privates hospital corps, and 387 line soldiers ; troops 
to be unarmed, arms and ammunition to be shipped as baggage; a 
Spanidi-speaking officer and small detachment to accompany as 
escort; Mexican consul to arrange with Col. Steever at El Paso details. 

Prior to receipt of these instructions, Gen. Navarro, the defeated 
Mexican general at Juarez, with his command, was sent to Laredo, all 
unarmed. As no further request was made for shipment of Mexican 
troops over this route, I presumed that these were the troops re- 
ferred to. 

On the same date I received additional instructions to the effect 
that authority had been granted for the Mexican Government to ship 
troops under similar conditions from Chihuahua to Lower California, 
but that a Spanish-speaking officer or officers, with a detachment 
sufficiently strong to afford Mexican troops ample protection in case 
of difficulties, act as an escort for these troopa These instructions 
were transmitted to Col. Steever. After considerable delay, with 
reports that from 500 to 3,000 Mexican troops would be sent to 
Lower California on June 24, Capt. Fair, Fourth Cavalry, with 24 
enlisted men, left El Paso by train as escort for 9 Mexican officers, 
200 enlisted men, 200 rifles, and 60,000 rounds of ammunition, 9 horses, 
and 12 pack mules. The arms and ammunition were sealed in a box 
car. These troops were under command of Col. B. Gonzales, Mexican 
Army. 

One field officer and 100 troops detrained at Calexico with half 
the arms and ammunition and 10 animals, and moved across into 
Mexican territory on the morning of June 26. The remainder pro- 
ceeded to Tia Juana and detrained on American territory and 
marched across the border on the early morning of June 27, The trip 
was made without any incident worth noting.

OPERATIONS ALONG THE MEXICAN BORDER. 

Owing to the insurrection in Mexico our troops have been con- 
stantly employed since Januaiy, 1911, patrolling the line from the 
Colorado Kiver on the west to El Paso on the east, in this territorial 
department, endeavoring to enforce the neutrality law, by overhaul- 
ing and intercepting the passage across the line into Mexico of armed 
or organized parties or of arms^ ammunition, or materials of war; 
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and the very efficient efforts on the part of the troops in this direc- 
tion along that barren waste have brought excellent results by avert- 
ing any serious trouble that might otherwise have caused questions 
to arise of international importance. ^ 

In properly guarding the line as indicated it has been necessary, 
in addition to the available troops belonging to this department, to 
have tiie temporary presence of the following troops from without 
the department: Headquarters and 6 troops of the First Cavalry; 
2 troops of the Fourth Cavalry ; headquarters, 12 troops and machine- 
gun platoon of the Sixth Cavalry ; 2 Signal Corps companies ; and a 
pack train. 

The troop were stationed at the following points: Yuma, Ariz.; 
Tucson, Ariz. ; Nogales, Ariz. ; Naco, Ariz, ; Douglas, Ariz. ; San Ber- 
nardino, Ariz. ;' Langs Ranch, N. Mex. : Alamo Hueco, N. Mex. ; Dog 
Springs, N. Mex.; Las Cienegas, N. Mex.; Hachita, N. Mex.; and 
Columbus, N. Mex. 

During the time the department commander made his headquarters 
in the field his base of operations was either at Fort Huachuca or 
Douglas, Ariz. 

During the engagement between the Federal and insurrectionary 
forces at Agua Prieta on April 13, 1911, a large number of people 
congregated in Douglas, Ariz., just across the line from the scene 
of action, overcome with curiosity and bent on witnessing the fight. 
Stray bullets, probably from both sides, fell among the sightseers, 
and a few were wounded and two or three killed. At the request of 
the Mexican Federal commander, who, with his officers and a few 
men, reached a position near the international line, Capt. Julien E. 
Gaujot, First Cavalry, entered the town of Agua Prieta and per- 
suaded the Federal forces still engaged at the Cuartel to surrender 
their arms to the insurrectionary forces and conducted them for safe- 
keeping to the United States, where they were held as prisoners by 
the United States forces till ordered released by the War Depart- 
ment. At the same time a number of the insurrectionists who had 
fled to the United States territory were held by our troops until 
similarly disposed of. The command of the department has changed 
hands 10 times since January 1. 

MANEUVER ENCAMPMENTS. 

[Fort D. A. Russell Target and Maneuver Reservation, Wyo.l 

General Orders, No. 63, War Department, April 15, 1910. 

The Fifteenth Infantry, excepting Company C, from Fort Doug- 
las, Utah, took part in "the encampment, marching to the grounds 
from Colorado Springs, Colo. The journey from post to Colorado 
Springs and' the return to post from the encampment was by rail, 
being away from post from June 25 to August 16, 1910. 

CAMP AT ATASCADERO, CAL. 

Headquarters, First and Second Squadrons, and Troops E and G 
Eighth Cavalry, also headquarters, First Battalion, and Companies 
A, B, Dj and machine-gun platoon, Eighteenth Infantry, were absent 
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from their respective posts, Forts Apache, Huachuca, and Whipple 
Barracks, taking part in the encampment from August 27 to October 
17, 1910. 

GABBISONED POSTS. 

In addition to the regimental post of Fort Douglas, Utah, now in 
condition to accommodate a full regiment very comfortably, it is 
recommended that the quarters at both Fort Huachuca and Whipple 
Barracks, Ariz., be gradually increased to accommodate a regiment of 
Cavalry and Iiifantry, respectively; more especially should Fort 
Huachuca receive favorable consideration, as it is the only military 
post near the international boundary line between El Paso, Tex., and 
San Diego, Cal., a distance of 800 miles. The present insurrection 
in Mexico, causing the United States troops to patrol nearly every mile 
of the entire line, would seem to substantiate this recommendation. 

The expenditure of any more public funds on Fort Duchesne, Utah, 
is not recommended. 

It is recommended that Fort Apache garrison be increased to one 
squadron of Cavalry by sending there the two troops of the Twelfth 
Cavalry now at Fort Huachuca, Ariz. The supplies for this post can 
to a large extent be purchased in the immediate vicinity of the post 
at reasonable cost, and its proximity to the Apache Indian Keserva- 
tion makes it essential that it be continued and well garrisoned.

GABRISON SCHOOLS. 

So far as practicable ^rrison schools were conducted throughout 
the department, as required by General Orders, No. 70, War De- 
partment, April 20, 1910, with very good results. 

TEST RIDES AND PHYSICAIi EXERCISES. 

The annual test rides for field officers and physical exercises and 
examinations of all officers in this department were carried into effect 
as required by General Orders, No. 70, War Department, January 
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30, 1910. The following instructions were given to all officers at these 
headquarters and similar instructions sent out to all post commanders :

The attention of all officers serving at these headquarters is directed to the 
requirements of paragraph 1, General Orders, No. 148, War Department, curroit 
series. In the opinion of the department commander, anything less than one 
hour's continuous, vigorous, physical exercise will not accord with the purpose 
of the order. However, it is believed that such exercise may properly assume 
many differait forms, such as walking, riding, golf, tennis, boating, or vigorous 
calisthenics or gymnasium exercises. 

It is expected that aU officers wUl carry out the spirit of the paragraph with- 
out further notice.

ABHT SERVICE COBPS (bNLISTED). 

It is urgently recommended that proper legislation be enacted to 
organize a corps of this class at an early date with a view to reliev- 
ing the drain on the line of the Army in furnishinj^ the many detailed 
men to perform the essential duties that are quite lOTeiga to the duties 
of a soldier. 

CIVIL-SERVICE CLERKS. 

It is also recommended that the necessary steps be taken to have 
such legislation enacted as will provide for the retirement, on 75 per 
cent of their pay proper, of all civil-service clerks and employees of 
the War Department, to take effect at such time as it shall have been 
decided by tne authorities that they have outlived their usefulness to 
the service. It is believed that the time has arrived when the essen- 
tialness of such action will be readilv seen without further comment. 

Aside from the fact of this action being for the good of the service, 
however, it would seem but just to make it manifest that a ^eat many 
of these old servants of the Government merit this retirement in 
view of their having served many years as enlisted men of the line 
and as general service clerks, and during these years were lookii^ 
forward^ to the time when they would be eligible, through 30 years' 
service, for retirement, when to their great surprise, by an act of 
Congress approved August 6, 1894, these general service clerks and 
messengers were all immediately discharged without exception as to 
their length of service (some having reached very near the desired 
goal) and were placed in the classified civil service, where they have 
continued to serve the Government during all the best and most use- 
ful years of their life, some having more than 45 years' service to 
their credit. 

DEPARTMENT STAFF. 

The department staff officers have administered very efficiently the 
duties of their respective offices during the year. Such information 
from their reports as might prove of general interest is noted. 

INSPECTOR general's DEPARTMENT. 

On the regular annual inspection of garrisoned posts in this depart- 
ment the inspector reports tnat the condition of the troops, as regards 
discipline, instruction, and readiness for field service, was found to 
be from very good to excellent. 
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The staff departments were as economically administered as was 
practicable unoer the existing organization. Supplies well cared for. 

Found no military reason why Fort Duchesne, Utah, should be 
continued as a military post. 

Believes Fort Douglas, Utah, has all the requisites essential to a 
modem brigade post and must in time become one. 

JUDGE advocate's DEPARTMENT. 

No trials of commissioned officers. Number of enlisted men tried 
by general courts, 108; number of enlisted men tried by garrison 
courts, 9; number of enlisted men tried by summary courts, 610; 
total, 727. 

It appears that of the 108 cases tried by general courts-martial 50 
were for desertion. 

QUARTERMASTBB's DEPARTMENT. 

The following is a statement of receipts and disbursements made 
by the chief quartermaster of this department during July 1, 1910, 
to June 10, 1911 :

Owing to the arrival of additional troops in this department and 
the departure of troops from the department for San Antonio for 
mobilization with the maneuver division, changes have been necessary 
in the distribution of supplies. All the troops stationed on the bor- 
der in Arizona and New Mexico have been completely equipped and 
the animals properly f ora^d by increasing existing contracts, making 
new contracts for the additional forage required, and shipping forage 
to points in Arizona and New Mexico from posts where the same was 
not required, due to withdrawal of garrison. 

OOMMISSARY DEPARTMENT. 

All posts have been fuUv supplied with stores of excellent quality, 
to the ^reat satisfaction of all concerned. It would be to the advan- 
tage of the Government as well as to the individual if chief com- 
missaries were ordered to make at least one inspection a year of posts 
in their departments. The present system of accounting for stores 
at posts appears to be a most satisfactory method. 

The total receipts, expenditures, and balance of the officers of the 
chief and purchasing commissai^ were: Receipts, $224,246.95; ex- 
penditures, $222,341.30; balance, $1,905.65.

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About half the losses on stores were occasioned by changes in mr- 
risons, movements of troops, and unforeseen circumstances. The 
losses on fresh vegetables are generally due to storage and shrinkage. 
The loss of fresh vegetables from storage is largely offset by the great 
increase in price during the latter part of the fresh-vegetable season. 
The danger of the vegetables freezing in transit seems to make it 
imperative to put in a winter supply at nearly all the posts. 

ENGINEER DEPARTMENT. 

During the past year the work consisted in furnishing maps and 
information; making blue prints of a number of practice marches; 
finishing work on the reservations, post and target range maps of the 
various posts; completing the series at the reservations, post and 
target range maps at Whipple Barracks, Ariz., and the reservation 
map of Fort Huachuca, Ariz., whiph latter was an extremely large 
and difficult piece of work, comprising six sections. All the maps 
received have now been traced, blue-printed, and copies forwarded to 
the Chief of Engineers, to the Quartermaster General, the command- 
ing officers of various posts, and the chief quartermaster of the de- 
partment. 

SIGNAL CORPS. 

The regular semiannual inspections of telephone systems were prop- 
erly earned out. The telephone installations of all posts in the de- 
partment were inspected and placed in the best possible condition with 
the tools and material available during December, 1910, and January, 
1911. The telephone system at Whipple Barracks, Ariz., was rebuilt 
in August, 1910. A central-energy telephone system was completed 
at Fort Douglas, Utah, in March, 1911. All telephone systems in this 
department are now in excellent working condition and giving entire 
satisfaction. 

POST EXCHANGES. 

Exchanges have been maintained at all posts in the department.

The Sixth Cavalry arrived on the border and took stations at 
Douglas, Nogales, and Fort Huachuca about April 20. Until after 
the conflict at Juarez, Mexico, and the resulting peaceful occupations 
by the revolutionists of Agua Prieta, Naco, Cananea, and Nogales, 
the people on the Arizona border were under a stress of anxiety, and 
the presence of United States troops was a source of relief. 
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Since the conclusion of peace, business in these localities has 
assumed normal conditions, and the immediate presence of troops is 
deemed unnecessary. 

The canyons of the Huachuca Mountains afford a delightful cli- 
mate and typical conditions for mounted troops. 

Troops from Fort Huachuca may reach Douglas within 24 hours, 
Naco in 6 hours, and Nogales in 48 hours. Two squadrons of 
Cavalry at Fort Huachuca would be ample for any necessities likdy 
to arise on this border within a year. 

The territorial Department of the Colorado is discontinued June 
80, 1911, by General Orders, No. 64, War Department, May 19, 1911, 
and the territory assigned' to other departments, as follows : Arizona 
and Utah, to Department of California ; Colorado, to the Department 
of the Missouri ; and New Mexico to the Department of Texas. All

November 14, — ^The machine-gun platoon of the Fifth Cavalry rejoined station 
at Schofield Barracks, Hawaii, from detached service at the School of Musketry 
at Presidio of Monterey and attendance at the camp of instruction at Atasca- 
dero, in compliance with paragraph 6, Special Orders, No. 186, as amended 
by paragraph 1, Special Orders, No. 214, Department of California, 1910. 

November 29, — ^Detachment of Company M, Third Battalion of Engineers, 
left Presidio of San Francisco by rail en route to join company at Fort D. A. 
Russell, Wyo., in compliance with General Orders, No. 139, Department of 
California, 1910. 

December 6, — ^Troop D and machine-gun platoon, Fifth Cavalry, from Scho- 
field Barracks, made a trip to Waialua to make a military reconnaissance of 
that section of the island Included between Kaene Point and Haleiwa ; distance 
marched, about 36 miles. 

December 12. — The Eighth Infantry left Presidio of Monterey for Moss Beach, 
about 4 miles from post, where shelter-tent camp was pitched; on December 13, 
14, and 15 the regiment had inspections, solved problems, etc., and on December 
16 returned to post via Seventeen-Mile Drive and Carmel Road, making a 
march of 22 miles. 

January 6. — Second Battalion, Thirtieth Infantry, left Presidio of San Fran- 
cisco for the aviation field at South San Francisco for duty in connection with 
military experiments conducted during the meet, in compliance with letter of 
instructions from headquarters. Department of California, of January 5, 1911, 
and at conclusion of the meet returned to station on January 26, traveling both 
ways by rail. 

January 16, — Pursuant to verbal instructions of inspector general of the 
Department of California, the garrison of Fort Shafter, Hawaii, left post at 
9 a. m., by marching, and made camp near Sisal at 2 p. m., distance marched 
16 miles; on January 17 the command marched to Kolekole Pass, taking up a 
defensive position against the Cavalry and Field Artillery stationed at Schofield 
Barracks, and returned to Fort Shafter; total distance marched, 48 miles. 

January 17, — ^Troop K, First Cavalry, left Presidio of San Francisco by rail 
en route to Boise Barracks, Idaho, for station, in compliance with General 
Orders, No. 165, War Department; General Orders, No. 129, Department of 
California, series of 1910 ; and General Orders, No. 3, Department of California, 
1911. 

January SO. — ^A detachment of the Coast Artillery Corps companies of Fort 
Rosecrans, conmianded by First Lieut. Franc Lecocq, left the post for Calexico, 
Cal., to encamp at that place for the purpose of aiding in the enforcement of 
neutrality laws along the Mexican border, in compliance with telegraphic in- 
structions from the War Department 

February S, — In compliance with telegraphic instructions from headquarters. 
Department of California, the following troops of the First Cavalry left Pre- 
sidio of San Francisco by rail for i)oints named to aid in enforcing neutrality 
laws along the border, and were engaged in that duty during the month : Troop 
A for Yuma, Ariz. ; Troop B for Nogales, Ariz. ; Troop for Calexico, Cal. ; and 
Troop D for Tucson, Ariz. 

February 5. — ^In compliance with telegraphic Instructions from headquarters. 
Department of California, Company E, Signal Corps (field), left Presidio of 
San Francisco by rail en route to Yuma, Ariz., to take station on the frontier 
covering the route in the Altar district, and was engaged in that duty during 
the month. 

February 28, — ^In compliance with telegraphic instructions from headquarters. 
Department of California, additional detachments of Coast Artillery Corps were 
sent early in the month from Fort Rosecrans to points along the Mexican bor- 
der to aid in enforcing neutrality laws, and at the end of the month were 
encamped as follows: Lieut. Lecocq, with 32 enlisted men, at Calexico, Cal.; 
Lieut Ruhlen, with 33 enlisted men, at Tia Juana, Cal.; Lieut Drake, with 
32 enlisted men, at Oampo, Tecarte, and Jacumba Spring, Cal. 

March 2S, — ^The One hundred and fifteenth Company, Coast Artillery Corps, 
left Fort Rosecrans for La Mesa, CaL, for duty at points along the Mexican

border aiding in oifoicing neutrality laws, and was so engaged at tbe end of 
the month. 

March SI. — ^The detachments of Coast Artillery Corps from Fort Rosecrans 
on duty along the different points along the Mexican border on February 28 
returned to the post on dates between the 6th and 10th of March. 

March SI. — In compliance with telegraphic instructions of March 6 from the 
War Department, a provisional regiment, designated as the Fourth Provisional 
Regiment of Coast Artillery Corps and consisting of the Third Band, the Tenth, 
Twenty-seventh, Twenty-ninth, Thirty-eighth, Sixty-fifth, Sixty-seventh, Seven- 
tieth, and One hundred and fifty-eighth Companies from the Presidio of San 
Francisco, the Twenty-fifth Company from Fort Miley, and the Thirty- 
second, Sixty-first, and Sixty-eighth Companies from Fort Baker, was organized 
at the Presidio of San Francisco on March 7, the companies from Forts Miley 
and Baker arriving at the post same day. The regiment remained intact at the 
Presidio of San Francisco and was instructed in field service until March 16, 
on which date the companies from other posts returned to their regular stations, 
with instructions to hold themselves in readiness to move without delay, per 
telegraphic orders of same date from headquarters, Department of California. 

March SI. — In compliance with telegraphic instructions of March 6 from the 
War Department, the following additional troops were ordered on March 7 to 
proceed at once to San Diego, Cal., for duty along the Mexican border to aid 
in enforcing neutrality laws: Headquarters, band, and 10 companies of the 
Eighth Infantry from Presidio of Monterey, the Thirtieth Infantry from sta- 
tions at Presidio of San Francisco, Presidio of Monterey, and Fort Mason; 
Company B, Hospital Corps, from the general hospital, Presidio of San Fran- 
cisco; all ari^iving at San Diego by March 9, and these, with the other troops 
along the border since early in February, viz, Company B, Signal Corps, and 
Troop A, First Cavalry, at Yuma, Ariz.; Troop C, First Cavalry, and Com- 
pany A, Eighth Infantry, at Calexico, Cal.; Company H, Eighth Infantry, in 
camp near Tia Juana, Cal., were formed on March 10 into a provisional brigade, 
of which the department commander assumed command in person. On March 13 
the personnel of the Training School for Bakers and Cooks from the Presidio 
of San Francisco joined the brigade, in compliance with telegraphic instructions 
of March 11 from department headquarters. 

March SI, — Headquarters, band. First and Second Battalions and machine- 
gun platoon, Second Infantry, arrived at Schofield Barracks, Hawaii, for 
station, in compliance yvith General Orders, No. 213, War Department, 1910, 
and General Orders, No. 24, Department of California, 1911. The regiment left 
Fort Thomas, Ky., on March 13, arrived in San Francisco March 19, sailed on 
transport Crook on March 21, and reached Honolulu on March 29, 1911. 

April 15. — The One hundred and fifteenth Company, Coast Artillery Corps, 
on detached service since March 23 at points along the Mexican border aiding 
in enforcement of neutrality laws, returned to station at Fort Rosecrans. 

April SO. — In compliance with paragraph 1, General Orders, No. 31, Depart- 
ment of California, 1911, Troops A, C, and D, First Cavalry, were relieved from 
further duty on the Mexican border and returned to station at Presidio of San 
Francisco, to prepare for service in the national parks — Troops A and C on 
April 29 and Troop D on April 25. 

April SO. — ^The provisional brigade continued during the month in the duty 
of aiding in the enforcement of neutrality laws along the Mexican border. 
Troops A, C, and D, First Cavalry, were withdrawn and ordered to return to 
station at Presidio of San Francisco, preparatory for service in the national 
parks. In their places headquarters, band, and Troops I, K, and L, First 
Cavalry, from Fort Huachuca, Ariz., joined the brigade for duty during the 
latter part of the month, in compliance with telegraphic instructions from 
headquarters Department of the Colorado. 

May 2. — The designation of the Hospital Corps company of Instruction sta- 
tioned at the general hospital, Presidio of San Francisco, Cal., heretofore 
known as Company B, Hospital Corps, was changed to " Field Hospital No. 2 
and Ambulance Company No. 2," by General Orders, No. 41, Department of 
California, series 1911. 

May 9. — Detachment of 50 enlisted men of the One hundredth and fifteenth 
Company, Coast Artillery Corps, under command of Second Lieut. Frank 
Drake, Coast Artillery Corps, left Fort Rosecrans, Cal., for duty on the Mexican 
border in vicinity of Tia Juana, under instructions of the department com- 
mander. 
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May 50.— The ordnance storehouse, building No. 21, at Fort Baker, Cal., was 
destroyed by fire at 3.20 a. m. ; building and contents a total loss. 

May SI, — ^A camp of instruction for officers and noncommissioned officers of 
the Organized Militia of the Territory of Hawaii was held at Fort Shatter 
from May 22 to May 27, under charge of Maj. William P. Bumham, Twentieth 
Infantry. 

May 51.— Troops O and D, First Cavalry, left Presidio of San Francisco, 
Cal., on May 10, by marching, en route for the Yosemlte National Park, Cal., 
for duty and to establish a camp therein, in compliance with paragraph 2, 
General Orders, No. 31, Department of California, series 1911, and arrived 
at destination on May 22. Camp was established and usual routine and camp 
duties in connection with guarding the park were performed. 

May SI, — ^Troop A, First Cavalry, left Presidio of San Francisco, Cal., on 
May 16, by marching, en route for Sequoia National Park and General Grant 
National Park, Cal., for duty and to establish a camp therein, in compliance 
with paragraph 2, General Orders, No. 31, Department of California, series 
1911, and at the end of the month had reached Lemon Cove, Cal.; distance 
marched to that place, 263 miles. 

May SI, — ^The provisional brigade stationed at different points along the 
Mexican border continued during the month in the duty of aiding in enforce- 
ment of neutrality laws. 

June 2, — ^The detachment of the One hundred and fifteenth Company, Coast 
Artillery Corps, on detached service on the Mexican border in vicinity of Tla 
Juana since May 9, returned to station at Fort Rosecrans. 

June 20. — ^The Sixty-fourth Company, Coast Artillery Corps, in compliance 
with General Orders, No. 54, Department of California, 1911, changed station 
by marching from Fort Miley to Presidio of San Francisco, Cal. 

June 20, — ^Headquarters, band, headquarters Second Battalion, and Batteries 
D and B, First Field Artillery, en route from Fort Sill, Okla., to Schofield Bar- 
racks, Hawaii, arrived at Presidio of San Francisco, Cal., for temporary station, 
in compliance with General Orders, No. 213, War Department, 1910, and General 
Orders, No. 57, Department of California, 1911, to take over the animals, guns, 
and equipment of the batteries of the Fifth Field Artillery, and to await sail- 
ing of the transport scheduled to leave San Francisco on July 5, 1911. 

June SO. — ^The mine planter Colonel George Armistead sailed from San Fran- 
cisco on June 9 for San Diego Harbor, arriving there on the 12th, and was 
engaged in submarine-mine instruction work during the balance of the month. 

June SO. — ^Troop A, First Cavalry, en route to Sequoia National Park, and 
encamped on May 31 at Lemon Cove, Gal., continued on its march on June 1 
and arrived at the park on June 2; total distaSce marched from Presidio of 
San Francisco, 803 miles. Camp was made and outposts were established in 
both Sequoia and General Grant National Parks. 

June SO. — ^The One hundred and fifteenth Company, Coast Artillery Corps, 
left Fort Rosecrans on June 22 for Tia Juana, Cal., in compliance with tele- 
graphic instructions from department headquarters, and returned to post same 
date, with 105 Mexican insurrecto prisoners, who had crossed over to the 
American side of the boundary between the United States and Mexico. Two 
of them were recognized as deserters from the Twenty-eighth Company, Coast 
Artillery Corps, and were confined in the guardhouse; the remainder were 
interned in the post gymnasium. On June 24 five of them were discovered to 
be deserters from the United States Navy and Marine Corps, and were turned 
over to tiie commanding officer of the Pacific Fleet. On June 25 all the prison- 
ers except five were released on telegraphic orders of same date from depart- 
ment headquarters; of the five remaining two were sick Ini hospital and unable 
to travel ; the other three were turned over to a deputy United States marshal 
on warrants issued by the United States commissioner at San Diego. 

June SO. — ^In compliance with telegraphic instructions of June 10 from the 
War Departmait, and General Orders, No. 28, headquarters provisional brigade, 
dated San Diego Barracks, Cal., June 12, 1911, all of the organizations of the 
provisional brigade, with the exception of headquarters, band, and Troops K 
and L, First Cavalry, and Company A, Eighth Infantry, at Calexlco, Cal.; 
headquarters Third Squadron and Troops B and I, First Cavalry, at Yuma, 
Ariz. ; Company K, Eighth Infantry, at O^ampo, Cal. ; and Company D, Thirtieth 
Infantry, at Tla Juana, Cal., were ordered to return to their home stations, 
arriving tliere on dates from June 17 to 19, and the brigade as an organization 
ceased to exist 
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IKSPEOTOR general's DEPARTMENT. 
IN8PB0TI0NS. 

All of the required inspections of garrisoned posts in the Depart- 
ment of California have been made, except of Fort Mason, whose 
garrison was inspected in the field, and ox Camps Sequoia and Yo- 
semite. These omissions, as well as that of certain money accounts in 
the third period and of the mine planter Anmsteadj were due to the 
absence or the inspector general of the department on dutjr as divi- 
sion inspector of the maneuver division, San Antonio, Tex., since 
March 11, 1911, and of the assistant to the inspector general, on duty 
as brigade inspector of the provisional brigade, San Diego, Cal., irom 
March 7 to June 4, 1911. 

The incoming and outgoing transports were inspected as required 
by orders. In addition to the regular inspections there have been 13 
special inspections by inspectors general of the department. 

MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 
HBALTH OF COMMAND. 

The general health of troops and civilian attachfe has been good 
throughout the department. No epidemics of serious nature have 
occurred during the year, although sporadic cases of tf phoid fever, 
measles, mumps, and diphtheria have been reported from stations, 
and measles, mumps, smallpox, and varicella from the transports. 
Asiatic cholera was reported in Honolulu in February, having been 
imported from a trans-Pacific steamer, but no cases occurred among 
the troops in the Hawaiian Islands. 

8ANITAH0N OF POSTS AIH) CAMPS. 

The sanitary condition of the various posts is reported as generally 
satisfactory. 

No complaints have been made regarding clothing, habits of the 
men, or the food supply and its preparation, from me posts in this 
department. 

The sanitary condition of the various camps occupied during the 
year has been uniformly good and no disease due to faulty sanitation 
has been reported from any of them. Minor defects, reported from 
time to time by sanitary inspectors^ were promptly corrected. 

All troops in the field and practically all at continental posts were 
inoculated with antityphoid serum. No serious results were reported 
from the administration and but very few days were lost from the 
treatment. 

GENESAIi HOSPITAL. 

There were treated in the ^neral hospital, Presidio of San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., 3,103 patients, 336 of this number from the Philippine 
Islands. 

The operation of the board appointed under General Orders, No. 
174, War Department, 1909, in uie disposition of disability cases has 
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been very satisfactory. Great improvement has also been made in 
the disposition of cases of mental disease and many cases formerly 
sent to the Government asylmn are returned to their homes. 

The question of barracks and stables for Field Hospital No. 2 and 
Ambulance Company Nq. 2 is an urgent one and enort should be 
made to secure a permanent home for this organization. The recom- 
mendation made last year that this organization be supplied with 
their proper transportation is again made by the commanding officer 
of the hospital. 

ENGINEER CORPS. 

The work of this corps during the past year has been a continuation 
of the progressive military map of the United States, of redrawing 
the field sheets of the territorj^ reconnoitered during the season, ana 
making tracings for reproductions by the blue process as required. 

Company G, Second Battalion of Engineers, stationed in the 
Hawaiian Islands, has been engaged throughout the year in field- 
work and preparation of original maps of the island or Oahu ; good 
progress has been made and but a small area remains to be surveyed. 

ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT. 

The Benicia Arsenal has continued to issue supplies to this depart- 
ment and to make repairs and alterations. Various improvements 
have been made in the front sights, cut-off slides, etc., of the service 
rifle. 

SUBSISTENCE DEPARTMENT. 

Subsistence supplies of satisfactory quality have been supplied all 
posts, excepting fresh meats, vegetables, ice, butter, and a few other 
minor articles, by the purchasing commissary, San Francisco, Cal. 
Authority has been granted the depot commissary, Honolulu, 
Hawaii, to purchase locally all authorized subsistence stores that can 
be purchased advantageously, which it is hoped will prove satisfac- 
tory and economical. Fresh meats have been secured dv contract as 
heretofore, the price of which continues to increase; for the fiscal 
year 1912, the prices range approximately 1 cent per pound higher 
than contracts made for the same grade of meats during the &cal 
year 1911. 

PAT DEPARTMENT. 

The troops in the department have been paid monthly in accord- 
ance with existing Army Regulations. Those at Fort Kosecrans, at 
Yosemite National Park, and at Sequoia National Park were paid in 
currency and coin shipped by express; all others were paid by pay- 
masters in person. 

. Troops from other departments en route to the Philippine Islands 
have been paid at the transport dock prior to sailing ; but with the 
exception of a few small commands, payments have not been made to 
troops arriving from the Philippines and destined for other depart- 
ments, for the reason that commanding officers, as a rule, do not wish 
money placed in the hands of their men when about to start on long 
railroaa journeys.

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Payments on discharge have been made regularly throughout the 
year at the discharge camp on Angel Island to men from the Philip- 
pine Islands and the Hawaiian Islands sent to the camp to be dis- 
charged. The svst^n in force for a number of years of sending 
short-term men from the Philippines and lately from the Hawaiian 
Islands to this camp until they receive final payment, is a most com- 
mendable one. The men are thereby protected from money sharks 
and crooks, who are always on the lookout to prey upon discharged 
soldiers. 

In compliance with the provisions of paragraph 1, Special Orders, 
No.^ 186, headquarters Department of California, 1910, Maj. E. V. 
Smith was detailed as chief paymaster, Camp of Instruction, Atasca- 
dero, Cal., and made payments to the Organized Militia as follows:

The quartermaster's department of all posts within this command 
were inspected by the chief quartermaster of the department under 
War Department instructions and reports of these inspections duly 
rendered. The buildings of all the posts were found to be in good 
general condition* 

WATER SUPPLY. 

The chief quartermaster reports: 

At Fort Barry the flushing system is now provided with a new 100,000-gallon 
storage reservoir and two new sets of pumps. These guarantee a plentiful 
supply and establish the flushing system upon a permanent and reliable basis. 
The fresh-water supply has been improved by the construction of a pump 
chamber over the well opening, and the convenience of operation is greatly 
improved. 

At Fort Rosecrans an auxiliary system to provide water for sprinkling the 
military road on the hiU back of the post has been purchased. 

Where pumping plants are installed at posts they were found to be generally 
in good condition and properly cared for by the post authorities. The machin- 
ery appeared to be well cared for and in good repair. 

FIBE PROTECTION. 

There was ample fire protection at all posts. Two recent fires from defective 
construction at the Presidio of San Francisco were extinguished by prompt action 
of post fire detail ; and a recent fire at Fort Baker, which destroyed a storehouse, 
was controlled wItJi only slight damage to an adjacent building. At this post a 
6-lnch main is now being constructed which will greatly Improve the fire pro- 
tection and also serve as a reserve supply for all other uses at the station. 

CONTRACTS. 

There have been no defaults of contractors furnishing supplies during the 
year, and all supplies, with few exceptions, have been up to specifications. 

The wheel and pack transportation was found to be In good condition at most 
of the posts. 

However, posts are supplied with only the bare requisite for field 
service, and some of these animals are not fit for field service. Extra 
draft animals should be furnished posts so that serviceable transpor- 
tation could accompany the troops. Animals still serviceable but 
unfit for actual field work should be left behind and utilized at posts. 
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SIGNAL C0BP8. 

The work of this corps has been very efficient. The following, 
taken from the report oi the chief signal officer of the department 
briefly outlines the services performed during the period covered by 
this report : 

The duty deyolved upon the Signal Corps by law and regulations has been 
promptly and correctly performed; such duty consists of the installation, 
repairs, changes, and extensions of equipment of fire-control installation at sea- 
coast defenses, including those in the District of Hawaii ; also similar service 
with respect to telephone systems at interior posts; the supply of material for 
the maintenance of such equipment, also for fire control and direction in the 
Field ArtiUery and for visual signaling for all organizations in the command ; 
the maintenance and operation of a military telegraph line connecting the head- 
quarters of the department and the several posts tn the harbor of San Fran- 
cisco ; the operation of the wireless telegraph system on aU transports carrying 
troops sailing out of the department. 

In addition, a field company is a part of the garrison of the Presidio of San 
Francisco, which has performed valuable service in the field at the maneuver 
camp at Atascadero, Cal., and in connection with the provisional brigade upon 
the Mexican border. 

HRE-OONTROL INSTALLATIONS. 

In the Artillery District of San Francisco six additions of auxiliary equip- 
ment were completed. No additions were made in the Artillery District of 
Saoa Diego. In the District of Hawaii two batteries have been completed and 
turned over to the Artillery ; of these two one has, in addition to the standard, 
an emergency base system, 84 per cent of which is completed ; another battery 
is completed but not yet turned over. One other battery is 31 per cent com- 
pleted. Installations at incomplete batteries follow closely upon the work €ft 
the Engineer Ck)rp& 

POST TELEPHONE SYSTEMS. 

The oystem of Fort Rosecrans was completed and turned over to the post. 
Extensions to the systems at Fort Shafter and Schofield Barracks were made. 
All of the above are provisional. In addition, a temporary system has be«i 
installed at Fort De Russy and, to a lesser degree, at Fort Ruger. 

ANNUNCIATOR SYSTEMS AT BIFLE RANGES. 

The system at the School of Musketry, Presidio of Monterey, Gal., was fully 
completed and turned over to the post This is the only buzzer annunciator 
system in the Department of California. 

INSPECTIONS. 

The Signal Corps equipment of the fire-control installation was inspected at 
Fort Miley April 10; Fort Baker, April 11; Fort Barry, April 12; Presidio of 
San Francisco, April 13 and 14; Fort Ruger, June 5; and Fort Armstrong, 
June 15, 1911. Fort Rosecrans to follow in July, 1911. 

Telephone systems at interior posts were inspected at Monterey, December 
14, 1910; United States Army General Hospital, San Francisco, December 29, 
3910; Alcatraz Island, December 31, 1910; Fort Shafter, December 3, 1910; 
Schofield Barracks, December 6, 1910. Another semiannual inspection of these 
posts and of Fort McDowell, Cal., will follow in July, 1911, press of important 
duty and delay in the receipt of blanks having prevented it up to this date. 

OABIiE SYSTEMS 07 THE FIBE-CONTBOL INSTALLATION. 

■No additions have been made. All cables are now in good condition. Cable 
No. 284, between Fort Barry and Bakers Beach, was interrupted from March 
10 to 27, 1911, caused by a minute leak in the lead sheathing at a point where 
the cable lay over rocky bottouL 
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OABLB SYSTEMS, UNITED STATES MHJTABT TI2J»KAPH IN SAN TBANOISCX) HABBOB. 

No additions were made — all cables remained in good condition until June 
26, wheaa. No. 190, between Angel Island and Alcatraz Island, became unservice- 
able. This cable was laid* in 1898 and is so weak that it will be unprofitable 
to ^deavor to recover it for repairs; a new cable will be obtained and laid. 

UNITED STATES MILITABT TELEGRAPH LINES. 

These lines connect the Western Union and the Postal Telegraph offices in 
San Francisco direct with headquarters Departm^it of California, depot 
quartermaster's office, United States Army General Hospital, Presidio, and the 
Presidio of San Francisco, thence entering the cable systems above named, 
furnishing direct telegraph communication to Fort Baker, Fort McDowell, the 
discharge camp and recruit camp on Angel Island, and with Alcatraz lEdand. 
There were no interruptions during the year of over six hours in duration, 
excepting Alcatraz Island, June 24 to 30, 1911.

If ANEUVEB CAMP, ATASCADEBO, GAL. 

The department chief signal oflSicer was assigned to the like duty on the staff 
of the camp commander. First Lieut. E. N. Bowman, Fourth Infantry, was in 
charge of the camp telephone system, with five men of Company M, Signal Corps. 

Company E, Signal Corps, with 3 officers and 70 men, performed the purely 
tactical work during the maneuvers. 

Before the arrival of any of the troops the camp telephone system was com- 
pletely constructed, with a central station furnishing an intercommunicating 
system between the separate headquarters of the various bodies of troops, execu- 
tive offices, and supply depots. Service was continuous day and night, and 
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greatly fiicilltated the transaction of Imsiness aad performance of duty, tn 
addition, long-distance telephone service and telegraph communication by means 
of the Western Union Telegraph Co. were supplied. 

The field company performed its duty thoroughly and satisfactorily during the 
maneuvers. The rapidity with which communication by field wire, buzzer wire, 
and wireless telegraphy was established, with the ease and accuracy with which 
orders, reports, and information were transmitted, were of great aid to com- 
mands and umpires and furnished valuable lessons of the need and possibility of 
maintenance of touch between a commander and widely separate parts of his 
command when engaged in a common purpose. 

Instruction was given to Companies A and B, Signal Corps, of the Organized 
MUitia of California. 

DX7TT UPON THE MEXICAN BOSDEB. 

Company E, Signal Corps, was upon duty at various points between Yuma, 
Ariz., and Calexico, Cal., with a military telegraph line, with stations at Yuma, 
Ariz., Andrade and Calexico, Cal., from February 7 to June 15, 1911. Also i)er- 
formed duty with the provisional brigade during the same time at Camps Ijoma, 
Grossmont, and Lakeside, including ttie maneuvers and practice marches, during 
which time tonporary telegraph and wireless stations were established and 
operated. 

A permanent telegraph office was established at San Diego Barracks on March 
10, 1911, with communications extending to the local telegraph and telephone 
companies in San Diego, and maintained during the entire tour of duty in that 
vicinity, furnishing direct telegraphic communication from the War Department 
to the headquarters of tbe commanding general

mSTBUOTION IN VISUAL SIGNALING. 

The requirements of Army regulation 1584 as to visual signaling in each bat- 
tery, company, and troop have been complied with throughout the department 

JUDGE ADVOCATE GENEKAL's DEPARTMENT. 

The judge advocate of the department reports as follows: 

The summary of trials In the department, by both general and inferior courts, 
show a decrease under those of 1910, in spite of the fact that the state of dis- 
cipline during that year was very satisfactory. The monthly average of trials 
by inferior courts during 1911 represented 4.4 per cent, as against 4.6 per cent 
monthly average for the year preceding, while the number of trials per month 
were only 2.7 per cent, as against 2.9 per cent in 1910. 

It is believed that, in places where troops are stationed near cities, 
cooperation between the military and the municipal authorities is a 
factor to be considered in lessening the tendency of the soldier to 
commit crimes and offenses, and necessarily results in a decrease in the 
number of trials by court-martial. Quoting from the report of the 
judge advocate of the department : 

Thus, at Presidio of San Francisco, situated in a populous city, the average 
monthly trials represented 3.1 per cent of number of troops at the station; at 
the Presidio of Monterey, situated in a smaller city, these trials represented 7.4 
per cent ; and at Fort Barry, an isolated post, 4.1 per cent. 
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WhOe this difference can not be attributed wholly to the fact that 
at San Francisco the military and civil authorities work in harmony, 
yet its influence must be largely for good, and has a marked bearing 
upon the discipline of the command. 

In the general court-martial cases absence without leave leads the 
list in number of offenses during the year, with desertion a dose 
second, and fraudulent enlistment third. There have been 6 trials by 
regimental courts, 21 by garrison courts, and 4,332 by suinmary courts- 
martial ; of the latter number 82 trials resulted in acquittal. Of the 
summary court cases 2,108 different men have been tried, an average 
of a little over two trials per man. Of the above cases 53 were of en- 
listed men not belonging to this department but pertaining to troops 
on transports or en route to stations, etc. Nine commissioned officers 
were tried by general courts-martial. 

It will be observed that the great majority of cases summarized 
above come under the class of corrective or disciplinary pimishments 
and are not in the dass of vindictive or purely punitive punishments. 
They indicate discipline and not the lack of discipline. They indi- 
cate discipline in the process of making. Militarjr discipline is as 
repugnant to the average man as school discipline is to the average 
child. The habits of (K)edience, subordination, promptness, respect 
for authority, cleanliness — in both cases all of these have to be taught 
In the case of the soldier they have to be taught in a very short time; 
most of his habits of life have to be promptly reversed. In both cases 
the result is accomplished only by the administration of corrective 

Sunishments j and in each case the child and the man is the bett^ for it. 
►ut the publication of the fibres relating to this subject in the Army 
results in as great an injustice to it, in the effect produced on an un- 
thinking public, as would result in the case of our school system if 
the figures relating to punishments inflicted therein were annually 
publi^ed. 

INSTRUCTION OF TROOPS. 

Garrison schools for officers were held at all posts in the depart- 
ment under the requirements of Greneral Orders, No. 70, War De- 
partment, 1910. 

Two officers. Coast Artillery Corps, National Guard of California, 
attended a course of instruction at tne garrison school. Fort Rosecrans, 
Cal., during the school year and both were recommended for continu- 
ance of the course during the next school year. 

COAST ABTILLEBT. 

The personnel of the Coast Artillery continues to be in excellent 
condition as to efficiency, instruction, and discipline. The shortage 
of officers still continues to be felt, notwithstanding which the train- 
ing and efficiency is of a high order. 

All companies of the Coast Artillery Corps in the department, ex- 
cept those in the Hawaiian Islands, completed their full target 
practice schedule, and the results have been generally satisfactory, 
showing improvement over previous years. 
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The Coast Artillery materiel at the various posts continues to be in 
a generally excellent condition. No extensive additions to the arma- 
ment have been made during the year, except in the Hawaiian 
Islands, where two batteries have been completeo.

There are no reserves in any of the other States in the department 
nor in the Hawaiian Islands. 

No camps of instruction were held during the fiscal year; the officers 
and men of the reserves, however, on frequent occasions visited the 
batteries at Presidio of San Francisco and Fort Rosecrans on Satur- 
days, Sundays, and holidays, to familiarize themselves with their 
duties in a practical way. An encampment at Presidio of San Fran- 
cisco was planned for June 3 to 17; but owing to the desire subse- 
quently expressed by the State authorities that the encampment be 
held after July 1, it was postponed to the period July 15 to 22. 

8UBMABINB MINE DEFENSE. 

The submarine mine systems in the Artillery districts are in efficient 
condition and in a reasonably satisfactory stete of preparedness for 
service. All mine companies in the department have been carried 
through a complete program of practical work with the mine planter 
during the fiscal year, and in addition all have had mine target 
practice with unusually satisfactory results. 

TABQET PRACTICK. 

All companies of the Coast Artillery Corps in the department, 
except those in the Hawaiian Islands, completed their full target 
practice schedule, and the results have been generally very satisfac- 
tory, showing decided improvement over previous years. Gen. Ma- 
comb, commanding the District of Hawaii, in his annual report 
remarks : 

While the training of the Coast ArtiUery troops has been highly satisfactory 
as far as it has gone, the work has been seriously handicapped by lack of any 
facilities whatever for conducting subcallber and service practice. The lack 
of a suitable boat is keenly felt in this respect. 
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INFAlfnT* 

The instruction of this arm has proceeded throughout the year, in 
accordance with existing orders. Except as indicated in a later part 
of this report, in respect to matters over which the troops have no 
control, it is well qualified for any fiel^ service it may be called upon 
to perform. 

OAVALBT. 

The instruction of the Cavalry troops in this department is hope- 
lessly handicapped by their duty as patrol guards in the national 
parks of California during the part of the year best adapted for such 
instruction. If a squadron at war strength is to be devoted to this 
' use, it should at least have a winter station where its interrupted 
military instruction can be picked up and carried on. The Presidio 
of San Francisco is entirely unsuited for this purpose. 

BMALL-ABMB PRAOTICE. 

This practice has been carried out under the Provisional Small- 
Arms Firing Manual, 1909. All organizations have completed their 
re^lar firing, except Troops A, B, C, and D, First Cavalry, and the 
Eighth and Thirtieth Kegiments of Infantry. These organizations, 
owing to their duties along the Mexican border from March 8, 1911, 
to June 15, 1911, were unable to fire in accordance with the provi- 
sions of General Orders, No. 9, Department of California, January 
20, 1911. 

The department rifle range at Fort Barry is now undergoing ex- 
tensive repairs. It was found necessary to erect earth embankments 
as backstops for ricochet shots, which endangered the lives of persons 
in Battery Kirby at Fort Barry, Cal. It is hoped tiiiis woA will be 
completed about the middle of September next, until which time no 
practice can be had. 

FIELD ABTILLEBY FBAOTIOS. 

The firing practice of this arm was conducted at Atascadero, Cal., 
during the months of August and September, 1910, by Batteries A 
and B of the Fifth Field Artillery and Battery F of the First Field 
Artillery, which, with the headquarters of the First Battalion, Fifth 
Field Artillery, were organized into a provisional battalion. The 
greater part of the practice had been held before the receipt of Gen- 
eral Orders, No. 146, War Department, 1910, governing the practice 
of field batteries. It was hela immediately after the completion of 
a march of 286 miles, some of it over difficult mountain roads. The 
march and the practice gave a good test of the materiel which, with 
the ammunition, proved to be very satisfactory, which was not the 
case with the fire-control equipment. 

In forwarding the battalion commander's report I especially con- 
curred in his recommendations relating to personnel. It is greatly 
to be desired that some plan be adopted that will insure the maximum 
number of officers participating in, or at least observing, the very 
costly practice firing of the field batteries and of the Coast Artillery.

OAMP OF IN8TBUOTIOI7 FOR NATIONAL GUABD OFFICERS. 

The requirements of General Orders, No. 4, War Department, 1910, 
and letters of instruction were carried out in the District of Hawaii. 
A camp was formed at Fort Shafter from May 22, 1911, to May 27, 
1911, both dates inclusive, under command of Maj. William P. Bum- 
ham, Twentieth Infantry, a complete report of which has already 
been forwarded to The Adjutant General of the Army. 

No other camp for the National Guard of California in the de- 

Sartment could be held on account of the movement of troops to the 
[exican border and because, in so far as the State of California was 
concerned, the lack of State funds for the purpose at a time when the 
camp could be held. 

SCHOOL OF MVSKETRT. 

The School of Musketry at Presidio of Monterey continued in op- 
eration during the year. 

Two musketry classes and one machine-gun class completed their 
term of instruction. Seventeen commissioned officers and 106 en- 
listed men took the course. The machine-^n class was composed of 
the Eighth and Thirtieth Infantry and Fifth Cavalry macnine-gun 
platoons. The commandant of the school reports that — 

during the period of the camp of instruction at Atascadero, Cal., in September 
and October, 1910, the officers constituting the permanent personnel of the 
school were ordered to duty at the camp and gave demonstrations of certain 
field firing exercises. They also acted in the capacity of umpires and imparted 
some instruction to the militia in certain elementary matters pertaining to 
musketry. 

On the whole the operation of the school may be said to have been satis- 
factory. The allowance of ammunition has been ample as well as that of 
supplies in general. 
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ATHLSnO AND PHTBIOAL EXMBCIBEB. 

The requirements of paragraph 2, (jeneral Orders, No. 148, War 
Department, July 30, 1910, that all officers in the department be 
physically examined has been complied with. As directed in the 
same order, all officers above the grade of captain in the department 
took riding or walking tests, except Lieut. Col. Francis L. Payson, 
Pay Department (now retired) ; Maj. W. H. Brooks, Medical Ciorps, 
and Maj. John K. Lynch, Pay Department, excused by the War 
D^artment. ' 

The order quoted above also required that " all officers of the Army 
who are on a duty status keep themselves at all times in fit phydcal 
condition." In furtherance of this. General Orders, No. 149, Decem- 
ber 20, 1910, was issued from these headquarters, and officers gen- 
erally throughout the department have complied with the require- 
ments. 

ATHLETIO MEETS. 

Under instructions from the War Department reports of athletic 
meets are discontinued, but quarterly meets at posts as required, ex- 
cept those depleted of troops sent to the Mexican border, have been 
held. 

CAMP 07 INSTBUCnON, ATASCADEBO BANCH, CAL. 

This camp was held on the site known as Eancho del Encinal, on 
the Southern Pacific Railroad, 228 miles from San Francisco, in San 
Luis Obispo County, Cal. It is well adapted for the purpose of ma- 
neuvers, the water supply is ample and good, and although during 
the latter half of the encampment was boiled as a precautionary meas- 
ure no ill effects arose from its use before this time. Considering its 
location, cost, etc., the fact that underground piping is in place, its 
future use for similar camps and maneuvers is recommended.

INSTBUCnOW, 

The scheme of mstruction and problems was prepared by a board 
of oflScers convened by paragraph 1, Special Orders, No. 169, 1910, 
these headquarters. 

(a) Regular troof 8, — ^This training commenced in each period with 
battalion exercises, then regimental, and finally with the entire force. 
The work was scheduled for the forenoon only, leaving the afternoon 
free for administration, necessary fatigue, police, and recreation. 
The daily exercise for Field Artillery, Engineers, Signal Corps, Hos- 
pital Corps, and supply departments, on days when they were not 
participating with tne Infantry and Cavalry, was directed by their 
respective commanding officers. 

Tactical rides were held two afternoons each week under the direc- 
tion of specially selected officers^ the officers of one battalion of a 
regiment being taken out at a time until all officers had attended. 
These exercises were most instructive. 

(&) Organized Militia^ — ^The scheme of instruction tf or the militia 

{)rovided for battalion and regimental drills and problems, with the 
atter part of the available time devoted to combined exercises with 
regular troops. 

Staff officers and noncommissioned officers were given practical in- 
struction in connection with duties pertaining both to the quarter- 
master and subsistence department. Officers from the School of 
Musketry were detailed with each organization for instruction in 
estimating distances, locating indistinct targets, and the elementary 
principles of fire direction, control, and discipline. Practical in- 
struction was also given in individual cooking, tent pitching, use of 
the haversack ration, bivouacking, and entraining and detraining 
troops. Lectures were delivered on the following subjects: 1, field 
firing; 2, marching and the care of the feet; 3, field sanitation; 4, 
Cavalry patrolling; 5, Infantry patrolling; 6, stable management and 
care of equipment; 7, construction and tactical use of trenches; 8, 
Infantry and Field Artillery teamwork; 9, first aid. 

None of the militia organizations attending this encampment were 
sufficiently instructed to properly take up maneuver work. Much 
greater benefit would have resulted to them from being assembled in 
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regimental camps near their home station with regular organizations 
and there given more thorou^ instruction in company, battalion, 
and regimental work. Before militia organizations are sent to 
large maneuver camps they should be inspected by a regular officer 
and the organization reported on (1) as to the strength to attend the 
encampment, and (2) whether the organization is sufficiently in- 
structed to properly participate in maneuver work. The officers of 
the militia were as a rule diligent and apparently interested in their 
work, but some of them had neither the training nor qualifications 
to properly instruct their commands. Some system of examination 
should be prescribed for all conmiissioned grades. 

When we consider what a relatively large sum, out of the total 
fund available for these camps of instruction, is expended merely for 
railroad transportation to and from the camps, it seems a wasteful 
and indefensible use of the Nation's money to spend it in the trans- 
portation of organizations which are not properly prepared to take 
full advantage of the course of instruction. If the principal training 
of the year is to be given in the maneuver camps the period of in- 
struction in them should be materially lengthened. If it is not so 
intended drastic measures should be taken to enforce a suitable pre- 
liminary training by the State authorities before the organizati(ms 
attend sudi camps. In cases where organizations can not receive 
such training because the State has failed to provide suitable 
armories or drill grounds such organizations should be eliminated 
from consideration for attendance, at the Nation's exp^ise, at 
maneuver camps. 

The attendance of officers of the militia at the encampment was 
good, but the large number of absentees from the enlisted force should 
properly have debarred some organizaticms from being sent to the 
encampment This absentee list varied from 29.23 per cent in the 
case of the Second California Infantry to 66.63 per cent in the case 
of Battery A, New Mexico Field Artillery. 

It is recommended that hereafter organizations be inspected by a 
regular officer ju^ prior to being ordered to a maneuver camp, and 
that no organization be cwdered to such camp unless this inspection 
shows that at least 90 per cent of the enrolled strength will attend 
the encampment, and unless the inspecting officer reports that this 
90 per cent have received the thorough preliminary training neces- 
sary to jprofit by the maneuver work. 

Kegular troops marched to the camp. The conduct of the troops 
while on these marches was excellent. Under present conditions, the 
instruction obtained on such marches is really the most valuable 
portion of the maneuver period, so far as it concerns the individual 
soldier, inaanuch as only at that time do the conditions of service 
approximate those prevailing in campaign in the theater of war. 

While War Department instructions contemplate that maneuver 
camps will be employed for the mobilization and training of troops 
under the approximate conditions of field service in time of war, 
such conditions, in reality, now obtain there only to a minor extent. 
Orders published weeks or months before the encampment announce 
the general details for the movement of troops and scope of instruc- 
tion. Quartermasters and commissaries can thus leisurely arrange 
for the movement and supply of troops, while engineer and signal 
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detachments, with other details, are sent in advance to lay out the 
cann), prepare the water and telephone systems and storehouses, and, 
in ract, establish what in time of war would be considered a semi- 
permanent camp. Troops go likewise supplied with cooking ar- 
rangements that are only suitable for such camps. CJonseauently 
these maneuver camps neither afford experience to the staff aepart- 
ments in the rapid concentration and supply of troops in campaign, 
nw to the troops themselves, who there receive but little more such 
training tiian is given at their permanent posts or stations. Prac- 
tically the only advantage of the present maneuver camp to regular 
troops is in the concentration of a larger command and the use of a 
more varied and extensive maneuver ground. These remarks are not 
intended to belittle the importance of maneuvers but simply to em- 
phasize the fact that the maneuver camp does not fumisn trainmg 
under even approximate war conditions. Considered as a semiperma- 
nent or mobilization camp, the maneuvers at Camp Atascadero were 
a success. Officers and men were deeply interested in the various 
exercises, which were sufficiently varied to afford beneficial instruc- 
tion to all. But it is thought all regular troops should receive more 
practical training under campaign condition^, at which time we 
should also have a practical test of the training of the Organized 
Militia. 

POSTS IN DEPARTMENT, 
rOBT MASON, CAL. 

The new water system from Presidio of San Francisco to Fort 
Mason, Cah, was put in operation January 1, 1911, and has materially 
lessened the cost of supplying that post with water. Under the sub- 
ject of lights, the commanding officer, Fort Mason, remarks as fol- 
lows: 

The insanitary condition of the sleeping quarters of the men is due almost 
whoUy to the use of kerosene oU lamps. 

This is a two-company post at which the quarters of the command- 
ing general of the department (soon to be division) are located. 
It would therefore appear to be necessary that a ^rrison of not 
less than one company should be maintained here, and one set of bar- 
racks at least diould be equipped with electric lights. 

FBBSIDIO OF ICONTKRET, OAIi. 

In his report the commanding officer says: 

The installation of a modem system of plumbing in aU the barracks and the 
guardhouse is urgently needed. The present system is not sanitary, and there- 
fore a menace to the health of the garrison. An additional storehouse at the 
post is needed wherein to place the property of officers and organizations 
ordered to the Philippine Islands. 

rOBT BAKKB, OAL, 

The post commander remarks : 

A sea wall should be constructed along the beach to protect the land against 
waves and the unsightly drift of all kinds which accumulates upon the shores. 
That part of the post adjacent to the sea should be raised by fiUing In and 
reclaimed from the overflow of the sea. 
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RESmiO OF SAN FBANOISOO, OAL» 

On December 10, 1910, the new pumping plant went into operation 
and the supply is now obtained from Lwos Creek. The supply is 
ample and pronoimced by medical authorities satisfactory. 

This post has been increased by a number of new constructions, 
among which may be mentioned 10 company officers' quarters 
(double sets), 7 single company officers' quarters, 4 field officers' quar- 
ters, at a total cost of $273,783.78. 

TOBT WINHELD SCOTT, OAL. 

Two sets of quarters, five barracks Coast Artillery Corps, one 

Eower house, one ordnance shop, and a post exchange, and assembly 
all were completed during the year. 

CAMP YOSEMITB, OAL. 

Troops were stationed in this park as guard, police and fire patrols, 
and for the care and protection of the park from July 1 until Novem- 
ber 1, 1910, and from May 22 to Jime 30, 1911. 

SEQUOIA AND GENERAL GRANT NATIONAL PARKS. 

These parks have been guarded during the periods May 31 to 
September 15, 1910, and June 2 to 30, 1911. Maj. James B. Hughes, 
First Cavalry, the present superintendent of the park, says: 

During the fiscal year there were four forest fires which the troops were 
engaged in fighting. From July 8 to 14, 1910, the entire command was fighting 
fire in the yicinity of Moro Rock. In fighting forest fires here it is necessary 
to work in thick brush and thorns, and the men's clothing is hadly torn. Pro- 
vision to reimburse them for their actual loss of clothing should be made by 
the Interior Department, and this matter should be tak^i up with them. 

The following remarks and recommendations are condensed from 
the reports of the district commanders : 

ABmXEBY DISTBICT OF BAN FBANOISOa 

The present system of lighting Fort Miley by oil is out of date, expensive, and 
unsatisfactory, and should be replaced by electricity immediately. Such a step 
is directly in line with a true policy of economy, and it is urgently recom- 
mended that steps be taken to bring about a substitution of electricity for oU. 

The present reservation fence at Fort Miley, constructed of wood, is old, 
dilapidated, and in a bad condition of repair. The Panama-Pacific Exposition 
will in all probability be placed in the near vicinity of this post, and the fact 
that many visitors from all over the world will visit the post during the con- 
tinuance of such exposition makes it particularly important that a new and 
suitable fence be constructed at once. 

The new district ordnance repair shop at Fort Winfield Scott, which was 
completed and placed in commission on April 21, 1911, is very satisfactory, 
and with electric current from commercial source wiU be much more efficient 
and economical than the old plant, which was run by a Homsby-Akrooid oU 
engine. 

The target practice for 1910 was satisfactory and a decided improvement 
over the preceding year. This is due mostly to MaJ. Frank K. Fergusson, Ckmst 
Artillery Corps, the coast defense officer and umpire, whose interest and atten- 
tion to detail has had its effect on the entire personnel of the district The 
special form for the battery commander's report, devised by MaJ. Fergusson, 
has been of the greatest value. Evidence of this may be had in comparing the 
general average of the first and second practices. 
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At Fort Baker the practice of the Sixty-first Company, Coast Artillery Corps, 
at its second practice, conducted by Second Lieut H. P. Councilman, Coast 
Artillery Corps, an officer of less than two years' service, was excellent, a figure 
of merit of 202.24 haying been made. Neither this company nor the Thirty- 
second, at the same post, however, made as high a score of material hits as 
it might have made, for the reason that each company at one of its practices 
was unfortunate enough to either demolish or cut loose the material target 
early in the lories of shots fired, thereby missing with subsequent shots which 
were correctly laid and fired, and which, except for the variation in the speed 
of the target, or its demolition, would have been hits. This results froih the 
nature of the material target and the system of scoring. A more substantial 
target and a more powerful tug should be provided for this harbor. 

It is recommended that a more definite policy be put into operation by the 
War Department with respect to the transfer of Coast Artillery officers from one 
station to another. 

In some cases certain officers are continued at stations for a period exceeding 
four years, while others are moved with great frequency after short tours of 
service at stations, apparently without cause, with consequent loss of efficiency 
in this branch of the service. It is hardly necessary to refer to the numerous 
evils attending the too frequait change of an officer's station in the Coast Artil- 
lery service. The disadvantages of such a system are patent or should be evi- 
dent to even the most casual observer of ccmdltions in that branch of the service. 
Some of the disadvantages may be referred to briefly: Loss of service during 
the time an officer is packing and unpacking, traveling, turning and taking over 
property; inability of an officer to carry to completion work started upon and 
interrupted by unexpected orders to change station; the difficulty an officer 
always meets with after changing station of acquainting himself with the men 
of a new organization, their individual aptitudes and characteristics; also the 
length of time required for an officer to acquaint himself with a new battery 
and a new defensive position. 

m the other branches of the service the necessity of keeping officers, particu- 
larly organization commanders, with the same organizations for at least a rea- 
sonable length of time is clearly recognized and made effective. The approxi- 
mate length of time that officers are to serve at different stations is also fixed 
with reasonable certainty. For what reason the wisdom and necessity of the 
same policy is not more generally recognized with respect to the Coast Artillery 
service, where its importance is of overwhelming character, it is difficult to 
understand. 

The necessity of changing the station of an officer at certain intervals in any 
branch of the service is thoroughly appreciated. The condition results from the 
very nature of the service. When such changes -in individual cases are made, 
however, at irregular intervals and at unexpected times it is difficult for an 
officer to do Justice to himself or to the service. 

It is recommended that proper steps be taken looking toward the prompt 
separation from the service of the men who are on sick report for unreason- 
able lengths of time, particularly those men whose sickness is caused by their 
own misconduct. It is an imposition upon the United States and other enlisted 
men to carry such men upon the rolls of an organization for a considerable 
period of time as noneffectives, and in the interests of the most efficient organ- 
ization of the Army such men should be separated from the service without 
delay. 

It is recommended that at least one-half of the bounty money paid to soldiers 
on reenlistment under the act of May 11, 1908, be required to be placed on 
deposit with a paymaster until the end of a soldier's enlistment period. Such 
a course would possess many advantages. Under the present system the prac 
tice of placing in the soldier's hands on his first pay day after enlistment of 
such a large amount as is represented by his regular pay and the three months' 
bounty pay is conducive toward launching the soldier on a protracted period 
of dissipation, soi^etimes directly resulting in the desertion of the soldier. If 
part of such bounty money were deposited for the soldier, it would probably 
result in aicouraging the soldier in practicing economy and thrift during the 
rest of his service and in that way make him a more reliable and trustworthy 
man in every respect. 

Referring to the formation of the provisional regiment of Coast Artillery 
troops, the district commander recommends: 

That in future exigencies of this kind the regimental commander designate 
the officers for duty on the regimental staff. 
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That the Fourth ProvlBional Regiment be maintaitied on paper and, in organ- 
isation and equipment, complete at all times ready to take the field on short 
notice. 

That the necessary transportation for this regiment be kept cai hand in the 
district and marked for that purpose so as to prevent its being appropriated 
to any other use in time of war except under urgent necessity. 

That a sufficient number of riding horses be kept on hand to equip the regi- 
mental and battalion staff and nonconmiissioned staff. 

That officers that have had at least one four-year detail in quartermaster and 
subsistence departm«its be available for regimental staff duty. 

The promptness with which this regiment ass^nbled, especially in view of 
the conditions which obtained at the time, was very gratifying in view of the 
novelty of the situation for Ck>ast Artillery troops. Lieut. Col. Ira A. Haynes 
and Maj. T. B. Lamoreux, Coast Artillery Corps, deserve commendation for 
the manner in which their commands were assembled, respectively, from Forts 
Baker and Miley. In about four hours after notice was received (during the 
night) the troops from Fort Baker, across the bay, and from Fort Miley, on 
the other side of the city, stood on the Presidio grounds awaiting further orders. 

The deficiency in the number of officers is severely felt in this district It 
is believed that if any Artillery district in the country should be k^t well 
supplied with officers it is this one. On account of the arduous board duties of 
the field officers here, it is particularly necessary for the Artillery efficiency of 
the district that the number of field officers should be increased. 

AXUUMXY DISTRIOT OF SAN DIEGO. 

A 3-kilowatt induction motor-generator set should be installed In the power 
plant at Fort Boeecrans to furnish power for ordnance machine shops and stor- 
age batterfes (telephone and casemate). The district commander states that 
the commercial current can be had at the rate of 6^ c^its per kilowatt; that 
it will be available at all times; tiiat this set would not require constant 
attention, and the engineer and firemen would be available for other Artillery 
woik; and that the small amount of current consumed by the ordnance ma- 
chine shop and storage batteries (which is furnished by the 10-kilowatt direct- 
currait set) is generated at a cost of 12 cents per kilowatt for fuel alone. The 
differ^ice in cost of generating and buying the necessary current would pay 
for the installation of a motor-generator set in a short tima 

Attention is again invited to the necessity of a wharf at Pio Pico, for the rea- 
sons which have l>een given in special reports. 

During the dry season of the year there has been complaint of the insuffi- 
ciency of the water supply at Fort Rosecrans. It is believed that this would 
be entirely remedied by the substitution of a 6-inch pipe for the 4-inch pipe 
running through the naval reservation and which ccmnects the municipal water 
system with the ^ort Rosecrans system. 

During the year the military road through the military and naval reserva- 
tions has been taken over by the post authorities, and the salt-water pumping 
plant, tank, and distribution system necessary in connection with this road 
has been purchased from the owners. Knight & Hyde Constructicm Co. 1^ 
plant distributes water along the new military road, and by extending the pipe 
line the post may also derive the benefits of this system and save on the amount 
of fresh water used for sprinkling roads. 

The district commander makes certain recommendations wlt^ a view to dimin- 
ishing the clerical work now necessary in his district, to which attention is 
invited in his report 

DISTRICT OF HAW An AND ABTILLEBY DISTBIOT OF HONOLTTLU. 

The recommendations of my predecessor in his last annual report that the 
Hawaiian Islands constitute a district under the command of a general officer 
has been accomplished, and Brig. Gen. Montgomery M. Macomb was assigned 
to its command per paragraph 8, Special Orders, No. 209, War Department, 
November 16, 1910. He arrived at Honolulu January 12, 1911, and assumed 
command by General Orders, No. 2, District of Hawaii, same date. 

The need for additional Artillery troops in these islands will soon be neces- 
sary, and at least two additional companies of Coast Artillery should be sent 
there to man the 12-lnch battery at Fort Kamehameha and the 3-inch battery 
at Fort Armstrong.

Both the district commander and the Artillery district commander recom- 
mend: 

(1) That the Coast Artillery troops in this district should be k^ as near 
their maximum Artillery efficiency as it is possible to keep them. 

(2) That the issuing storehouses for this district should be located in the 
vicinity of Fort Armstrong alongside the Government wharves. It is believed 
that this will decrease the cost of handling supplies and will result in economy 
and eflSciency of the administration. It will then be unnecessary to maintain 
separate storehouses at each post, and the str^igth of guards and the number 
of officers at the posts will be diminished. 

(3) That a suitable boat for use in training the Coast Artillery Corps troops 
be provided as being necessary to maintain these troops in an efficient condition. 

For special recommendations relating to the military necessities of the Dis- 
trict of Hawaii attention is invited to the report of the general commanding 
that district 

PROVISIONAL BRIGADE. 

In obedience to telegraphic instructions from the War Department, 
received shortly after midnight March 7, 1911, the Thirtieth Infan- 
try, stationed at Presidio of San Francisco, Presidio of Monterey, 
and Fort Mason, Cal. ; the Eighth Infantry, stationed at Presidio of 
Monterey ; and Company B, Hospital Corps, stationed at the United 
States Army General Hospital, Presidio of San Francisco, were 

5 laced en route to San Diego, Cal., under orders to report to the 
epartment commander at that place for duty. The troops were in 
readiness to move early the following morning, but due to shortage 
of cars, to heavy rains causing washouts on the railroads, and other 
causes, celerity of movement by rail was impracticable, and the 
Thirtieth Infantry did not arrive in San Diego until 9 a. m. the 10th, 
and the Eighth Infantry until 12.30 p. m. the 11th instant — a ©0- 
hour journey for the former organization and nearly 66 hours for the 
latter. Upon arrival the troops made camp on the United States 
naval reservation at Point Loma, the use of which had been cour- 
teously tendered by the Navy Department, and the department 
commander temporarily established its headquarters at San Diego 
Barracks, where there were facilities for prompt communication with 
all troops. No orders received up to this time contemplated organi- 
zation into a higher unit than the regiments; however, in order that 
questions of administration and supply might be properly handled, 
the organization of a provisional brigade was effected on March 12,

Joseph P. O'Neil, Thirtieth Lifantry, ap- 
pointed chief of staff. 

Provisional depots of supply were established at San Diego for the 
quartermaster's, subsistence, ordnance, and medical departments, and 
measures were taken at once to bring the equipment and training of 
all troops up to a state of preparedness for any duty. The strength 
of the brigade thus organized was on March 12, 1911 :

Drills and exercises, including short road matches, were begun at 
once and continued up to the limitations of the available ground 
near the camp. 

Shortly after the arrival of the troops at San Diego protection 
against typhoid was accomplished by the inoculation of the entire 
command, except those over 45 years of age, with antityphoid vac- 
cine, and later on, all members of the command not already protected 
against smallpox were vaccinated. 

~ A maneuver camp of about 8,000 acres, situated at Grossmont, 
about 15 miles east of San Diego, was determined upon and a lease 
entered into under a revocable ficense for three months at a monthly 
rental of $100. The camp site was prepared for the troops, and on 
April 4 the brigade marched thither from Camp Point Loma. In- 
struction of the troops began at once, and progressive tactical prob- 
lems, such as were permitted by the varied ground near the camp, 
were taken up and worked out. The exercises terminated in a con- 
centration of the brigade at Alpine, Cal., 21 miles from Grossmont, 
in which four columns of troops, marching on as many separate 
roads, from Camp Grossmont on the mornmg of April 1, concen- 
trated at a point aesignated on the map at 10.30 a. m. on the f oUow- 
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ing day. Upon its completion the brigade returned to Grossmont, 
and thence to Camp Point Loma. While suitable in many ways for 
a camp, it was found that the undersoil at Grossmont was exceed- 
ingly compact and impervious to water, such that great difficulty 
was experienced in disposing of excreta. Attempts to find a more 
suitable site finally resulted in locating a brigade camp at Lakeside, 
23 miles east of San Diego, to which point the brigade marched on 
May 2, arriving May 3. Exercises and maneuver problems for the 
command were at once resumed and continued as long as the camp 
was considered healthy. The water supply, always a serious feature 
connected with the establishment of camps in southern California, 
began to give trouble the latter part of May, and on May 24, after the 
completion of certain problems which took portions of the command 
to Cedar Creek, Dulzura, and other points 15 to 25 miles from Lake- 
side, the brigade was ordered to return to Camp Point Loma, and by 
June 1 all troops were at the base camp there. Search was instituted 
for a new camp site near the seashore where there were bathing facili- 
ties for the command, but before a site was definitely located in- 
structions were received for the return of the command, except organi- 
zations on duty at points on the border, to their home stations. The 
return movement was made by water, the United States Army trans- 
port Logan being used for this purpose. Arriving at San bie^o 8 
a. m., June 15, the Logan completed her loading that night and sailed 
at 8 a. m., June 16, arriving at Monterey at 7 a. m. on the 18th, and 
at San Francisco at 8 a. m. the 19th. 

In connection with this movement of the Infantry was the concen- 
tration at Presidio of San Francisco of a provisional r^ment of 
Coast Artillery troops, orders for which were received from the War 
Department during the night of March 6. These orders were com- 
municated to the commanding officer, Presidio of San Francisco, by 
telephone and received by him at 11.45 March 6. At 7 a. m. the 
reguhent, with a strength of 34 officers and 1,277 enlisted men, was 
assembled at the presidio in readiness and, had transportation been 
available to move the impedimenta, could have moved with the 
Infantry which left the post later that day. 

Upon the breaking up of the brigade on June 15, the following 
organizations were left on the border to assist the civil authorities in 
preventing violations of the neutrality laws, viz : Company A, Eighth 
Infantry, at Calexico, Cal. ; Company K, Eighth Infantry, at Campo, 
Cal. ; Company D, Thirtietii Infantry, at Tia Juana, Cat ; headquar- 
ters, band, Troops K and L, First Cavalrv, at Calexico, Cal.; and 
headquarterSj Third Squadron, First Cavalry, and Troops B and I, 
at Yuma, Ariz. 

The strength of that portion of the brigade which returned to its 
home stations June 15 was as follows :

Under instructions from the War Department^ dated March 10 
and 16, 1911, officers of the National Guard from the following 
States, viz, Idaho, Montana, Washington, Nevada, Colorado, New 
Mexico, Arizona, Utah, and California, were present in the camps 
of the provisional brigade for 14-day periods as follows: April 5 to 
18, 35 officers ; April 25 to May 8, 37 officers; May 11 to 24, 33 officers; 
May 27 to June 9, 30 officers; June 12 to 15, 21 office^rs. 

These officers were attached to commands appropriate to their rank 
and duties and were given every facility affordea by conditions ex- 
isting at the time to observe the work of the regular troops. A 
regular officer of experience was assigned to supervise the work of 
each group of officers except the first group to arrive, under whose 
direction map problems, terrain and tactical exercises were worked 
out, and instruction given by lecture and otherwise in subjects relat- 
ing to their duties as officers. While facilities for thorough instruc- 
tion were not all Uiat could be desired, it is believed the National 
Guard officers obtained, as a rule, much benefit from their visits to 
the brigade camp.

SCHOOLS. 

The prescribed schools have been conducted in accordance with 
Army Kegulations and General Orders of the War Department. 
The postgraduate course was generally well conducted and much 
interest shown at the different posts. 

organized militia. 

The required annual inspections of the Organized Militia have 
been made as prescribed. 

MANETTVERS. 

A camp of instruction was established last August at American 
Lake, Cosgrove, Wash., near Tacoma. Great difficulty was en- 
countered in securing the necessary tract for maneuver purposes. On 
account of the increase in population it becomes each year harder to 
leftse the ground that is absolutely necessary. Search is now being 
made for a suitable tract elsewhere in the department. A full report 
of this camp has already been rendered by Brig. Gen. Marion P. 
Maus, United States Ajmy. 

FOREST FIRES. 

The breaking out of forest fires caused the dispatch of troops from 
the maneuver camp at American Lake, Wash., during the month of 
August, and before the end of the month all available troops in the 
department were in the field. Excellent service was renderea and the 
conduct of officers and men was deserving of the highest praise. 

MILITARY TOURNAMENT. 

A military tournament was held at Tacoma, Wash., July 24 to July 
80, 1910. It was a marked success in every way. The officers ancl 
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men conducted themselves in a most praiseworthy manner and made a 
most favorable impression upon tne people of Tacoma and that 
vicinity. A complete report has already been made to the War 
Department. 

INSPECTOR general's DEPARTMENT. 

The department inspector reports the discipline and the general 

Practical efficiency of the troops of the department as excellent, 
bnmiandinff officers have given a great deal of attention to business 
methods ana public property is well cared for. The development of 
a motor macnine practicable for the transportation of the Armjr is 
considered of importance, especially when the difficulty of obtaining 
mules is considered. The inspector recommends that a grstem be 
developed of detailing officers from one branch of the service for 
tours of service in other branches. 

JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL's DEPARTMENT, 
Vumher of cases tried, 

(1) By general court-martial 210 

(2) By summary court 2,341 

(3) By garrison court 23 

Two commissioned officers were tried by general court-martial, one 
of whom was acquitted. Garrison courts should have their limits of 
punishment extended to forfeiture of pay and confinement for six 
months instead of three, and all cases except those involving dishon- 
orable discharge and capital offenses should be tried by tlus or the 
summary court. 

quartermaster's department. 

The chief quartermaster of the department made an inspection of 
all posts, exclusive of those in Alaska. He reports that all post com- 
manders showed a keen interest in and knowledge of the work of 
their quartermasters. The post of Fort Walla Walla, Wash., was 
abandoned and placed in charge of a caretaker March 31, 1911. The 
water supply for all posts, with the exception of Fort Lawton, Wash., 
has been satisfactory. Efforts have been made and will be made to 
remedy this defect. 

SUBSISTENCE DEPARTMENT. 

The chief commissary of the department reports that the system of 
supplying posts every three months with nonperishable articles and 
every month with perishable articles was continued throughout the 
year and was very satisfactory. He believes that a much longer 
period could be adopted for the supply of nonperishable articles, with 
economy to the Government, provided storage warehouses were en- 
lai^ed. He earnestly recommends that the allowance of post com- 
missary sergeants and civilian employees on permanent change of 
station be increased from 3,000 pounds to 5,000 pounds. 

MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 

The health of the troops has been satisfactory. There has been a 
favorable decrease of sickness from the previous year. The reports 
on venereal diseases ^ow a gratifying decrease from the previous 
year. 
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PAY DEPARTMENT. 

The troops of the department have been paid with promptness, and 
the work oi the pay department has been satisfactory, 

ENGINEER DEPARTMENT. 

The routine work of the chief engineer's office consisted in filing 
and caring for published charts and other maps of the department, 
special maps, such as progressive military maps of the United States, 
and field maps, upon whidi progressive military maps will ultimately 
be based, drawing in connection with the seacoast fortifications, etc. 

Under instructions from the War Department, work was continued 
throughout the year on the progressive military map of the United 
States, and, under instructions from the department commander, 
an investigation was made of the portions of the Spokane, Portland 
& Seattle Kailroad and of the Oregon Eailroad & Navigation Co.'s 
line through the Cascade Mountains, and reports were made on boat 
landings in the Artillery District of Puget Sound. 

For carrying on the progressive military map work, a total of 12 
commissioned officers from the Corps of Engineers, Field Artillery, 
Coast Artillery, and Infantry were detailed at various times, the en- 
listed men assisting such officers being taken from Company F, Sec- 
ond Battalion of Engineers. 

The field work for the progressive military map of the United 
States has been completed by the United States Geological Survey 
or by military map parties of all the territory in the immediate vicin- 
ity of the seacoast fortifications, of the shores of Puget Sound, of the 
vicinity of Grays Harbor, Willapa Bay, Tillamook Bay, Yaquina 
Bay, and Coos J&ay. Reconnaissances or surveys have been made of 
all settled territory along the Northern Pacific Railroad and the Great 
Northern Railroad from the Canadian border to Portland, Oreg. 
This data is already in form for easy reference, although only a 
anall portion of it has been reduced to the form prescribed for 
progressive military maps. 

ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT. 

The recommendation made by the department commander last 
year that an arsenal for the storage and supply of ammunition of all 
kinds be provided for this department is renewed. 

SIGNAL CORPS. 

Steps should be taken to replace the Seattle-Sitka cable, which is 
reported to be deteriorating. This line has been interrupted during 
the year a little over three days. 

The line between Gulkana and Fort Egbert, 179 miles, was aban- 
doned during the past winter. The new wireless equipment put in at 
Fairbanks and Fort Egbert has been able to handle the business. 
It is estimated that the abandonment of this line will save the Gov- 
ernment $50,000 per year. 

During the year tne following telegraph offices were closed : Ta- 
nana Crossing, Ketchumstock, North Fork, Mentasta, and Chesto- 
china. 

No telegraph offices were opened during the year. 
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The authorized annual inspections of telegraph offices and land 
lines were made. 

There has been a slight increase in the receipts for the year over 
last year. 

There has been a considerable decrease in official messages for the 
year. 

The official messages for the year aggregated $152,214.75, a de- 
crease of $21,791.25 as compared with the previous year. 

ABTILLERT AND COAST DEFENSES. 

During the past year Fort Whitman, on Goat Island, has been 
completed and turned over to the Coast Artillery. 

The theoretical and practical instruction of Coast Artillery troops 
has been conducted in accordance with existing orders. 

Both ArtiUwy districts now have the new systwn of fire-control 
installation. 

Combined militia and coast defense exercises were held during the 
year. In the Artillery District of Puget Sound five companies of 
Coast Artillery, State of Washingtwi, participated. Gratifying in- 
terest was shown and good results obtained. In the Artillery Dis- 
trict of the Columbia one company of Coast Artillery, State of 
OregcMi, participated. This company has since been mustered out of 
service. 

SMAIiL-ARMS PRACTICE AND TARGET RANGES. 

As far as practicable small-arms target practice has been fully 
carried out. 

The target range now leased for Vancouvw Barracks, Wash., is an 
excellent ran^e. A class B range could be established there. It is 
again strongly urged that this range be purchased at the earliest 
possible moment. Land is constantly advancing in price in this 
vicinity, and delay means additional cost to the Government. 

DESERTIONS. 

During the fiscal year earnest efforts have been made to correct all 
causes and conditions unfavorable to the welfare of the enlisted men, 
and there has been a gratifying decrease in the number of desertions. 

RECX)MMENDATIONS. 

1. That inspections by officers of the inspector general's depart- 
ment be limited to inspections of disbursing officers' accounts, investi- 
gations, and condemnation of property. 

2. That inspections of troops and posts be made only by depart- 
ment commanders and others higher in authority. 

8. That the individual service report be not required of field 
officers. 

4. That the annual test rides and walks be no longer required, as 
they are no longer necessary, in view of paragraph 1, General Orders, 
No. 148, War Department, July 30, 1910. 

5. That the russet-leathor boots be substituted for the black leather 
with the dress and full-dress uniform for mounted officers.

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GENERAL STAFF CORPS. 

Since the beginning of the fiscal year the following changes in the 
personnel of the General Staff Corps have occurred : 

Loss: Maj. Cornells De W. Willcox, relieved per paragraph 6, 
Special Orders, No. 139, June 15, 1910, these headquarters, and left 
this division July 15, 1910. 

Gain : Lieut. Col. William D. Beach, arrived in this division Oc- 
tober 31, 1910; Maj. Henry D. Todd, jr., arrived in this division 
October 4, 1910. 

Lieut. Col. Beach has been assigned as assistant to the chief of 
staff, and Maj. Todd has been placed in charge of the military in- 
formation division at these headquarters. 

Conditions in the division have been peaceful except for a small 
outbreak in the Davao district. On October 15 two bands of Mano- 
bos, aggregating less than 200 men, began committing depredations 
in that district, as a result of which 10 settlers were killed, among 
these being an American planter. The people of this tribe live in 
such an inaccessible region that heretofore no efforts have been made 
to bring them under control, but of late they have grown turbulent. 
Troops were promptly ordered into the field and operations are well 
under way against these outlaws. According to the latest reports 
received, two enlisted men have been killed and five wounded in 
action. It is expected that the disturbance will be entirely quelled 
in the near future. 

It became necessary during the past six months to correct the 
plans on file for the organization, equipment, and dispatch of an 
over-sea expedition, and these have been carefully revised and brou^t 
down to date. 

A careful study has been made of the vicinity of Manila by e com- 
mittee of the fortification board, and a preliminary report made on 
the selection of the best line for the defense of the city against land 
attack. This report has been forwarded to the War Department. 
Detailed plans are being worked out, together with a comprehensive 
report on the question of supplies, communications, etc. 

The offices of the chief of staff and military information division 
have been satisfactorily administered. 

INSPECTOR general's DEPARTMENT. 

The inspector general reports that the condition of the troops as 
regards instruction and preparedness for field service is now better 
than when my last annual report was submitted. While no reports 
have yet been received of inspections made since receipt of the orders 
relative to fieldwork in connection with inspections, it is believed that 
the scheme will work well.

It will now be possible to make allotments for repairs and main- 
tenance in accordance with future needs and material economies are 
certain to result. Funds are now available and plans are being pre- 
pared for permanent construction at Camp Stotsenburg, and as far 
as these funds will allow, barracks and other necessary building 
will be erected there for a battalion of Mountain Artillery. It is 
earnestly recommended that further allotments be made, in order to 
replace the present inferior buildings at permanent posts with new 
structures oi approved type as fast as those now in use become un- 
serviceable. It will be but a short time before all these will have to 
be replaced. 

The construction of barracks and quarters at Fort Mills for the 
Artillery garrison is progressing, and it is hoped that the buildings 
already begun will be ready for occupancy at an early date. The 
constructing quartermaster recommends that appropriations be asked 
for sufficiently large to permit work on all projected buildings to be 
carried on simultaneously. This recommenaation meets with my un- 
qualified approval. Not only will the whole work be finished sooner 
than by completing one set of buildings before beginning work on 
another, but considerable economy should be effected by working at 
one time the maximum construction force possible. 

In making my annual report for the fiscal year 1910 I refrained 
from recommendations respecting the clothing supplied by the quar- 
termaster's department, altnough it was known that the very general 
complaints concerning much of it were well founded. I assumed that 
a supply of clothing manufactured from the new material would be 
furnished at an early date. None has been received, and I deem it my 
duty to refer here to the inferior quality and poor fit of the cotton 
khaki clothing of current issue. It is unreasonable to expect the 
troops to be smartly or serviceably dressed in the uniforms they are 
now required to wear; moreover, the injustice of this requirement be- 
comes manifest when the short period of usefulness of these uniforms 
is considered. The number of such suits that a soldier requires is dis- 
tinctly in excess of the number it is contemplated he will need, and, 
to this extent, his clothing allowance is insufficient. In this connec- 
tion attention is invited to the report of experiments conducted by the 
Board for the Study of Tropical Diseases, which report was for- 
warded to the War Department on October 25, 1910. The very 
serious objection therein made against the new cotton material, viz, 
the great increase of temperature resulting from its use, as compared 
with English khaki, deserves careful consideration. 

As stated in my last annual report a board has been convened at 
these headquarters to fully investigate the question of the suitability 
of some form of helmet for military purposes. The board has been 
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greatly handicapped in the prosecuting of its work because of the fact 
that cork hehnets are not made here, and it was necessary to make all 
models of bamboo or other similar material and then order the cork 
helmet bodies from Europe. Commendable progress is, however, be- 
ing made, and a supply of cork helmets manuiactured according to the 
board's design has just been received for experimental purposes. It 
is hoped and believed that this or some other pattern of helmet will 
be finally adopted for tropical wear in our service. The use of this 
form of headgear is certainly dictated bv hygienic considerations and, 
although the question of appearance is largdy a matter of individual 
taste, the consensus of opinion here is decidedly in favor of the helmet. 
Neither the cap nor the service hat is suitable for garrison wear, the 
former because it affords little or no protection to the wearer, and the 
latter because it quickly loses its shape, becomes unsightly, and gives 
the wearer a slovenly, unsoldierly appearance. In our service too 
little attention is paid to the appearance of the troops. While it is 
conceded that the quality of the material of which cotton service 
uniforms are now made is distinctly poor, yet care, attention, and 
supervision, together with good example, will certainly result in 
improvement. 

SUBSISTENCE DEPARTMENT. 

The affairs of this department have been satisfactorily conducted. 
The chief commissary reports that all -field ranges of the various types 
in use are too heavy for field service here. 'Hie question of weight, 
where wheel transportation can rarely be used, should receive careful 
consideration. A special report in this matter will be submitted later* 
The chief commissary hopes that as a result of this year's experience 
with the potato farm in Mindanao it will be conclusively demonstrated 
that this vegetable can be successfully and profitably grown in the 
Philippines. I desire to acknowledge here the valuable assistance 
rendered by the insular bureau of agriculture in this work.^ 

While the new ^stem of rationiiig troops has been in operation too 
short a time to furnidi complete information as to its workings, re- 
ports indicate that it is more satisfactory than the old system. 

A return to the former Filipino ration was recommended and 
ordered during the period covered by this report. A trial of the new 
ration demonstrated that it was neither economical nor satisfactory. 
However, tilie use of the undermilled rice, as recommended by the 
Board for the Study of Tropical Diseases, has been continued. 

MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 

Health conditions appear to be good in the division. For the 
period covered by this report there were 39 deaths from all causes, and 
the constantly noneffective rate per thousand was 39.69, as against 
42.47 last year. The most important morbific causes of nonefficiency 
among the troops retain practically the same order of importance 
as tiiat given in my last annual report 

I invite the attention of the War Department to the marked fall- 
ing off in beriberi among the Philippine Scouts. Last year four 
men died of this disease and eight were discharged. This year, up 
to date, two have been discharg^. This would seem to indicate that 
the Board for the Study of Tropical Diseases has found the proper 
means for the prevention of beriberi in the use of undermilled rice. 
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PAY DBPAKTMENT. 

The affairs of this department have been satisfactorily conducted 
and payments have been promptly made. 

CHIEF ENGINEES* 

The fieldwork in connection with the military survey of Luzon, 
which was discontinued with the advent of the rainy season last 
summer, has been resumed. The approved project involves the sur- 
vey of 8,400 square miles, covering all practicable approaches to 
Manila. Of this area there remains to oe surveyed 3,697 square 
miles. In addition, certain other areas, amounting to about 6,000 
square miles, are to be mapped by reconnaissance methods. Of the 
area still remaining to be surveyed, it is expected that about 2,200 
square miles will be mapped this year. This work is being well done 
and is of the utmost importance. 

The officer in charge of the defensive works reports that at Forts 
Mills and Wint 9 out of 14 batteries have been completed and turned 
over to the troops. The remaining 5 will all be turned over before 
March 1, 1911, except Battery (jeary. Fort Mills, which will be turned 
over as soon as base rings are received and set. It should be noted that 
all these completed batteries have been turned over since July, 1910, 
and during the administration of the present officer in charge of 
defensive works. Fire-control stations have been completed except 
for two batteries, and work on these stations is in progress. 

Electrical and searchlight installation and work on mine defenses 
are going forward as rapidly as funds and materiel are available, 
and gratifying progress is being made. The projex^t for the land 
defense of Corregidor Island has been prepared and approved. It 
is not deemed proper to state in this report, the details of the work 
done on the construction of gun emplacements, trenches, etc., but an 
idea of what has been accomplished in aU ways may be gained from 
the progress made in trail construction, 16 miles out of a probable 
total of 32 miles having been completed. The work is being carried 
on largely with Engineer, Artillery, and Infantry troops, and con- 
sidering the small sum of money made available the results so far 
accomplished are most satisfactory. The importance of this work 
can not be overestimated, and the credit is due to those who prepared 
the plans and to the troops now executing them. It is believed that 
this is the first modern work of the kind projected and executed in 
our service. 

Considerable work has been done on Carabao Island and El Fraile. 
No funds are yet available for construction on.Caballo. 

The importance of carrying to completion the approved scheme of 
defenses for Manila Bay can not be exaggerated. Kecommendations 
in this matter and full reports of progress of work are forwarded 
from time to time. 

ORI>NANOK DEPARTMENT. 

The affairs of this department have been conducted satisfactorily. 
In discussing the work of the officer in charge of defensive works 
it was stated that all batteries at Fort Mills except one, Battery 
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Geary, were either completed or would be in the near future. In 
this connection the chief ordnance officer states that no mortars or 
carriages are yet on hand for this battery. The shipment of these 
should be expedited in every way possible, as also the shipment of 
all ordnance for the batteries being constructed or projected for 
Carabao, Caballo, and El Fraile. In the matter of ammunition for 
all seacoast and other ordnance in this division, favorable considera- 
tion is earnestly requested of the recommendations heretofore made. 
A full discussion of this subject is contained in a report prepared 
by the fortification board here, which report has been forwarded for 
the consideration of the War Department. 

COAST DEFENSE OFFICEB. 

In connection with the approved project of mine defense, the coast 
defense officer invited attention to the fact that only one mine planter 
is available for use in the Manila Bay district, and that there are no 
boats iii these waters that could in a short time be converted into 
auxiliary planters. He recommends that a suitable district com- 
mander's boat, equipped as a mine planter, be furnished. I earnestly 
approve this recommendation. 

Other matters connected with this office are either discussed else- 
where in this report or are of a confidential nature, and special reports 
covering them have already be-en submitted. 

The affairs of the office have been very satisfactorily administered. 

SIGNAL CX)RPS. 

Satisfactory progress is being made in the matter of fire-control 
installation at the Coast Artillery forts in the division. The material 
for the wireless stations at Forts Mills and Wint has been received 
and construction work in ex)nnex;tion with these stations is well under 
way. It is intended to install wireless instruments on interisland 
transports as soon as the sets already ordered are re^ceived. 

The field company at Fort William McKinley is well equipped 
for duty with the mobile troops, and sufficient telegraph material 
for a base is held in reserve in Manila. 

The post telephone systems are in excellent condition. 

SMAIJi-ARMS PRACTICE. 

Practically all small-arms firing for this year was completed before 
the end of the period ox)vered by my last annual report. Since then, 
however, all machine-gun organizations have been assembled at Camp 
Stotsenburg for a course of firing, which has just been completed. 
A number of problems were prepared for solution, and while the 
reports of this practice are not yet at hand, it is known that the 
experience gained has been most valuable. 

PHILIPPINE SCOUTS* 

The services rendered by our native troops continues to be very 
satisfactory. Changes of station effected during the past six months 
have resulted in carrying out the policy, set forth in my last annual 
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report, of stationing these troops in parts of the division other than 
those irom which the men are recruited. 

^ No retirement law has as yet been enacted for officers of Philip- 
pine Scouts. These officers are as hard working and conscientious 
a body of men as may be found anywhere. Much of their service is 
in small, isolated stations, where they are removed from association 
with others of their kind and where very few of the comforts 
of civilization are to be had. This condition is not temporary, but 
in all probability will always be incidental to service in the Scouts. 
In ju^ice to these officers, and with a view to increasing their effi- 
ciency, I again earnestly recommend the enactment of a suitable re- 
tirement law. 

GENERAL. 

It is with sincere pleasure that I am able to refer to the cordial 
relations existing between the insular government and the military 
authorities, and I take this opportunity of acknowledging the valu- 
able assistance rendered at all times by the former to the latter. If 
we are to look for the .best results, harmony between the civil and 
military authorities is essential, and I feel much gratification at being 
able to state that our intercourse has been at all times during my com- 
mand of the division most harmonious. 

I can not conclude this, my last report as a division commander, in 
a better, or to me more gratirying way, than by testifying to the faith- 
ful, energetic service rendered by the officers and men of the com- 
mand. Whatever demands have been made upon them they have 
cheerfully and satisfactorily responded to, and I do not hesitate to 
say that the people of the United States have here a military organi- 
zation capable and ready to perform any duty allotted to it.

From Julv 1, 1910, until December 28, 1910, the division was 
commanded by Maj. Gen. William P. Duvall, United States Army; 
from December 29, 1910, until January 12, 1911, the division was 
temporarily commanded by Brig. Gen. John J. Pershing, United 
States Army; he in turn was relieved by the undersigned, who as- 
sumed command on January 13, 1911, pursuant to General Orders 
No. 200, War Department, October 28, 1910, and has remained con- 
tinuously in command throughout the remainder of the fiscal year.

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GENERAL STAFF SERVING WITH TROOPS. 

Three officers of the General Staff Corps were on duty in the 
division on June 30, 1911, one as chief of statf, one in charge of the 
Manila branch of the Military Information Division of the General 
Staff, and the third on duty in the Military Information Division 
and as assistant to the chief of staff. 

The changes in the officers of the General Staff Corps have been, 
during the fiscal year, as follows : 

Maj. C. De W. Willcox was relieved from duty as officer in charge 
of the Military Information Division on July 14, 1910. Maj. Henry 
D. Todd, Jr., reported for duty on October 4, 1910. Capt. Thomas E. 
Merrill reported for duty on January 1, 1911. Lieut. Col. William D. 
Beach reported for duty as assistant to the chief of staff on Octo- 
ber SI, 1910, and was detailed as chief of staff on February 6, 1911, 
relieving Col. Lea Febiger, Sixth Infantry, from that duty upon the 
latter's promotion. Capt. Samuel C. Vestal, General Staff, was re- 
lieved from duty upon the completion of his four years' detail and 
sailed for the United States on April 14, 1911. 

The Philippines Division branch of the military information sec- 
tion. General Staff Corps, is under the immediate supervision of the 
second officer in rank of the General Staff stationed at division head- 
quarters. It is part of the office of the chief of staff of the division 
and is a branch of the corresponding office in the War College Di- 
vision of the War Department General Staff; the officer in imme^ 
diate charge corresponding directly with the chief of the Washington 
office on technical matters pertaining solely to the work of the Mili- 
tary Information Division. The expenses of the office are borne, in 
part, by appropriations of Congress made for the Military Informa- 
tion Division of the General Staff. 

The work of this office is largely of a confidential nature, but in 
addition it is charged with the reconnaissance map work of the 
division, which is conducted through the intelligence officer detailed 
at each military station. 

By reason of the coordinating powers of the topographical board 
convened at these headquarters by General Orders,^o. 9, Philippines 
Division, 1908, the map work is so arranged as to avoid unnecessary 
duplication ; that carried on by the Military Information Division is 
in connection with reconnaissances and partakes rather of the char- 
acter of military sketching, as distinguished from military surveying. 
It is, in fact, preliminary to the surveys which are carried on by the 
Engineer Department and secures data of a different character, only 
such map work being undertaken as is necessary to illustrate and 
make intelligible the " intelligence reports." 

After the completion, about July 1, 1912, of a special survey of a 
portion of Luzon, now being conducted by the engineer officer in 
charge of military mapping, work on the "progressive military 
map^' wiU be resumed and eventually carried to completion utilizing 
the results of the special survey already mentioned, as well as such 
reconnaissance mapping done by the Military Information Division, 
as possesses sufficient accuracy. 

The library of the Military Information Division received 731 
additional volumes during the past year, the total number now being

7,095. The privilege of using the library has been extended to the 
officers of the Navj^ Marine <5)rps, and the Philipijine Constabulary, 
as well as the Philippines Commission and the chiefs of bureaus oi 
the government of the Philippine Islands. 

This library appears to be more appreciated as it becomes better 
known. 

ADJUTANT general's DEPARTMENT. 

The adjutant general of the division renews his recommendations 
made in the last annual report with respect to recording of all papers 
in his office which are to be signed or acted upon by the conamanding 
general. I concur in his recommendation. 

Another very pertinent recommendation of the adjutant general 
is as follows : 

tJnder the present organization of the various staff corps the numher of 
oflacers in the several grades in the different corps is fixed by law, and no 
deviation is permitted. 

When an officer who is detailed from the line and is serving in a staff corps 
receives his promotion in his proper arm of the service it becomes necessary to 
relieve him from duty in the staff. Under these circumstances the prospective 
promotion of an officer frequently operates to prevent his detail, and the con- 
dition, at best, results in a rapid change of personnel in the staff corps, as well 
as in the line. It is expensive to the Government, inconvenient for individual 
officers, reduces the advantages of the detail system, and injures both the line 
and the staff by destroying the stability necessary to the efficiency of both. 

As a remedy that will enable an officer once detailed to the staff to complete 
his tour of four years, the following legislative provision Is submitted for 
consideration : 

Provided J That when an officer of the line of the Army who is serving as a 
member of a staff corps by detail under the provisions of section twenty-six, act 
of February second, nineteen hundred and one, and section three, act of Feb- 
ruary fourteenth, nineteen hundred and three, shall, while so serving, be pro- 
moted to the next higher grade, he may continue to serve in such staff corps as 
an extra officer of the grade to which he is promoted, and the number of officers 
in such staff corps in the next lower grade shall be correspondingly reduced 
until the said extra officer is relieved, when his successor shall be detailed from 
the grade held by said officer at the date of his detail in said staff departm^t, 
and 

Provided further. That nothing in this law shall be construed to increase 
the total number of officers in the Army, nor to increase or decrease the total 
number of officers in any staff corps as now prescribed by law. 

In the above remarks by Col. Heistand is discussed a serious defect 
of the law. It is the particular one which has caused more dissatis- 
faction than any other. It should be rectified, and it is believed that 
this legislative provision will correct a serious defect in the law con- 
stituting a detailed staff. 

When the detail system for staff departments was adopted, our 
Army had no previous experience by which to be guided in drafting 
the law. Under sudi circumstances it would have been remarkable 
had a law been drawn which proved satisfactory when applied in all 
its details. There are defects m the provisions of the law which have 
constituted good ground for some of the dissatisfaction which has 
been exhibited by some of the staff departments. Not all the staff 
departments have been dissatisfied. For instance, the Ordnance De- 
partment and the Signal Corps are both on record in favor of a de- 
tailed staff. It has long partially existed in the Judge Advocate 
General's Department with satisfaction. 
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As modifications of the detailed staflF law would seriously affect the 
military interests of this division, I desire to submit the following 
general remarks on the subject: 

Articles in the public press indicate that abolition of the detail 
system and return to the old permanent staff (based on dissatisfaction 
by some of the staff departments) have been subjects of discussion in 
Washington. To remove certain causes of dissatisfaction would not 
require repeal of the law. This could be accomplished by amend- 
ment. The law has not yet been in force a sufficient length of time 
to thoroughly test it. 

^ The detailed staff system was adopted after many years of discus- 
sion and effort to secure it, and after experience in two wars, in both 
of which the objectionable features of the permanent staff system were 
phiinly se^i and insisted upon. Immediately succeeding the Civil 
War OThaustive investigation was had and efforts made to secure leg- 
islation for the eradication of said objectionable features, but without 
success. Right after the Spanish- American War similar efforts were 
renewed, and the testimony given following the Civil War combined 
with that which came forth after the Spanish- American War appar- 
ently ccmvinced the Congress that some change was desirable. This 
testmiony was not unanimous, but was overwhelmingly in favor of 
the change then made. Now, after a comparatively short period, and 
before the change has completely taken effect, before there has been 
time to justly judge of its merits, it has been proposed to repeal the 
law and return to a system condemned by experience in two wars. 
It should surprise no one to find some wondering whether the Army 
exists for the benefit of the staff or the staff for mat of the Army. 

Dissatisfaction with the law by staff departments alone should not 
be considered sufficient to justify its repeal. The line of the Army 
has an interest in the matter quite as great, if not greater, than the 
staff departments. The latter exist in the interest of the Army, and 
their organization is a matter of serious concern thereto. 

A proposition has also been advanced to so amend the law as to 
require tnat all of the senior officers be made permanent. The law 
ahneady provides that after an officer has reached the grade of lieu- 
tenant colonel he can be redetailed every four years ror continuous 
service in the staff. It is possible that it might be well to extend this 
provision to include all field officers, but the opponents of the detailed 
staff maintain that field officers so detailed would, in otse of war, 
abandon the staff and return to the line. Their inclination to do so 
remains to be shown by experience. After officers advance in years 
and become experienced in staff work they generally acquire great 
interest therein and, I believe, less desire to abandon that duty for 
the hardships of line service in war than may be supposed. There 
are exceptions to all rules, of course. Furthermore, any general aban- 
donment of the staff and return to the line could easily oe prevented 
by bureau chiefs with the support of the Secretary of War. During 
the late war some members of some of the permanent staff depart- 
ments were assigned to line duty. None were so assigned from other 
departments. Action in this regard was based solely upon the views 
and preferences of the chiefs of bureau concerned. Where these 
chiefs were opposed to assignments of their officers to line duty none 
were made. What has been done once can be done again. If bureau 
chiefs, with the support of the Secretary of War, could not prevent 
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the relief of detailed cheers for reassignment to line duty, neither 
could they prevent the assignment to line duty, nor could they pre- 
vent the assignment of permanent staff officers to similar duty. The 
same influence that could prevent their success in the one case could 
prevent it in the other. 

A return to the permanent staff system would have this serious 
defect, that once inefficient officers become permanent members of 
staff corps, through influence which need not be discussed, it becomes 
very dimcult for said corps to ever get rid of them. A striking 
example of this difficulty nas just been had in the^case of a staff 
officer who has been hopelessly inefficient ever since he was appointed, 
more than 10 years aga There are otiiers, almost if not equally in- 
efficient, whom it would be equally difficult to get rid of. These facts 
are notorious and need no argument. The retention of such officers 
in staff corps has a most serious and injurious effect upon the inter- 
ests of the Army as a whole. An inefficient line officer can be shelved 
or assigned to unimportant duty. His inefficiency would then have 
comparatively little effect. No staff service of any kind whatever 
is unimportant. Therefore inefficient staff officers not only constitute 
a menace to the efficiency of the entire Army but are a continuous 
cause of embarrassment and difficulty to the staff departments con- 
cerned, besides lowering the standard of efficiency therein. 

It is well known that even those who in their early years of service 
may have been most zealous and enthusiastic officers, after serving 
long in one position sometimes lose interest in routine work or b^ 
come indolent, ease loving, indifferent, lacking in zeal, or inattentive 
to duty. Similar results may also ensue from the gradual acquire- 
ment of bad habits which render efficient service impossible. This is 
no idle theory, for such changes in officers have too often come about 
to necessitate any proof that they are liable to occur. If a field 
officer becomes inefficient for any reason whatever his presence in a 
staff corps does far greater injury to the service than the presence 
of a subaltern. Were the law so modified as to make all field officers 
permanent, there would be no practicable way of getting rid of the 
inefficient ones so long as their general conduct remained unassail- 
able before a courts-martial. On the other hand, were the law 
modified only so far as to permit the continuous redetail of field 
officers, they need be kept on staff duty only so long as their service 
and conduct remained satisfactory to their chiefs. When otherwise, 
they could either be relieved at once or returned to the line on expira- 
tion of any four-year tour of duty. 

The detail system in the lower grades affords staff departments 
opportunity to thoroughly test the efficiency and fitness of officers 
and to train a considerable number of officers who would become 
available for appointment as staff officers of Volimteers in case of 
war, a very important consideration for a nation largely depending 
on volunteers in its wars. A permanent staff only trains a few men, 
not even sufficient in number for the efficient service of our small 
Regular Army in time of war. 

Once staff corps become composed exclusively of detailed officers, 
the ever-existing temptation to solicit special legislation for their 
own benefit, regardless of effect on the Army as a whole, or to obtain 
promotion for their own members, would cease to exist as long as the 
detailed staff system is maintained. Efforts of staff corps to secure 
special legislation for their own benefit have not been beneficial to 
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the interests of the whole service as a rule. It is highly desirable 
to put an end to all t^nptation in this direction ifpossible. 

Relatively rapid promotion in permanent staflf corps benefits ft 
comparatively small number of oflScers only. With a detailed staff 
the entire Army is benefited, and no one disputes that more rapid 
promotion in the line of the Army would materially elevate its 
standard of efficiency. 

A detailed staff will tend to lessen the jealousy and lack of harmony 
and sympathy which now exist, to a greater or less extent, between 
the line and the staff. This is a desideratum highly to be desired. 

If anycMie has ever advocated a permanent General Staff I am not 
aware of it, yet no one can demonstrate that the arguments which 
are used in support of permanent staff corps are not applicable 
with even greater force in support of a permanent General Staff. 
To create a permanent General Staff under existing conditions in the 
Army would, in my judgment, be most unfortunate and unwise, but 
I believe it to be indisputable that return to the old system of perma- 
nent staff corps without creating a permanent General Staff would 
seriously handicap the latter in the accomplishment of the purpose 
for which it was created. To recreate both permanent staff corps 
and a permanent General Staff would be a misfortune nothing short 
of fatal. 

If the consolidation of the Adjutant General's and the Inspector 
General's Departments with the General Staff, which has been pro- 
posed^ is effected by legislation, it is presumed that no one will con- 
sider it desirable or necessary to repeal the application of the detailed * 
staff law to those two departments. This would leave but three de- 
partments where repeal of the law may possibly be desired. The 
chiefs of two of these departments have expressed their desire for 
repeal or modification. So far as I am aware, the chief of the other 
has expressed no official views on the subject. Should a law which 
sentiment in the Army overwhelmingly supports be repealed or seri- 
ously modified because 2 bureau chiefs out of 12, and maybe a few 
other officers, feel dissatisfied with it? 

There can be no doubt but that bureau chiefs occasionally experi- 
ence some inconvenience and delay in securing suitable officers for 
detail in their departments, but there is no part of the Army in which 
inconveniences and difficulties are not met and overcome in adminis- 
trative matters. It is also sometimes the case that an officer must be 
relieved just when he has become most valuable by experience, but this 
same condition applies to every four-year detail made in the Army. 
If the law be modified as suggested, and in addition so as to permit 
the continuous redetail of all field officers, these objectionable features 
would be materially lessened in degree and frequency of occurrence. 
As time goes on a greater number of officers will have been tested by 
the staff departments and the special fitness of a greater number 
demonstrated. It will then become easier to secure satisfactory and 
experienced officers who desire the detail. The few disadvantages in 
the system, the existence of which no one disputes, are not of sufficient 
importance to outweigh the great and numerous advantages embodied 
therein. 

It is believed that an almost unanimous opinion exists in the lina 
of the Army that duty in the staff departments has never been per- ^ 
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formed in a maimer as well calculated to promote the best interests of 
the whole service as since the detail system went into effect. And 
why should not the service be more satisfactory? Have not the staff 
corps the privilege of selection from about 3,000 officers in securing 
personnel for detail? The fact is well recognized that officers de- 
tailed are chosen from among the best the Army affords, and that 
this results in securing a body of highly trained, efficient, and experi- 
enced officers. An inefficient officer will neither be selected nor kept. 
Is it not reasonable to expect greater efficiency from such a personnel 
than from a permanent body among whom must always be found some 
individuals who have ceased to be efficient, or who were appointed 
without previous training or experience and without regard to quaU- 
fication lor the position ? 

Is it probable that the efficiency of the service performed by the 
efficient members of a permanent staff corps, when reduced by the 
service of inefficient members, will ever outweigh in resultant effi- 
ciency the service performed by officers, all of whom are selected 
under existing law (modified as proposed herein) and all of whom 
are subject to being replaced whenever they show a lack of efficiency 
or when their service or conduct become unsatisfactory for any reason 
whatever? * 

In conclusion, one of the main benefits of the law remains to be 
mentioned. It has long been recognized that staff officers who have 
never served in the line can never understand its needs or how best 
to meet them as well as those trained therein. Also, that even those 
trained in the line are apt to get out of touch and sympathy with it 
after jnany years of continuous service with the staff. 

The purpose of the detail system was to require periodical return 
by staflf officers to the line for a term of service therewith, thus afford- 
ing them opportunity, by personal experience, to keep themselves 
informed as to the actual needs of the Ime and preventing their get- 
ting out of touch and sympathy therewith. 

Should the law be so modified as to authorize the continuous reten- 
tion of all field officers in staff corps, a provisil^n should be included 
requiring such field officers to serve not less than five months of each 
five years actually on duty with troops at some military post of the 
command with which they are serving. 



DISOIPLINS. 

From personal observation and from general information I am 
of the belief that as regards discipline the condition of the Army in 
this division is well up to the standard attained by the Army in the 
United States and well up to the standard which, under our military 
system, we have any right to expect. This belief is confirmed by 
inspectors in their reports of inspections, such reports showing in 
almost every instance under the heading " Disciplme " either " Ex- 
ceUent" or "Good." 

ABSENT OFFICEBS. 

The absence of officers from the division continues to be a draw- 
back to the highest efficiency. Absenteeism from regular organiza- 
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tions of commissioned officers on June 80 amounted to 23 per cent of 
tiie authorized quota, while from the scout battalions it amounted to 
but nine-tenths of 1 per cent. 

OIVUrSEBVIOE EMPLOYEES. 

From what I have observed of the operations of the clerical force 
in the various staff departments, I believe greater efficiency would 
be obtained if at the end of a definite period the civil-service em- 

Eloyees connected with the Army in the Philippines could be relieved 
y others sent from the United States. 

The inspector general recommends three years as the proper length 
of detail beyond which men of the civil service should, ordinarily, 
not be permitted to remain on duty in the Philippines, and I concur 
in his recommendation. 

WHITE CLOTHES FOB ENLISTED MEN. 

Many officers, including those of the inspector general's depart- 
ment, believe that, owing to the coolness and comfort of white cloth- 
ing in the Tropics, some form of white uniform should be authorized 
for enlisted men serving in this division. Many of their reasons for 
this belief are deserving of consideration, and the subject has been 
referred to in a report previously submitted to the War Department. 

SHOES. 

No two men have feet exactly alike. A particular type of shoe 
which suits one man's foot or fancy is uncomfortable, or believed to 
be so, or is otherwise objectionable to the next man. Shoes at present 
on hand for issue at quartermaster depots embrace a variety of types 
which could hardly be excelled in shops of a large-sized town. Few 
of these types are or ever have been satisfactory, and I discover no 
reason for forcing upon enlisted men any particular type of shoe for 
use upon occasions not actually on duty. The latest type of marching 
shoe, the one with six large eyelets on each side, is to my mind an 
ideal service shoe for both mounted and foot troops. It is recom- 
mended : 

First. That each man be required to have on hand two pairs of 
those shoes, same to be carefully fitted under the personal supervision 
of the company commander; special sizes to be called for if necessary. 

Second. That these shoes be worn at all times and upon all oc- 
casions when the man is actually on duty. 

Third. That when not on duty a man be permitted to wear shoes 
obtained from the Quartermaster's Department or purchased else- 
where as he may elect, the type so worn to conform in general to 
those duly prescribed by proper authority. This plan I believe would 
give general satisfaction throughout the Army; it would insure that 
each man in the service have at hand, properly fitted, shoes suited for 
field service, a condition which at present is far from being realized. 
Lastly, it would limit to one type of shoe, supply of which would be 
incumbent upon the Quartermaster's Department. The only appar- 
ent bar to this plan is the supply of assorted types of shoes now on 
hand in the Quartermaster's Department. Of these some would be in 
more or less demand by the men for oflf duty wear. Such should be 
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retained for sale to the men Hi reduced prices if necessary. The 
remainder of the stock should be sold at auction and charged up to 
" profit and loss." 

KQUIPMBNT. 

The large number of shelter halves and mosquito bars submitted 
for condemnation because of tears, the material being still stroM, 
convinces me that this class of article does not receive due care. To 
meet this situation, and to be just to both the Government and the 
individual, it is recommended that during each period of enlistment 

fratuitous issue made to each man be limited as loUows : One shelter 
alf, one mosquito bar, one barrack bag, two mattress covers, four 
sheets, and two pillowcases. Should it become necessary to replace 
any of these articles during his period of enlistment, same should be 
charged to the man. Exceptional cases should of course be deter- 
mine by the survey officer. 

PUBLIC ANIMALS. 

In 1908, 300 horses were purchased in Australia for Cavalry service 
in the Philippine Islands. The avera^ price authorized to be paid in 
Australia was $125; the average price actually paid was approxi- 
mately $104.14, making average cost landed in Manila approximately 
$140 as against an average cost of American horses of $225. Early 
opinions and reports regarding these animals were conflicting and 
unsatisfactory and did not justify further purchases at that time. 
This is not surprising when it is known that many of these animals 
were young and undeveloped and that they were not of high grade. 
Several Cavalry officers have expressed to me tiie belief that these 
animals compare very favorably with the mounts from the States. 
They also believe that a better breed of Australian animals would 

f)rove highly satisfactory as a mount. Such an animal could, I be- 
ieve, be secured at an increase of cost of not more than $25, at which 
price the cost would be less than that of horses from the United 
States. It is recommended that this question be reopened; that a 
Cavalry officer selected because of his special qualifications for the 
duty be sent to Australia to purchase a lot of horses for the Cavalry, 
the number so purchased and the price paid to be sufficient to insure 
full and fair comparison between such mounts and those coining from 
the United States. Such experiment should cost the Government 
nothing in the end and it might result in much good as well as 
economy. 

TBANSPOBT SBBVICB. 

According to the reports of inspectors, the affairs of the transport 
service, both trans-Pacific and interisland, have been generally satis- 
factory. Eecently orders have been issued from these headquarters 
to prevent the overcrowding of the interisland ships. In the case of 
trans-Pacific ships, the number of people who are allowed passage 
under the regulations seems to be increasing with the result that over- 
crowding exists to such an extent that it is believed that measures 
should t^ taken to either increase the facilities or diminish the classes 
of people allowed passage* 
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PHILIPPINE SCOUTS. 

Capt. P. W. Davisonj Twenty-second Infantry, aid-de-camp, was 
assigned to duty as assistant to the adjutant general, in charge of 
scout aflFairs, at these headquarters, January 13, 1911. 

In February, 1911, upon request of the government of the Philip- 

fine Islands, three companies of scouts were sent into Pangasinan 
'rovince for tRe purpose of establishing a quarantine against rinder- 
pest in that and the adjacent Provinces. This work proved more ex- 
tensive than was at first contemplated, and it was found necessary 
to send additional scout companies into the above-mentioned districts 
in order to stamp out the disease which is proving fatal to the cara- 
bao of the country, so that now there are 12 companies of scouts on 
this duty. 

The most recent reports from the country indicate that excellent 
progress is being made in the extermination of rinderpest. 

Itx the month of March similar work was taken up in Cebu, Negros 
Oriental, and on Siquijor Island, three companies being used there, 
and the work performed by them being practically a repetition of 
that done on the island or Luzon. The island of Negros is now 
reported to be entirely free from rinderpest, and Cebu reports only 
two localities still infected, so that it is hoped all scouts can be with- 
dl^wn from those Provinces^ within a month. 

Quarantine work on the island of Bohol is to be taken up as soon 
as the scout companies are released from similar work on the adjacent 
islands. 

Upon request of the government of the Philippine Islands, three 
companies of scouts were ordered, on March 1, upon the duty of deal- 
ing with roving bands of turbulent Moros on the west coast of 
Palawan, collecting and settling them in designated localities on the 
east coast of that island, where they would be under closer observa- 
tion and police control. This work was conducted under the imme- 
diate charge of Maj. J. P. Harbeson, Philippine Scouts, and was 
completed on the 24th of April by the transfer of over 1,300 Moros, 
as indicated above. 

The task performed by Maj. Harbeson was a delicate one, and it 
is greatly to the credit or himself and the scouts he commanded that 
it was performed without casualties of any kind. 

It is hoj)ed that legislation may be secured whereby scout officers 
may be retired as commissioned officers instead of having to reenlist 
after resigning their scout commissions and then to be retired with 
noncommissioned grade. Having served faithfully and well for a 
great number of years (most of them being old and tried noncom- 
missioned officers), it would seem no more than a merited heritage 
for their children that they should be retired as commissioned officers. 
A specific proposition looking to the attainment of this end will be 
submitted hereafter. 



The affairs of this department were conducted from July 1, 1910, 
to October 14, 1910, by Maj. John Biddle Porter, judge advocate, 
United States Army ; from October 14, 1910, to January 1, 1911, by 
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Capt. E. T. Donnellv, First Field Artillery; and since that date by 
Lieut. Col. F. L. Dodds, judge advocate, United States Army. 

During the year there have been received 271 records of proceed- 
ings of general courts-martial, which have been made a matter of 
record and forwarded to the Judge Advocate General, United States 
Army, Washington, D. C.

The military reservation cases in the court of land registration 
have all been taken up on petition of the attorney general of the 
Philippine Islands that said court declare public property, reserved 
for military purposes, all the lands included in said reservations the 
registration of which has been denied or not petitioned for virithin 
the period fixed by the law. 

The hearings began in March and have now been concluded. At 
the hearings 6 of the 46 cases have been dismissed because the lands 
described are included in other cases pertaining to the same reserva- 
tions, respectively: 4 (Neuva Caceres, Camp Morrison, Bacon, and 
Biliran Island) were dismissed by reason of their restoration, by 
Executive orders, to the control of the government of the Philippine 
Islands; 3 (the extension of the reservations at Parang-Parang, 
Malabang, and Camp Keithley) were declared public property re- 
served for military purposes because there were no applications for 
registry of private lands within the periods fixed by law; and 1 
(Camp McGrath, Batangas) was dismissed because the order of the 
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governor general certifying the same to the land court was revoked 
October 29, 1909. 

As a result of the foregoing, the number of reservation cases certi- 
fied to the land court is now niduced to 32. 

quabtermaster's department. 

The announcement in letter from the War Department dated Sep- 
tember 9, 1910, of the decision of the Secretary of War as to posts m 
the Philippine Islands which were to be classed as permanent, with 
all future construction work to be, as far as practicable, of concrete, 
has greatly simplified the making of allotments to the various sta- 
tions and has permitted the inauguration of a definite policy regard- 
ing all building operations. 

A complete project has been prepared for the reconstruction, in 
concrete, of Camp Stotsenburg for the accommodation of two regi- 
ments of Cavalry and one battalion of Field Artillery. In carrying 
out the policy of the War Department respecting concentration of 
buildinffs in military posts it is found that two regiments of Cav- 
ahy and one battalion of Field Artillery under the new scheme will 
occupy just about the area now used by one regiment of Cavalry. 
Camp Stotsenburg is an ideal post for mounted troops, and its con- 
struction should be pushed, together with the Infantry station on 
Lake Lanao (Camp Keithley), which has shared with Camp Stotsen- 
burg the special appropriation carried by recent act of Congress for 
"Replacing barracks and quarters, Philippine Islands." Notwith- 
standing an earnest eflFort to devote the largest possible part of the 
appropriations to permanent structures, it has been necessary to spend 
a comparatively large amount on repairs to existing structures and 
the construction of temporary shelter, although a number of im- 
portant buildings of a permanent type have been or are being con- 
structed at Fort Wint and Fort William McKinley. For report of 
the more important constructions and repairs attention is invited to 
the detailed report of the chief quartermaster, Philippines Division, 
which has been forwarded to the War Department. 

Earnest efforts are being made to adjust and permanently settle 
the disputed question of title regarding portions of many of the 
military reservations. In one. Camp John Hay, Baguio^ a large 
tract of land, on which were the majority of all improvements of the 
post, was purchased during the year for $75,000, in accordance with 
an agreement made by the Secretary of War while in the Philippines 
with the owner of this land. At the same time that the land was 
purchased the owner gave a quitclaim deed in favor of the United 
States, so that the Government now has unencumbered possession of 
practically this entire reservation. In the southern part several 
private claims still exist which have not yet been purchased. 

Negotiations have recently been entered into with a view to 
slightly increasing the reservation by the addition of certain public 
lands, and upon determination of this matter further recommenda- 
tion will be submitted with a view of obtaining a new proclamation 
from the President describing this reservation so as to include the 
recent purchase noted above and the additional land which it has 
been requested be added. 
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It has been found in some instances that the surveys already made 
of reservations were inaccurate; in such cases arrangements have al- 
ready been made with the government of the JPhilippine Islands for 
a joint survey of the tracts in question, which will also include the 
reservations recently announced in General Orders No. 30, War De- 
partment, March 7. 1911, in the city of Manila. 

Attention is called to the difficulty experienced in keeping inter- 
island transports manned with capable and trustworthy deck officers. 

Efforts are being made to obtain those who have United States 
licenses, but without much success. One reason for this condition is 
that American officers are no longer allowed leaves of absence with 
pay and permission to visit the United States, that privilege having 
been taken away several years ago. A number of valuable men have 
left the service on this account. The government of the Philippine 
Islands alloWiP such officers in its bureau of navigation service 30 daj^s' 
absence with pay each year, which leave is cumulative. Once in 
three years they may visit the United States on 90 days' leave with 

Another feature is that United States licenses require renewal every 
five years. To require holders thereof to proceed to the United States 
to secure renewal or licenses of a higher grade would entail on them 
a cost of from $360 to $900 for expenses and loss of salary, according 
to the position held. 

It is recommended that officers of the interisland transport service 
who are directed to renew licenses or to be examined for higher 
licenses in the United States be transferred for duty on trans-Pacific 
transports for round trips, their places during the 80 or so days of 
absence from the vessel to be filled by officers from the trans-Pacific 
service of like grade and pay. This permits the interisland man to 
spend three weeks in the United States, attend to business and license 
affairs, anil visit his relatives. It will be in the nature of a leave of 
absence, will not be a hardship to anyone, will cause no expense or 
loss of pay to anyone, and will be without cost to the United. States. 
It will lessen dissatisfaction and, it is believed, result in gradually 
filling up the service with a good class of competent American 
licensed officers. ^ 

Economy has been effected in the cost of handling coal by the use 
of two colliers which the department owns and keeps anchored inside 
the Manila breakwater. 

LAIfD TBANSPOBTATION. 

The duties with which the office of the land transport quartermaster 
is charged are as follows: 

The supply of all local calls for means of land transportaticm. 

The manufacture and repair of all means of transportation used at 
land transport corral and stations throughout the Philippines Di- 
vision. 

The receiving and caring for of all public animals from the United 
States for the entire division and the distribution of same to the 
various military posts throughout the division. 

Construction and repair of all public buildings, roads, etc, in the 
city of Manila pertaining to the military administration. 
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The supply of distilled water to ofticers and enlisted men of the 
Army, cirilian employees, and the various military offices in the city 
of Manila. 

The general quality of forage received from the United States has 
been satisfactory. 

The general quality of hardwood lumber supplied from the United 
States has not been entirely satisfactory. Native hardwood lumber 
is now being used, and its use will be extended as much as possible. 
The hardwood lumber shipped from the United States is usually sup- 
plied green and is unfit for use in the shops in the manufacture and 
repair of many articles for which seasoned lumber is necessary. 

The repair and construction work undertaken by the land transport 
quartermaster includes all the military building in Manila, viz : Mili- 
tary Plaza, Fort Santiago, Cuartel de Inf antena, sales and issue com- 
missary, wireless station, division hospital, No. 100 Bagrimbayan, 
storehouses on Bagumbayan, quartermaster's depot, commissary de- 
p(^ land transport corral and shops, quartermaster's steam laundry, 
forage shed and lumber yard, offices near transport dock, and new 
sawmill on the Manila Flats. In addition work has been performed 
for the Department of Luzon on its headquarters (Estado Mayor) at 
oflScers' quarters on Calle Nozaleda, and also at Cuartel de Espana. 

The bulk of the work has consisted of repairs necessitated by nat- 
ural deterioration, damage by Anay and Carmena, and the settling of 
foundation or unaerpinnmg under houses. A great deal of work has 
been done in repairing leal^ roofs, due to a poor grade of corrugated 
iron that was used at the time buildings were constructed. 

BUBIAL CORPS. 

Report of the assistance rendered by the burial corps attached to 
the Army morgue in this city is made as follows: 

On the night of January 29, 1911, several barrios on the west shore of Lake 
Taal were destroyed by a tidal wave following the volcanic eruptions of Mount 
Taal. Tlie civU authorities called for assistance from the military government, 
and Capt Willis C. Metcalf , officer in charge of United States burial corpgf and 
Army morgue, William Judt, undertaker, and 11 native laborers, United States 
burial corps, left Manila for the scene of the disaster early in the afternoon 
of January 31, 1911, returning to Manila on February 17, 1911. 

They visited the following-named barrios, interring a total of 651 bodies, viz : 
Malanao, Bosoboso, Bugaan, Gulod, Bignay, Pirapiraso, Tabla, Tibag, Panipi- 
han, Bayuyungan, Alasas, Dungan, Baniaga, Bilibinuag, Talisay, and Subig. 

The foUowing statement of deaths and persons missing as a result of the 
above-mentioned disaster was carefully compiled from data received from reli- 
able sources: 

Interred by United States burial corps 651 

Interred by others 99 

Missing 1,172 

Total 1,922 

Capt. Metcalf and above-mentioned members of the burial corps 
rendered valuable service during this disaster, for which they were 
highly conmiended by both the civU and military authorities of the 
Pmlippine Islands. 

SUBSISTENCE DEPARTMENT. 

The affairs of the department have been conducted by a personnel 
consisting until March 14, 1911, of the chief commissary and seven 
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assistants, which number was reduced to a chief commissary and four 
assistants upon the doing away with commissary offices at headquar- 
ters of departments. 

The abolishment of the office of chief commissary in the depart- 
ments involved the concentration in this office of all their work. This 
work, together with the preparing of the requisitions on the United 
States, is now performed by two -^nerican and two native clerks. 

MANILA DEPOT. 

On June 1, 1911, the office of the Manila depot commissary was 
consolidated with the office of the chief commissary of the division, 
in accordance with instructions contained in paragraph 4, Special 
Orders 126, headquarters Philippines Division, May 31, 1911, and the 
chief commissary, in addition to his previous duties, assumed the 
duties of depot commissary. The commissioned personnel was an- 
nounced as assistants to the chief and depot commissary and their 
duties outlined by him. The clerical force of the depot commissary 
was transferred to the office of the chief commissary, and thus the 
duties of the subsistence department in the Philippine Islands, with 
the exception of the sales and issue commissary, are now concentrated 
in one omce. The benefits of this consolidation are: (a) Abolishing 
the correspondence between the two offices, (6) discontinuance of 
keeping necords in the depot, (c) concentration of information in 
one office, (d) and will dispense with services of at least three clerks. 
^ The depot is in excellent condition, the personnel ample and effi- 
cient. The stores and property are, it is believed, now in better con- 
dition than at any time since uie establishment of the depot, and the 
method of handling and caring for them very satisfactory. The 
quali^ of stores has been excellent, excepting com meal; rice, Fili- 
pino No. 2; matches, safety; chocolate; ginger ale; olives, olive oil; 
crackers, graham and wafer; and tobacco. Steps have been taken 
to remove cause for complaint in case of articles above enumerated. 

All requisitions from posts have been promptly filled. Few arti- 
cles were short shipped when regular requisitions were filled, and 
short shipments were promptly forwarded when stores were received. 

COLD STOBAGE. 

A saving of nearly $900 per month has been made since the intro- 
duction of the system of paying for space actually used, which sys- 
tem was established July 1, 1910, and referred to in last report. 

CUSTOMS DUTIES. 

There have been no changes in the customs laws since date of last 
annual report. Cocoa is now admitted free of duty as being the 
manufacture of the United States. A refundment of $624.24 was 
made to the United States on account of duties paid on cocoa. This 
is a net gain, as the duty was added to the invoice price and paid by 
the purchasers. 

FOBEION MADE GOODS. 

Domestic articles should be purchased whenever practicable. For- 
eign made articles have been shipped to this depot and certified, 
through error, by purchasing commissaries, as domestic, but were 
held by the collector of customs as being dutiable. The specifica- 
tions governing purchases should provide that when a foreign article 
is bid on the place of manufacture or origin must be marked on the 
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sample ; if not so marked, and if purchased and duty afterwards paid 
by the United States, the seller to be held responsible for the amount 
paid. 

SCHOOL FOB COMMISSARY SERGEANTS. 

Owing to the temporary nature of the detail of many post commis- 
sary officers, it is believed that the instruction of post commissary 
sergeants should be extended. If the course of instruction prescribed 
for post commissary sergeants in Circular 1, Office of the Commissary 
General, 1911, were extended to include that outlined for officers in 
paragraph 3, subparagraphs a and 6 of the circular quoted, and also 
to include instruction in the care of stores, their keeping qualities, 
etc., there would undoubtedly result a large saying of stores that are 
now lost or destroyed.

The mean strength present during the year was, of regulars, 
11,700; of scouts. 5,253. 

The total numoer of officers and enlisted men (regulars and scouts) 
admitted to sick report during the year, including 698 remaining 
from the previous fiscal year, was 20,547, representing an admission 
rate of 1,170.82, as compared with 1,277.34 for the previous fiscal 
year. 

There were 86 deaths from all causes, or 5.07 per thousand, against 
4.89 per thousand last fiscal year. The death rate for regulars was 
5.47 per thousand ; that for the scouts, 4.19. There was no death from 
variola or from typhoid fever or from beriberi.

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One regular was disdiarged on surgeon's certificate of disabUity. 
This exception to the rule that all such cases should be sent to the 
United Stetes for final action was authorized by the War Department 
upon the man's request in the case of a soldier suffering from phlebitis, 
sequelae of typhoid fever, in line of duty. 

There were 31 discharges for disability among the native troops, 
as against 38 for 1910. Nine of these were for pulmonary tubercu- 
losis, 7 for injuries, and 6 for insanity, the remaining 9 being for 
8 different causes. The steady decrease in the number of disability 
discharges indicates the wisdom of the policy of sending all scouts 
recommended for discharge on surgeon's certificate to the divisi(Hi 
hospital, Manila, for examination and report by a board of medical 
officers at that hospital. Of the 31 discharged, 23 were for causes 
incurred in the line of duty and 8 not in line of duty. 

The constantly noneffective rate per 1,000 was 36.70, as against 
42.47 last year. That for regulars was 44.19 and for scouts 20.02. 
The average number on sick report daily was 622.20, of whom 517.02 
were regulars and 105.18 scouts. 

The sanitary conditions in the division have never been so satis- 
factory as at the present time. Typhoid fever has caused only one- 
sixth as many admissions as in the preceding year. Variola continues 
to be practically absent. There have been only about one-third as 
many cases of bacillary dysentery as in the previous fiscal year. 
Dengue has been reduced over one-third this year ; and the admissions 
for amoebiasis and malaria are markedly lessened. There are no 
epidemics at present prevailing in the division. 

Beriberi has become practically nonexistent among the native 
soldiers, causing only 5 admissions during the year, as compared with 
836 for 1909 and 189 for 1910. During the first five months of the 
calendar year 1911 there has been only 1 case of beriberi among the 
scouts in the division. The Filipino ration has been the same as that 
used in 1908 and 1909 except that undermilled (unpolished) rice has 
been used and the amount limited to 16 ounces. Therefore, it seems 
to be evident that the reduction in quantity and the use of under- 
milled rice are in themselves sufficient to prevent the occurrence of 
beriberi. In other words, the polished rice theory of beriberi pro- 
duction is fully sustained. 

This unprecedented favorable sanitary condition reflects most 
creditably on the zeal, energy, and efficiency of the members of the 
Medical Corps whom it has been my privilege to have serving under 
me. 

PAT DEPARTMENT. 

The chief paymaster of the division makes no special recommenda- 
tions pertaining to the pay department. His report, which is purely 
statistical, shows disbursements during the year of $7,812,893.49. 
Payments have, as a rule, been promptly made and comment upon tiie 
workings of the pay department appears unnecessary, 

ENGINEER DEPARTMENT. 

On June 30, 1911, there were 13 cheers of engineers and 2 com- 

Sanies on duty in the division. One of the companies (E) had been 
esignated for topographical work under the supervision of the 
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officer in charge of military mapping, and the other has been used on 
Corregidor in coast and land defense projects. The necessity for a 
third company of engineers is urgent in order that the large amount 
of work in progress may be pressed to completion. 

The transfer from the Philippines Division to the Engineer Sdiool 
at Washington Barracks of an engineer sergeant, of November last, 
appeared at the time a matter of small moment, but when the fact 
developed that this sergeant was the only surveying instrument re- 
pairer in the entire archipelago, the seriousness of the loss was made 
ap^rent to all users of such instruments. 

Work on the progressive military map of the Philippine Islands, 
directed by the Secretary of War in September, 1905, was, in March, 
1908, suspended in order to carry out an extremely important special 
survey of a portion of the island of Luzon. It is confidently believed 
that this special work will be completed by the end of June, 1912, if 
permitted to proceed without interruption. Work can then be re- 
sumed on the progressive military map. The return of Companies 
E and H, Engineers, to the United States in February, 1912, will, 
however, so seriously interrupt the progress of this survey that the 
division commander has felt impelled to ask that the topographic 
company to relieve E Company, oe sent on the October, 1911, trans- 
port (see mv cablegram of July 12). 

The chief engineer officer at these headquarters is also " officer in 
charge of defensive works." 

The fieldwork of the military survey of Luzon is about four-fifths 
done. During the year 1,900 miles of territory have been mapped. 
The topographic board reports that one more season of instrumental 
work will complete it. 

The property of the engineer department has been kept in good 
condition. The office is charged with the printing of all maps needed 
in the military service of the division. 

Th6 work under the other branch of this office, i. e., defensive works, 
is of a nature to render the publication of details inadvisable. 

ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT. 

The affairs of this department have been conducted by Maj. John 
W. Joyes, Ordnance Department, and his two assistants, in an en- 
tirely satisfactory and business-like manner. The addition of Plaza 
Moriones to the ordnance depot grounds removes a very objectionable 
division of the area assi^ed to this department. The omission of the 
depot wharf, on the Pasig River, from the military reservation causes 
no present difficulties, as it is still used under a revocable license ; but 
should the license be revoked, the necessity would arise of cutting a 
gateway through the wall in order to handle supplies expeditiously, 
and even then it would not be nearly so convenient as the route at 
present. 

SIGNAL CORPS. 

On June 30, 1911, the strength of the Signal Corps in the Philip- 
pine Islands was 5 officers and 155 enlisted men; the latter being 
organized into Companies F and L, the former being designated the 
field company and the latter the base line company. 

A portion of Company F was detailed to assist in the relief work 
following the eruption of Mount TaaL

An instance of the readiness of this company for field service fol- 
lowed the destructive eruption of the Mount Taal Volcano. On the 
day after the eruption, January 31, 1911, one wireless section and one 
wire section of this company were marched to the vicinity, a distance 
of some 60 miles. This most diflScult march was covered in two days. 
Wireless communication was established and all telegraphic business 
from the stricken district handled over an air-line distance of 32.5 
miles, notwithstanding intervening moimtains ranging from 800 to 
2,200 feet above the stations. The wire section established communi- 
cation to the west side of the volcano and maintained it for a period 
of 18 days. For this assistance the Signal Corps was highly com- 
mended by those benefited. 

CX>AST DEFENSE OFFICE. 

The reports of practice with heavy guns show a commendable state 
of proficiencv. 

Visits made during target practice and at other times show that 
War Department orders affecting Coast Artillery training are being 
carried out and that the Artillery garrisons of the two Artillery dis- 
tracts of the division (Manila Bay and Subig Bay) are in a high state 
of proficiency. 

Among the excellent records of target practice those recently ob- 
tained at Corregidor with large caliber guns by the Thirteenth Com- 
pany, Coast Artillery Corps (Capt. F. J. Miller, Coast Artillery 
Corps) ; the Eleventh Company, Coast Artillery Corps (Capt. L. E. 
Benn^t, Coast Artillery Corps) ; and the Eighteenth Company, Coast 
Artillery Corps (Capt. C. L. Fisher, Coast Artillery Corps), are 
worthy of note. 

The Thirteenth Company firing at night at a moving target over 
7,400 yards awaj^, made four hits out of six shots in three minutes, 
the fourth and fifth shots destroying the target and necessitating the 
substitution of a new one. 

The Eleventh Company firing in daytime at a moving target over 
8,000 yards away, made six hits out of six shots in less than four 
minutes. 

This same company when transferred to a mortar battery a few 
months later made 8 hits out of 10 shots in less than 10 minutes, the 
range being about 5,000 yards. 

The Eighteenth Company made five hits out of six shots in less 
than three and one-half minutes, the range being about 8,000 yards. 

While the resulte of target practice for the year 1910 have not been 

Eublished, it is believed that the records above quoted will equal the 
est target practice records made by the United States Army to date. 
Coast Artillery Memorandum No. 11, 1910, paragraph 53, states 
that umpires for target practice will be detailed in War Department 
orders, and the custom has been to detail the coast defense officer by 
name. It is recommended that authority te detail umpires in the 
Philippines Division be given the division commander. 

In case the coast defense officer is absent from his duties, either on 
leave or from sickness, and the duties of the officer acting in his place 
interfere with his acting as umpire, it is now necessary to cable to 
Washington for authority to detail a particular officer, who in turn 
may at times be prevented by the exigencies of the service from so 
acting. 
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The results of the recent firing at the old battleship San Marcos 
(formerly the Texas) ^ show the great dama^ done the hull below 
the water line by shots that fell short and did not ricochet. Our 
gunners should receive credit for shots which would so damage a 
hostile ship, and it is recommended that our targets be constructed 
so as to show underwater hits. 

CONSTRUCTING QUARTERMASTER, CORREGIDOR ISLAND. 

Monthly reports are furnished the War Department showing the 
details of the quartermaster's construction work in progress on Cor- 
regidor Island, so that repetition is unnecessary. 

Excepting certain operations which took place in the Department 
of Mindanao, fully covered in the annual report of the department 
commander, no militarv operations not mentioned herein have oc- 
curred since the date oi the last annual report from this division of 
sufficient importance to merit special mention herein. 

In pursuance of instructions received on my departure from Wash- 
ington and subsequently I have made every possible effort to place 
the division on a more economical basis of administration. Results 
of the measures taken have not yet sufficiently developed to be 
reported upon. 

As is the case everywhere, a shortage of officers for duty with 
troops has continued in this division and is the result of much dis- 
satisfaction. There can be no doubt that the interests of discipline 
and instruction both suffer from a lack of sufficient officers to super- 
vise them carefully. In pursuance of instructions received in letters 
dated October 8, 1910, and April 20, 1911, every line officer detached 
and referred to in those communications has now been relieved. 
Most of them were relieved immediately upon my assumption of 
command, the rest when officers from the United States became avail- 
able to relieve them. The dates of their relief are all shown in cor- 
respondence, reports, and orders sent to the War Department. No 
officers whatever are on duty as assistants to staff officers at depart- 
ment headquarters. Two of my aides and other staff officers have 
been detailed as assistants to division staff officers for certain 
purposes. 

One officer detailed in the quartermaster's department has been 
relieved but retained temporarily awaiting the expiration of his tour 
in the Philippines in the immediate future, when he will return to 
the United States. An order has been issued forbidding the detail 
of any line officer as assistant at department and division headquar- 
ters except by express authority, which will only be given when abso- 
lutely necessary. 

It is assumed that the department desires that the military survey 
of the island of Luzon be continued until concluded. 

This necessarily requires the detachment of a considerable number 
of line officers for whom this service is most excellent training in 
the line of their profession. I shall make such detachments as may 
be necessary to continue this work in pursuance of plans adopted by 
authority of the War Department prior to assumption of commana.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF LUZON. 



Headquarters Department of liUzoN, 

Mcmila^ June 30, 1911. 

Sir: I have the honor to make the following report of the affairs 
and administration of the Department of Luzon for the fiscal year 
ending to-day: 

The undersigned assumed conunand of the department on March 
6 of the current year, relieving CoL C. A. P. Hatfield, Thirteenth 
Cavalry, who had been in temporary command thereof. 

A resume of the reports of the various department staff officers 
giving the data, necessary for the use of the division commander in 
making his own report will be found below. 

ADJUTANT general. 

The present strength of his office is 1 officer, 6 civilian clerks, 13 
enlisted clerks, messengers, and orderlies. Under War Department 
instructions governing administration this will be reduced at once to 
1 officer, 5 civilian clerks, and 2 enlisted men. 

It is believed that the duration of service in the Philippines for 
all War Department clerks should be fixed and adhered to, and that 
upon the completion of such tour they should be returned to the 
United States for some time. 

chief quartermaster. 

The chief quartermaster of the department reports that with but 
few exceptions the supply of quartermaster stores has been satis- 
fsLctory, and makes recommendations in his report that it is believed 
will be of value to the department to which that officer belongs. 

While there has been general satisfaction as to the clothing and 
equipage supplied, there have been complaints as to the various 
patterns of shoes issued ; with the consequent difficulty of having an 
organization uniformly equipped; the same remark applying to the 
leggings. 

Helmets are reported as being troublesome to their wearers while 
drilling and to be heavy while wet. The undersigned, however, 
would prefer not to condemn the helmet until after the field exer- 
cises, in which it is planned to have as many as possible of the troops 
in the department participate during the coming year; being at 

211 
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present inclined to favor that article of wear on account of its com- 
fort during hot weather, as well as because of its neatness. 

The British, who in India and other tropical countries have had 
experience in campaiffning, with which our own in like regions can 
not compare, still stici to the helmet. If soldiers of that nation can 
drill and fight without knocking their helmets off, it is believed that 
our own should be able to do it. It is thought that one of the reasons 
for the neat and soldierly appearance of the men now serving in the 
Philippine Islands is the fact that they wear the helmet instead of 
the campaign hat. The average soldier takes advantage of the first 
opportunity to use his campaign hat as a pillow, and nothing will 
keep him from doing so. After the hat has been so misused a few 
times its shape is gone, and then the wearer, knowing that he looks 
disreputable, is not apt to take much pride in his personal appear- 
ance in general. 

Gauntlets are reported as being unsatisfactory owing to the seams 
ripping, this being due to age. 

The remark of the chief quartermaster to the effect that Hongkong 
or English khaki would be more satisfactory than that of American 
make is concurred in. 

The buildings at a number of posts in this department, being only 
of a temporary or semipermanent nature, are already showing the 
effects of weather, and the ravages of white ants, and many by this 
time would have been uninhabitable were it not for the money that 
has been expended in repairs. It would undoubtedly be economical 
in the long run if the construction of buildings of reenforced con- 
crete, which has begun at Fort William McKinley and Camp Stots- 
enburg should be liastened, although the immediate expenditure 
would be greater. 

Trouble continues to be had with the water supply at Camp 
Stotsenburg, Camp McGrath, and Camp Gregg. 

CHIEF SUBQEON. 

No reconmiendations are made by the chief surgeon, but his very 
complete data regarding the health of the command show that 
the constant daily noneffective was 286.65, or 36.08 per 1,000 of 
strength, as compared with 50.79 per 1,000 for the fiscal year 1910. 

The most prevalent diseases occurring among the troops, and num- 
ber of admissions of each were as follows :

There were 38 deaths; 29 Americans and 9 natives, making the 
death rate 4.78, as against 3.95 in 1910. 

With the exception of a few cases of measles and mumps there 
have been no epidemics in the department during the year. 

Four hundred and ninety-nine civilians were admitted to the vari- 
ous hospitals in the department, the most of them being Government 
employees. 
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JUDGE ADVOCATE. 

The data furnished by this department shows that there were 
217 trials by general courts-martial, 9 of which were of oflBcers, 2 
of whom were acquitted; 208 of enlisted men, 19 of whom were 
acquitted. 

Of inferior courts-martial — summary, garrison,, and regimental — 
there were 3,386 trials, of which 133 resulted in acquittals. 

I desire to strongly recommend, not only as a disciplinary and 
deterrent measure, but as a matter of plain justice to the Government, 
that officers and men who go on sick report as a consequence of their 
own misconduct, forfeit their pay for the time that they lose from 
duty. 

I arrived in the department late in the fiscal year, after the re- 
(juired inspections had nearly all been made by my predecessor, and 
intended, however, to inspect before the rainy season all of the 
Philippine Scout posts in the department, they being the most 
inaccessible, and some of them being so located that it would be 
impracticable to have their garrisons present at the proposed inspec- 
tion in the field to be held later. But in the meantime the scout 
posts on Luzon, with the exception of two, were denuded of prac- 
tically their entire garrisons to assist in the highly necessary work 
of the quarantine against rinderpest in the Province of Pangasinan, 
about 1,200 men being on that duty. As they were and sftill are 
scattered in small detachments over a large Province, it was imprac- 
ticable to inspect them. 

One scout post, Eegan Barracks, which at the time still had three 
companies, was inspected, the troops going through drills and field 
exercises. Their training seemed to leave nothing to be desired and 
the officers of the battalion were keenly interested in the proficiency 
of their respective commands. 

If the garrison of this post is a fair sample of the proficiency of 
the scouts, that body is much more of a military asset than is usu- 
ally supposed. 

It is believed that the best way to make the inspection of the 
American troops in the department, they being stationed at Fort 
WiUiam McKmley, Cuartel de Espana, Camp McGrath, Camp 
Eldridge, and Camp Stotsenburg, is to take them away from their 
posts entirely, have them march to the vast, uninhabited, rolling 

Srairie region that constitutes that portion of the Provinces of 
►ulacan and Nueva Ecija lying between the rice lands and the 
mountains, and then have field exercises with the entire force, which 
might also include such scout organizations as are within marching 
distance. 

Any inspection that could be made within the limits of the average 
military reservation would be perfunctory compared with what could 
be accomplished by this plan. To have carried out this project in 
the hot season would have been a piece of stupid folly, as it would 
have resulted in the breaking down of many men and animals; the 

frass would have been too dry for grazing, and the streams would 
ave been so low and many of the smaller ones dry, that the question 
of water would have been a serious one. To do it now would be to 
break up the courses of theoretical instruction already entered upon, 
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besides many of the streams in the region would be unfordable. With 
the approval of the division commander the project will l>e carried 
out during the coming January. At that time there will have been 
a sufficient period after the course of theoretical instruction for the 
troops to have had some training in outdoor work at their respective 
posts, the grass will be in fine condition for grazing, and the streams 
will have ample water, but still be fordable. 
I have no recommenaations to make on general subjects.

The Secretary of War inspected department headquarters August 
28, 1910. 

The typhoon of October 31-November 1, 1910, was one of the most 
disastrous that has visited this department; ahnost all the build- 
ings at Camp Hayt, Samar, were destroyed, those at Camp Downes, 
Leyte, were seriously damaged, while those at Tagabiran, Samar, 
Camps Bumpus and James, Leyte, and Warwick Barracks, Cebu, 
were more or less damaged. Considerable property was lost, dam- 
aged, and destroyed at Camp Hayt, Samar, and Camps Bimipus 
and Downes, Leyte. Camp Hayt and Tagabiran^ Samar, and Camp 
James, Leyte, were flooded, the river at Tagabiran, rising 25 feet 
above low water. At Camp James, Leyte, the troops assisted in 
rescuing the townspeople. A large cement tank and a windmill at 
Fort San Pedro, Panav, were damaged, the former seriously. 

All field officers in the department took the riding test prescribed 
in paragraph 3, General Orders, No. 148, War Department, July 30, 
1910, those at these headquarters, Fort San Pedro, Panay, and Camp 
Jossman, Guimaras, on the island of Panay^ December 12, 13, and 14; 
those at Warwick Barracks, Cebu, on the island of Cebu, December 
12, 13, and 14; and those at Camp Downes, Leyte, on the island of 
Leyte, December 19, 20, and 21. All stood the test satisfactorily. 

An athletic team of 25 men and a baseball team of the (Lifantry) 
regiments serving in the department participated in the department 
athletic meet and baseball tournament which was held at Camp Joss- 
man, Guimaras, December 15, 16, and 17. As a result of the above 
meet and tournament, the Ninth Infantry athletic team won from 
the Ninteenth Infantry team by a score of 73 points against 32 
points; the Ninth Infantry also secured first and second places for 
"best all-around athletes" and the Nineteenth Infantry third place. 
The Nineteenth Infantry won the baseball tournament by winning all 
three of the games played. 

In compliance with telegraphic instructions received from the War 
Department and headquarters Philippines Division, the oflSce of the 
chief commissary of the department was abolished January 19. 

In compliance with instructions from the War Department, all 
the organizations in the department (except the Ninth Battalion. 
Philippine Scouts, which left the department the early part of the 
month) were inspected in the field by the inspector general of the 
division and his assistants during the month, the Ninth and Nine- 
teenth Infantry over the country between Igdaropdop and "Camp 
Jossman, on the island of Guimaras, February 4 to 7, and the Fifth 
and Seventh Battalions, Philippine Scouts, over country between 
Carigara and Tacloban, on the island of Leyte, February 11 to 14. 

Pursuant to telegraphic instructions from headquarters Philippines 
Division, dated March 16, 1911, headquarters, Seventh Battalion, 
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Seventh, Ninth, and Tenth Companies, Philippine Scouts, were as- 
signed to quarantine duty (rinderpest) on the islands of Cebu, Ne- 
gros, and Siquijor, with headauarters at Dumaguete, Negros, under 
instructions from division heaaquarters ; they entered upon this duty 
on March 23 and 24. 



General Orders, No. 68, War Department, 1904, governing trans- 
fers to and from the Philippine Islands, states that clerks trans- 
ferred to the Philippine Islands will be allowed an increase of $200 
in annual compensation. Clerks transferred from the Philippine 
Islands will be reduced 20 per cent in compensation, pro video that 
those paid from the appropriation for clerks at military headquar- 
ters, whose compensation is graded by law, will receive a reduction 
approximating 20 per cent as nearly as the grades fixed by law will 
permit. This order prevents any clerk at $1,200 per annum in the 
United States who is transferred to the Philippine Islands at $1,400, 
and who while on duty in the Philippines is increased to $1,600, 
from receiving any benefits of his promotion on return to the United 
States, as the 20 per cent reduction would brinff his pay to $1,280 
ordinarily, but in the case of a headquarters clerk, where the grades 
are fixed by law, the reduction, approximating 20 per cent as nearly 
as the grades will permit, reduces his pay to $1,200. Instead of this 
method of giving additional pay to headquarters clerks on foreign 
service I recommend that their classification remain unchanged on 
transfer from or return to the United States and that their addi- 
tional pay be the same (20 per cent) as is authorized for enlisted 
men on foreign service and paid under the same conditions, promo- 
tion from one grade to another to be based only upon efficiency and 
length of service, and each headquarters clerk should be required to 
serve a period by roster, regardless of his wishes as to station. When 
a clerk in the Philippines has merited and received promotion it 
should not be necessary for him to voluntarily sacrifice classification 
and pay in order to return to the United States. Many clerks have 
already served in the Philippine Islands longer than their condition 
of health justifies. Those with families can not aflPord to return to 
the United States, because of the present system of reduction of their 
pay more than the amount which it was increased on their departure 
irom the United States. I recommend that When the next appro- 
priation bill for the support of the Army is framed, under the head 
of "Miscellaneous," following the clause " For additional 20 per cent 
increase to enlisted men on foreign service," the following clause be 
added : " For additional 20 per cent increase to headquarters clerks 
and messengers on foreign service * ♦ ♦ dollars." 

INSPECTOR GENEKAIi's DEPARTMENT. 

Because of the absence of any officer of the inspector generaPs de- 
partment from duty at these headquarters it has frequently been nec- 
essary in the past year to designate special inspectors under conditions 
which are not precisely warranted by paragraph 918, Army Regula- 
tions. If the visit to each post in the department of an officer oi the 
inspector general's department can be relied upon it will be practi- 
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cable to hold all unserviceable property as is not disposed of under 

Saragraph 728, Army Regulations, for such visit ana to decline the 
esignation of a special inspector except under the emergencies re- 
ferred to in paragraph 918, Army Regulations.

It is gratifying to invite your attention to the great reduction in tbe number 
of trials by courts-martial in the current year over that of last. In 1910, 909 
different men were tried by the summary court as against 450 men in the current 
year — ^a reduction of over 50 per cent. As was the case last year, cwtatn men 
were frequent transgressors and brought the number of cases tried by summary 
court up to 691 as against 1,288 last year — ^a reduction of nearly 5Q per cent. 
Eight men were tried by garrison courts-martial during the current year ks 
against 25 men last year — a reduction of over 75 per cent. There was also a 
reduction in the number of men tried by general courts-martial this year of 
about 45 per cent, the number of troops in the department being about the same 
as last year. 

" Vino " and alcohol continue to be the cause of over 90 per cent of the cases 
tried, and it is believed that the restoration of the canteen, as has been advo- 
cated time after time by the majority of officers who have interested them- 
selves in the subject, would materially reduce the number of trials throughout 
the service. 

I concur in the following: 

It is urgently recommended that the necessarj' action be taken to provide 
for the enforcement, through the civil courts of the Philippine Islands, of such 
of the penal laws of the United States as are applicable to the military service, 
and are not cov^ed by the acts of the Philippine Commission, notably among 
them b^ng section 45 of the act of Ck)ngress, approved March 4, 1909, over 
which no courts in the Philippine Islands have JurisdictlQn. 

quartermaster's department. 



The chief quartermaster reports: 



Every effort has been made to bring the purchase of the 10.1 hectares of 
land, site of the water supply at Camp Downes, Leyte, P. I., owned by the 
Ortiz heirs, represented by Mr. Leon Carrillo, to a close. As soon as deed is 
delivered, after the court of land registration grants title, the sale can be con- 
summated. If this is not accompished by July 1, 1911, condemnation proceed- 
ings wiU be instituted in compliance with instructions from headquarters 
Philippines Division. 

At Camp Connell the number of buildings is more than is required at present 
for the use of the garrison, but as the scouts now at Duipaguete are to be sent 
there at a later date, there will probably just be enough buildings to meet the 
demand. 

About $16,000 has been expended for rental of land and quarters in the de- 
partment, which is considerably less than the amount expended last fiscal year. 
Rentals at all posts have been paid up to date, with the exception of one claim 
in Iloilo, namely, raital for a piece of land used as a coal and wood yard, 
situated on the water front at Iloilo, from July 1 to September 80, 1910, at the 
rate of $25 per month, owing to owners refusing to sign leases for this fiscal 
year. The coal and wood was removed to Government property. 
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Report is made that the quality of coal supplied this fiscal year under con- 
tract (Japanese miike) is very unsatisfactory, and is complained of by all ice 
plant engineers. 

All clothing supplied this department during the fiscal year has be^i satis- 
factory, and has met all requirements. 

Water supply during this fiscal year has been generally good at all posts, 
with the exception of Gamp Jossman. Here well boring has been attempted 
with the contemplation of striking an artesian well, but this had to be aban- 
doned, although a shaft was sunk approximately 650 feet Within the last fiye 
weeks of the fiscal year digging of shallow wells has been continued, and water 
has been struck at depths varying from 19 to 25 feet. These wells are four in 
number, and it is expected that they will furnish the entire post with an ample 
supply of water. A strong pump and boiler has been moved close to these 
wells and the water will be pumped direct to the tanks and thence througb 
the system. 

I concur in the following: 

It is reconmieuded that an automobile truck be supplied Camp Jossman. 
The road from Bueuavista Landing to Camp Jossman is entirely up grade, being 
very steep in some places, and the distance approximately 4 miles. This trip 
is very hard on animals, especially as so many trips have to be made, and neces- 
sitates four-line teams. It will be much cheaper and more satisfactory, and is 
urgently recommended. 

It is recommended that a dock, estimated to cost about $6,000 United States 
currency, be built adjacent to Government property at Iloilo (site Fort San 
Pedro Hospital). This dock to be used as a landing place for Government ves- 
sels, lighters, etc. The present landing place, quite a distance up the Iloilo 
River, is very unsatisfactory, as the surveyor of the port orders United States 
Government launches to be moved whenever loaded commercial vessels wish to 
dock near present landing, stating that no place is assigned to the Government 
on the water front as a permanent landing. 

MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 

The chief surgeon reports: 

The health of the troops has been better than in previous years. The number 
of new cases is less and the number of men constantly sick also, showing more 
effective prevention and quicker cures. 

The most serious sanitary defect is the almost universal absence of screening 
of barracks and quarters against mosquitoes. It has been done successfully 
in temx)orary wooden structures and should be done in aU, particularly hos- 
pitals. Malaria has been responsible for 128 cases of illness and the death of 
an oflacer. Much of tliis infection is contracted outside of posts, several cases 
at the maneuvers of February, but there is no doubt that much of it could be 
prevented by screening. The greatest danger is the water, but it is guarded 
most effectively, and the reduction of dysentery is the result There have been 
53 cases of this disease and 1 death. 

The Damall filter is universally condemned as dangerous. Those on hand 
should be destroyed, as their sale would be contrary to public welfare. 

The supremacy of Camp Downes is due to its high location, distance from 
town, cool nights, and absence of mosquitoes, while Camp Jossman's bad record 
is mostly due to insufficient water, as it is an axiom of sanitation that health 
is utterly impossible unless water is so plentiful that it can be used profusely 
to the point of apparent waste ; that is, there must be no restrictions. 

Venereal disease still bulks large and always will. Our preventive means 
are sure to fail in part, for we can not upset natural habits of thousands of 
years by any means short of chaining men up when off duty. Indeed, the evils 
of continence, now undergoing scientific Investigation, may show that success 
in the crusade may be worse in its moral results than present conditions. Until 
then it is wise to Invite men to use the preventive measures, but not punish 
them for neglect We can not control them as in the Navy. All scout organi- 
zations report very little venereal disease, from the fact that so many of them 
are married. It will be noticed that the lowest and highest rates are in com- 
mands stationed In cities, so that city life is not necessarily bad. I am quite 
confident that soldiers are more healthy in this respect than men of similar 
ages in civil life of the same social status. 
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Alcoholism still causes some illness, but it is too small In per cent of all 
admissions to warrant the intemperate remarks usually made as to drunkenness 
Id soldiers. What we have could be greatly lessened by a restoration of beer 
to the canteen. 

The identification records have caused an enormous amount of work and cor- 
respondence, owing to inability to get skilled operators and proper material. 

The medical officers have shown a very commendable enthusiasm in their 
professional work and a devotion to duty which is largely the cause of the con- 
tinued improvement in health conditions. 

The Hospital Corps personnel has received the usual instruction, but ft is 
not possible to obtain privates of safflcieut intelligence to absorb such scientific 
matters; there is a question as to whether simplified special courses are not 
preferable, the pay being dependent upon special abilities developed. For in- 
stance, an excellent cook or an invaluable ambulance driver in the field may be 
too illiterate to be trusted with drugs, but are worth very good pay. 

The pay bill passed by Ck)Dgress two years ago did not make the same increase 
for the Hospital Corps as for other branches of the service, and in some in- 
stances actually reduced the pay. The result is deplorable, for we can not get 
the grade of men who can be trusted with such delicate work as nursing. The 
complaints are almost universal. Sick soldiers deserve the best care possible, 
and I strongly urge such increase of pay as will enable us to secure the most 
reliable men. 

The supplies are universally reported as promptly furnished and of good 
quality except the rubber goods, for the keeping of which there are no means 
known. Where drugs are injured by the climate, the bottles should be small, 
as the wastage is greater in the small stations from deterioration of the con- 
tents of large opened bottles. 

There is urgent need of a new hospital at Fort San Pedro, Iloilo, a permanent 
post, and recommendation has been made for $25,000. 

PAY DEPARTMENT. 

With one exception the troops of this department have been regu- 
larly paid monthly, usually not later than the 12th of each month. 
One company of scouts could not be paid December, 1910, as the sea 
at Camp James, Leyte, was too rough to permit the paymaster to 
land after reaching the port

The manual 1909 should be amended in some respect; recommen- 
dations of all organization commanders to such effect have been f or- 
worded. At the division rifle competition held at Fort McKinley, 
Kizal, in May, enlisted competitors from this department, equal to 
17 per cent of all competitors, won 28 per cent of team places and 
medals, one-third of all enlisted competitors from this department 
winning team places and medals. The highest regimental team 
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aggregate score of all regiments in the division was made *by the 
Ninth Infantry (1 officer, 12 men). 9,444. 

In the revolver competition of lour enlisted competitors trom this 
department, two won team places and medals. 

I concur in the following recommendation by the inspector small- 
arms practice: 

I renew the recommendation made in last year's r^)ovt tbat enliistM meti, 
Philipi^Bte Scouts, be not required to commence each season's pritctice With the 
marlcsmah's coarse, as such program allows too little ammunition for field 
firing. This can be accomplished by modification of Qeneml Orders, N^. %, 
War Department, 1908, so as to permit enlisted ttien, I^ilippine Scouts, to dratv 
additional pay for the same period and under the same condittons as any other 
soldiers. The amount of such additional pay should be half that iauthbri^tfd 
by para^^ph 1886, Army Regulations, 1910. This chaise requires no Ifeg- 
islatioQ. It would prevent enlisted men of Philippine Scouts winning addi- 
tional sharp^ooters' bars and expert riflemen's bars for requaliflcation duriiii; 
one enlistment 

INTELLIGENCE OFFICE. 

The intelligence officer reports: 

Owing to the withdrawal of the four mapping parties working on the fcdand 
of Panay this ofiice has been handicapped in completing this work, which is 
deemed important It is recommended that at least two parties be sent into 
the field in addition to the intelligence oflacer from Fort San Pedro, who is now 
working on the southwestern portion of this island, in order to complete the 
work already started by the parties that were withdrawn.

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REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OP MINDANAO. 



Headquarters Department op Mindanao, 

Zamhoanga^ P. /., June 30^ 1911. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report on military 
conditions in the Department of Mindanao for tiie year ending 
June 30, 1911. 

The department has been under my command during the entire period 
covered by this report, except from December 20, 1910, to January 5, 
1911, when it was commanded by Col. T. C. Woodbury, Third In- 
fantry ; from January 6 to January 17, 1911, when it was commanded 
by Col. Frank West, Second Cavalry ; and from June 11 to 29, 1911, 
when it was commanded by Col. Lea Febiger, Sixth Infantry. 

The following is the personnel of the present staff: 

First Lieut. W. O. Boswell, Twenty-first Infantry, aid-de-camp, on 
leave of absence in the United States. 

Second Lieut. Innis P. Swift, Twelfth Cavalry, aid-de-camp, intel- 
ligence officer, ordnance officer, inspector of small-arms practice. 

Maj. Henry H. Whitney, Adjutant General's Department, adjutant 
general. 

Maj. Gteorge W. Read, Inspector General's Department, assistant to 
the inspector general of the division. 

Maj. Ira L. Fredendall, Quartermaster's Department, chief quarter- 
master. 

Col. Charles Richard, Medical Corps, chief surgeon, commanding 
detachment of enlisted men. Hospital Corps. 

Maj. Robert S. Smith, Pay Department, chief paymaster. 

Capt. Robert C. Williams, Pay Department, paymaster. 

Capt. Fred C. Doyle. Pay Department, paymaster. 

Capt. Paul S. Bond, Corps of Engineers, chief engineer officer, 
provmcial engineer, Moro Province. 

The clerks m the adjutant general's office, consisting at present of 
6 civilians and 11 enlisted men, have performed their duties in a very 
satisfactory manner. With the exception of one messenger and one 
orderly, these enlisted men will be relieved this date. On account of 
the large number of isolated i)osts and the limited and irregular 
means of communication, a relatively large force is necessary to carry 
out effectively the orders of the War Department with reference 
to correspondence, records, and returns. The volume of work is 
rather in proportion to the number of posts than to the actual number 
of troops in the department. The number of stations in this de- 
partment is greater than in both the other departments of the division 
taken together, 
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The permanent force of civilian clerks should be especially trained, 
each in a particular line, to secure the largest measure of eflSciency 
and economy. It is recommended that seven clerks be authorized, 
as it is not believed that the business of the office can be conducted 
satisfactorily with a smaller number. 

Civilian clerks of the adjutant general's department receive rela- 
tively less compensation than any other class of clerks. This dis- 
crimination causes discontent, resignations, transfers, and constant 
change of personnel, all of which materially reduce efficiency. This 
difference m pay is especially felt in Zamboanga, where the cost of 
living is high and the clerk's salary does not ^o as far as it does in 
other places. It will always be difficult to retain the services of com- 
petent men for any length of time unless they are paid as much as 
they can receive elsewhere for the same class oi service. 

The duties th^t have fallen to the lot of the department staff 9^A 
to my personal staff have been zealously and ably performed. Official 
business in all departments has been transacted expeditioi^sjy J^nd 
harmoniously. A high standard of efficiency exists j^mong th^ troops 
through,out the department As a fighting force, this co^nmand wonjd 
acquit itself with credit on any field. 

Those officers wbo have held civil positions in the Moro Province 
have shown themselves to be well equipped for such duties, Puring 
the past year their services have made possible the great pro^?ess 
apparent pn every hand, in the uplift and civilization of both the 
Moro and pagan population. 

The regular troops occupy practically the same stations th^y OQCU- 
pied a year ago. The mere presence of troops h^s a very benefiqi^ 
an4 restraining influence upon the lawless elements. The troops 
have frequently been called into active service in pursuit of nuarayd- 
i^g bands or to suppress uprisings. Under all circumstances theirs 
is a record of duty well done. . ^ 

There are four battalions of Filipino scouts and two independent 
companies of Moro scouts in the department. They are distributed 
in the more remote stations. Their knowledge of local dialects en- 
ables them to exert a strong influence over wie various uncivilised 
peoples with whom they come in contact. They assist in bringins the 
wild tribes into closer touch with the Government. In view qf ^eir 
value in connection with this work the number of scouts in this de- 
partment should not be reduced and their stations should, b^ n^de 
more or less permanent. 

INSPECTOR general's DEPARTM^SNT. 

Attention is again invited to my recommendation of last year that 
the condemnation of not more than 10 per cent of each class of prop- 
erty be permitted each year. Under ordinary circumstances this is 
a nberal allowance. With such a limit botn officers an4 enlisted 
meijL would give more attention to the care of Government property. 
The means 3iould be provided and organizations should be required 
to repair various articles of their equipment. 

Attention is invited to the following extracts from the report of 
the inspector general : 

Enllisted men ordered to United States for discharge should be transferred 
from their organizations one month before leaving the same and carried as " Unas- 
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ifjlfped to regiment'* until discharged. The vacancies caused by such transfers 
should be immediately filled by the assignment of recruits from a recruit deiKJt 
established in Manila. The recruits so assigned would then join as the trans- 
ferred men are leaving, and organiztaions would be kept constantly at al^out full 
n^rgngUft. 

Target prmsUce* — ^Tbe tlzoe required to complete the course is 014 ot all 
proportipn.to the time left for other instruction. This Is especially true of the 
Cavialry. The increased pay for the various qualifications should be abolished. 
The eoiirse in rifle firing should be revised and differentiated for the Infantry. 
OavaJry, and Philii^piiBO 8coats. As conducted at present, target inractiOB^ on 
account of its excessive requirements, is a menace to the general' efficiency of 
the Army. Moreover, it is an expanse not Justified by tlie b^eflt derived. 

Uniforms. — Dissatisfaction wiQi the khaki service uniform Issued by the 
Qaartesmaster's Department Is general. There is no prospect that this will 
decrease when the old-style material is exhausted. It is pos^le for an aUisted 
man, to Ijiavs a neat, weU-fitting, and perfectly uniform suit made of Hongkopg 
khaki for from $4 to $5. Such a suit is sai4 to laeit fully thre^ times as long 
as the one iissued by the Quartermaster's Department, besides looking infinitely 
hetto?. 

'5^ supply of helmets is Insuffici^t at inresent for the full str^igth. As this 
wil^ mako uniformity impossible, the wearing of the helm^ should be dis- 
continued. 

In equity there should be a readjustment of relative rank. Below the grade 
of brigadier general all officers of like grade in the Army should be given 
r#latlve rank according to the length of commissioned servica 

J17DQE advocate's DBTABTMSNT. 

The system of mHitary courts upon which the Army r^^ies for 
the maintenance of good order and military discipline is not satis- 
factory. A complete revision of the Articles of War is necessary to 
make them applicable to modern conditions of service. The general 
court, as now organized, is too cumbersome and unwieldy to be used 
except in the more important cases. It should be resorted to only 
in the most serious cases among enlisted men and for the trial of 
officers. The jurisdiction of minor courts should be extended accord- 
ingly. Much of the procedure of general courts-martial is tedious, 
heavy, and useless. A great deal oftime is wa^ed by these courts in 
discussion behind closed doors of trivial questions that could be 
settled in a moment by the president of the court if he were vested 
with tibe necessary authority. 

Younger ofioers are not well grounded in the elementary prin- 
ciples or common law, especially uie law of contracts and the law of 
evidence. The service of to-day demands of officers a fair knowledge 
of these two common law subjects. Familiarity with the law of con- 
tracts would enable the officer to more easily understand the prin- 
ciples governing the conduct of business in general, the importance of 
which has vasthr increased during recent years. Officers ignorant of 
the ordinary rules of evidence make very inferior judge advocates. 

It is generally believed that there are many instances where enlisted 
men have procured their discharge by purchase through false repre- 
sentation. A recent case of this kind arose in this department: When 
the fraud was discovered, the order of discharge was revoked, the 
(Hscharge certificate was canceled and jurisdiction over the accused 
was resumed. He was then tried under charges based upon his 
fraudulent action. The accused entered an objection to the jurisdic- 
tiion of the court on the ground that having been once discharged the 
discharge could not be revoked, and that he was at the time of his 
trial a civilian and not subject to military jurisdiction. This plea 
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very properly was not sustained by the court and the trial was con- 
ducted to its conclusion. The statute authorizing discharge by pur- 
diase provides a means by which worthy soldiers may be released 
from tne obligation of serving out their enlistment This release is 
a privilege granted by the Government to the soldier under certain 
conditions. When the Government is induced by misrepresentation 
to grant such dischar£;e the legal effect of the fraud is to vitiate the 
discharge. Under such circumstances the Government may nullify its 
action. 

The number of trials by courts-martial in this department shows a 
gratifying decrease. The number of convictions before general 
courts-martial during the year amounted to 1.2 per cent of the com- 
mand as compared with 1.7 j)er cent last year, while the number con- 
victed by inferior courts during the year amounted to 30 per cent of 
the command as compared with 37.6 per cent last year. The results 
indicate an improvement in the discipline of the command and show 
that minor onenses have been handled by company officers with 
greater discretion and that the simimary court has only been used as 
a last resort. The conclusion to be drawn is that officers are closer to 
their men and that control rests upon the officers' personality and in- 
fluence rather than upon the harsher disciplinary measures. These 
milder methods will receive every encouragement on the theory that 
true discipline results not from fear of punishment but from appeal 
to a man's pride and honor. Many a man now dishonorably dis- 
charged might have been saved to the service by the friendly advice 
and counsel of his company commander. 

SUBSISTENCE DEPARTMENT. 

A noticeable improvement has been made in the condition of post 
gardens at various posts in this department. There seems to be no 
reason why troops serving in the Philippines should not have for 
their use tne same vegetables that are grown in the States. 

The potato farm at old Camp Vicars has been abandoned. The 
general conditions of soil and climate necessary for the production 
of the class of potatoes required in the Army do not seem to prevail 
at Camp Vicars. It is possible that better results might be obtained 
in other localities about the lake, although the consensus of opinion 
seems to be that the rainfall is too great. 

The supply of subsistence stores direct from Manila to posts in 
this department seems to be entirely satisfactory. These headquar- 
ters have been relieved of all responsibility in the matter, and the 
arrangement is a step ^n the interest of good administration and 
economy. 

QUARTERMASTEB's DEPARTMENT. 

The plan under discussion before Congress to combine the Quarter- 
master's, Subsistence, and Pay Departments into one establishment, 
to be known as the Supply Department, meets with universal ap- 
proval in the Army. 

MILITARY POSTS. 

Attention is invited to my report of last year under this heading. 
Three large permanent posts should be located in the department- 
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one at Jolo, one near Lake Lanao, and one in the vicinity of Zam- 
boanga. Smaller posts will have to be maintained at Camp Overton 
and Malabang. These posts should be occupied by white troops and 
all other posts in the department by native troops. 

There is no station in this department quite as desirable as Camp 
Keithley, on the shore of Lake Lanao. The altitude is great enough 
to make the climate cool and bracing and the reservation is large 
enough for practical work. 

Malabang has no harbor and the anchorage is exposed to the full 
sweep of the monsoons during at least half the year. At Port Baras, 
however, about 6 miles west of Malabang, there is a good harbor that 
could be utilized. A narrow-gauge tramway should be constructed 
connecting Port Baras with the p^. 

HStherto the thoroughfare between Malabang and Lake Lanao has 
never been completed because of the great expense of constructing a 
road between Camp Vicars and the lake. In order to establish a 
thoroughfare of practicable grade it was found necessary to approach 
the lake at a point called Lumbatan, about 6 miles east of old Camp 
Vicars. As a consequence, old Camp Vicars has been abandoned and 
a new station has been located at Lumbatan. The new post will be 
called Camp Vicars. A new dock has been built there and an excel- 
lent road connects the landing with the Mataling Falls Koad about 8 
miles north of the falls. 

It is to be regretted that the Quartermaster's Department has not 
yet reached the determination to construct permanent posts of con- 
crete. We are still wasting money for the construction of temporary 
barracks and quarters of Oregon pine or of the medium hardwoods 
found in the archipelago. 

^ It is recommended mat a forest reservation containing hardwood 
timber be set aside in this department for military use. The best 
locations are being taken up and the price of timber is already, out of 
all proportion to the cost of production. To insure an economical 
supply of lumber in future the Army should have its own reservation 
and its own mills. 

UNIFORM AND CLOTHING. 

The khaki clothing furnished the soldier for tropical service is not 
adapted to the purposes for which it is intended. The American 
khaki is heavy, it shrinks badly, it does not hold its color, and it is 
nearly as warm as woolen clothing. This clothing gives a soldier the 
appearance of utmost discomfort. The regulations regarding this 
matter should be altered and the soldier should be allowed to pur- 
chase khaki clothing of English manufacture. In this connection it 
is again recommended that authority be given for the enlistment of 
company tailors, so that clothing might be made under supervision 
of regimental and company commanders. This plan existed for a 
number of years and was far more satisfactory than the present 
system. 

Attention is invited to the following extract from the report of the 
commanding officer. Third Infantry : 

Shoes and kliakl uniforms have not been satisfactory. Soldiers will not 
wear the khahi uniforms if they can avoid doing so, as Hongkong khahi, made 
up by the Chinese taUors found in the vicinity of every post, is more comfort- 
able^ better fit, and it would seem advisable to give enlisted men serving in the 
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Philippines a money allowance to permit tbem to have the khaki uniforms 
made under the supervision of the company commander, in place of issuing the 
present unsatisfactory article. The marching shoe is too heavy for daily wear 
in garrison ; the issue of the garrison tan shoe should be resumed. 

WATIfiB TBANSPOBTATION. 

The water transportation in this department has met all the re- 
quirements of ordinary and emerffency service. The launches are 
in a good state of repair. Of the five launches on Lake Lanao three 
haveo^n taken out of commission this year, thus effecting a saving 
of $10,000 annually. The number of stations in the department to 
be supplied and the frequent calls for troops for active service make 
the maintenance of adequate means of water transportation impera- 
tive. Under existing conditions the present number of vessels could 
not be reduced without detriment to the best interests of the service. 

PUBLIC ANIMALS AND LAND TBANSPOBTATION. 

The condition of public animals is fairly satisfactory, when tihe age 
of these animals and the demands made of them are taken into con- 
sideration. There exists, however, among quartermaster employees 
a lack of appreciation of the necessity of careful attention to the 
details of grooming, feeding, and shoeing public animals. Officers 
of that department in many cases have left the care of animals to 
civilians without discipline and without responsibility. Explicit in- 
structions have been given in this regard and frequent inspections 
will be made to see that they are enforced. 



Upon the recommendation of the department commander an allot- 
ment of $800 has been made by the quartermaster's department for 
the cultivation of guinea grass at Jolo. The results of the experi- 
ments so far have been gratifying. The grass ^ows luxuriantly 
and very favorable reports are received regarding its nutritive prop- 
erties. There is every indication that enough forage can be raised to 
eventually substitute it for forage shipped from the United States. 
This would reduce the cost of this class of forage to one-fourth or 
less of its present cost. 

Attention is invited to the following extracts from the report of 
the chief quartermaster : 

PuhUc animals (md transportation. — ^As a whole this class of transportation 
throughout the dei)artment, for post work, is satisfactory, the animals and 
vehicles being in good condition. Grazing is done when possible. However, 
many of the animals are old Cavalry stock turned in to the quartermaster's 
department for service. All animals are kept xmder shelter, and the absence of 
contagious or infectious disease shows that care has been exercised. 

The forage allowance is ample, but the oat hay forage is preferable to the 
so-called timothy hay received. 

The funds apportioned for the maintenance of this class of trai^sportation 
during the year has been sufficient in amount. 

Wharves. — Camp Overton: The wharf at this post has undergone exten- 
sive repairs during the year, but to date has not been completed, owing to 
Parang mill not being able to furnish the planking for decking. 

Ludlow Barracks. — ^This wharf is in good condition, having recently been 
enlarged and repaired. 

Water supply.— l^othing can be said on this subject which has not already 
been repeated from time to time by my predecessors, as the wat^ supply 
throughout the department is sufficient in quantity, and with the exception of 
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Pettit Barracks and Ludlow Barracks is excellent in quality. A well-boring ap- 
paratus for use in this department was promised last year, but none has been 
furnished. The 100,000-^Uon iron tank installed a few years ago at Pettit Bar- 
racks is now in operation and water is being supplied to all buildings in the 
post. 

Tliere has been constructed at Torrey Barracks a reservoir of 220,000 gallons 
capacity, but owing to lack of supplies and services no connection has beai made 
to distributing main. This system will be completed early in the next; fiacal 
year. 

The sum of $15,000 has been allotted for the installation of a water system 
at Camp Kelth^y. Wwk has commenced on excavation for reservoir and 
although this project can not be completed this fiscal year it will be entirely 
completed in the next. 

OvertonrKeithley Road, — ^This road, built and maintained entirely by the 
quartermaster's department, runs from Camp Overton, on the north coast, to 
Camp Keithley, on Lake Lanao, a distance of about 19 miles, and rises from 
sea level to an altitude of about 2,400 :feet. 

An apportionment of $20,000 has been expended in the fiscal year fk>r the up- 
keep of this road. The travel over this road is very heavy, it being necessary 
to transport over it all supplies for the regimental post at Camp Keithley and 
for all subposts in the lake country. 

l^e economy and general advantages of installing a modem system of trans- 
portation, either ^Bam or automobile, is evident, and has frequently been 
xeconuuended by previous chief quartermasters. 

HEDICAL DEPABTMENT. 

YENEBSAL DISEASES. 

At posts where medical officers have made an attempt to eradicate 
venereal disease, and have been supported by their commanding 
officers, the results have been entirely satifactory. During the year 
ending June 30, 1910, the number of admissions of white troops to 
hospitals on account of venereal disease amounted to 39 per cent of 
the total number of admissions. This year the number has been 
reduced to 16.3 per cent, a reduction of more than half. 

Venereal diseases are the most difficult the medical department has 
to contend with. A command can only be kept clean by the most 
stringent regulations. A rigid supervision of enlisted men in this 
regard by post commanders and medical officers will go far toward 
the elimination of the disease. The cooperation of the civil authori- 
ties in this department is assured. 

The following extracts are taken from the report of the chief 
surgeon of the department: 

Typhoid fever. — The outbreak of this disease that occurred last year at 
Ludlow Barracks was stamped out, and but three cases occurred in the entire 
department, and all these among native troops, at three widely separated 
slationsr— Oamp Overton, Cotabato, and Makar. * * * The beneficial result 
of antityphoid vaccinations is now well established, and there is no reason 
why this process sfcould not be made compulsory, as it is absolutely without 
danger to the recipient. 

Smallpox, — Smallpox occurred at two different stations — two cases at Cotabato 
and one at Camp Keithley. Our troops are so well protected by vaccination 
that a serious outbreak of this disease amoixg them is not liable to occur. 

Prvvatea sanitary. — But few of this class of soldiers have proven satisfactory. 
Their ignorance of our language and the consequent difficulty of acquiring 
instruction, aBid their inability to grasp the underlying principles of the tech- 
nical knowledge that a sanitary soldier should possess, prev^its their becoming 
eflSci^Okt in the performance of Hospital Corps duties. Frequently the sanitary 
private is simply a scout soldier equipped with a Hospital Corps pouch and 
knife, and is not on duty at the hospital. It is my opinion that this organiza- 
tion as now constituted can be done away with without detriment to the service. 
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PAY DEPARTMENT. 

There are three officers of the Pay Department on duty in Min- 
danao with station at Zamboanga. During the past year these officers 
have been absent from their stations in the course of duty an average 
of 11 days each per montli. It would appear from this showing that 
the payment of troops could be accomplished by two officers. To 
effect a saving in mileage one of these officers should be stationed at 
Camp Keithley instead of Zamboanga. From that point all posts 
from Camp Overton to Cotabato could be economically reached. 

ENGINEER DEPARTMENT. 

The work of the engineer department during the year includes 
the resurvey of the boundaries of the more important reservations 
within the aepartment; the location and construction of a new road 
joining the new site of Camp Vicars at Lumbatan at Lake Lanao 
with the old Mataling Falls- Vicars Road ; investigations as to possi- 
ble routes for a railroad from Camp Overton to Camp Keithley ; and 
a survey for the improvement of the wagon road between these points. 

The original location of the Overton-Keithley Road was faulty. 
The grades are too stiff, reaching in many places as high as 15 per 
cent. A road with such grades can never be made an economical 
thoroughfare. It is useless to continue the expenditure of large 
amounts for metalling this road until these gradients are reduced. 
The resurvey shows that by rebuilding between 5 and 6 miles of road 
all grades over 6 per cent can be eliminated. The road will then be 
available for motor trucks and the heavy expense of supplying troops 
at Lake Lanao can be greatly cut down. A new road up the Keith- 
ley bluff has been located, with a maximum grade of 4J ]^er cent, re- 
placing the old road, which at several points has grades in excess of 
12 per cent. The trading of this section has been completed. The 
reconstruction of the road will be pushed as rapidly as funds will 
permit. The work will be under charge of the Engineer officer on 
duty in this department. Attention is invited to recommendation in 
my last annual report regarding the construction of a railroad from 
Camp Overton to Camp Keithley. This road can be made to pay for 
itself in two years in the reduction of cost of transportation between 
these two points. 

The following is quoted from the report of the chief engineer 
officer of the department : 

All military buildings in this department, except those inherited from the 
Spaniards, are of temporary construction. This is perhaps necessary in the case 
of many temporary stations, but the practice should certainly be discontinued 
at the so-called permanent posts. The Philippines Divisidli imports annually 
some 7,000,000 feet board measure of perishable lumber, of which about 700,000 
ts consumed in this department, all of the buildings being of this material, 
sometimes in conjunction with native hard or soft woods. If this practice were 
discontinued a considerable saving in the transport service might be effected, 
although I do not overlook the fact that a large and eflftcient transport service 
should be maintained on a war footing. By the time a temporary building of 
this material has been erected and kept in repair for 10 years its cost will 
exceed that of a concrete building, and it is still temporary and still needs 
repairs. Therefore if we contemplate using a building for 10 years or more it 
would be economy to build it of concrete. 

The coal supply for water transportation is likewise conducted in an ineffi- 
cient manner, there being no facUijties whatever for the economical handling of 
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coal. The Army and Navy together consume sufficient coal to Justify the estab- 
lishment of an up-to-date eoal-handling plant, which should be placed as near 
to Zamboanga as possible, preferably in the Rio Hondo; certainly not farther 
away than Caldera Bay. 

Assuming that the present garrison at Camp Keithley Is to be maintained, 
steps should certainly be taken with view to reducing the cost of supplying 
this post. Of course the only proper solution of this problem Is a railroad to 
Lake Lanao from the coast, upon the construction of which Camp Keithley 
could be made a recuperation station for all white troops in the islands. 

SMAliL-ARMS PBACTICE. 

Too much time is devoted to target practice in comparison with 
other classes of training. The importance of being able to shoot 
well is fully recognized; but under conditions of service in the 
Philippine Islands, the prescribed course consumes most of that 
jyeriod of the year available for practical instruction. The precau- 
tions necessary to insure honest scores usually recjuire the presence 
on the target range of all company officers, leaving no officers for 
duty even with those companies not actually firing. 

The increased pay for expert riflemen, sharpshooters, and marks- 
men has not served to appreciably increase the efficiency in rifle fir- 
ing. It is recommended that extra pay be discontinued. Rifle shoot- 
ing is a sporting proposition and should be encouraged from that 
standpoint. More emulation can be aroused by exciting the sporting 
blood of the soldier than by offering him money. 

The following is from a report of the commanding officer, Twenty- 
first Infantry, Col. George S. Young: 

I believe it would be an advantage to have the target season extend through- 
out the year, with authority for the post commander to order an organization 
on the range for range firing at any time he deemed it necessary. 

The ccMnmanding officer of the Sixth Infantry, Col. Lea Febiger, 
reports regarding target practice: 

Results very good, but at the expense of all other training during season. 
This training will cover five months this year and an additional extension 
win probably have to be asked for. ♦ * ♦ i have never considered that 
the increased expertness was worth the money. The increased efficiency over 
the old proportion is infinitesimal. ♦ ♦ ♦ The present system I consider 
the best we have ever had, as far as teaching a man to shoot goes, but spoiled' 
to a great extent by the financial side and the amount of time and labor thus 
involved, robbing other equally important training and interfering, If not vitiat- 
ing, detailed instructions for other classes of work. 

SUMMARY OP EXPEDITIONS AND ENGAGEMENTS. 

On July 18, 1910, Maj. E. R. Heiberg, Philippine Scouts, with a 
detachment of the Thirty- fourth Company, Philippine Scouts, under 
Capt. S. M. Neisser, pursued Moro outlaws in Buldung Mountains. 

On October 16, 1910, a detachment of Company D, Sixth Infantry, 
returning from outpost duty on Tiradores Hill, near Momungan. 
was ambushed by a body of armed Moros. Two Moros were killed^ 
and one soldier of the detachment wounded. 

In October there occurred an uprising among the Manobos and 
other wild tribes in the Sarangani Peninsula, district of Davao, an 
account of which is given later m this report. 

On October 27, 1910, the First Company, Philippine Scouts, under 
Capt, F. Nickerson, left Torrey Barracks for field service in the 
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district of Davao: arrived October 29. The company operated ih 
the district until January 8, 1911. 

On October 27, 1910, the Thirteenth Company, Philippine Scouts, 
under Capt Harry McElderry, left Ootabato for field service in the 
district or Davao. Arrived at Makar, Mindanao, October 28, 1910. 
The company operated in the field until relieved, January 6, 1911. 

On October 28, 1910, a detachment of the Thirty-seventh Com- 
pany. Philippine Scouts, under command of First Lieut George C. 
Charlton^ leit Davao for field service southwest of Kalian, Saran- 
gani Penmsula, and remained in the field until November 12. 

On October 30, 1910, Companies I and M, Third Infantry, under 
Capts. F. B. Watson and Allen Smith, jr., respectively, lert Pettit 
Barracks, Mindanao, for field service in the district of i)avaO, Min- 
danao, returning January 24, 1911. 

On November 1, 1910, First Lieut. William Anshelm and ^ un- 
listed men of the First Company, Philippine Scouts, began operations 
against hostile natives near Kalian. One Bemington and fflnall quan- 
tities of powder, bullets, and provisions were captured. 

On November 1, 1910, a detachment of the Forty-ninth Company, 
commanded by First Lieut. J. C. Gunn, Philippine Scouts, took the 
field near Culaman, returning November 24, 1910. 

On November 8, 1910, a detachment of the Sixteenth Cotiipany, 
Philippine Scouts, Capt. H. B. King, commanding, patrolled Makar- 
Malalaff Trail, returning November 12, 1910. 

On November 21, 1910, Capt. J. M. Burroughs, with Troop E, Sec- 
ond Cavalry, accompanied by First Lieut. William O. Beed, district 
?)vemor4 district or Sulu, proceeded frc«n Au^r Barracks to the 
otatol Biver, capturing Moro outlaw Tamining and seven f6l- 
lowers. 

On December 19, 1910, the Eighteenth Companv, Philippine Scouts, 
under First Lieut. Julius Lindenstruth, left Daul for field op^ratro^, 
remaining in the field until February 21, 1911. 

On December 16, 1910, Troop B, Second Cavalnr, under Capt 
C. E. Hawkins, left Augur Barracks, Jolo, for field, service in mt 
Davao district, returning February 11, 1911. 

On January 6, 1911, me Forty-sixth Company, Philippine Scouts, 
Capt. Bandal Kernan, commanding, left Makar to operate against 
hostile Tagacoalas, returning January 20. 

On April 6 Capt. Cromwell Stacey, Twenty-first Infantry, with a 
detachment of 20 men of the Forty-seventh Company, Philippine 
Scouts, moved into the Buldung country against hostile Moros, re- 
turning April 7. 

On April 11, 1911, a detachment from the Third liifantry, accom- 
panying the burial corps, was attacked by Moros on the Subuan 
Kiver. The Moros were repulsed, losing 1 killed and 1 wounded. 
The detachment captured one Bemington rifle and several rounds of 
ammunition. 

On May 15, 1911, Company A, Sixth Infantry, and 50 men of the 
Eighteenth Company, Pnilippine Scouts, under command of Capt. 
S. J. B. Schindel, Sixth Infantry, left Camp Keithley to operate 
against hostile Moros west of Lake Lanao, returning June 14, 1911. 

On May 17, 1911, Capt. W. H. Oury, Third Infanfary, commanding 
a detachment of 41 enlisted men. First Battalion, Tlurd Infantry,

left Torrey Barracks to operate against Moro outlaw Mamintun and 
hostile followers, returning May 31. 

On May 22, 1911, Second Lieut. Louis A. Kunzig, Third Infantry, 
with a detachment of 14 enlisted men. Third Infantry, left Torrey 
Baracks to communicate with Capt. Oury's column; encountered 
hostile Moros^ killing one of their number. 

VAOAK TTPRISIKG. 

Last autumn a disturbance arose in the district of Davao that 
finally involved all the wild tribes in the Sarangani Peninsula. 
The trouble followed the annual harvest feasts. The rice and camote 
crops throughout that section were exceptionally large and the feasts 
were more generally observed and more exciting than usual. It is 
customary at such times to laud those individuals of the greatest 
prowess and the measure of praise is determined by the number of 
enemies they have killed. The women bestow their favors upon the 
men who, by this standard, are tire bravest. As a result, at harvest 
time each year hostility toward those against whom there is a griev- 
ance is likely to assume an active phase. 

L^st year the lawless element grouped themselves together for war- 
like purposes into bands of from 50 to 100 or more, l^veral murders 
were committed by them in cold blood, including one American 
planter and several Filipinos. The leaders of these bands boasted 
of their sujwriority over white troops and fearlessly proclaimed their 
murderous designs. 

Sarangani Peninsula lies between the Gulf of Davao on the east 
and Sarangani Bay on the west. The Manobos inhabit the lower 
line of hills thatparallel the gulf coast and extend inland from 5 to 
20 miles. The Tagacoalas generally occupy the coast line and are 
scatt^lred here and there in the interior. The Bilanes are more to the 
westerh side of the peninsula, while the Sanghils occupy the extreme 
southetn end. 

The country is rue^d and mountainous, and is probably the most 
difficult in the Philippine Islands. The hills and mountains are 
densdy wooded, while the trails, such as there are, exist in the bottoms 
of streams, llie wild inhabitants of such a country naturally felt 
secure against any effort to reach them, especially as hitherto no 
seriotis attempt to penetrate the country had oeen made. 

In October the civil authorities called for troops to handle the 
situation. The First and Thirteenth Companies, Pnilippine Scouts, 
were immediately ordered to the scene of aisturbance, followed later 
by Companies I and M, Third Infantry, and Troop B, Second 
Chivalry. Maj. E. K. Heiberg, Philippine Scouts, was jjlaced in com- 
mand. Columns were sent in pursuit of hostile bands simultaneously 
from several poiiits on both coasts. Bases were established later 
in the interior, from which the entire section was thoroughly covered. 
Operations against hostile bands were vigorously earned out until 
most of the individuals accused of crime were either killed c^ cap- 
tured and bands entirely broken up. At the conclusion of activity 
native scouts were distributed throughout the peninsula to remain 
until the complete restoration of peaceful conditions^ 
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HELD BXERCISBS. 

Field exercises have been held for regular troops and available 
scouts throughout the department as follows: 

The department meet was held at Zamboanga from February 7 to 
14, 1911, at the same time as the Moro Province fair. The athletic 
features of the meet were held on the fair grounds and proved to be 
a source of very great attraction and interest to the 20,000 Moros and 
pagans who attended the fair. On the other hand, the troops were 
brought in close touch with the wild people, and were enabled to learn 
something of their manners and customa 

At Zamboanga, between February 7 and 14, 1911, for troops sta- 
tioned at that po§t and troops on duty or in connection with the 
militant meet 

At Jolo, April 21 and 27, 1911, for troops stationed at Augur 
Barracks. 

At Camp Keithley and vicinity. May 20 to 26, 1911, for the garri- 
sons of Camp Keithley and subp9fets about Lake Lanao and Camp 
Overton, including subposts of Pantar and Momungan. 

At Parang, June 4 to 7, 1911, for the garrisons at that post, to- 
gether with the battalion irom Malabang and available scouts from 
Cotabato. 

These exercises were all held under the inmiediate direction of the 
department conmiander, who was present during the exercises, with 
the exception of the exercises at Parang. This class of training 
should come as a culmination of the year's progressive instruction. ^ 

> 

BEGRUITMBNT. 

Under existing regulations recruits are now sent to re^ments in 
driblets. It would be better if each regiment could receive its annual 
allotment of recruits on a particular date. Upon arrival at the regi- 
ment recruits are now placed in squads for elementary instruction. 
When fairly started, another small lot of recruits joins and is put 
into the squad. This is continued throughout the year in a sort of 
endless chain, and recruit instruction never ends. The instructor and 
the instructed lose interest, and the very groundwork of the soldier's 
training is frequently slighted. At no time during the year are all 
men of the company well instructed. Under the proposed plan the 
annual recruit contmgent would arrive at one time and recruit in- 
struction would be taken up at once and be limited to a particular 
period of the year. Other classes of instruction would take place 
successively and the whole re^ment would be brought under a pro- 
gressive scheme of training. This system would make it possible to 
satisfactorily complete the prescribed annual course of training each 
year, and would give both officers and men a definite object to strive 
for. The plan ateve suggested is followed at West Point. An entire 
class joins on the same date, and recruit instruction is carried on for 
the whole class. The well-known excellent results could be obtained 
in any regiment. 

The system of furnishing recruits, when applied to regiments 
serving m the Philippines, is for other reasons entirely unsatisfac- 
tory. A soldier to be discharged is required to leave for the States 
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three months before the ex|>iration of his enlistment, and the recruit 
to replace him does not join until three months after that. The 
average number of men present is thus ^eatly reduced, and of these 
a large proportion are untrained recruits. Kegiments in the Phil- 
ippines should be kept at a war footing and should contain only 
well-trained and seasoned soldiers. Enlistments in regiments on 
insular service should be made to cover the period of such service, and 
discharges from such regiments should be granted only on condition 
of reenlistment on the spot. 

BESERVE. 

The question of keeping in touch with 'men who have had Army 
training is one that deserves more than casual attention. Trained 
soldiers are now discharged from the service, return to civil walks 
of life, and are entirely lost to the Army. Instead of providing for 
future service of these trained men in time of war we fill up the 
ranks with raw material and greatlj^ reduce the efficiency of the Army 
at a time when it is needed for serious business. It ought not to be 
a difficult matter, by the payment of a small annuity, to induce the 
best of those men who leave the ranks to enroll their names with the 
company for possible service in time of war* 

INFANTRY INCREASE. 

A sufficient number of regular regiments of Infantry should be 
maintained in time of peace to form a substantial basis for the 
organization of divisions and field armies in the first line when war 
comes. For this purpose a minimum increase of Infantry would be 
24 regiments, as recommended in my report for the year ending 
June 30, 1910. Under no circumstances should the enlisted strength 
of a regiment be decreased to less than 1,000 men in time of peace. 
In time of war trained men should be available to increase this 
strength to 2^400 or even 3,000 if necessary. Attention is invited to 
recommendations on this subject contained in my last annual report. 

INFANTRY TRAINING. 

Not enough attention is ^ven to the general training of the in- 
dividual soldier. The recruit should receive thorough instruction in 
extended order before he is turned into his company for duty. This 
class of training should be under the personal supervision of an 
officer. Next in importance comes field practice by organization. 
Immediate direction to this work should be given by the regimental 
commander. During field practice especial effort should be made to 
develop the maximum marching capacity of troops. To secure the 
best general results in training an army, regimental commanders 
should be given greater initiative. 

The commandmg officer. Sixth Infantry (Col. Xiea Febiger), re- 
marks : 

If organizations could be kept np even near the normal, military eflaciency 
conld be increased immeasurably. ♦ ♦ ♦ I have seen in the past year all 
12 companies of this regiment commanded by lieutentnits, and at a recent 
regimental review 2 battalions were commanded by lieutenants. EflBciency 
can not be maintained under such auspices. 
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Training. — ^Unsatlsfiictory on the whole, due yrinclpally to skeleton organisa- 
tions, making guard and fatigue duties out of all proportion ; detached servioe, 
escort duty, etc, leaying no men for instruction. There is such a multiplicity 
of subjects enjoined in orders as to make it practically impossible to comply, 
and they oyerlap and interfere with each other, and no one subject is ever 
properly completed. Such instructions are based, on assumed normal conditiooB, 
while at this post at least the abnormal is the rule, making the required reporti 
as to results accomplished a series of apologies and explanations. 

Field, — But little theoretical, but much actual, field service, after all, is ths 
best training. 

The commanding officer, Twenty-firat Infantry (Col. George S. 
Young) , remarks : 

The War Departm^it and department orders on the subject of field training 
are ample in scope, but it is found very difficult to carry them out, in conse- 
quence of the reduced strength of the organizations. 

In garrison the conmianding officer should be given more latitude as to the 
time and details of the instruction of his command, and he should be held 
responsible to his department commander for the instruction and discipline of 
his command. 

CAVALRY REORGANIZATION AND TRAINING. 

Each arm of the service should have an organization suited to its 
purpose without respect to other arms. There has never been a good 
reason for assimilating the organization of Cavalry to that of In- 
fantrjr. The Cavalry regiment of 12 troops is large and unwieldy. 
A regiment of this size would rarely serve as a unit. For this res^n 
alone the Cavalry regiment ought to be smaller. A logical organiza- 
tion for the regiment would be 2 squadrons of 3 troops each, 
with a depot troop and machine-gun half troop. This would in- 
crease the mobility of both the regiment and squadron, and regi- 
mental administration would be simplified. Inviting attention to 
my last annual report on this subject, it is again strongly recom- 
mended tiiat the Cavalry be reorganized on this basis. It would be 
wise to keep the Cavalry up to a war footing. 

The standard of efficiency in the Cavalry is not as hi^ as it should 
be. The system of training Cavalry in individual horsemandiip is 
illogical and does not serve to prepare either men or horses to stand 
the nardships of active service. The principles of training, bitting, 
and saddling, now taught at the Mounted Service School at Fort 
Eiley. should be prescribed for the entire Cavalry service. To carry 
out tnis change, a larger number of officers should be sent to the 
school, and a course of instruction covering one year should be pro- 
vided for selected noncommissioned officers. 

As a measure of economy, it is believed that suitable Cavalry 
mounts for regiments serving in the Philippines could be purchased 
in Australia. Many of the horses purchased there in 1908 have 
turned out well, although the price paid at that time was relatively 
low. It is recommends that this source of supply be further in- 
vestigated. 

FIELD ARTILLERY INCREASE. 

The proportion of Field Artillery to available foot troops is far 
below wie recognized requirements. To provide Artillery for the 
mobile Army, contemplated bv the increase of the other two arms 
above reconmiended, the Field Artillery should be at least doubled 
in strength. A greater length of time is necessary to train Field 
Artillery than to train either of the other branches, and it would be 
too late to provide efficient Artillery after war begins. 
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LOCALIZATION OF KB0IMBNT8. 

Attention is invited to the remarks in my last annual report to the 
effect that eadi regiment should have a fixed district or locality from 
which to draw its recruits. It is believed that in the course of time 
the people of such a district would become interested in the regi- 
ment, would probably give it a local name, and would no doubt 
provide the full quota of recruits annually. The esprit de corps of 
such a regiment would be increased by local pride, and desertion 
would be decreased. This arrangement would imply the retention 
of officers continuously with the same regiment. 

PHILIPPINE SCOUTS. 

The Philippine Scouts in this department have been called upon 
to perform special service in connection with wild tribes. Several 
scout officers are detailed for duty with the civil government, and 
the work of some of them is of a very high class and deserves especial 
notice. In the instructions issued the scouts for practical fieldwork 
they are enjoined, as far as jjracticable, to assist the civil authorities 
in the Moro Province. This idea is embodied in the following 
instructions: 

At regular intervale of not less than three months, if practicable, detach- 
m^its will be sent to the principal localities, including rancherias and Tillages 
of influential wild men, to remain for short periods ♦ * *. During their 
stay at such places, and, in fact, at all times, both officers and enlisted men 
should use every endeavor to create and maintain friendly relations with the 
inhabitants, especially the Moros and wild people, to the end that the latter 
may be brought under governmental influence and control. Officers and non- 
commissioned officers in command of detachments will inspect and report upon 
needed improvemaits of estabUshed roads and trails and will recommend the 
construction of such new trails or roads as conditions may seem to warrant, with 
the view not only of connecting coast towns or barrios, and these with adjacent 
interior towns, but also with the object of opening up avenues of communica- 
tion leading into territory inhabited by wild tribes. 

As mentioned in my last report, the pay of scout officers is too high 
in proportion to their ability, preparation, and experience. Scout 
officers should receive the pay of their grade only, with no increase 
for foreign service, and longevity pay should be allowed them for 
service as commissioned officers only. In other words, scout officers 
should not constitute an especially favored class. 

There is some inclination among scouts to consider themselves on 
the same footing as white troops, with a consequent disinclination 
to perform duty away from well-equipped and centrally located 
garrisons. This spirit among officers is felt among the enlisted men 
as well and is detrimental to efficient field service. The tendency is 
foreign to the original purpose of their organization. To fulfill this 

Surpose, scouts should be capable of performing not only military 
uty, but should be available at any time to assist m civil work. 
Attention is invited to the following extract from the report of 
Maj. E. R. Heiberg, Philippine Scouts, commanding Eleventh Bat- 
talion: 

At the expense of repetition, I dtsire to emphasize the fact that the material 
available for the Philippine Scouts constitutes a military asset which should 
be taken advantage of to the fullest. These troops are better fitted in every 
way for service under existins and prospective conditions in the islands than 
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are our regular aoldiov. Omaideriiig in conjunction with the above their low 
cost of maintenance, I believe it poor policy not to keep them up to the author- 
ized maximum atr^igth of 12,000, reducing the garrisons of American troops 
correspondingly. 

I believe the time is propitious for the organisation of a squadron of Philip- 
pine Oavalry, mounted on hardy native ponies which require none of tlie 
expensive hay and grain of the American horse. Such troops would be very 
useful in various portions of the islands. I have especially in mind Gamp 
Overton and Malabang, where the regular Cavalry could be advantageously 
relieved of all trail duty between these points and the Lanao country. 

An officer with large experience in scout service remarks: 

Under the present laws the Philippine Scout officer is about the most favored 
official in our Military Establishment * * * Take for consideration tlie 
theoretical case of a soldier who enlists with his parents* consent at the age of 
18 and proceeds with his regiment to the Philippines. At the end of two years 
he is eligible for and accepts an appointment as second lieutenant of Philippine 
Scouts. At the age of 83 he will have passed through the three grades of a 
company officer. He may then resign his appointment, enlist in the service, 
and retire as a first sergeant or post noncommissioned staff officer with a 
monthly i>ay and allowance of $67.50. The legal age of inability to perform 
active military service is 64, but this scout officer has the option of leaving the 
active service as a young man after he has been thoroughly trained. The Gov- 
ernment not only loses his efficient services, but, assuming that he will live to 
be 64 years old, it expends $25,110 on him gratuitously during the 31 years that 
he is engaged in business for himself. The United States is paying a large sum 
of money for an inferior grade of officers, whereas by the same expenditure it 
could replace them by better educated and better trained commissioned officers. 

POST EXCHANGE. 

The post exchange ought to be authorized to serve beer and light 
wines. CJonducted under proper regulation and under official super- 
vision this feature formerly served as a means of fumi^ing soldiers 
with a dub of their own and saved many from the grogshop and 
the brothel. The reestablishment of that part of the exchange would 
go far to reduce desertion, venereal disease, and alcoholism among 
our troops. 

Attention is invited to appendices showing the commissioned per- 
sonnel present and absent, tiie strength of various garrisons in the 
department, and the changes in stations of troops that have occurred 
during the year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE UNITED STATES 
MILITARY ACADEMY. 



Headquabtbrs United States Military Academy, 

West Point, N. Z., September 1, 1911. 

Sir : As directed by the President in paragraph 6, Special Orders, 
No. 65, War Department, March 19, 1910, the undersigned assumed 
the duties of superintendent of the United States Military Academy 
and conmiand of the post of West Point, N. Y., on August 31, 1910, 
relieving therefrom Maj. Hugh L. Scott, 14th Cavalry. 

Within a month after assuming command, on Saturday, Septem- 
ber 24, 1910, the Corps of Cadets, while at supper in the mess hall, 
took part in a concerted, disrespectful, and insubordinate demonstra- 
tion, ordinarily known as "silence," which was intended to convey 
to the officer m charge their disapproval of certain of his official 
acts. There was a premeditated continuance of this quasi mutinous 
act on the following Sunday morning at breakfast. 

The officer concerned adbed promptly and properly at the time 
and took such means as were within his power to stamp out this 
senseless and entirely uncalled-for demonstration. 

A thorough investigation proved that there was absolutely no 
foundation in fact for the alleged grievances which some members 
of the Corps of Cadets believed to have existed. It further de- 
veloped that responsibility rested entirely with the first class — ^the 
class of 1911 — all of the cadet officers of which class failed in their 
duty, and instead of using their offices to prevent such a childish and 
senseless demonstration, really aided and abetted therein. 

After careful consideration of the findings of the investigating 
board suitable punishments were awarded. 

The officer against whom the demonstration was made is unusually 
able and has fully demonstrated his efficiency since. He did his duty 
as was specificallv prescribed in the regulations and orders governing 
the academy, and exception was taken to his proper methods of per- 
forming duty by reason of laxity that had existed in carrying out 
orders and regulations. 

It would seem that some such action by the Corps of Cadets had 
been brewing for some time and was anticipated by the authorities 
during the last summer encampment, when four Army officers were 
detailed for duty in the camp, in addition to the commandant of 
cadets and eight tactical officers, with instructions to remain awake 
from midnight until reveille daily to preserve order while the officers 
of the tactical department slept. 

Such action would seem to indicate lack of confidence in the corps 
and especially in the cadet officers. 

Excepting the above demonstration, the discipline of the Corps of 
Cadets has been satisfactory. 
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The usual program of theoretical and practical instruction was 
carried out during the year. 

Since the present commandant of cadets, Lieut. Col. Fi-ed W. Sladen, 
Eleventh Infantry, assumed his duties marked improvement has been 
apparent in the- tone of the corps, its discipline and instruction. 

It is believed that the best results can only obtain when the com- 
mandant of cadets is an efficient Infantry officer. This, without any 
reflection whatever on officers of other arms, and without corps or 
arm prejudice. It stands to reason that an officer who has for many 
years devoted his whole time and attention to Cavalry, Field Artil- 
lery, or Coast Artillery duties and instruction is not proficient in the 
fine points of Infaijtry drill and instruction and is inclined for that 
reason to pass said instruction down to one of his subordinates who is 
an Infantry officer. 

The Battalion of Cadets is an Infantry or^nization; there are 
competent instructors for Cavalry and Field Artillery, and the senior 
Infantry instructor should be the commandant of cadets, who should 
have direct charge of Infantry instruction, especially of the battalion. 

The following is an extract from the report of the commandant 
of cadets: 

Hbadquabtebs United) States Ck)BFs of Cadets, 

Camp Wesley Merbitt, 
West Point, N. F., June 3Q, 1911. 

Sib: ♦ ♦ ♦ Special attention was given to field training In all arms of 
the service. During the summer camp the first class, organized as Cavalry and 
Artillery, were sent out on practice marches on the reservation, camping over 
night. On these marches, the cadets were required to perform aU the duties of 
enlisted men, none of the latter being taken along. Every Saturday was devoted 
to Infantry field instruction, covering the use of advance and rear guards, es- 
tablishing of outposts, making reconnaissance and attack and defense of po- 
sitions, with small forces. A six-day practice march by the entire corps was 
made at the end of camp. 

This is the first year that instruction has been given under the new firing 
manual. The changes and more difficult course of rifle practice in the new 
firing manual makes comparison of the record of the class of 1911 with that of 
former classes impossible. Greatest interest was manifested by every member 
of the class. Two cadets qualified as expert riflemen, 32 as sharpshooters, 22 
as marksmen, and 28 not qualified. 

The third class fired special course A. 

It is strongly recommended that steps be taken to construct and equip gallery 
ranges in the basement of the gymnasium. With these ranges, much of the 
time during release from quarters in the winter could be devoted to instruction 
in rifie and pistol practice. 

Plans and estimates for these galleries have been submitted. 

Practical instruction in Coast Artillery has covered for the first class Instruc- 
tion in fire control and service of the piece for the 6-inch rifie and 12-inch 
mortar. For the third class, instruction and drill with the 6-hich rifle and 
12-inch mortar. 

The results obtained during the five days devoted to Coast Artillery drills and 
target practice, August 15 to 20, at Fort Hancock, N. J., were very satisfactory. 
Cadets have no drills with the lO-inch rifle before going to Fort Hancock. In 
the case of the 6-inch rifle and 12-inch mortar, the manning details used for 
these guns at Fort Hancock, N. J., did not have an opportunity of having more 
than two or three drills together before going to that post for practice, on 
account of other drills and duties. 

MaJ. (then Capt.) C. P. Summerall, Third Field Artillery, was relieved from 
duty in this department in April, 1911, after a tour of service of ^ve and one- 
half years, and was succeeded by Capt. McCloskey. Due to the former's ability, 
energy, and judgment, unusual results have been obtained in the development 
of the course of instruction in Artillery and in the interest aroused therein 
among cadets. The personnel of the Field Artillery detachment has been 
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brought to a high state of efficiency and the equipment up to date and complete. 
These conditions continue under Oapt McOloskey. 

Due to the excellence of the ammunition furnished by the Ordnance Depart- 
ment and its uniformity, the service practice for Field Artillery in June, 1911, 
was highly satisfactory. A battery of new model 4.7-inch siege guns has been 
received during the year and instruction given in handling these pieces. 

Due to the many demands upon the detachment of Field Artillery, it is urgently 
recommended that its enlisted strength be increased by 34 men. A greater 
degree of efficiency and contentment would result. 

The method of instruction of the cadets in riding during the past year has 
not been changed. The work has progressed satisfactorily. Great benefit has 
been received from the use of that i)art of the new riding hall which has been 
completed. Special attention has been given in equitation to the seat and the 
use of the " aids." A number of new horses was received during the past year 
from the Remount Station at Fort Reno, and they have proven highly satis- 
factory. 

The new gymnasium was completed during the year. On account of increased 
facilities, instruction in gymnastic exercises, fencing, boxing, swimming, and 
wrestling, has been more complete than usual. Cadets of all four classes have 
had instruction. This work, under Gapt. Koehler and his assistants, has been 
most satisfactory. 

The class of 252 new cadets, admitted on June 14, has, under the command 
of Oapt R. E. Longan, Infantry, made remarkable progress in the preliminary 
drills and duties of a cadet and will be taken up for duty with the battalion 
on the 4th of July. 

Great credit is due Oapt. Longan, his assistant, Lieut. Farnum, and the 
members of the first class detailed over them, for the results obtained with 
such a large class in so short a time.

Effort will be made to procure material, etc., for constructing and 
equipping gallery ranges in the basement of the gymnasium and to 
have the enlisted strength of the Cavalry and Field Artillery detach- 
ments increased, which is absolutely necessary in view of the in- 
creased number of cadets. 

REBUILDINO AND ENLARGING OF THE MILITARY ACADEMY. 

Very careful study and consideration were given to ascertain 
exactly what had been accomplished and what was still to be done 
under the original plans for the rebuilding and enlargement of the 
academy. 

From all that could be ascertained the general situation was as 
follows : 

The sum of $7,500^000 was authorized by Congress for the enlarge- 
ment of the academy. This amount was in three separate appropria- 
tions, authorized by the following acts of Congress: $5,500,000 for 
buildings and improvements, June 28, 1902; $300,000 for increased 
water supply of post, April 28, 1904; $1,700,000 for buildings and im- 
provements, June 28^ 1905. 

On September 1, 1910, the following expenditures for buildings, 
improvements, etc., under the original plans had been made :

As closely as the constructing quartermaster could estimate and 
with the completion of the riding hall there would be a balance of 
$250,000 of the $7,200,000 that had been appropriated. This, with 
the $300,000 yet to be appropriated of the $7,600,000, would make 
available for the construd;ion of the new academic building $550,000, 
with which it was hoped said building might be completed. Con- 
tracts have been awarded to James Stewart & Co., Philadelphia, Pa., 
for the construction of the east academic building, with some modi- 
fications, at an estimated cost of $396,631.25, and with the completion 
of said building the original appropriation will be exhausted. 

The following is a list of tne buildings and improvements, with 
their estimated cost, yet to be completed, from which it is apparent 
that about $3,000,000 is necessary to complete the original plan. 
That amount was estimated for and included in the brok of esti-

The original plans were made in the spring of 1903 after com- 

?5tition bv the loUowing prominent architects : Cope & Stewardson, 
hiladelphia; Heins & LaFarge. New York; Carrere & Hastings, 
New York; Peabody & Stearns, Boston; Eames & Young, St. Louis; 
Charles C. Haight, New York; D. H. Bumham^ Chicago; Cram, 
Goodhue & Ferguson, Boston; McKim, Mead & White, New York; 
Frost & Granger, Chicago. 

The plans of Messrs. Cram, Goodhue & Ferguson were accepted 
by a jury of award, consisting of Lieut. Gen. John M. Schoneld, 
United States Army; Col. Albert L. Mills, Superintendent of the 
United States Military Academy; Walter Cook, George B. Post, 
and Cass Gilbert, appointed by me Secretary of War to advise him 
in the matter. 

That the amount appropriated is not sufficient is due principally 
to increase in the cost of material and labor and contingencies that 
could not be foreseen until the work was undertaken. 

^ Plans of buildings approyed by the War Department. 
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It is hoped that the additional amount necessary will be made 
available as soon as practicable, so that this work may continue to 
completion. The longer it is delayed the greater will be the cost. 

ACADEMIC DEPARTMENTS. 

The academic period as approved by the act of Congress of March 
2, 1907, was four years and three months, the new cadets reporting 
annually on March 1. 

This orouffht the new cadets here at a very unseasonable time of 
the year, and there was additional objection in that they began their 
academic work while being whipped into shape militarily. 

Nearly 100 years' experience had led to the abandonment of the 
admission of cadets in September. After very serious consideration 
the academic board unanimously recommended return to the four- 
years' course. With few changes the curriculum for the four years 
and three months could be practically covered in four years. This 
recommendation was approved by the War Department, and new 
cadets will hereafter enter about June 15, yearly. This is as it should 
be and enables the new cadets to receive proper military instruction 
and become environed during the summer encampment, a period of 
two and one-half months, before beginning academic work on Sep- 
tember 1. 

Great credit is due the heads of the academic departments and their 
assistants for the unusual record made this year in academic in- 
struction. 

A conscientious effort is made by these officers to teach and to carry 
alon^ every cadet who does his best and is of good character and 
physique. In each department an instructor is available during 
cadet recreation hours, daily, except Saturdays and Sundays, to 
give instruction or assistance to any cadet who desires it in the sub- 
ject in hand. 

As a result of this ccmscientious endeavor no cadet was discharged 
for deficiency in the December, 1910, examination ; four members of 
the fourth class then deficient in mathematics were turned back to 
the incoming class. No such record has been made in respect of 
cadets discharged for deficiency since the Civil War. 

In the June, 1911, examination the entire first, second, and third 
classes were proficient in all subjects; the former graduated and the 
other two classes were advanced. 

On completion of the said courses in March, 1911, one cadet of 
the second class was discharged for deficiency in ordnance and gun- 
nery and three cadets of the Siird class were deficient in mathematics, 
two being turned back and one continued with his class to make up 
the deficiency in June. 

In the fourth class only four cadets were deficient and discharged, 
three of whom had been formerly declared deficient and were either 
turned back or reappointed. The fourth cadet has been reappointed. 

Five cadets were therefore discharged for deficiency in studies 
during the academic year as against 48 so discharged last year, 21 
of whom, however, were cadets of the fourth class discharged as a 
result of their first, the June, examination. 
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This unusual condition could not obtain but for the conscien- 
tious, devoted, and unusual efforts of all in the academic depart- 
ments to whom belong the credit for this commendable achievement. 

The work of all academic departments has been unusually satis- 
factory, which is emphasized by the care taken in the instruction of 
cadets resulting in a very low percentage of deficiencies, mostly in 
the lowest class. 

DKPABTMENT OF OIYIL AND MILITABT BNGmsmtlKa 

The course in civil and military enginering remained unchanged 
during the year. All cadets were proficient both at the semiannual 
examination in December and at the annual examination in June. 
The professor of engineering is writing a new textbook on " Organi- 
zation" to conform to the present Field Service Regulations. The 
annual trip of the first class to Gettysburg with a view to study- 
ing that campaign on the field was made April 30 to May 3, 1911. 
On return each member of the class was required to submit an essay 
on the campaign or some portion of it. Some were excellent pro- 
ductions. 

The following is the report of the head of the department on that 
trip: 

West Point, N. Y., May 6, 1911. 

Sm: In compliance with your instnictions to give a fuU report on the vliedt 
of the first class to Gettysburg, Pa.,' showing the routine followed and the 
instruction givai, I have the honor to submit the following : 

In order to give the class a conception of the importance of the battle of 
Gettysburg and its relation to other events of the Civil War, the first step was a 
short study of all the campaigns and military events of the Civil War which 
preceded the battle. This was followed by as complete a study of the campaign 
and battle itself as time would permit, and included all the movements of both 
armies from the Rappahannock to Grettysburg and the movement of brigades 
on the battlefield. 

The movements on the map were shown by cardboard blocks, representing 
brigades. Corps were represented by different colored cards marked by corps 
badges; the divisions by the red, white or blue-headed pins employed in fasten- 
ing the blocks to the map; brigades by names on the blocks. The map was 
backed by cork mat and placed in a vertical position. 

The maps used were copies of those prepared by the Gettysburg Park Com- 
mission. 

While the study of the map was in progress, descriptions of special features 
were read in the section room from various sources, viz, the articles by Gens. 
Law, Kershaw, Alexander, and others from the Battles and leaders; Col. 
Freemantle's account in Blackwood, 1863; Col. Dawes* account in Ohio Com- 
mandery series. Extracts were also read from other articles. 

The armam«it, equipment, and organization of both armies, were thoroughly 
studied. Several written recitations on the subject were held and it is believed 
when the class went to Gettysburg it was as well prepared to study the move- 
ments on the field as could be done in the time allowed. 

The special train ^gaged for the class left West Point at 7.30 p. m. and ar- 
rived at Gettysburg at 5.10 a. m. After breakfast at the hotel the class started 
for the field in wagons at 8 a. m. 

Several years' experience has taught me that the best work on the main 
battlefield can be accomplished by dividing the class into four groups. 

Four distinct routes can be planned for covering the field in two days. These 
routes are so selected that th-^ groups do not interfere with each other. 

Each group consists of cadets from different parts of the class. In this man- 
ner the cadets are well in hand and can readily ask questions of instructors or 
of the cadets who are better informed than themselves. The field Is traversed 
partly in wagons, partly on foot In going around the field cadets are ques- 
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tioned, explanations are made, particular features of the topography are pointed 
out and everything is done to make the visit of real practical benefit. 

On the first day the class was aigaged from 8 a. m. to 1 p. m. in visiting 
-the main battlefield, and from 2.30 to 5 p. m. in visiting the Cavalry field. On 
the second day the main field was again visited from 8 a. m. to 1 p. m. 

While at Gettysburg the class was invited during leisure hours to visit the 
offices of the Gettysburg Parle Ck)mmission and inspect models, maps, photo- 
graphs, etc. 

In our visit to the field we were accompanied by G«i. Lomax, of the Gettys- 
burg Park Commission, Col. Cope, the chief engineer of the commission, whose 
assistance on this and other visits has been invaluable, and Capt. Long, the 
guide of the commission, who described to some of the groups incidents of the 
battle. 

At 7.30 p. m. the special train left Gettysburg and reached West Point at 
6 a. m. ♦ ♦ ♦ 

Besides the members of the class and the instructors of the department, GoL 
Tillman, Capt Newell, Lieuts. McDonald, Famum, and Bull were presBit

DEPARTMENT OF NATURAL AND BXPEBIMENTAL PHILOSOPftT. 

The course in philosophy, consisting of mechanics, sound, light, 
and astronomj^, was carried out satisfactorily. All cadets of the 
second and third classes taking the course were proficient. 

The following is an extract from the report of the professor of 
philosophy : 

The second class course, 1910-11, — ^This course began September 1, 1910, with 
a class membership of 96, one absent sicls, present 95. The course in sound and 
light covered the period September 1-February 8, and the course in astronomy 
February 9-June 3, alternating daily by halves. No examination was required 
in either subject as the entire class made satisfactory progress during the year. 
The average mar]s:s in sound and light were from 2.94 to 2.19 (98 per cent to 
73 per cent), and in astronomy from 2.94 to 1.96 (98 per cent to 65i per cent). 
The lowest mark in this case, 1.96, included an average of 2.19 on written 
general review, which established proficiency under paragraph 52 of the Rules 
of the Academic Board. 

The class ended the course with 94 members, one having been discharged 
for deficiency in another department 

The third class course, 1910-11. — The third class began the course in 
mechanics, September 1, 1910, the class alternating daily by halves throughout 
the year. The membership of the class was 102 at the beginning of the course, 
one absent sick. Later one resigned and two were turned back for deficiency 
in another department, leaving 98 members at the end of the course. No semi- 
annual examination was held, but at the end of the year 30 members were 
examined on account of unsatisfactory progress on the written general review, 
under paragraph 52 of the Rules of the Academic Board. Ail of these were 
proficient on ttte examination, and the average marks of the class for the term 
ranged from 2.88 to 1.85 (96 per cent to 61S per cent). The cadet who made 
the lowest average passed the examination with a mark of 2.35. The examina- 
tion marks given by the Instructors were from 2.97 to 2.00 (99 per cent to 66| 
|)er cent). The impression of proficiency on the papers with low marks, how- 
ever, was very much more favorable than would be indicated by the marks. 
In checking the lowest paper and marldng so as to allow for knowledge shown 
in the answers to related questions I should estimate the results from good to 
very nearly perfect. The best mark was made by a cadet whose average for 
the term was 2.155. Eight cadets standing higher than this were examined, 
the highest one having a term average of 2.374. The goieral grasp of the 
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prlndples was snch that I am confident that the cadets making the lowest 
marks would have supplied, on an oral cross-examination, many of the de- 
ficiencies and inadvertences in their written work. 

DKPABTMENT OF MATHEMATICS. 

The course in mathematics was carried on with satisfactory 
results and with but few deficiencies. The following is an extract 
from the report of the professor of mathematics : 

The prescribed course in mathematics for the fourth class for the year 
required daily recitations between September 1 and June 8. Algebra, begun 
the previous March, was concluded; plane and spherical trigonometry, plane 
and solid analytical geometry, and descriptive geometry exclusive of linear 
perspective were completed. The only variation from the previous year*6 work 
was the postponeoEient of the course in linear perspective to next year. The 
10 lessons usually spent on that subject were devoted by the lower third of the 
class to an additional review of analytical and descriptive geometry. The up- 
per two-thirds were given extra work in the transformation of coordinates and 
practice in the solution of loci problems and curve tracing. 

Fine and Thompson's Coordinate Geometry was adopted, with the approval 
of the War Department, as a textbook in analytical geometry, and portions of it 
were used with the upper sections of the fourth class to replace corresponding 
.parts in the text of Smith and Gale. 

Examinations were held in December and June. Five cadets were pro- 
nounced deficient in December in a class of 132, four of these were suspended to 
join the next class and one (a foreigner) was continued without standing. 

Nine cadets were pronounced deficient in June in a class of 127. Six of these 
were turned back to the next class, two were discharged and one (a foreigner) 
was recommended for withdrawal. 

The prescribed course in mathematics for the third class required recitations 
daily from September 1 to October 31, and on alternate days from November! 
to February 28. Within this period differential and integral calculus and least 
squares were completed. No variations from the previous year's work were 
made nor were there any changes of text for this clasa 

Examinations were held in December and March. Three cadets were pro- 
nounced deficient in March in a class of 100. Two were turned back to the 
next class. One was conditioned and passed a reexamination in June. 

In addition to their regular work, the instructors of the department have 
attended conferences in the afternoons conducted by the professor and associate 
professor, in which they have been schooled in the methods of instruction and 
In the subject matter of the various textbooks. 

DEPABTMENT OF CHEMISTRY, MimCBALOOY, AND QEOLOGT. 

The course in chemistry, mineralogy, and geology was carried on 
with satisfactory results during the year by the second and third 
classes, all members of which were proficient. 

A serious loss to the academy and to the service will come with 
the retirement of the head of this department, Prof. Samuel E. Till- 
man, on October 3 next. 

Since his graduation in 1869 Prof. Tillman's whole life has prac- 
tically been devoted to the interests of his alma mater as instructor 
and professor. Notwithstanding his age he is as fully enthusiastic, 
devoted, conscientious, and alert in the performance of every duty 
assigned him as he was when, with the enthusiasm of youth, he began 
his career here. 

The President approved the recommendation of the academic 
board as to Prof. Tillman's successor. Lieut. Col. Wirt Kobinson, 
Coast Artillery Corps, has been nominated and confirmed as pro- 
fessor of chemistry, mineralogy, and geology, to date October 3, 1911. 
Col. Robinson has been on duty in this department as assistant pro- 
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fessor for nearly five years and is thoroughly competent, not cmly to 
take this department, but any other at the academy. He is a man of 
all-aroimd ability, and a very satisfactory successor to the able pro- 
fessor about to retire. 

The following is the report of Prof. Tillman : 

The second class course, September i, 1910, to March i, 1911, — On Septem- 
ber 1 the class was divided into 12 sections — four sections of nine members 
each, six sections of eight members each, and two of six members each, the 
number in class being 96 ; one absent sick ; present, 95. The last sections were 
given the smaller number of members that more time might be devoted to their 
Instruction. 

The term was commenced by two review lessons of the principles of chemistry 
and two in the more important parts of heat; then the dally recitations alter- 
nated fn the subjects of heat and mineralogy until these subjects w^e completed 
on September 29. The daily recitations then alternated in the subjects of 
geology and electricity until the close of the term, December 23, by which date 
the geology was completed and 23 lessons In electricity had been taken. At the 
close of the term it was found necessary to examine three members of the lower 
section In geology and one of these also in heat— they having failed to reach 
the standard prescribed under paragraph 44 of Rales for the Grovemment of 
the Academic Board and its Committees. The second term of this course was 
begun on January 3, daily recitations or laboratory exercises in electricity 
being had until the completion of the course on March 2. 

At this term end no examinations were found necessary, all the members of 
the lower sections having shown their proficiency under the provisions of par 
agraph 52 of Rules for the Govemmait of the Academic Board. 

On March 3 the third class commenced the subject of chemistry and heat 
and at the close of this term, June 4, had completed the chemistry and had 
taken nine lessons in heat. No examinations were found necessary at the close 
of the term in June, all the members of the lower sections having shown pro- 
ficiency under paragraph 52 of Rules for the Government of the Academic 
Board. In this term as many of the sections as possible are given laboratory 
work instead of recitations. After having gone over all parts of the course once 
and other important portions more than once, the sections, depending upon their 
degrees of proficiency, are given laboratory work instead of recitations. During 
the term just closed, June 4, six of the sections had 38 hours in the laboratory, 
two sections had 24 hours, and two 12 hours; the last two sections devoted all 
the time to the text. 

The method adopted several years ago of replacing the partial and general 
reviews by laboratory work for aU sections making satisfactory progress in the 
theory of the subject is an excellent one for the cadets, though it involves far 
more work for the department and instructors. In chemistry, as Indicated 
above, this work is made to depend upon the thoroughness and rapidity with 
which the essential principles and Important technical applications are acquired. 
The object of this laboratory work in chemistry is to increase interest, fix In 
mind important general principles and give a certain facility In chemical 
manipulation and a small amount of analytical work. The time is too short to 
claim much of the unique training which pertains to a laboratory course of suf- 
ficient length. The electrical laboratory work is upon a different footing and a 
more considerable amount of such work is required of all the class, but even in 
this subject the sections acquiring the theory most readily are able to apply It 
in more directions and consequently are given a greater amount of laboratory 
work. During the academic term which closed March 2, the upper sections 
were given about 75 hours in the electrical laboratory and the last three sections 
about 50. It is a very difficult problem each year to decide upon the dividing 
line between the cadets who would gain by laboratory work rather than recita- 
tion, but the line is important and can be drawn satisfactorily except for a few 
members near the two sides of the line, and it is generally possible to transfer 
them at subsequent dates if mistakes appear to have been made in drawing the 
dividing line. The developments of late years which make such divisions 
necessary and beneficial have very greatly increased the requirements of the 
officers and of the civilian attendant. In this connection I would call attention 
to the fact that from the date of the large appropriations for increasing the 
facilities of the academy a great amount of additional and necessary work in 
assisting the superintendent and his constructing officers has been thrown upon 
the academic heads of departments ; much of this added work was of equal or 
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more Importance than the legitimate work of the professors and could not be 
avoided; at the same time, I think that many other demands upon the heads 
of departments were established which were not as important as their depart- 
ment work and which were an unnecessary burden. 

Under the present administration the onerous and time-wasting task of 
parading at all sorts of military performances has been abolished to the great 
relief of the instruction work. I would respectfully urge that the heads of 
departments be exempted as rapidly and as much as possible from all but im- 
portant work not strictly pertaining to their departments. I am sure from my 
own exi)erience that any department properly looked after should consume 
one's entire energy at all times, and thi^ is especially so with the new heads of 
departments, and there will be five during the next academic year. 

DEPABTMEITT OF DRAWING. ' 

Until his illness in February, 1911, the work of the department 
of drawing was ably conducted by Prof. Charles W. Larned, and 
since February 18, 1911, the work of the department has been under 
charge of First Lieut. Pelham D. Glassford, Fifth Field Artillery, 
assistant professor. 

Unfortunately for the academy and the department, Prof. Larned 
died June 19, 1911. The following order of the superintendent and 
resolutions of the academic board best indicate the views of the 
authorities of the academy in their great loss : 

General Orders, \ Headquarters United States Military Academy, 

No. 25. / West Point, N, Y., June 20, 1911, 

It is my sad duty to annoimce the death of C3ol. Charles William Lamed, 
United States Army, professor of drawing at this institution, at Dansville, N. Y., 
June 19, 1911. 

Prof. Larned was graduated from the academy and commissioned second 
lieutenant in the Third Cavalry June 15, 1870. 

On October 10, 1870, he was transferred to the Seventh Cavalry and was 
promoted first lieutenant in that regiment June 25, 1876. 

The first four years of his service were with his regiment, during which time 
he took part in the Yellowstone expedition of 1873. In 1874 he was assigned to 
duty in the department of drawing at the Military Academy, and in July, 1876, 
succeeded the late Prof. Robert W. Weir as the head of that department. 

For 35 years he directed the instruction in his department with marlsed 
ability and developed it along the lines of greatest usefulness to the Army. 
Alert and resourceful, he constantly modified the system of instruction to meet 
the new requirements of the military profession. 

As a member of the academic board he labored conscientiously and unsel- 
fishly for the best interests of the academy. An accomplished writer, he used 
his pen to lay before his countrymen the aims and needs of the academy in a 
way that added greatly to its reputation and to its sphere of usefulness. As 
chairman of its advisory board and its architectural expert, he was tireless in 
studying the plans of its recent development and in malting many valuable 
suggestions for their improvement. As chairman of the committee on the 
revision of the course of studies, he was indefatigable in his efforts to bring the 
course to its highest state of efllciency for the academy and the Army. 

Prof. Lamed was a man of broad culture and wide reading and showed keen 
interest in all matters relating to the academy, the Army, and to public affairs 
in general. His interest in education was confined not alone to the academy, 
as his writings show, but embraced the broad field of public education in the 
country. 

His associates in the Army and In civil life will ever remember his genial 
personality, his courteous manner, and his sympathetic interest. To the mem- 
bers of the Corps of Cadets he was a friend on whom they relied for counsel 
and advice. In his death the country, the Army, and the academy have suf- 
fered a great loss. 

The oflicers of the Army on duty at the academy and of the Corps of Cadets 
will wear the usual badge of mourning for 30 days.

In Prof. Lamed's service of 35 years as head of the department of drawing 
he not only directed his best efforts to the efficiency of his own technical work, 
but was also specially devoted to the interests of the Military Academy as a 
whole, to the improvement of its curriculum, and to securing the necessary 
means of increasing its facilities for effective work in all of its branches ; while 
by personal conduct, by writing and in speech, he was ever ready to exemplify 
the significance of the motto of the academy, " Duty, honor, country." 

His genial personality, his courteous manner, and his sympathetic interest 
have long been impressed on his associates of the academic board, who realize 
that they have lost a devoted and distinguished colleague, and the Military 
Academy an honorable and accomplished son. 

Resolved, That the foregoing be entered on the record of the proceedings of 
the academic board, and that a copy thereof be sent to the family of its deceased 
member.

After serious consideration of the records of all officers known to 
be applicants and others who had special qualifications in this line 
the academic board recommended the appointment of Maj. E. R. 
Stuart, Corps of En^neers, which reccwnmendation was approved 
by the President, and Maj. Stuart has been nominated and confirmed 
as professor of drawing^ United States Military Academy, to date 
October 4, 1911. As Maj. Stuart is 10 years younger than Col. Rob- 
inson, the appointing power very properly nominated him as of the 
day after that on which Prof. Robinson's appointment becomes 
effective. 

Maj. Stuart is not only well versed in the requirements of this 
department, but is an all-around man, qualified to head any depart- 
ment, thus enhancing his value as a member of the academic board. 

department of modern languages. 

The head of the department of modem languages, Prof. Com^lis 
De W. Willcox, entered upon his duties as such on September 18, 
1910, and has conducted that department with very satisfactory 
results. 

Prof. Willcox is an accomplished linguist and speaks fluently 
French and Spanish, the two lan^ages taught in this department. 

Effort has been made to have instructors in the department of 
modern languages ordered abroad during the summer vacation to 
study languages with a view to their improvement as linguists. 
While this recommendation was not approved some of the officers 
concerned at their own expense have gone abroad to devote the entire 
time of their vacation to study. As this makes the officer not only 
more proficient as an instructor at the aoademy but of increased 
value to the Government, it would seem only proper that the United 
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States should order such officers abroad, thus relieving them of the 
expense of such a trip. As many of these officers are married, it means 
keeping up two establishments during their absence for tiis study 
period. 
Prof. Willcox reports as follows: 

I took charge on September 18, 1910, and for the academic year just closed 
continued matters as I found them. 

In French one textbook was discontinued during the year, being the pam- 
phlet French Verbs and Prepositions, Idioms, Letters. Two textbooks, Le 
Petit Parisien and the Courier des Etats Unis, were dropped for the next year, 
their places being taken by Scientific French Reader. The entire course has 
been readjusted to meet the conditions arising from the resumption of the old 
four-year schedule. 

In Spanish no changes were made, but, as in French, a readjustment will be 
necessary in the year opening September 1. 

I have pleasure in commending aU the instructors of the department for 
faithful and efficient service. 

DEPABTMXNT OF LAW. 

The department of law was very satisfactorily conducted by 
Lieut. Col. Walter A. Bethel, who reports as follows: 

The studies pursued in the course of law were those prescribed in the curric- 
ulum, namely: Elementary law, constitutional law, international law, and 
military law. Six lectures of an hour each were given by the head of the 
department, and numerous other shorter lectures were given during parts of 
the recitation perloda 

After a year's observation of the method of instruction by recitation at the 
board which had been pursued in the department of law for many years, I was 
convinced that it was not f^apted to instruction in this departmoit for the 
following reasons: 

(1) Much of the cadet's study time was consumed in memorizing the order 
in which the test was arranged, so that he might not omit anything under the 
topics assigned him. 

(2) Cadets at their seats could not be made to give satisfactory attention to 
recitations. But one cadet was therefore receiving instruction at one time 
instead of aU. 

(3) Much of the recitation period was consumed in permitting a cadet to 
show what he knew of his subject in order that a just mark might be given. 

(4) That method of teaching law was never employed at any other institu- 
tion of learning and in all probability would not have been adopted at West 
Point had it not been in use in other departments here to which it is well 
adapted. The oral examinations by the academic board In vogue here until 
about 10 years ago probably caused Its retention. 

During the past year recitations at the board have been made only on cases 
from the court reports. Each instructor has questioned the members of his 
section on the principles and facts of the lesson, giving at the same time such 
explanation as appeared necessary. This method, supplemented by frequent 
short explanatory lectures by the head of the department, is believed to be the 
best that can be devised for the short course of law at the academy and con- 
forms as nearly as practicable to the methods of instruction in the leading law 
schools of the country. 

After a year's test it is the unanimous opinion of all the ofQcers of this depart- 
ment that this method of instruction is much more effective than that hereto- 
fore followed. The examinations in elementary and constitutional law showed 
that the class of 1911 had a much more thorough understanding of those two 
subjects than the preceding classes. The good effects of this method of in- 
struction were not so marked in international and military law, though I am 
convinced that its effects were good in those studies also. Four members of 
the class were deemed of doubtful proficiency in elementary law, but established 
their proficiency beyond question in examination in that subject. Twelve were 
examined in constitutional law and made from 2.4 to 2.8. The review in 
international law was conducted by written recitation and all members of the 
class proved their efficiency on that review. Two were examined in military 
law and proved proficient in that subject 
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Historif. 

Inasmuch as the class of 1911 pursued the old curriculum, it had received no 
Instruction in the general history of the world in its fourth-class year, and a 
special course in that subject was given the first class by this department 
during the months of March, April, and May. This course was supplemented 
by a series of 10 lectures given by Prof. James T. Shotwell, of Columbia Uni- 
versity. A 20 to 30 minute lecture was given each day on general review by 
the head of the department 

DEPABTMENT OF PRACTICAL MILITABY ENGIIfEBBINO, MILITABT SIOIfALING, AND 

TELEOBAPHT. 

On November 1, 1910, Capt. Gilbert A. Youngberg, Corps of Engi- 
neers, relieved Capt. William P. Wooten, Corps of Engineers, as 
instructor of practical military engineering, military signaling and 
telegraphy, in command of the detachment oi engineers and in charge 
of the water supply. 

The affairs or these departments have been very ably administered 
by Capt. Youngberg, and the conditions of all are very much im- 
proved. Capt. I oungberg is alert to every detail and to evenr duty 
assigned him, with corresponding improved results. The following 
are extracts from his report : 

depabtmeut of fraotioai. miutabt BifonvEEBme. 

Financial, 

The annual appropriation of $2,000 for the use of the department was ex- 
pended in the purchase of tools, instruments, materials for instruction purposes, 
for the repair of equipment, and for the pay of skilled mechanics from the 
engineer detachment, as authorized by law. 

During the year a 25-horsepower Homsby-Akroyd oil engine was obtained 
from the Chief of Engineers without cost to the department, and by labor of 
enlisted men from the detachment of engineers was installed in the basement 
of the engineer equipment shed. This was to replace a small gasoline engine 
borrowed from the Ordnance Department and which was not sufficiently power- 
ful for the work of the shop. Brick partition walls were erected and a spiral 
iron stairway placed in position, thus affording a very convenient power instal- 
lation, suitably separated from the shop and practically eliminating all fire risk. 
A combination planer and jointer machine was purchased and is now being 
installed. The machine shop has been rearranged, resulting in better use of the 
available space and light and in greater economy of operation. 

This shop equipment is used for making repairs to pontoon and bridge equip- 
age, in the fabrication of materials for instruction purposes, in the preparation 
of forms and templates used in construction work, and for the instruction of the 
enlisted men of the engineer detachment in the use of machines and in shop 
methods. 

For many years the department has had charge of certain barges and boats 
used by the cadets for purposes of recreation. During the summer of 1910 
three canoes were acquired by the Corps of Cadets and placed in the boathouse. 
The barges, of which there are two, have been in service for about nine years. 
They are of very light construction and do not readily lend themselves to 
repairs. They can not be kept tight and are no longer serviceable. Their use 
has been discontinued. Canoes are not deemed safe for use in the river at this 
point on account of strong currents and the heavy wash created by the large 
steamers now plying the Hudson. The purchase of other and more suitable 
boats for the use of the cadets has been recommended in the annual estimate 
submitted by this department for incorporation in the estimates for the support 
of the Military Academy. 

The department is greatly hampered by the lack of suitable office and store- 
rooms for the high-grade equipment used in surveying and signal instructions. 
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The Office rooms pertaining to the detachment of engineers are also ntilized as 
offices of the instructor of practical military engineering and the officer in 
charge of water supply. The result is that the rooms are crowded with the 
necessary file cases for records, maps, and plans, drafting tables, and other 
furniture, leaving very little unoccupied floor space. 

At present the surveying and reconnaissance equipment, as well as the signal 
apparatus and supplies, is stored in two small frame structures, where it is 
subject to changes of weather and to risk of destruction by fire. 

It is hoped that when the new academic building shall be finished provision 
will be made for the necessary office and storerooms of this department 

Cadet instruction. 

Two officers of the Corps of Bngineers were on duty in the department 
throughout the year. On November 1, 1910, Capt. William P. Wooten was 
relieved from duty as instructor of practical military engineering, and ttie 
undersigned assumed the duty in compliance with paragraph 2, Special Orders, 
No. 201, Headquarters United States Military Academy. 

Additional officers were on duty in the department during portions of the year 
as follows: 
Assisting in the instruction of the third class in surveying and the first class 

in reconnaissance, summer of 1910 6 

Instructing second class in signaling, fall of 1910 1 

Instructing detachment of engineers in riding, winter of 1910-11 1 

Instructing fourth class in theoretical and practical surveying, spring of 

1911 7 

Instructing second class in signaling, spring of 1911 1 

Instructing third class in practical surveying from June 26, 1911, to date 5 

Fourth class. — In consequence of the change in the curriculum, instruction in 
surveying was given during the months of March, April, and May, instead of in 
F^ruary as heretofore. Special prominence was given to the practical ai^li- 
cation of the subject of surveying, and only so much of the theory was taught as 
was thought essential to an understanding of the methods usually employed in 
the field and drafting room. Marked attention was given to the use of the slide 
rule as a lal>or-8aving device in reducing notes and making computations. 

Because of special conditions obtaining this year it was possible to augment 
the course by a progressive series of 13 field exercises of two hours* duration 
each. .By this means the cadets were made familiar with the mechanical ma- 
nipulation of the various instruments and the actual conditions of their use. 

This proved to be a very valuable addition to the course, and in conjunction 
with the course given the third class during the summer will aftord the cadets 
of this particular class a very creditable amount of actual experience in the use 
of surveying instruments. In view of the large amount of military surveying 
and reconnaissance work which now falls to the younger officers of the Army it 
is to be regretted that this extension of the course can not be made permanent. 

Prior to beginning this course in surveying the seventeenth edition of John- 
son's Theory and Practice of Surveying was substituted for the sixteenth edition 
of the same text, and Plane Surveying, by Prof. John Clayton Tracy, was sub- 
stituted for the manual by Pence and Ketchum. Tracy's work has been found 
exceedingly helpful to instructors and cadets alike. 

Third class, — During the summer instruction period of 1910, the third class 
(now the second class) was given a course in practical surveying consisting of 
13 attendances, each of four hours* duration for each cadet. The instruction 
was wholly practical; the instruments were carefully explained, together with 
their uses and adjustments. The instruments were then placed in the hands of 
the cadets, and under the supervision of their instructors, the cadets were re- 
quired to make the diflferent adjustments and to use the instruments in survey- 
ing a portion of the reservation. Pence and Ketchum's Surveying Manual was 
used as a guide and reference book for this course. 

The present third class began its course of summer instruction in practical 
surveying on June 26, 1911. The course for this season is in the form of a series 
of problems Illustrating the use of the various instruments and will close with 
a combined survey and map of a convenient portion of the reservation. 

Second class, — ^During the fall instruction period the available time was 
devoted to visual signaling, instruction being had in the use of signal flags, 
heliograph, and acetylene lantern. During the spring instruction period elec- 
trical means of communication were considered, and practice was given to 
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nmning out field telephone and telegraph lines, the field and Gayalry bnzzen 
being used in this work. Instruction was also given in the erection of the 
masts of the field wireless sets and in the transmission of messages by means 
of the wireless equipment 

Only one-fourth of the class attends this instruction daily, Saturdays, Sun- 
days, and holidays being excepted as usual. This arrangement of time makes 
possible a maximum of 14 attendances for each cadet and, as the drill period 
is but one hour in length, the actual time for each cadet is very short, and 
it is disproportionately brief when consideration is given to the importance of 
signal work in modem military operations. 

During the year two complete pack sets of wireless equipment were received 
from the Chief Signal Officer of the Army. These are very valuable additions 
to the equipment of the department. 

First class, — ^The instruction of this class is divided into three periods, sum- 
mer, fall, and spring. 

During the summer of 1910 one-half of the class attended daily, Saturdays, 
Sundays, and holidays being excepted, making 14 attendances for each cadet 
Instruction was given in the means and methods of crossing streams, including 
boat and rowing drills, the construction of floating bridges with canvas pon- 
toons, with woodwi pontoons, and with rafts; the construction and operation 
of trail and flying ferries; the construction of improvised pile drivers and pile 
bridges, of trestle bridges, and of improvised boats, using wagon bodies, and 
also using improvised wicker frames of various forms over which were^tretched 
canvas wagon covers. 

Five attendances during this period and one during the six-day practice 
march were devoted to instruction in reconnaissance and sketching as follows: 
Preliminary dismounted work, two days; mounted road sketching, two days; 
combined position sketching, two days. During the practice march one-flfth 
of the class reported daily for instruction in combined position sketching, and 
a selected detail of 18 cadets made a combined road map of the territory 
through which the march was made. 

During the fall period one-fourth of the class attended on each drill day, 
giving a maximum of seven attendances for each cadet. This period was de- 
voted to field engineering, involving instruction in cordage and tackle, in Impro- 
vising and using various fleld appliances for engineering work, in the erection 
of spar, trestle, and wooden-truss bridges, and in the use of explosives in 
making demolitions. 

The spring period, one-fourth of the class reporting on each drill day, gave 
eight attendances for each cadet in the class. The time was utilized for 
instruction in field fortification work, and consisted in the making of gabions, 
fascines, and other revetting material, in laying out redoubts and field works, 
in planning work and posting working parties, in the construction of head 
cover, splinter proofs, and bombproofs, and in the construction of abatis, wire 
entanglements, and other forms of military obstacles. 

The amount of time available for the instruction of the first class in this 
department is very short and the field of instruction very wide so that each 
cadet gets no more than a mere outline of what should properly be in a course 
of this character. A little more time can be gained by making the drill periods 
during the fall and spring a trifie longer, placing the instruction in this depart- 
ment on the same footing as that in Field Artillery work. 

Tlie detachment of engineers. 

The United States Military Academy detachment of engineers has an author- 
ized strength of 96 enlisted men and is habitually commanded by the instructor 
of practical military engineering. Under existing law the detachment is main- 
tained at the expense of the three battalions of Engineers of the Army by leav- 
ing 8 vacancies on the roster of each of the 12 companies of these battalions. 

Under this arrangement the detachment consists of 8 sergeants, 8 corporals, 
40 first-class and 40 second-class privates. From tliis personnel must be de- 
tailed an acting first sergeant, an acting company quartermaster sergeant, 2 
cooks, and 2 musicians. 

This method of providing for a detachment of engineers is unsatisfactory for 
many reasons, among which may be mentioned the purely provisional character 
of the organization as an administrative unit, the annually recurring necessity 
of providing in the Military Academy appropriation act the extra-duty pay for 
the acting first sergeant and the cooks, and more serious tton either of the fore 
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going, the foct that the proportion of noncommissioned officers is not correct 
as compared with the number in an engineer company and is far from Sufficient 
for the duties which the detachment is called up(m to perform. 

Based on the organization of an engineer company the detachment should 
consist of 1 first sergeant, 1 quartermaster sergeant, 7 sergeants, 11 corporals* 
2 cooks, 2 musicians, '36 first-class privates, and 36 second-class privates. 

A bill making permanent the organization as it now exists and adding four 
privates has passed the Senate at the present special session of Congress and IS 
now in the hands of the Military Committee of the House. It is to be regretted 
that this bill does not take cognizance of all the facts bearing on the case, but 
seeks to make permanent a form of organization which was purely temporary 
and provisional in the first Instance, and which was derived from the circum- 
stances tiiat at the time this detachment was formed there were eight companies 
of Engineers In the United States (hence the eight sergeants and eight cor- 
porals) and four companies in the Philippine Islands. The lack of noncommis- 
sioned officers is made the more pronounced by the great amount of extra and 
special duty which this detachment is called upon to perform as exhibited in a 
table elsewhere in this report 

Primarily, the duties of the detachment are to prepare material for and to 
assist in the Instruction of cadets in field fortification, field engineering, sur- 
veying, foot and mounted reconnaissance, th visual signaling, and in the con- 
struction, maintenance, and operation of lines of information including tele- 
phone and tel^raph lines and wireless installations. 

The detachment also provides a detail for the post guard, provides escorts 
and guards of honor, supplies orderlies, furnishes fatigue details for the police 
and upkeep of the post and performs all the routine duties incident to life at a 
military post 

In addition to the foregoing duties, which may be considered entirely appro- 
priate to a military organization as such and falling well within the purposes 
for which it is maintained at the Military Academy, the detachment during the 
past fiscal year has furnished details for extra and special duty outside the 
strict sphere of its primary purposes as follows :

During the year the average strength of the detachment present at the post, 
including men sick, in arrest, and present for duty has been 90.4, and on this 
basis the average number of days on extra and special duty for every man in 
the detachment amounts to 61.5; that is to say, that exclusive of the men on 
extra and special duty in the department of practical military engineering and 
in and about the barracks of the detachment, the average man has spent more 
than one-sixth of his time on extra and special duty. 

In addition to the above, 10 noncommissioned officers and 30 privates were 
on duty for a period of 5 days with the Twenty-second Regiment, National 
Guard of New T .rk, at the State camp at Peekskill. 

The great amount of duty required from the soldier at this post as compared 
with that at the same rate of pay in the ordinary garrison operates greatly to 
the disadvantage of the detachment Reenlistments, except of nonconmiis- 
sloned oflScers and of the older privates who have families, are very infrequent ; 
applications for. transfer to other posts of duty are frequent as are also applica- 
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tions for discharge by purchase. Little time is left for the instruction of new 
men in the more or less technical worlc of the detachment, and under these 
circumstances the discharge of men competent as surveyors and in reconnais- 
sance duty, versed in the use of the signal apparatus of various kinds and 
accustomed to the routine of the various cadet drills is keenly felt and their 
places can be filled with great difficulty. The tendency is to gradually lower 
the general level of efliciency and accomplishment. 

To remedy this undesirable condition the rate of pay for soldiers serving at 
this station should be slightly increased, and to fill certain special positions in 
this detachment special grades should be established with somewhat higher 
pay than is now possible. The detachment should be increased by the addition 
of one signal sergeant, first class, and three corporals with the rating of 4naster 
mechanics and pay of $30 per month each. 

The condition of barracks is not satisfactory. They are antiquated in design 
and arrangement and are crowded and inadequate. It is not possible to reserve 
a room for recreation purposes, and the building contains no suitable room if 
one could be spared. There is but one storeroom, which is small and damp, and 
must be used for storage of reserve ordnance equipment and supplies, for quar- 
termaster property, and for subsistence stores. The water-closets are in a 
separate building at some distance from the barracks, which is particularly 
objectionable in inclement weather. The attic is occupied by a photographic 
and map-reproduction laboratory pertaining to the department of practical 
military engineering and, as elsewhere noted, the same department shares the 
office of the detachment with the officer in charge of water supply. 

During the winter of 1910-11 instruction schools were organized for the 
enlisted men in surveying and reconnaissance, in photography, and map- 
reproduction work, in signal and electrical work, and in carpentry, black- 
smithing, and general shopwork. The noncommissioned officers and a few 
selected privates were given a course in riding in the riding hall, Lieut. B. M. 
Zell, Seventh Cavalry, having charge of this feature. This was the first time 
special instruction in riding had been attempted, and the results were very 
gratifying and fully justified the efforts made. It is believed that the detach- 
ment of engineers should have 10 mounts permanently assigned to it in order 
to keep the men instructed in riding and to permit of their instruction in 
mounted reconnaissance duty, as well as to provide mounts for men on special 
duty as overseers at points distant from the barracks. 

Two noncommissioned officers were on duty at the Signal School at Fort Wood 
for a short time during the early winter. 

The discipline of the detachment has be^i generally good throughout the 
year. There were, however, four desertions and two prolonged absences without 
leave. Two of the cases of desertions were directly traceable to causes outside 
the service, and the other two appear to have occurred while the soldier was 
under the infiuence of liquor. The two cases of absence without leave were also 
due to the latter cause. There were four men tried by general courts-martial 
and 11 by the summary court, one of the latter cases resulting in acquittal, the 
others resulting in convictions. 

Mortar hattef^. 

The act making appropriation for the support of the Military Academy for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1911, authorized the expenditure of $6,800 for 
the construction of one skeleton emplacement for 12-inch mortars for the in- 
struction of cadets. This emplacement was located on the north side of Execu- 
tion Hollow and was constructed by civilian labor under the supervision of non- 
commissioned officers of the detachment of engineers employed as overseers. 

The emplacement consists of a gun platform mounting two mortars with a 
corridor in rear for ammunition service and a magazine on each side. The 
western traverse is surmounted by a battery commander's station. 

In order that the emplacement might represent service conditions as to The 
service of ammunition the gun platform, gun walls, corridor and magazine en- 
trances conform to standard dimensions. The magazines are of standard width, 
12 feet, but are reduced in length to 16 feet. To show as many of the standard 
features as possible, and at the same time to keep within the appropriation, the 
walls and roof are reduced to the dimensions requisite to withstand earth pres- 
sure only. The paving is reduced in thickness and the gun foundations are 
designed for subcaliber fire only. The parapet and traverses are reduced in 
height and thiclmess to hold them to the level of the surrounding plain and the 
height of the walls is correspondingly reduced. 
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The conductors for lighting and for fire control are laid in conduits facili- 
tating installation and repair. This equipment is as complete as possible. 

The battery mounts two 12-inch mortars, model 1896 Mi, formerly installed 
in the defenses at Fort Preble, Artillery District of Portland, Me. 

Improvements to roads and grounds. 

The appropriation act for the support of the Military Academy for the past 
fiscal year provided $3,000 for carrying on the development of the general plan 
for improvement to roads and grounds on the military reservation designed 
under contract 

The general supervision of this work was vested in a board of which the in- 
structor of practical military engineering was the junior member, and as the 
actual construction work on this project was executed under his direction report 
is here made accordingly. 

The board convened in January of the present year and prepared a general 
scheme to govern the work and determined the order in which the various 
routes should be cleared and developed. During February and March one ofllcer 
and four enlisted men from the detachment of engineers were engaged in locat- 
ing and marking the routes, which were then cleared of timber and brush to a 
width of 10 feet by woodcutters, with the woods foreman in charge. 

The cost of location, marking, and clearing amounted to $441.92. 

The actual work of improving these routes and making them practicable for 
traflSc was begun on April 10, with one noncemmissioned ofllcer and three pri- 
vates on duty as overseers of the working gangs, which were composed of 
Italian laborers. 

As a part of this system the Round Pond pipe-line from Delatield Reservoir 
to its junction with the Washington Valley Road was crowned up and put in 
condition for light trafllc. A road or trail from Lusk Reservoir passing to the 
westward of Fort Putnam and around the southerly side of Delafield Reservoir 
was opened to connect with the Round Pond line. A road from the base of Fort 
Putnam southward to redoubt No. 1 and battery No. 1 has been opened, and 
a return route overlooking the Stony Lonesome Valley has been projected and 
is now under construction. All of these routes can now be traversed by a 
light wagon although still rather rough for wheeled transport. 

In general terms the work has consisted of removing bowlders and large 
stones, clearing out stumps, constructing culverts and rough retaining walls, 
digging ditches and crowning up the roadway with earth, making common 
earth roads with necessary drainage. These roads have been so constructed 
that they may be widened and otherwise improved without loss of the labor 
already performed. 

Preserving and marking historic sites. 

The work of preserving and marking Revolutionary forts, redoubts, and bat- 
teries and other historic sites situated within the limits of the West Point Mili- 
tary Reservation has been continued under the direction of this department. 

The appropriation for this work was $1,500. 

A board of ofllcers was originally convened to identify the various sites, 
determine the true designation of each and the style of marking. Pursuant to 
the approved recommendations of this board the work during the fiscal year 
has been executed as follows: 

Trimming trees, clearing out brush, rebuilding fallen walls and old parapets 
and preparing stones or bowlders for inscriptions at the following works, viz: 
Chain battery. Water battery. Fort Wyllis, redoubt Meigs, redoubts Nos. 1, 2, 
and 4 and battery No. 1. 

Inscriptions were cut in ledges or bowlders at the following works : Lanthorn, 
Water, and Chain batteries and at battery No. 1 ; at redoubts Nos. 1, 2, and 4 
and at redoubt Meigs ; also at battery No. 1. , 

It is believed that these verious historic works are now in condition to with- 
stand ordinary wear and tear for many years to come. It will doubtless be 
necessary from time to time to clear the surrounding slopes of grass, woods, and 
small brush, and possibly to make minor repairs and earth fills to compensate 
for erosion caused by heavy rains and melting snows. 

The system of roads and trails now under construction as described elsewhere 
in this report will make all of these historic sites quite readily accessible, and 
their restoration and marking will add greatly to the interest of walks or rides 
about the reservation.

During the year the sapply of water consumed at this post has been drawn 
mainly from Uie Popolopen-Qneensborough watershed area southwest of Fort 
Montgomery, N. Y. In commcm with other water supplies in this portion of 
the State, the run-off in this area was greatly reduced by the prolonged period 
of dry weather during the summer and fall of 1910. It appears also that in the 
operations of the Forest of Dean mine, which is located in the valley of Popo- 
lopen Creek, the ley^ of Mine Lake and nearby ponds was greatly reduced and 
this in turn reduced the run-off during the dry period as compared with the 
run-off in former years. 

The Popolopen Greek (at its normal stage), 2()-inch pipe-line, will deliver 
daily at Lusk Reservoir 5,100,000 gallons through the main outlet, or 3,100,000 
gallons through the fountain outlet On September 9, however, the manometer 
recorded about 3,000,000 gallons, and from that date the amount declined to 
300,000 gallons on September 24. From the latter date the amount delivered 
fell very gradually until October 13, when it fell below the minimum registra- 
tion capacity of the recording apparatus. From the date last named until 
November 4 the amount of water derived from the Popolopen watershed was 
so slight as to be negligible. On the latter date the supply was again normal, 
and while it has been low at various times since it has always been sufficient 
to supply the needs of the post 

During the period of reduced supply above referred to the reserve supply at 
Round Pond was drawn upon with the consequence that, although the year 
has been unusually dry, there has been no scarcity of water in the distribution 
system of the post. 

During the winter and spring all ponds and reservoirs on the post have been 
filled and are now overflowing. Round Pond is also at a very satisfactory stage, 
although it has not yet attained its customary high level. 

Bacteriological examinations of the raw and filtered water have heea made 
by the surgeon at regular intervals during the year, and his reports indicate that 
the quality of the raw water has been exceptionally good and the efficiency of 
the filters as a rule very high. 

The per capita consumption of filtered water throughout the year has been 
very great. The indications are that a large part of the water delivered into 
the post distribution system is needlessly wasted in stables, cadet shower baths, 
in lavatories, toilet rooms, and in excessive sprinkling of lawns by reason of the 
failure of the. persons responsible to turn off the water in each case when no 
longer required. Undoubtedly there is also the usual loss by reason of leakage 
in service pipes and fixtures. 

As the distribution system consists of a single set of mains none but filtered 
water is admitted thereto and the- waste above referred to places an unnecessary 
strain upon the filters and increases the cost of maintenance and operation by 
necessitating more frequent cleaning of filters and washing of sand, the unit 
costs of which operations are rather high. 

The average daily consumption by months is exhibited in the following table :

The foregoing table indicates a daily per capita consumption of over 500 
gallons. The average daily consumption per capita in cities (statistics of 134 
representative cities being taken) is 137 gallons, when the service is not 
metered; when metered it is about 65 gallons only. Comparison of the two 
figures is hardly fair because of special conditions that obtain at this post 
on account of the great number of animals and the large amount of water used 
in the gymnasium swimming pool, in shower baths, and In lavatories. At the 
same time, it is thought that these uses alone can scarcely account for the 
difference of over 350 gallons per capita. 

The annual appropriation of $2,000 for the maintenance and operation of the 
waterworks was expended in cleaning the filter beds, washing and replacing 
filter sand, in the general police of the reservoir site and adjacent roads and 
grounds, and for other necessary work of maintenance and repair. 

♦ *♦♦♦♦» 

During the ensuing fiscal year it is expected to reduce the needless waste of 
water elsewhere mentioned by employing a soldier on extra duty as inspector 
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with antbority to inspect all public and priyate senrlces with a yiew of having 
repairs made when and where needed and fixing responsibility for the waste of 
water. 

Necessary increase of the water supply. 

The work done nnder this appropriation during the p^st year falls under 
subheads as follows:

Sanitation of the watershed. 

Inspections have been made at short intervals to determine the general sani- 
tary condition of the watershed, to discover any sources of contamination of the 
water supply and to observe the enforcement of the rules and regulations pro- 
mulgated by the State authorities for the protection of the West Point water 
supply. But one instance of violation of these regulations was noted during the 
year. JL horse had been killed or had died through neglect in the vicinity of a 
watercourse. The carcass was discovered by the warden of the watershed be- 
fore any damage had been done and was removed. Steps were taken looking 
to a prosecution of the person responsible for the horse, but no final action 
was taken because of the difficulty encountered in fixing the ownership of the 
animal. 

Examination of the watershed area indicates it to be in a very satisfactory 
condition in respect of sanitation, a conclusion which is borne out by the reports 
of the surgeon in his bacteriological examination of the water entering the 
reservoir. 

DEPABTMEITT OF OBDITANCE AND OUNNEBY. 

The department of ordnance and gunnery has been very ably ad- 
ministered by Lieut. Col. Golden L'H. Euggles. Owing to a change 
in the curriculum and return to the four-years' course there will be 
no recitations during the next year, ordnance instruction now revert- 
ing to the first class. 

For this reason Col. Euggles was relieved before he completed the 
usual tour at the academy. He repopts as follows : 

The course in ordnance and gunnery throughout the year has been the same 
as for last year and has been attended with the same good results. 

In accordance with the curriculum for a 4-year and 3-months' course, 
approved by the War Department August 10, 1907, and the consequent transfer 
of the subject of ordnance and gunnery to the second-class year, this subject 
has been studied by both the first and second classes of cadets this year. Owing 
to the return to a 4-years* course and the adoption of a new curriculum in 
connection therewith, which again places the subject of ordnance and gunnery 
in the first-class year, the subject of ordnance and gunnery will not be taught 
during the academic year commencing September 1, 1911. 

The shop in the laboratory was enlarged as referred to in my last annual 
report, and work thereon was completed in time to allow the building to be 
utilized this year in the instruction of both classes in shopwork. The larger 
space thus made available for this work, together with the loan of a number of 
metal-working machines by the Chief of Ordnance, made it possible in the 
case of aU but two machines to assign but one cadet to a machine with greatly 
improved results as to the efficiency of instruction. 

The machines loaned by the Chief of Ordnance are as follows:

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While these machines are not generally of the latest patterns, and some of 
them are old and others are much larger than Is desirable, they will nevertheless 
answer very well for instruction purposes until such time as the shop is fully 
equipped by the gradual purchase of new machines under the appropriation of 
$2,000 now made annually for this purpose in the Military Academy appro- 
priation bill. 

The number of periods available for instruction in practical work at the 
laboratory has, since this course was inaugurated, been 18. Under the cur- 
riculum adopted this year 10 more periods have been provided for this pur- 
pose by utilizing available time after 3.30 p. m. between December 1 and Feb- 
ruary 17. It is proposed to devote 5 of these periods to instruction in forging 
and blacksmith work, and 5 to instruction in carpenter work, with particular 
reference to the method of making the various standard joints in heavy frame- 
work. The 18 periods hitherto available will be devoted to instruction in 
machine-shop practice. 

Ordnance material. 

The armament of the post has been kept in good repair during the year, and 
the alterations ordered by the War Department in the armament throughout 
the service have been incorporated in that at the post. 

In addition to the regular allowance for small-arms target practice for officers 
and enlisted men and of $5,000 for such practice for cadets, the following allow- 
ance for Artillery practice of cadets during the year was made, viz : 

3-inch field gun model of 1902 : 290 shrapnel, 20 high explosive shell, 3,000 
subcaliber cartridges, and 300 blank cartridges. 

2.95-inch Vickers-Maxlm mountain gun; 145 shrapnel, 10 shell, cast-iron, 
powder-charged, and 300 blank cartridges. 

5-inch siege gun: 75 shrapnel with full service charges and primers and 25 
shell with full service charges and primers. 

7-inch siege howitzer : 75 shrapnel with full service charges and primers and 
25 shell with full service charges and primers. 

6-inch rapid-fire gun: 13 rounds with full service charges, 500 subcaliber 
cartridges, and 400 drill primers. 

10-inch gun : 7 rounds with full service charges. 

12-inch mortar : 11 rounds with full service charges. 

The allowance for small-arms target practice for the coming year is the same 
as for the year just ended. Allowance for Artillery target practice of cadets 
is as follows, viz: 

3-inch field gun, model of 1902 : 270 shrapnel, 20 shell, high explosive, 1,500 
subcaliber cartridges, and 300 blank cartridges. 

2.95-inch Vickers-Maxlm mountain gun: 145 shrapnel, 10 shell, cast-iron, 
powder-charged, 1,500 subcaliber cartridges, and 300 blank cartridges. 

4.7-lnch heavy field gun : 25 shrapnel and 25 high explosive shell. 

6-inch rapid-fire gun: 13 rounds with full service charges and primers, 500 
subcaliber cartridges with primers, and 400 drill primers. 

10-inch gun: 7 rounds with full service charges and primers and 50 sub- 
caliber cartridges with primers. 

12-inch mortar : 11 rounds with full service charges and primers and 150 sub- 
caliber cartridges with primers. 

The generous allowances of ammunition for target practice of cadets is of 
inestimable value to them and to the service by permitting the graduation of 
young officers splendidly equipped for the continuance of target practice work 
in the service. «* 

The battery of 4.7-inch heavy field guns, referred to in my last annual report 
as 4.7-inch siege guns, has been received at this post The official designation of 
these guns has now been changed to heavy field guns. Owing to the possible 
abandonment of one or the other or both of the 4.7-lnch and 3.8-inch howitzers as 
service pieces, it is desired to change the recommendation in regard to them 
made in my last annual report and to recommend instead that one battery of 
6-lnch heavy field howitzers and one of 3-inch mountain howitzers be issued to 
this post for cadet instruction as soon as their manufacture has progressed to a 
point to render this practicable. 

The skeleton emplacement for 12-inch mortars referred to in my last annual 
report has been practically completed and two 12-inch mortars with carriages 
of model of 1896 Mi are now being mounted therein, the work of mounting 
them being nearly completed. These mortars have been only loaned to the 
academy, their permanent emplacement being at Fort Preble, Me. 
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Ordnwvce laboratory. 

An estimate for funds to enable the installation of electric lights and steam- 
heating apparatus in the barraclss at the laboratory has been submitted for 
incorporation in the Military Academy appropriation bill. This is a much 
needed improvement and it is hoped that funds for the same can be obtained. 

The barracks is an old structure possessing none of the conveniences as re- 
gards electric lights, steam or hot-water heat, toilet, wash, and reading rooms 
now found in barracks of modern construction. It is considered that this build- 
ing should be enlarged and modernized to permit of Its accommodating about 
25 men and to provide suitable toilet, wash, reading, and amusement rooms 
for them. 

Museum. 

A number of exhibits have been loaned or presented during tlffe year. 

In response to the request of the accredited representatives of this Govern- 
ment at the capitals of important foreign states, the following rifles and am- 
munition in addition to those previously reported have been received at the 
museum during the year in exchange for the latest United States magazine 
rifles and ammunition, viz: 

One Italian rifle with 1 bayonet, 1 bayonet scabbard, 1 cleaning rod, 1 brush 
wiper, 1 oiler, 1 screwdriver, and 12 cartridges. 

One Japanese rifle with 1 bayonet, 1 scabbard, 1 oiler, 1 ramrod, 1 screw- 
driver, 1 ramrod attachment, 1 tool, 1 gun sling, 1 scabbard frog, 1 belt, 3 
pouches, 1 front sight and muzzle cover, and 20 cartridges. 

One Grecian rifle with 1 bayonet and 1 scabbard. 

One Swiss rifle with 1 bayonet, 1 scabbard, 1 tliong and cord, 1 front sight 
and muzzle cover, 1 extra cocking piece, 1 extra fl ring-pin rod, 1 extra ex- 
tractor, 1 reflecting mirror, 1 gun sling, 1 descriptive pamphlet, and 60 
cartridges. 

One Servian carbine with 1 muzzle cover and 10 cartridges. 

One Roumanian carbine with 1 ramrod and 10 cartridges. 

One Bulgarian carbine with 1 gun sling and 10 cartridges. 

One Chilian rifle with 1 bayonet, 1 scabbard, 1 rod, 1 gun sling, 1 front sight 
cover, 1 belt with 3 pouches and 20 cartridges. 

One Argentine rifle with 1 bayonet, 1 scabbard, 1 front sight cover, and 40 
cartridges. 

One Mexican rifle with 1 bayonet, 1 scabbard, 1 cleaning rod, 1 front sight 
and muzzle cover, and 100 cartridges. 

Ordnance detachment. 

The high efficiency of the ordnance detachment has been maintained during 
the year, but the work now devolving upon it is greater than it can satisfac- 
torily perform without outside help. For approximately two years now the 
detachment has been aided in its duties by the detail of two privates from the 
United States Military Academy detachment of Field Artillery, and even with 
this help its work is greater than should properly be expected of a detachment 
of its size. It is considered that the strength of this detachment should be 
increased to 30 men. 

DEFABTMENT OF MILITABY HYGIENE. 

The department of military hygiene has been satisfactorily ad- 
ministered by Lieut. Col. Frank R. Keefer, Medical Corps. All 
recitations were supervised by officers of the Medical Corps, two of 
whom were ordered here for that purpose. Col. Keefer reports as 
follows : 

The department of military hygiene was created October 21, 3905, by Execu- 
tive order, and congressional enactment placed it upon an even footing with 
the other academic departments. The act making appropriations for the sup- 
port of the Military Academy for the fiscal year 1911 contained the following 
provisions: "Hereafter any oflScer detailed from the Medical Corps of the 
Aimy as senior medical of&cer of the post at the MiUtary Academy, whose rank 
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shall not be below that of lieutaiant colonel, shall be the professor of military 
hygiene." In conformity with the above act, the incumbent became professor 
of military hygiene August 9, 1910, vice Lieut Col. Charles M. Gandy, Medical 
Corps. 

The academic course in this subject consists at present of 13 recitations 
and 6 lectures, and instruction is given to the second class only. The course 
this year began May 5 and terminated June 5. Heretofore it has been custom- 
ary to detail line officers, regularly attached to other academic departments, 
to temporary duty as instructors in military hygiene. This has entailed much 
additional labor on these officers and has been unsatisfactory in practice, since 
the work was unfamiliar and uncongenial, while matters of interest and im- 
portance were outside their knowledge, and information beyond the scope of 
the textbooks could not be imparted by them. Authority was therefore 
obtained from the War Department for the detail of medical officers for this 
purpose. Capt». Joseph F» Siler and William R. Davis, specially asked for 
because of their knowledge of the subject and familiarity with modern methods, 
were ordered to report to the academy for temporary duty. These instructors 
displayed great interest in the work and obtained excellent results. 

The lecture periods as assigned provided for but half the class at a time, 
which would have necessitated the repetition of each lecture. By courtesy of 
the acting professor of drawing, who yielded three hours of the time allotted to 
his department, it was made possible to deliver the lectures to the entire class. 
Brig. Gen. Alfred A. Woodhull, retired, on invitation, gave one of the lectures 
in the course, taking as his topic " The conduct of marches.'* The other lectures 
were delivered by the head of the department, and the subjects treated were: 
Personal hygiene, the chief preventable diseases of soldiers; the conservation of 
health in hot climates ; the place of the Medical Department in the Army ; camp 
sanitation. These lectures were illustrated by means of lantern slides and 
models of sanitary appliances. 

Since the course in this and preceding years occurred during the period of 
greatest medico-professional activity, request was made and permission accorded 
to set the time of instruction forward. Recitations in 1912 will therefore begin 
February 23 and terminate March 27. 

The subjects taught in the course have been as follows : 

The recruit; personal hygiene; foods and their preparation; the hygiene of 
camps, of barracks, and of troops on the march ; the care of the health in hot 
and cold climates ; the causes of disease ; the prevention of epidemics ; typhoid 
and other water-borne diseases ; infections transmitted by insects ; venereal dis- 
eases; the nature of alcoholic drinks and narcotics and their effects upon the 
human system. 

In addition, lectures and demonstrations have been given at other times 
during the year on venereal prophylaxis, antityphoid inoculation, the use of the 
first-aid packet, treatment of medical and surgical emergencies, camp sanitation, 
and the use of sanitary appliances. 

DEPARTMENT OF ENGLISH AND HISTOBT. 

Under the act of Congress approved April 19, 1910, Lucius H. Holt 
was appointed professor of English and history. He entered upon 
his duties on July 2, 1910, and has conducted the work of his depart- 
ment with marked efficiency. He reports as follows: 

The present professor of English and history took over the department from 
Acting Prof. J. C. Adams on July 2, 1910. At the beginning of academic work 
in September eight instructors were serving in the department, four in English 
and four in history. These Instructors were for the most part detailed from 
the department of modem languages. 

The work of the department was wholly with the fourth class. For the pur- 
poses of instruction the class was divided into 16 sections, reciting daily, 8 in 
English and 8 in history, those reciting in English one day having history next, 
and vice versa. One hundred and thirty-two cadets were in the fourth class in 
September. Arrangements of sections were made to put 12 cadets in each of 
the upper sections, so as to allow the lower sections to be made up of not more 
than 6 or 7 cadets. By this means those cadets who were most in need of 
assistance were able to get more individual attention from the Instructora 
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In English at the time the instruction of the cadets began in September the 
fourth class was supposed to have been thoroughly drilled in the elements of 
rhetoric and to have gained some knowledge of the Elizabethan period of 
English literature during the term lasting from March to June; in history the 
dass had studied the period from the beginning of the sixteenth century up 
through the battle of Waterloa The worlt both in English and in history for 
the term from September through January, 1911, had already been planned by 
Prof. Adams. No radical change from the established and accepted plan of 
work was made by the presoit professor. In two ways, however, an attempt 
was made to make the instruction more effectiye : First, by a requirement that 
each cadet take careful notes of new matter and new interpretations brought 
out in the class; second, by the preparation for the use of the instructors of 
detailed outlines for each recitation. 

First, the notes. Each cadet was required to bring his notebook to each 
recitation and to take notes during each recitation. His notebook was examined 
and marked twice or three times each term. Full explanations were given to the 
cadets of the way the notebooks should be kept, and of the use which should be 
made of them. To facilitate the taking of accurate notes and also to permit the 
cadet at any point in a recitation to grasp the precise bearing of the question 
asked, the simple device was adopted of putting on the board at each recitation 
a concise diagram of the material to be covered during the hour. It has been 
the experience of the department that the cadets, especially those of the lower 
sections, have been able by taking notes and by following attentively the simple 
diagram mentioned to derive much more benefit from the course than formerly. 

Second, the lesson outlines. These detailed outlines were intended for the use 
of the Instructors in their preparation of the day's lesson for teaching. The 
chief advantage gained from them has been uniformity in class-room presenta- 
tion. Before each recitation the head of the department in conference with 
the instructors went over the material in the lesson assigned with the outline, 
ahowing where emphasis might properly be placed, how the important points 
might most effectively be presented, and answering questions. Necessarily 
allowing for the individual factor in teachihg, it has been the experience of the 
department that the proper use of these detailed outlines has made the teach- 
ing more uniform and enabled the instructors to be prepared better for the 
recitations. 

The method of the recitation was not changed. The first part of the recita- 
tion hour in English has commonly been devoted to a 15-minute written paper 
on a topic selected from the day's lesson, emphasis being laid on the necessity 
of correct expression. Occasionally longer themes have been required, but it is 
the belief of the head of the department that the best ends of the English 
course in this academy are obtained by emphasis upon clear, correct, and con- 
cise expression of facts, information, or the like, rather than upon long-sustained 
essays or attempts at essays in literature. In history the recitations in the poli- 
tical science part of the course were not as successful as could be desired. This 
was due, it is believed, to the poor textbook used, and will be remedied largely 
by the introduction of a better textbook for the purpose next yeai. 

The regular course has been supplemented by lectures, several by the head 
of the department and four by outside lecturers. It is the belief of the depart- 
ment that both in English and in history effective lectures can do much to 
clarify the work for the cadets. It is hoped that during the next year provision 
can be made for more than four outside lecturers. 

Mention should be made of the work with the fourth class from March to 
June of this year. Owing to the change from a four-year-and-three-months' 
course to a four-year course, the fourth class, one-half the class daily, continued 
its work in English from March till June. The assigned lessons were from the 
plays of the most important contemporary English (and American) dramatists. 
In the work the attempt was made to familiarize the students with these se- 
lected plays, to draw pertinent comparisons with the drama of a former period, 
and to inspire a proper appreciation of what is typical of the best of modem 
dramatic literature in English. The methods used in teaching were not dif- 
ferent from those outlined above. 

At the beginning of February the instructors detailed from the department 
of modem languages for work In the department of English and histoi*y were 
relieved from work in the latter department. Then for the first time in its 
history, all of the instructors in the department were oflBcers detailed for that 
dut^ alone. Under an act of Congress of March 3, 1911, an assistant professor 
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was created in fhe department With the coming of the next large fourth class, 
and the consequent increase in instructors in the department, the necessity of 
an assistant professor in English as well as the one already provided, who is 
serving in the history branch, will become evident. 

Certain changes in textbooks have been recommended for the coming year. 
It is believed that in the English course the omission of Carlyle's Heroes and 
Hero- Worship and the substitution of new textbooks for the study of Tenny- 
son and Stevenson, and the introduction of a play by Sheridan, a play by 
Pinero, and a history of English literature, will strengthen the course both in 
value and interest. In history, the only change recommended has been the 
substitution of Prof. Gettell's Introduction of Political Science in the place of 
Prof. Dealey*s Development of the State. The orderly arrangement of 'material 
and frequent concrete illustrations in Prof. Getteirs work should enable the 
cadet to gain a more intelligent knowledge of the subject than was possible 
from the book displaced. 

Two officers of this department have spent part of their summer 
vacations in taking special courses in English and history, for which 
they are entitled to commendation. 

BOARD or VISITORS. 

It is a matter of regret by all belonging to the academy and those 
intimately associated therewith that the time-honored Board of 
Visitors, which came to the academy annually during the graduating 
exercises, has been done away with under the law approved March 4, 
1909, which provides : 

That hereafter the Board of Visitors to the Military Academy shall consist of 
five members of the Committee on Military Affairs of the Senate and seven 
members of the Committee on Military Affairs of the House of Representatives, 
to be appointed by the respective chairmen thereof * * *. 

This year three members of the Military Committee of the Senate 
and three members of the Military Committee of the House visited 
the academy for a period of about 24 hours, arriving on January 26, 
1911. 

The members of the Military Committees of the House and Senate 
should visit the academy ana be familiar with its conditions and 
wants, but in addition thereto it is believed that the best interests 
of the academy will be subserved by adding Senators and Eepre- 
sentatives other than members of the two military committees, and, 
in addition, at least five distinguished citizens of the country, and 
that such a board, or a proportion thereof should be present during the 
^aduating exercises, beginning June 1 and ending with the gradua- 
tion of the class. 

SUPERINTENDENT UNITED STATES MILITARY ACADEMY. 

Gen. Sherman, who kept in close touch with the Military Academy, 
realized the necessity for a general officer being superintendent, and 
while in command of the Army in 1876, reported as follows : 

At the Polytechnic of Paris a general of Artillery is the head; at Metz a 
general of brigade ; at St. Cyr a brigadier general. In Prussia, where military 
education is nearly universal, the National War Academy, at Berlin, which 
corresponds with ours at West Point, is presided over by a lieutenant general, 
and generally throughout Europe the most renowned and exalted of their gen- 
eral officers are chosen to preside over the education of their youth; so that 
I deem it a matter worthy of special mention that Gen. Schofield, with his 
consent, has been placed at the head of our National Academy, and under his 
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administration I am sure it will rank among fhe first educational establish- 
ments of the world. 

A special reason why a general officer should occupy this post is that he is 
common to all arms of service and not subject to the doubt which naturally 
attaches to a field officer of the General Staff, of Artillery, Cavalry, or Infantry, 
who is inclined, naturally, to favor his own corps or arm of service. 

With the increased number of cadets and the enlargement of the 
academy there is additional reason for a general officer to be super- 
intendent, that the officer in command may be superior in actual rank 
to all officers on duty here. Assigning a junior officer to this duty 
and giving him local rank does not ameliorate or improve conditions; 
it always has been and always will be humiliating to his superiors on 
the academic board, some oi whom are older in years and length of 
service and his senior in actual rank. 

INCREASE IN THE NUMBER OP CADETS AND THE FHiLING OF VACANCIES. 

On September 1, 1910, 122 vacancies existed in the Corps of 
Cadets. When the War Department approved of the change to the 
four-years' course and directed the admission of the next class in 
June, 1911, the January examination of candidates which. had been 

Srovided for with a view to the admission of the successful ones on 
[arch 1 was held. An additional examination was held in May with 
a view to filling the vacancies existing after the January examination. 
The results of these two examinations were in a measure dis- 
appointing, in that 52 vacancies still remained to be filled. 

For the examination in January, 1911, 553 candidates were nomi- 
nated to cover the 300 vacancies. 
The following summary shows the result of this examination:

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leaving 54 yacancies. The War Department in its earnest endeavor 
to fill these vacancies ordered a third examination for July 5, 1911, 
the result of which is as follows:

The foregoing statements show that practically the same number 
of vacancies remained after the third examination of candidates as 
after the second examination. This condition is accounted for by 
the fact that between the May and July examinations 11 cadets re- 
signed and 4 were discharged for deficiency in studies, thus leaving 
69 vacancies to be filled prior to the third examination. Of the 
candidates appointed for the Juhr examination but 15 were admitted, 
thus leaving 54 vacancies to be filled. Since the July examination 3 
more new cadets have resigned, leaving at date 57 vacancies. 

The qualified candidates oi this examination were admitted on 
August 1, 1911. Therefore, after three examinations there still exist 
57 vacancies. In the last examination the following districts were 
not represented, no candidates having been designated: Second, 
third, and seventh, Arkansas; second, twelfth, fifteenth, and twenty- 
fourth, Illinois J ninth, Iowa; third and seventh, Louisiana; third 
and fourth, Mississippi; sixth, NebBaska; nineteenth and thirty- 
fifth. New York; second and seventh. North Carolina; fifth, Okla- 
homa ; seventeenth, Pennsylvania. 

It is believed there are in all districts qualified young men who 
desire these appointments, and it is regretted that such young men 
are not nominated, or at least given a chance by competitive ex- 
amination or otherwise. 

The circular of information sent out from the academy to Congress- 
men, candidates, and others interested, is complete as to the mental 
and physical requirements, and any reputable physician could at 
once determine by examination whether or not the candidate is 
qualified physically; but notwithstanding the care taken to impart 
this information many candidates are rejected for physical defects. 
In one instance all three candidates nominated from a district were 
rejected physically and mentally, and there are many districts in 
which two of the three candidates were rejected physically. 

With a view to filling all vacancies effort was made to secure the 
enactment of the following legislation, but unfortunately it failed : 

Provided, That wlienever any cadetship at tlie United States MiUtary Acad- 
emy is available for the appointment of a cadet from any State at large or from 
any congressional district or Territory, the President shall appoint a cadet from 
the United States at large to fill such cadetships unless the proper Senator, 
Representative, or Delegate in Congress shall nominate an eligible candidate for 
appointment to such cadetship within six months after having been requested 
by the War Department to nominate such a candidate: Provided further. That 
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hereafter whenever all yacancieo at the Military Academy shall not have been 
filled as a result of the regular annual entrance examination the superintendent 
shall fill not to exceed 30 of the remaining unfilled vacauoies by admisi^ons from 
the whole list of alternates, selected in their order of merit established at such 
entrance examination, preferably from the same State in which the vacancy 
occurs. The admissions thus made shall be credited to the United States at 
large and shall not interfere with or affect in any manner whatsoever any 
appohitment authorized by existing law : And provided further, That whenever 
by the operation of this or any other law the Corps of Cadets exceeds its author- 
ized maximum strength as now provided by law the admission of alternates as 
herein prescribed shall cease until such time as the Corps of Cadets may be 
reduced below its present authorized strength. 

The plant here is sufficient for the accommodation and instruction 
of a certain number of cadets^ and in the interest of the country, the 
Army, and economy the maximum number should be under instruc- 
tion at all times. 

If legislation such as that above cited be not enacted, and in the 
light that these appointments belong to the several States and con- 
gressional districts, it is suggested that examinations be held in each 
district at which any eligible youth may appear, the one passing the 
best examination to be appointed. 

At the examination held in January, 1911, 37 candidates for 14 
appointments at large were examined competitively. A comparison 
of the examinations of these 37 candidates with those of the candi- 
dates from State and congressional districts emphasized the advis- 
ability of the course pursued by the President in selecting his 
appointees. 

The recjuirements for candidates in English composition and 
English literature are clearly stated in the circular of information 
as follows: 

Candidates will be required : 

1. By the writing of short themes on subjects chosen by themselves within 
limits set by the examination paper, to prove (a) their ability to spell, capital- 
ize, and punctuate, and (5) their mastery of the elementary principles of com- 
position, including paragraphing and sentence-structure. 

2. To give evidence of intelligent acquaintance with three plays of Shake- 
speare, one comedy, one history, and one tragedy. The Merchant of Venice, 
Henry V, and Macbeth being especially recommended. 

3. To exhibit a fair knowledge of the names of the most prominent English 
and American authors, and of the names of their principal works. 

The following are taken from candidates' examination papers of 
July 5, 1911: 

Robert Bums was and E^ngllsh he was bom In England and his parents were 
very i)oor. All during Roberts early child hood he showed that he was very 
bright. He is considered one of the greatest English His poems sound different 
from that of the other poets. The sound much more smoother. 

Robert Bums was an English writer of poems. Bums was bom of poor 
parents, his father being a commoji day labor. Burns when young show a taste 
for good book. Often while eating a meal he would take his book to the table 
and read as he ate. Burns was large mans, but the hard labor which he did 
while young weaken him. When about seventeen Bums attended a dancing 
school which his parents objected to very much. 

Burns early education was obtain thro his mother and a poor school. To 
which he could attend only a few months a year. 

As Burns grew in man hood he feel in with companions. The results were he 
became a drunken. 
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Kobert Bums came from the Pesent class of Scotland ; His father took it upon 
himself to instruct his son as he should be. When Robert was a boy, his father 
would talk to him as if he were a man with intelligence and maturer knowledge 
instead of a mere boy. Nature greatly influenced him as is shown by his lit- 
erary works later; many of his poems were about birds, and the animals he 
came in contact in his daily work on the farm. 

Bums was of Scotch decent. His people were poor and ignorent. His opper- 
tunities were not good but he was determine. The poetical blood seemed to 
have run through his veins. He knew the peasant life well and it influenced his 
works of later years. No poet has evem been able too surpass him in describing 
the peasant life. 

The battle of Waterloo where Napoleon the most noted and powerful ruler 
also general that Europe has ever produced, is what some authoraties say as to 
his greatness, met his defeat his defeat was merely an oversight on his part. 

The Battle of Waterloo was fought between the French and English. The 
French were led by Nepoliean and the English by Lord Wellingford. 

Nepoliean had captured most of Europe and had been carrying on a war 
against England. The English were the better on seas but French beat tliem on 
land. 

One day in August a few of the boys thought they would go camming so they 
invited the rest of us to go along to do the work I should imagine, it seemed so 
later, but of course we hade our trebles the same as other campers do. We 
forgot to take salt. The first few days things went lovely but later the fellow 
that couldn't whip the rest hade to be cook the next weakest the dish washer 
and so on down untill we had a sort of feudil system each one swearing alegence 
to the One who last whiped him, this continued for the remainder of the time 
and finley got so bad that camp was broken and we went home. 

As examples of failure to exhibit a fair knowledge of English 
literary history, the following answers to the question asked — " In 
a few paragraphs (altogether about 200 words) mention the chief 
characteristics and the most important writers of the nineteenth 
century in English literature " — are submitted : 

The important writers of the 19th Century were nearly all raised as poor 
boys from poor families. The one we should class first among them is Long- 
fellow. After his death. The people of England thought so much about him, 
they ask for his bust for the Poets Corner in West Minster Abbey. It stands in 
prominate place today. 

There were a number of good writers such as Johnson, Jonson, Tennyson, 
and etc. 

The majority of the best writers at this time were Englishmen. The Ameri- 
cans only being a few. That is comparing them with the Foreign writers. 

There was a great difference between the writings of Englishmen and Ameri- 
cans. The American writings seem to have more humor and a more pleasant 
way in expressing themselves. Reading a book written by an Englishmen is 
does not have the easy smoothe effect as the Americans. 

The age as a whole may be classed as the Interduction of the Novel because 
the majority of the work was prose and the majority of the prose were novels 
we have of corse poets, such as Wodsworth Shelly, Kets, Byron, But we also 
have, Dickens, Gorge Elliot Thackeray, Carlyle whith his essays The char- 
tertstcs of the literature was love of nature In Bums and Wodsworth. 

We have Wodsworth's definition of poetry, "a superflous overflow of the 
powerfull fealing" Bums says, if it hade but a spark of natures fire. In the 
novel we have character desceiption and well developed plots, also Humor. 

Some of the most important writters of the nineteenth century are Bller 
Wheeler Wilcox Elbert Hubbard Jack London Walt Whitman and Dorothy 
Dix. Among this number two of them are women and there pieces and writings 
are very interesting. Elbert Hubbard is somewhat of a phylosopher. He is 
also a splendid writer. He wrote the Doctor and a good many other books. 
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Jack London is more of a noveliBt than a writer. His chief work is writting up 
prise fights and other things. Walt Whitman is called the poet philosopher 
and his works are very interested. He writes for all of the newspapers. 

As evidence of complete unfitness to take the examination in 
history for this academy the following answers to questions asked 
in the recent examination are submitted : 

Q. Who was Nebuchadnezzar and for what achievements was he noted? 

A. Nebuchadnezzar was a prophet and was noted for his forseeings He told 
the certain things would happen and they did happen. 

A. He was ancient king and was a soldier. He compled to eat grass and 
live in the forest for about nine years. He founded the city Ninneh. 

A. Nebuchadnezzar was an Egyptian ruler, noted for founding a library. 
Gave Egypt a good start 

Q. Describe briefiy Xerxes' attempted conquest of Greece, naming two of the 
littles and the results of each. 

A. Xerxes conquest were not successful being driven back. 

A. He started with about a million and 1-2 soldiers and followers. He 
entered Greece and foughted the battle of Thermopylae was victorious but cost 
him a great many men. 

A. With a large army he defeated the Greek at Thermopelae spearing only 
one man. In the naval battle of Salamis he was defated. His attempts were 
a vailure. 

Q. What was the " Macedonian Phalanx "? What was the " Roman Legion? " 
Name an important battle in which they were opposed. State the result of 
this battle. 

A. Macedonian Phalanx was a division of the Army of Macedonia. Roman 
Legion was the Roman army. 

A. In the battle of Crecy these opposing forces met and the result was in 
favor of the Romans. 

A. The Roman legion was a hundred foot soldiers. A Macedonian Phalanx 
was when the soldiers stood on the other soldiers back forming a great high 
waU with their shields. 

Q. What was the Mason and Dixon's Line? How and when was it estab- 
lished? Why? 

A Mason and Dixon*s line was a line made across the country from east to 
west. It apparently divides the country. 

A. The Mason and Dixon line is a line running between Maryland and 
Georgia. It took its name from the name of the surveyors. It was established 
in 1690 and because there was a continual quarrel between the boundaries of 
the two states. 

Q. Who were the leaders and what were the results of the Battles of Trenton 
and Princeton? What was the special importance of these two battles? 

A. Montcalm and Wolf, Gained a stronger holt on the equipment of the op- 
posing forces. 

A. General Jackson and" General Lee. 

Q. Give the details of the establishment of the Republic of Panama. 

A. The Republic of Panama was established by the United States against 
the wishes of England in about 1897. We almost had trouble on account of 
our "Monroe Doctrine." 

A. The Mexican Government was unbearable thereby causing the southern 
part to rebel and form a republic. 

A. Panama was under the control of Venezuela. She was mistreated and 
misgoverned and asked foreign nations for recognition as independent. The 
U. S. sent fleets over to Venezuela and forced her to recognize Panama's 
independence. 

A. Spain was not to hold power in Panama, neither was the U. S. to annex 
her as a state. 

A. Panama was purchased from Columbia. 

A. That U. S. was to have Isthmus-Panama to control herself. 

A. Panama was owned by the Spanish Gov. and it desired to be independent 
and free from the Spanish bonds. It rebelled and was recognized by the U. S. 
and other countries and so was freed and became an independent Gov. 

The above are a few extracts from many equally as bad submitted 
by candidates in the examination of July 5, 1911, and emphasize the 
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onfitness of the persons submitting such papers even to be propoeed 
as candidates for entrance to this acaoiemy. These examination 
papers seem to establish (a) that proper care is not exercised in the 
selection of candidates, and (6) that the methods of instruction now 
in vogue in our schools are not satisfactory. 

Manv of the young men whose answers are above quoted reported 
themselves as having attended high school and some as having at- 
tended colleges and universities. 

The United States Military Academy is not a primary school. 
The courses of instruction given here presuppose a foundation in 
the rudimentary branches. Where such a foundation does not exist 
no encouragement should be given to try the examinations, for 
thereby (a) the time and work of the officers engaged in examining 
the candidates and their papers are utterly wasted, (6) other young 
men more fit to take the examination are ^ven no opportunity, and 
(c) in the many cases where candidates insufficiently prepared do 
actually obtain entrance to the academy they become a serious draw- 
back on the advance of the whole class toward more valuable work. 

In respect of (6) it is incredible that if propter means are used to 
find suitable applicants, the honor of an appointment as candidate 
for entrance to the Military Academy should go begging. There 
are surely thousands of young men in this country well groimded 
in the essential branches required of candidates who would wel- 
come the chance to enter the military service as a cadet. 

In respect of (c) the academic departments, espeicially those deal- 
ing with the fourth class, find it necessary, in view of the many 
cadets admitted who ultimately show great deficiency in fimda- 
mental training, to spend in the aggregate a large number of hoiu^ 
in elementary dxill. This is particularly the case in English com- 
position, where satisfactory progress can onlv be made after a 
thorough preparation and careful drill in the fundamentals. 

In history also, familiarity with general and United States history 
is needed in order to progress satisfactorily with the course as given 
in European history since 1500 and in the elements of political science 
with special reference to conditions in this country. 

Under these circumstances it seems reasonable to urge that the 
fitness of the appointees be thoroughly tested before they are allowed 
to take the entrance examinations. By this meanfe the proportion of 
candidates who pass would be at once greatly increased; and the 
ultimate benefit to the personnel of the officers of the Army would 
repay manyfold the trouble taken. 

STUDENTS FROM FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 

Experience with foreigners does not indicate that the best interests 
of the academy are subserved by their admission under existing re- 
quirements. The first foreigner (excepting three who were admitted 
in the early days of the academy — two in 1816 and one in 1823) to 
be admitted under a resolution of Congress entered in 1884, since 
which date 21 have been admitted, the majority of whom have been 
carried along without reference to their proficiency. Of the total 
number only three would have heretofore graduated under the re- 
quirements for cadets from the United States. Four others were 
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carried alon^ for four years, but had they been Americans to be 
commissioned in our Army they would probably not have been 
graduated. The others either withdrew or were carried along for 
four years notwithstanding their deficiency. Five on the rofls of 
the academy this year are not included in the above summary, only 
one of whom is competent to graduate; two are carried along though 
deficient in many subjects, one has been absent without leave since 
March, 1910, and one who entered this year left the academy without 
proper authority and has been dropped. 

For serious offenses foreign cadets can not be tried by court- 
martial nor can proper disciplinary measures be administered. Our 
only recourse is to request their withdrawal, which is accompanied 
by tedious delays. 

The foreigners who come here are generally from countries which 
have no suitable military schools ana from which we therefore can- 
not receive like courtesies. 

If the admission of foreigners is to continue they should be re- 
quired to pass the mental and physical examinations required for 
admission to this institution, as this is the only means for determin- 
ing whether or not they have the qualifications necessary to continue 
with the classes. Furthermore, it deficient in studies or conduct at 
any time during the course they should be immediately withdrawn. 

adjutant's officb. 

On January 1, 1911, Capt. Robert C. Davis, Seventeenth Infantry, 
aide, was appointed adjutant, by reason of which appointment and 
because of a decision of the comptroller that he could not draw the 
additional pay as adjutant and as aide he was relieved from the latter 
duty. From August 31, 1910, the day he reported, until the follow- 
ing January was used as a period of observation in respect of the 
work of the adjutant's and related offices. Soon after assuming 
charge he made certain changes, all of which have conduced to the 
contentment of the office force, to the expedition of business, and to 
the accuracy and correctness of records. He has been ably assisted 
in this by Mr. Boyle, chief clerk, who, though working under a 
salary entirely incommensurate with his position and its responsi- 
bilities, has nevertheless rendered most efficient service, as have all 
members of the clerical force. From a clerical standpoint Mr. Boyle's 
position is most important; he is chief clerk of the principal office 
at the academy and his salary should be commensurate with his 
duties and responsibilities. Last year an increase in his salary was 
recommended but did not become effective. Solely in the interest of 
the service that recommendation is renewed. The clerical force of 
the office is generally of unusual length of service, tried experience, 
and efficiency, and they have suffered in their salaries by reason of 
having been carried as clerks of Army head<}uarters, divisions, de- 
partments, etc., and paid from said appropriation. They have served 
as follows: 

One clerk, at $1,500, has served about 55 years; one clerk, at 
$1,400, has served 37 years; one clerk, at $1,400, has served 35 years; 
one clerk, at $1,200, has served 24 years; one clerk, at $1,000, has 
served 23 years. 
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BAND AND FIELD MT78IOIAN8. 

A very decided improvement has been apparent in the band and 
field musicians under Capt. Davis' efficient administration. 
Capt. Davis reports as follows : 

On January 1, 1911, pursuant to General Orders, No. 45, these headquarters, 
1910, I relieved CJapt. Oscar J. Charles, Seventeenth Infantry, as adjutant of 
the Military Academy and in command of the post noncommissioned staff, band, 
and field music. 

Knowing that I was to be detailed as adjutant, and through the courtesy of 
my predecessor in permitting me to do so, I was able to start some of the 
changes in the organization and methods that I wished before taking charge 
of the office and the remainder on doing so. With the approval of the super- 
intendent, I appointed Mr. I. A. Boyle chief clerk and made changes and 
reassignments in the organization of the o^ce and the hours of labor, throwing 
full responsibility upon the heads of the several divisions and in turn requiring 
them to meet their responsibilities, to be accurate, and to know their duties. 

The office force proper consists of nine civilian clerks and five enlisted men. 

The system of keeping records prescribed in General Orders, No. 92, War 
Department, 1909, was put into effect While this system has entailed more 
clerks in this division than the one formerly In force, it has greatly increased 
the accuracy and value of the records and it is hoped that this wiU continue 
and improve. 

The printing office proper was separated from the bindery and the immediate 
responsibility for the bindery placed upon the man in charge. This has re- 
lieved the chief printer of unnecessary work and is successful. A system of 
accounting for all stock received and expended was put into practice. It has 
caused very little work to keep this record and is a satisfactory check on the 
expenditures. 

In the printing office was a monotype machine, which none of our own force 
knew how to run. It was purchased May 14, 1910, and was being handled by 
one of the operators of the Lanston Monotype Machine Co. at a salary of $3.50 
per day. Mr. H. L. Rembe, the assistant printer, through the courtesy of the 
Lanston Monotype Machine Co., of Philadelphia, visited their school and took a 
course of instruction from October 6, 1910, until January 31, 1911, and upon the 
request of the superintendent, the War Department authorized the sending of 
Private John F. Brennan, detachment of Army service men. United States Mili- 
tary Academy, to the same school from February 11 to June 10, 1911, for a 
similar course of instruction, with the result that we now have two experienced 
operators for this machine. From November 21, 1910, until February 7, 1911, 
as our appropriation was expended and our men were not familiar with the 
machine, the Lanston Co. had one of its own operators handle our machine and 
paid his wages. 

The representative of the Lanston Monotype Machine Co., on his recent visit 
of inspection in July, 1911, was very complimentary about the work of our two 
men and the care taken of and the condition of the machine. 

These two experienced operators assist in promptly getting out the work, 
and while our capacity for work is increased, it is not felt that the number of 
employees in the printing office can be reduced, as it is being called upon to do 
more work for the adjutant's office and the academic departments. 

The printing office has three civilian employees, one apprentice, and four 
enlisted men. 

In the bindery, with but one binder and two young women assistants, 2,125 
books and 9,500 pamphlets have been bound and 908 maps mounted during the 
year. It is recommended that extra-duty pay be authorized for one enlisted 
man for duty in the bindery, as much of the time of the binder is taken in doing 
work which an unskilled man could do. 

The bindery has three civilian employees. 

There is nothing unusual to report concerning the noncommissioned staff or 
band. In respect of the field musicians effort has been made to have them 
develop into a fife and drum corps, all capable of playing. A number of these 
musicians were on more or less permanent duties as orderlies and clerks, and 
not having an opportunity to practice were of no value as musicians. The 
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sergeant of the field music was relieved from practicing with the band and 
placed in charge of the practice of the field musicians, who were all detailed in 
turn on the various duties, so that they could all have an opportunity to prac- 
tice. It is hoped by another year that a great improvement will be made in 
their playing.

The members of the office force are mostly from this vicinity and have been 
connected with the academy personally or through their families for a long 
time. They are therefore interested in its welfare and anxious and willing to 
assist in the work. In addition to the usual routine three examinations of an 
unusually large number of candidates, the revision of the academic and other 
regulations, and the establishment of new precedents made necessary by the 
change of administration, have entailed additional work upon all, which they 
have met cheerfully and willingly, regardless of hours. I commend them all. 

Mr. Boyle, the chief clerk, has justified his selection. He is painstaking, hard 
working, and loyal. I recommend that his salary be Increased from $1,200 to 
$1,800 per annum. 

Capt. Thomas W. Darrah, Twenty-seventh Infantry, aid-de-camp, 
has been fully occupied with all sorts of duties, in addition to his 
academic work, and has manifested unusual efficiency. 

THE QUARTERMASTER. 

On June 30, 1911, Lieut. Col. John M. Carson, jr., who has been 
on duty as constructing quartermaster for the past eight years, was 
relieved by Maj. Bertram T. Clayton. 

The following is an extract from the quartermaster's report: 

FOST CEMETEBY. 

The cemetery has been In use since 1816. The number of interments made 
between July 1, 1910, and May 31, 1911, was 31, mailing a total number at the 
later date of 1,452. Its care and maintenance are provided for in the appro- 
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priations for the eupport of the Military Acad^ny. For this purpose there was 
appropiated for the current fiscal year $1,500. 

This amount is barely sufficient to properly maintain the grounds of the 
cemetery. The money has heeo. used to the best advantage, but the gradual 
increase in the number of interments, the necessity for filling in and resodding 
old interments, and the annual increase in the extent of the ground occupied by 
them, necessitates constantly increasing amount of work in order to keep 
up the appearance of the grounds as they should be in a place of this character. 
An increase of $500 in the amount appropriated for the care of the cemetery is 
made in the estimates for the next fiscal year, and should be granted if the 
cemetery is to be maintained in suitable and proper manner. One of the most 
crying needs is a new system of water supply, for which a special estimate has 
been submitted. At present the water required for the maintenance of the 
grounds is brought to it through a three-quarter inch pipe, which has been 
extended from time to time as needs required. The outlets for hose connections 
are not only improperly located but the pipe has gradually rusted until the 
supply of water is inadequate. A new system should be put in, ample in si2e 
for present and future requirements, and so planned as to avoid crossing space 
that wili be needed for intermenta 

DETACHMEITT OT ABMT SERVICE MEN. 

The members of the detachment have performed the numerous demands 
required of it in a very satisfactory manner. An increase in numbers, however, 
is needed in order to meet the greater demands now being made upon this office 
for necessary care and maintenance of buildings and grounds. The enlargement 
of the academy has annually added to these demands and the increase in the 
Corps of Cadets which went into effect this June will add still more to the work 
required of the men of this detachment The Grovemment has a plant at the 
Military Academy which requires a certain expenditure in labor and material 
each year for its maintenance. As the size of the plant is increased this ex- 
penditure necessarily does likewise. If the work required can not be done by 
members of the Army service detachment it will be necessary to employ civilian 
labor. This will make the cost of maintenance more expensive, partfcularly 
where labor of mechanics is required. It will be economy to increase the de- 
tachment to meet these growing demands. 

PT7BLI0 WORKS. 

, The natatorium wing of the new gymnasium, work upon wljich was delayed 
until the main portion of the building had been occupied, is now fully completed, 
with swimming tank and water heater, circulating, supply, and waste piping in 
connection therewith, also shower baths and other plumbing and heating appa- 
ratus and lighting fixtures in this wing. 

The cost of the new gymnasium, complete with natatorium wing and lighting 
fixtures, and foundations built by day labor under the direction of this office, is 
as follows :

The cost of the cadet chapel above given does not include the sum of $13,016 
expended for exterior doors, interior woodwork and furniture, mentioned in my 
last report 

The extension of the workshop at the ordnance laboratory, referred to in 
my last annual report, has been completed by day labor under the direction of 
this office at a cost of $8,757.80. 

The old cadet chapel, referred to in my last annual report, has been recon- 
structed in its original form by day labor under the direction of this office for 
nse as a mortuary chapel in the cemetery, and is now entirely completed with 
the exception of the lift or elevator connecting the main floor with the crypt, 
for which the material has been purchased. It is being constructed in the 
quartermaster shops and should be in place by July 1. 

The work upon contract for erection of the new riding hall has been con- 
tinued during the past year. The northern half of the building was sufficiently 
completed for use by December 1. Work on the walls of the southern section 
of the building on the site of the old riding hall is well advanced. The entire 
structure is approximately 78 per cent completed and will probably be entirely 
finished and ready for occupancy in the autumn or early winter season. 

Work upon the construction of the retaining wall for the support of the earth 
embankment, roadway, and breast-high wall along the north and west sides of 
the new riding hall has be«i continued and is now practically complete, includ- 
ing earth and stone filling to form slopes behind the retaining wall and for 
formation of the roadbed for macadam surfacing. 

New catch basins have been built as necessary at the upper end of this road 
with pipe connections into the large surface drain previously laid, leading 
beneath the sloping bank upon west side of the building and under the site of 
the new riding hall to the river. 

The ducts of the electric subway In this road, which were displaced by settle- 
ment, have been relaid and new branch ducts and conductors been installed to 
connect with electric street lamps upon the new wall. A temporary cinder 
walk has been laid to the western entrance of the riding hall. 

A service conductor for the supply of current for electric lights and power 
has been installed in the pipe tunnel leading to the new cadet chapel. Ducts 
have been laid and a similar feeder provided for the mortuary chapel. 

The supply of stone from the quarry in the rear of the superintendent's quar- 
ters, discovered while excavating for the new gymnasium, has been entirely 
exhausted and a new quarry has been opened in a convenient location westerly 
from the old quarry and southerly from the Catholic chapel. A large quantity 
of stone of good quality can be obtained very economically from this quarry 
for use in the walls of the riding hall, the proposed east academic building, 
and for other purposes. 

The garbage crematory in the cadet mess hall, referred to In my last annual 
report, after modification in construction by the sureties upon the contract, 
has been found satisfactory and finally accepted. 

Proposals were received upon the plans and specifications prepared In the 
office of the Quartermaster General and a contract entered into with the Morse- 
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Boulger Destructor Co. for the construction of a garbage cremator consuming 
not less than 10 tons per day of eight hours, of garbage, manure, night soil, 
and other general refuse of the post. This cremator was completed in accord- 
ance with the agreement at a cost of $5,463.04, and fulfills all requirem«its in 
a very satisfactory manner. 

The plans and specifications of the various buildings, which are included in 
the improvement now in progress, have been completed by the architects and 
approved, with the exception of the plans for the children's schoolhouse. 

The following additional items of work, mentioned in the last report, have 
been completed : 

Grading and laying granolithic sidewalks and gutters; building catch basins; 
and laying drains in area of north cadet barracks. 

Tar-macadam surfacing of main road, approaching from the south, triple 
set of quarters on old Kinsley house site. 

Laying new gutters and tar-macadamizing road from north end of the north 
cadet barracks to the Catholic chapel. 

In addition to the above, a granolithic sidewalk has been completed leading 
to the new gymnasium upon the north side of the new cadet barracks, also a 
cinder-concrete sidewalk extending along the southern end of the main parade, 
to replace the narrow stone fiag and gravel walks across the southwest comer. 

The present telephone system, which has been in use a great many years, has 
deteriorated to such an extent that a large expenditure would be required to 
put the aerial lines and apparatus in proper repair, and the improvement 
secured thereby would be but temporary only and the service would be much 
inferior to that given by complete modem apparatus now in general use by 
commercial telephone companies. It is therefore believed that ultimate econ- 
omy will be secured by abandoning the present system entirely and substitut- 
ing therefor an automatic-signaling, common-battery telephone system with 
underground cables, placed, as far as possible, in ducts provided in the electric 
subway system. The work of manufacture and installation of the new tele- 
phone system is now in progress under contract recently made with the Western 
Electric Co. in the amount of $8,874.45. 

It was not until last summer that the detail plans for all of the improvements 
contemplated under the scheme as approved by the Secretary of War in January, 
1904, were completed sufliciently to enable a fairly accurate estimate to be 
made of their total cost. It was found that to complete the plan, including 
necessary roads, paths, grading, etc., $2,900,000 more than had been authorized 
would be required. An effort was made to obtain congressional authorization 
for this increase in the limit of cost, but without success. Representations were 
made that it would be impossible to complete the plan as laid out within the 
existing limit of cost, largely on account of the increase in the price of labor 
and materials since the previous estimates had been submitted to Congress. 

As a matter of fact, since the increase in the limit of cost of $1,700,000 author- 
ized by Congress in June, 1906, the cost of building construction had approxi- 
mately advanced 33 per cent. The erection of buildings here is attended with 
difliculties which must be overcome, but which of course cost money. The 
increase in the limit of cost requested, approximately amounts to the percentage 
of increase in the cost of labor and material. 

Inasmuch as Congress refused to authorize further expenditures beyond the 
limit previously authorized, but one more building — the west academic build- 
ing — can be constructed out of the available balance. In an effort to keep down 
the cost of this building to the lowest limit consistent with good construction 
and academic requirements, much time and study were spent in revising the 
original plans. With the authority of the Secretary of War, invitations were 
issued on May 17 to a number of high-class and experienced contracting firms 
to submit bids, which were opened on June 15. The proposals received were 
very satisfactory and the balance available in the appropriation for general 
improvements will be sufficient to erect the main portion of this necessary and 
important building. It is urgently recommended that an additional appropria- 
tion of $75,000 be secured at the next session of Congress to admit of the com- 
pletion of the chemical laboratory and map-gallery wings, which have had to 
be omitted owing to lack of sufficient funds in the general appropriation for 
Improvements. 

Under instructions from the superintendent invitations were recently Issued 
asking for proposals for the lease of the present hotel for five years, from 
October 1 next The proposals are to be opened on July 25. It is hoped that 
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a suitable and satisfactory lessee will be obtained and the present unsatis- 
factory management terminated. 

GAS PLANT. 

As director of the gas plant I am charged with providing illuminating gas for 
the needs of the post. The revenue derived from the sale of gas, coke, and tar 
is covered into the special contingent fund, and in accordance with law applied 
to payment of civilian employees at the gas works, purchase of gas coal, if the 
appropriation therefor is not sufficient, and for miscellaneous expenses not other- 
wise provided for. Gas is charged for at the rate of 75 cents per 1,000 cubic 
feet. 

During the 11 months ending May 31 coke has been sold at $1.25 per 18 
bushels. Tar was sold under contract at the rate of SI cents per gallon, this 
being the highest price that could be obtained after public notice inviting 
proposals. 

During the 11 months ending May 31, 15,123,500 cubic feet of gas were 
manufactured. For the corresponding period last year 16,746,600 cubic feet 
were manufactured. For the manufacture of this gas there were used 3,702,500 
pounds of gas coal, at a total cost of $6,066.15 (as shown by statement marked 
"No. 5"). 

SPECIAL CONTINGENT FUND. 

This fund is derived from the rent of the hotel, stable, restaurant, and from 
the sale of gas, electricity, coke, tar, and miscellaneous receipts. Expenditures 
from this fund are made under the direction of the superintendent, by author- 
ity of chapter 212, Revised Statutes, act of Congress approved May 1, 1889. 
Expenditures for repairs of buildings which are rented are paid from their 
rentals. 

Necessary expenditures during the year for the forestry improvements now 
under way have been paid from this fund, which is reimbursed therefor from 
the sale of timber in the shape of cord wood, sawed lumber, etc. Owing to its 
quality, there is very little sale for this wood except to brickyards in the 
vicinity. The prices obtained were $4.50 per cord delivered at the brickyard 
and $3.50 per cord delivered at the north dock. Last fall, however, an offer 
of $4 per cord for selected hardwood on the north dock was received and 
accepted. 

On March 6, 1911, the Junior assistant to the quartermaster, Lieut. Guy Kent, 
First Cavalry, having been a little over four years on duty at the Military 
Academy, was relieved and ordered to join his regiment. Though the interests 
of the service required this change, I regretted exceedingly to lose the loyal 
and valuable assistance of such an energetic, intelligent, and capable officer. 

On March 6, 1911, Capt. J. S. Parker, quartermaster. United States Cavalry, 
reported for duty as assistant and was assigned in accordance with instructions 
from the superintendent. 

On May 19, 1911, Maj. B. T. Clayton, quartermaster, United States Army, 
reported for the purjwse of relieving me of the duties of quartermaster and 
disbursing officer and officer in charge of construction and is taking over the 
duties of the office.

Post cemetery. 

Four interments were made during the month. The reerection of the old 
cadet chapel, now known as the mortuary chapel, has been completed, but there 
is a large amount of grading around it needed before this part of the cemetery is 
at all presentable. The entrance to the chapel should now be constructed and 
the gate moved as contemplated in the approved plans. 

Some additional grading is needed on the northwest side of the cemetery. 
An item to cover this work will be submitted for the 1913 estimates.

Public works. 

The work on the new riding hall during the month advanced about 4 per cent, 
and about 83 per cent of the entire structure is completed. 

Proposals were opened June 15 for east academic building. Eleven proposals 
were received for tliis worlc. The proposal of James Stewart & CJo., 30 Church 
Street, New York City, N. Y., was the lowest and was considered the most 
favorable. The War Department has authorized the award of contract in the 
amount of $373,300 to this firm at a total cost, including contractor's commission 
of 6i per cent of $396,631.25, omitting chemical laboratory and the map 
room, substituting concrete piles for foundations of stone masonry extending 
to bedrock, and the omission of conduits and fittings above blackboards. 

The iron gates and stone posts formerly in use at the south guardhouse 
have been reset at the southern line of the reservation upon the road and side- 
walk leading to Highland Falls. The cannon now at sides of this road near the 
boundary line will soon be reset upon the line, and stone monuments set in 
concrete will also be provided at frequent intervals to mark the line of the 
reservation in this vicinity.

THE TREASURER. 

The office of the treasurer, quartermaster and commissary for the 
Battalion of Cadets has been satisfactorily and economically admin- 
istered during the year. This office controls the cadet mess, laundry, 
and store from which latter is issued all supplies to cadets Improved 
business methods at the laundry have made possible a further reduc- 
tion in the laundry charges of the cadets, amounting to $100 per 
month, effective July 1, 1911. 

The cost of board at the cadet mess has averaged 66J cents per 
cadet per day, a slight decrease over last year. 
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HEALTH AND SANITATION. 

The health of the cadets, officers, and enlisted men has been excel- 
lent and there has been a considerable diminution in percentages of 
sickness as compared with last jear and with the decade 1901-1910. 

The general sanitary conditions have been materially improved 
in all respects. 

Credit for this very satisfactory condition of health and sanita- 
tion is due to the surgeon and his able assistants who have been very 
watchfid of these matters. 

The dental surgeons have satisfactorily performed their duties 
during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1911. 

On June 30 Dental Surg. William H. Chambers was relieved by 
Dental Surg. S. Davis BoaK. 

The following is an extract from the report of the surgeon: 

The general health of the corps has been excellent. Considerable diminution 
In percentages of sickness, as compared with last year and with the decade 
1901-1910 has occurred, as indicated in Table A shown hereafter. This diminu- 
tion has resulted partly from improved sanitation, but more especially as the 
result of a determination to admit to the sick report only those whose physical 
condition required it Cadets presenting themselves with request to be excused 
from irksome duties have therefore been carefully Interrogated and scrutinized, 
with results as shown in Table A. 

It is believed that the diminution in those constantly sick and in days lost Is 
due to the fact that cadets having trivial ailments have been required to per- 
form duty while undergoing treatment.

The types of disease prevailing in the corps have been, first, those due to 
indigestion. These result from the following causes: (a) Hasty eating, with 
Inadequate mastication; (6) hard physical or mental effort Immediately follow- 
ing meals, with insufficient time for a digestive period; (o) neglect to regularly 
evacuate the intestine; (d) indiscriminate eating of viands obtained elsewhere 
than the authorized sources. Secondly, acute irritations of the respiratory 
tract, in the form of common colds, tonsillitis, bronchitis, and the like. Next in 
order are wounds and Injuries, of which the greater number are sustained in 
voluntary athletic sports, rather than In military exercises. Two periods of 
epidemic Influenza occurred, in December, 1910, and In January, 1911, reiq>ec- 
tively. 

Malaria gave comparatvely little trouble, as there were but nine individuals 
affected with this disease during the year, giving a total of 15 admissions to 
the sick report. Contrasted with the previous year (55 cases) and the average 
for the preceding decade (52 cases) the decrease seems to Indicate the relative 
efficiency of our mosquito measures. 

* * * • • • • 

The problem of the shoe has not yet been entirely solved. The present shoe 
is well shaped and well made, but in practice is found to possess a serious defect, 
in the presence of a rigid metal shank, introduced between layers of the sole 
and supporting the arch of the foot In the annual physical examination of the 
Corps of Cadets made recently, 46 cases of flat feet of varying degree were 
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fdund. Tbis means that one In eyery nine of the cadets has this defect; 
and since in 21 of these cases the notation is not made on their entrance 
papers, it is assumed that the condition has developed here. Any shoe will 
limit the normal action of the foot and will cause atrophy of certain muscles, 
and it is evident that a rigid support for the arch may in time, by taking the 
place of normal muscular action, so weaken the disused mechanism as to create 
the conditions responsible for fiat foot It is therefore recommended that Uie 
steel plate be omitted from future issues of the cadet shoe. 

As indicating the prevalence of appendicitis among young men in this country 
it is of interest to record that there are 31 members of the Corps of Cadets 
who have been operated upon for this condition. 

Efforts were made to induce cadets to volunteer for antityphoid inoculation ; 
102 responded, and each received three doses at intervals of 14 days. 

HOSPITAL BUILDINGS. 

Improvements have been made and others are contemplated in both of these. 
The cadet hospital, as modest appropriations become available, is gradually 
being brought up to the standard of the better-class institutions of a like sort 
elsewhere. The soldiers' hospital, built in 1892, is old and in poor condition 
and should be replaced by a modem structure. However, since this desirable 
change is not likely soon to occur, funds have been asked for its repair and for 
an addition which will make it possible to shelter its enlisted personnel, part 
of which is now in tents. 

SANITATION. 

General sanitary conditions have been materially improved. Many earth 
closets have been discontinued and the remainder efficiently policed ; horses and 
cows have been removed from the vicinity of dwellings, while chickens have 
l^n relegated to the background. Many unsanitary and unsightly sheds have 
been removed ; much mosquito-harboring underbrush has been cut and standing 
water drained or oiled; general police has been more efficiently performed; 
steps have been taken to replace all earth closets by an extension of the sewer- 
age system ; the disposal of wastes is more complete and satisfactory by reason 
of the installation of a Morse-Boulger destructor; the milk supply has been 
more carefully guarded and a more efficient pasteurizer obtained.

LIBRARY. 

The library has been ably administered by Dr. Edward S. Holden, 
who has unusual qualifications for this work. 
The following is an extract from the librarian's report: 

Library committee. — ^The library committee consists of tbe professors of 
chemistry, engineering, and modem languages. All important matters are 
decided by them on the reconmiendation of the librarian. Purchases are made 
through the quartermaster of the United States Military Academy, whose office 
conducts all the business affairs of the library and saves much thanldess labor 
to the library staff, which is correspondingly grateful. 
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Library policy, — ^The experience of the past 10 years appears to lead to the 
conclusion that the library of the United States Military Academy must be 
considered as composed of several partial collections very different in their 
nature and objects. The chief of these are : 

I. What may be called a university or college library, 
II. A special military library. 

III. A library of congressional documents. 

IV. A small and select library of the general principles of law, etc., including 
all the publications of the United States on law. (The law department of the 
Ignited States Military Academy already has a special law library, catalogued— 
of about 2,415 volumes — State reports, etc.) 

1. The college library should contain (1) all books likely to be of service to 
the instructors and cadets in the pursuit of the studies of our special curric- 
ulum. Together with the excellent libraries of the various departments, 
which are housed in the academic building, it must furnish every facility for re- 
search in our special courses of study. The very latest information should be 
available (usually through periodicals) and the whole history of each science 
should be presented by the standard books of past times; (2) a considerable 
assortment of the latest standard books on topics not included in our curric- 
ulum. These books will supplement the teaching of the departments and open 
new insights to cadets; (3) a very complete collection of books of reference on 
all subjects that are likely to be inquired about here. It may be said, I think, 
that our collections of this sort are now fairly complete, though very important 
additions still remain to be made. The important books of each successive year 
must, of course, be added annually, and lacunse must be filled as fast as prac- 
ticable. The excellence of a collection of this sort depends far more on quality 
than on quantity. Other things beiAg equal, a well-selected collection of 10,000 
volumes will be more useful to cadets than an ill-assorted collection of 50,000. 
When a book has become really obsolete it should be removed from the shelves 
of our college library unless it represents an important epoch in the historical 
development of its topic. A great public library, like that of CJongress, must ac- 
cumulate all books on a subject, because any book may be asked for by Its 
readers. The case is different with us, where a selection of the best books is 
sufficient. Moreover, the books of the library of the United States Military 
Academy are useful just in proportion as they can be seen and handled by 
cadets on the open shelves, and there is a practical limit to the number of books 
that can be so displayed. Of course, no volume should ever be classed as 
obsolete and removed from the library until it has been condemned by several 
independent judges, each of whom represents a different view. A single vote in 
its favor should keep it on our shelves. There are, however, a number of 
volumes which will, I think, be found to be of no value to us — as, for example, 
books on yellow fever or malaria that were written before 1898. A complete 
plan for the treatment of duplicates was approved by the library committee, 
and by the superintendent, on April 19, 1906. It is worthy to remark that of 
the books so eliminated only 1 volume has ever been asked for after its re- 
moval from the shelves, namely, "A list of the names of the merchant vessels 
of the United States.*' This method shows that the method followed was 
satisfactory and has been carefully followed. 

2. The special military library ought to contain (1) substantially every mili- 
tary book printed in America; (2) every important military book printed else- 
where; (3) all military manuscripts that can be accumulated which bear on the 
history of the American Army, especially during periods of war; (4) a sufficient 
collection of military and other maps. 

It should be possible for an officer to write the history of Cavalry, Artillery, 
fortifications, and the like, from books on our shelves, and this for any country 
and for any epoch. The library already contains excellent and extensive collec- 
tions of the sort, but very much remains to be done to bring it to the desired 
state. The literature relating to the Civil War, for example, is inadequate. 

Selection of hooka for purchase. — The librarian gratefully acknowledges the 
aid of professors and officers of the academy in selecting books for purchase. 
The general library is now fairly representative of all subjects. The military 
library will demand great attention for a number of years to come. 

Users of the library. — The library is available to 96 officers stationed at West 
Point, 605 cadets, and to all enlisted men of the post whose applications are 
approved by their detachment commanders, and to 180 civilians to whom its 
privileges have been extended by order of the superintendent. 

Accessions. — ^Four thousand one hundred and seventy-seven books, pam- 
phlets, etc., have been recorded as received since May 18, 1910. Maps, bound 
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volumes of periodicals, and the separate numbers of the publications of the 
various departments of the United States are not separately accessioned. 

Important (wcessions, — ^During the past year the following important boolcs 
have been added to the library's collections:

During the past 10 years no opportunity has been missed to obtain copies 
of the battle maps published by W. Faden during the American Revolution. 
There are at present 23 such maps in the library. 

Special gifts. — ^The library has received many gifts during the year. A list 
of the more important is given below, and others are mentioned at the end of 
this report The grateful thanlcs of the library are returned for these gifts, 
which come from many friends of the academy. 

Mrs. Louisa P. Minis, daughter of Gen. Jeremy Francis Gilmer, chief engineer, 
Confederate States Army, has been so good as to present to the library 40 origi- 
nal maps made in the engineer bureau. Confederate States Army. They are 
generaly on tracing linen. Other maps of this series are deposited in the Con- 
federate Museum at Richmond and in the rooms of the Virginia Historical 
Society. These maps were saved at Greensboro, N. C, by a brother of Gen. 
Gilmer and kept at his plantation for many years and are now given by Mrs. 
Minis. The gifts form a splendid collection of original data. The maps repre- 
sent exactly the information at the disposal of the Confederate commanders. 
A few of the maps are reproduced in the atlas accompanying the Rebellion 
Records — most of them are unpublished. Blue-print copies of these maps have 
been or will be made. The grateful thanks of the library are returned to Mrs. 
Minis for her generous gift. 

Mr. William J. Bryson, of Chicago, 111., presented to the library in April, 1911, 
through Cadet George McC. Chase, United States Military Academy, a very val- 
uable and interesting letter of Gen. Washington. The letter is especially 
interesting on account of the detailed instructions given by Gen. Washington 
for the conduct of the command of Brig. Gen. Smallwood, rules for maintaining 
discipline, etc. 

Mrs. Joseph N. Robertson has been good enough to give to the library 14 views 
of Civil War scenes and 69 carte-de-visite photographs of officers of Civil War. 
For these important additions to the library's collection of Civil War pictures 
our grateful thanks are returned. 

Prof. E. E. Wood gave to the library in August, 1910, a considerable number 
of manuscripts relating to Mexico and the Mexican War. 

The widow of Gen. E. Porter Alexander has been kind enough to lend to the 
library his original diary kept during the Utah expedition. The diary is now 
in the process of copying under the direction of Capt Gilbert A. Youngberg, 
Corps of Engineers, United States Army. The sketches in the diary have been 
photographed, and when this work is completed this unique manuscript of 
Gen. Alexander will be represented in this library by an accurate copy. The 
sincere thanks of the library are offered to Mrs. Alexander. 

Miss Heintzelman has presented to the library five volumes of the diaries 
kept by her brother during 1826-1832. 

Lieut. Stuart Heintzelman, United States Army, has presented to the library 
65 photographs of military railroads during the Civil War, and a map formerly 
owned by his grandfather, Maj. Gen. Heintzelman. 

Maj. Gen. W. H. Carter, United States Army, presented to the library in 
November, 1910, a grammar of the Uocano language, written in two volumes by 
Fray. Francisco Lopez. This is the original manuscript (or a copy of it) 
written between 1598 and 1616, from which was printed " Gramatica Ilocana 
compuesta por el P. Predicador Fr. Francisco Lopez, Malabon, 1895." 

Lieut Col. C. De W. Willcox, United States Army, presented to the library a 
manuscript history of Cagayan Valley, Philippine Islands, of 610 pages. It is 
full of detail and in its present form is too elaborate for publication. Lieut. 
Martin C. Wise, United States Army, has been kind enough to read the first 
180 pages and the last 25 pages of this manuscript, and his opinion, in which 
I concur, Is that the manuscript is of some importance for the history of the 
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Philippine Islands and that, if practicable, a synopsis of it should be made fbr 
publication. 

By the kindness of the chief of the Military Information Division, General 
Staff, the library regularly receives a typewritten copy of each important 
translation made for the Military Information Division from foreign books or 
Journals. These translations are at once available to the ofElcers and cadets of 
the academy, who are thus provided with the very latest and most important 
military intelligence in print in an English form. A list of subjects carded in 
the Military Information Division is received (weekly) at this library, and has 
been of much value to ofElcers stationed here, and since February, 1911, we have 
received regularly a list of maps filed in the map section of the Military Infor- 
mation Division. 

AcknoiQledgmenta. — ^Lieut V. W. Cooper, United States Army, has been kind 
enough to give considerable time to the examination of photographs of the Boer 
War, the Russo-Japanese War, etc., with especial reference to the questions of 
field intrenchments. 

Lieut. Col. C. L*H. Ruggles, United States Army, Lieut. G. R. Allhi, United 
States Army, and Lieut W. H. Dodds, United States Army, have examined 
every book on Artillery and ordnance in the library for the purpose of selecting 
(o) a series of pictures that will illustrate the whole history of Artillery, and 
(6) a series of pictures which will illustrate the whole history of the Artillery 
of the United States. 

Lieut. P. D. Glassford, United States Army, Lieut. B. B. Pritchett, United 
States Army, and Lieut. F. W. Manley, United States Army, have examined all 
the books on cartography and fortifications in the library for the purpose of 
selecting pictures which will illustrate the history of topography from the 
earliest dates. 

Mr. Jo86 M. Asaisio has been kind enough to translate some Spanish manu- 
scripts for the library and to make from time to time brief reports on Spanish 
literature. 

A complete examination of the history of cartography has been made by the 
librarian, assisted by Mr. D. Ashley Hooker. 

Lieut. E. M. Zell, United States Army, has been good enough to read through 
four quarto volumes of Oviedo's " Historia de las Indias," with respect to the 
history of the Isthmus of Panama during the sixteenth century, and especially 
with reference to the transportation of Spanish ships and their equipment from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific Oceans. 

Col. Rogers Bimie, Ordnance Department, United States Army, has been kind 
enough to have selected from the large collection of negatives at the Sandy Hook 
Proving Ground such pictures as are likely to be of use in showing the develop- 
ment of Artillery in recent years. 

Cols. Tillman, Fiebeger, and Gordon have been good enough to write the 
names of graduates of earlier years under their portraits in cadet albums. 
This important work of identification is not yet complete. 

Portraits and busts. — The collection of portraits of professors. United States 
Military Academy, has been enriched by the addition of a fine portrait of Prof. 
Tillman, painted by Charles Rosen in May, 1911. 

Bust of Marlborough. — Maj. Sidney A. Cloman, United States Army, military 
attach^ of the American embassy, London, has been kind enough to obtain per- 
mission from the Duke of Marlborough to have a plaster copy made of the bust 
of the great Duke of Marlborough in the long gallery at Blenheim palace. It 
arrived at the library, United States Military Academy, on March 11. It is 
not known by whom the original bust was made, but it is clearly of French 
origin. 

The library has also acquired a plaster bust of Gen. U. S. Grant. This makes 
the library's collection of busts of the great commanders of ancient and modem 
times very complete. 

Military manuscripts. — ^As fast as practicable the unique military manu- 
scripts of the library have been copied in typewriting and revised by Lieut. 
P. D. Glassford, United States Army, to whom especial thanks are due. The 
originals will be kept in the fireproof tower, the copies in the librarian's ofllce. 

Instruction through the eye. — Previous ueports of the librarian, United States 
Military Academy, have contained a paragraph under this heading. An item in 
the Military Academy appropriation bill provides a sum of money for carrying 
out this idea, as follows : " For plaster and other models, relief plans, and maps 
to illustrate the facts of geology, photography, geography, hydrography, the 
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processes and results of the useful arts, of the art of war, fortifications, Artillery, 
fUid the like, to be displayed on the walls of the buildings of the academy." 
Special Orders, No. 52, Headquarters United States Military Academy, March 
10, 1911, appointed a board to consider and make report on the proposed display 
of models, maps, etc. The board consists of Lieut Ck)l. L. H. Holt, Lieut. Col. 
C. De W. WiUcox, Maj. Wirt Robinson, and Dr. Edward S. Holdai. Plaster 
relief models of Alaska, by B. B. Court; Panama Canal Zone, by Howell; 
Lake Superior region, by the Lorenz Model Co.; Wisconsin, by the Lorenz 
Model Co.; Illinois, by the Lorenz Model Co.; Glacier National Park, by the 
Lorenz Model Co.; Southern New England, by Howell; United States, by 
Howell ; Italy, by O. S. Para via & Co., have been ordered and will soon be de- 
livered. It is hoped to add to these reliefs models of the West Point Reserva- 
tion and of Ccoistitution Island. 

A collection of maps to illustrate the history of cartography, A. D. 1400-1600, 
and especially to illustrate the discovery of America, has been brought together 
for display. 

CATALOGUES OF MAPS AND POBTBAITS. 

Military maps, — ^By the courtesy of the chief of the Military Information 
Division, General Staff, it has been made possible for the library, United States 
Military Academy, to copy the catalogue cards for maps owned at the Military 
Information Division. About 6,100 cards have been so copied. These cards are 
now on file in the library (in a case at the head of east stairway, second floor) 
available for the use of officers. The cards in this case represent maps owned 
by the Military Information Division and not owned by the United States Mili- 
tary Academy. All maps owned by the United States Military Academy have 
cards representing them in the catalogue cases in the main room of the library, 
some 2,600 in number. 

Portraits of military men, — ^The work of cataloguing the portraits of military 
men owned by the library is nearly completed and the author catalogue in the 
main room contains after the name of the person a list of his portraits owned 
by the United States Military Academy. About 3,000 new cards have been 
added in 1911 to the former collection. The A. L. A. list of portraits (one volume, 
octavo) Is kept on top of the catalogue cases in the main room. It contains a 
list of many portraits not owned by the United States Military Academy. A 
series of photographic albums of the various graduating classes begins with 
1857 and is complete to date excepting for the years 1858 and 1860. For these 
years no albums are owned. 

Provision for the future storage of hooks, — ^The plans for the new academic 
building have provisions for supporting on the walls of certain of the hallways 
bookcases, the lower shelf of which is 7 feet or more above the floor. Such 
bookcases are to be attached to iron, strips embedded in the wall, and will be 
used, when necessary, for the storage of magazines. In this way an indefinite, 
number of magazines can be taken care of. They will always be convenient of 
access and will be ornamental, rather than otherwise, in the hallways of the 
academic building, as each magazine is ordinarily bound in a uniform binding. 

FORESTRY. 

The forestry work of the reservation has progressed very satis- 
factorily. The woods fcwreman, Mr. Arthur Knowles, is indefati- 
^ble and nnusually efficient and enthusiastic about his work and 
is entitled to all credit for the care of the reservation and especially 
the progress of the forestry work. 

Under Special Orders, No. 78, Headquarters United States Mili- 
tary Academv, 1905, the forestry work of the reservation is super- 
vised bv Proi. Eoy L. Marston, who makes not exceeding three visits 
annually to the academy. Forester Marston's report follows: 

During the past winter the woods foreman, with a somewhat smaller crew 
than usual, cut about 600 cords of wood of fair quality, and about 30,000 feet 
of logs for the sawmiU. As the trees cut are in all cases defective or Inferior 
specimens, removed for the improvement of the remaining forest, this wood is of 
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course not what would pass for first-class cordwood. The sawlogs are from 
trees where the stand was too thick, and therefore are often, even generally, 
sound. The disposal of the cordwood has been in the hands of the quartermas- 
ter as usual, but the woods foreman has been responsible for the miscellaneous 
products and lumber from the mill. Of the latter about $1,500 worth has been 
delivered to the several detachments and departments of the post, and about 
$120 worth has been sold to outside parties. 

The extensive planting operations have been continued this season. Ten 
thousand white pine, 3 and 4 years old, have been set out in the more 
open forest where the improvement thinning was heaviest. The experiment of 
planting this species under even quite heavy shade has proved successful. The 
growth is of course slower, but the hardiness and thriftlness of the seedlings 
is demonstrated beyond doubt. Ten thousand Norway spruce have been trans- 
planted from the rows into permanent sites. These were 3 years old and 
were set out in the heavier stands where the thinning had been somewhat 
lighter. Thirty thousand Austrian pine, mostly 4 years old, were set out 
with a view to improving the landscape effects quite as much as for the 
rehabilitation of the forest. About 60,000 2-year-old white pine seedlings were 
transplanted from the seedbeds into the nursery, where they will remain 
for two years, when they will be ready for setting out in pefmanent sites. There 
are between 75,000 and 100,000 1-year white pine seedlings and about 8,000 
hemlock seedlings in the seedbeds which will be transplanted next spring. 

A careful inspection of the work of the past seven years shows that the forest 
is returning slowly but surely to a more satisfactory condition. 

The trees left in the improvement thinnings are not only growing very much 
faster, but are straightening up and becoming standards of excellent value. 
The natural reproduction on such sites as the areas east of the old pipe-line, 
where the earliest cuttings were made, is conspicuously fine and more than half 
from seedlings. 

There has not been a single failure in the planting operations, and it has been 
established once and for all that conifer seedlings, if allowed to develop good 
root systems in the nursery, can be successfully transplanted under hardwood 
growth after improvement thinnings. The largest part of the success of the 
forestry undertakings has been due to the faithful and enthusiastic work of the 
woods foreman, Mr. Knowles. 

HOTEIi. 

One of the crying needs of the academy is a well-managed and 
properly located hotel. The present hotel is a barnlike structure, 
very old and entirely inadequate, and against the management of 
which there has been more or less complaint for years. 

Its inadequacy and unsuitableness are emphasized by the fact that 
it contains Tl guest rooms and but two bathrooms, one for women 
and the other for men. It has no heating plant. 

The site of the present hotel is one of the most conunanding and 
best on the post. 

Under the original plans it has been proposed to put a group of 
buildings on the site of the old hotel. 

This group of buildings has been a burning question from the 
beginning and was the subject of a sharp correspondence between 
tlie superintendent and the advisory board in 1904 and has been 
in controversy more or less ever since. The original scheme seemed 
to contemplate a group of buildings on the site of the old hotel con- 
taining quarters for the superintendent, commandant of cadets, adju- 
tant, surgeon, and quartermaster. The group as planned does not 
contain quarters for the entire military staff. 

Soon after becoming superintendent the plans for this group were 
submitted to me for approval. On examination I found that they 
had been made for the approval of the former superintendent and 
had been under consideration for about three years. 
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The plans as submitted contain quarters for the officers above- 
mentioned, and, in addition, an executive suite; that is, quarters 
for the President, Secretary of War, or other distinguished guests. 
The estimated cost of this ^oup is $350,000. 

I do not approve these plans for the following reasons: 

A set of quarters for distinguished visitors is not necessary, the 
furnishing and providing servants for which will materially add to 
their cost and maintenance. 

The President rarely visits the academy — ^probably an average 
of one visit during an administration would cover it. The Sec- 
retary of War visits the academy more frequently, but neither he 
nor other distin^ished visitors stay long enough to warrant such 

Suarters. Any distin^ished visitors can be w3l provided for by 
lie superintendent or in the new hotel. 

The estimate of the architects for the several quarters, etc., in 
this group is, approximately: North tower, $50,000; official quarters, 
$95,000; superintendent's quarters, $65,000; and four sets, $140,000; 
total, $350,000. 

Some of these officers are not of high rank and the upkeep of such 
quarters would be expensive and I consider them extravagant. 

The architects state that the cost has been largely increased by 
the fact that the nature of the land necessitates for a portion of the 
ffl*oup of foundations reaching down for a great distance below the 
level of the first floor in order that they may rest on solid footings. 

I have heard the idea advanced that such a group of buildings 
on this site is necessary from an artistic point of view to tone in and 
harmonize witli the other building and the general scheme. It 
would seem that a hotel of suitable design might accomplish this 
latter. 

The act of Congress, approved April 19, 1910, provides: 

The Secretary of War is authorized to purchase, in his discretion, and at a 
price not to exceed $150,000, for the use of the United States Military Acad- 
emy and in lien of the hotel provided for in the general plans, the buildings 
and grounds known as Ladycliff Academy, formerly Cranston's Hotel, adjacent 
to the Military Academy reservation, from the appropriation " For continuing 
the work of increasing tlie efficiency of the United States Military Academy, 
West Point, N. Y., and to provide for the enlargement of buildings, and for 
other necessary work of improvement in connection therewith," authorized in 
acts of Congress approved June 28, 1902, April 28, 1904, March 3, 1905, and 
June 28, 1906, in accordance with the general plan approved by the Secretary 
of War January 27, 1904. 

In respect of the Ladycliff property, the facts from all that I can 
ascertain are as follows: 

The owners of that property — a corporation — claim to have paid 
about $57,000 for it at the outset, and to have spent approximately 
$100,000 tor improvements. It cwnprises the buildings now used 
as an academy, which was formerly Cranston's Hotel, and about 48 
acres of land. At no time* has the corporation desired to part with 
the property at any price, and can not be expected to do so except 
at a price which will enable it to go to an equally desirable site and 
put up equally suitable buildings. This can not l>e done for the limit 
of cost in the act. 

It may be advisable to procure, if possible, a portion of the land 
now within the Ladycliff property, but I do not see that it is neces-

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sary to obtain the whole plant of that corporation for hotel or other 
purposes. An inyesti^tion and survey to determine how much, if 
any, of this land should be acquired, and at what cost, will be made. 

Tne proposed site of the new hotel on the reservation has been 
changed once. 

West Point, if it ever was, is not now a resort; those who visit 
here are the relatives and friends, principally of cadets, and of the 
officers stationed here. In the interest of tmie and econ<Hny thej 
desire hotel accommodati(»is as dose to the cadet buildings as possi- 
ble, and of moderate expense. 

Therefore, after very careful consideration of all phases of this 
question, I am satined the best interests of the academy and of econ- 
omy do not warrant the ccwistruction of this ffroup of building that 
the new hotel should be built on the site of the old one, and mat the 
funds for this group should be expended in the construction of suita- 
ble but not extravagent officers' quarters. This I recc^eunend. 

Under the plans for rebuilding the academy the preseirt superin- 
tendent's quarters remain, as do the quarters now occupied by the 
permanent professors. There is some sentiment connected with these 
old buildings, and they will last for many years, and with tiie addi- 
tion of a few buildings on what is now biown as " professors' row," 
or in that vicinity, the superintendent, the commandant of cadets, and 
the permanent professors can be there accommodated. The detailed 
professors and the military staff of the superintendent can be pro- 
vided with quarters elsewhere on the post 

The academic board unanimously concur in the above. 

In respect of the sale of Ladyciiff property, the head of the cor- 
poration controlling that institution replied to request made by 
direction of the War Department as follows:

Deab Sib: In answer to your favor of the 17th of March, which I have 
referred to the board of trustees of the Ladyciiff Academy, I have the honor to 
inform you that the board of trustees have no intention or wish to offer for 
sale at any price or consideration Ladyciiff Academy with its grounds, except- 
ing, however, that part of the property north of the landing road described in 
their former communication to Capt Youngberg.

SALOONS. 

On recommendation of the Military Academy and War Depart- 
ment authorities the Legislature of the State of New York enacted 
during its present session the following legislation : 

(Chap. 762. An act to amend the liquor tax law in r^ation to sales of liquor to 

United States cadeto.) 

The people of the State of New York, represented in senate and assenMy, 4o 
enact as follows: 

Section 1. Chapter 39 of the laws of 1909, entitled "An act In relation to 
the traffic in liquors and for the taxation and regulation of the same, and to 
provide for local option, constituting chapter 34 of the ocmsoUdated laws," is 
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hereby amended by adding tb^eto, after section 30 thereof, a new. section, to be 
section 30a, to read as follows : 

SEa 30a. Sales of Uquors to United &tate$ oadetB at or near West Pomt.— 
It shall not be lawful for any person, whether having paid the tax imposed by 
this chapter or not, to sell, offer or expose for sale, or give away any liquor 
within half a mile of the grounds of the United States Militaiy Academy at 
West Point to any United States cadet in uniform, or to a person kiu)wn to be 
a United States cadet who is stationed at such academy. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

(Became a law July 24, 19U, with the approval of the goremor. Passed, 
three-fifths being present) 

This will protect the academy for all time against encroachments 
of this character^ which at the present time are not very much in 
evidence except at the south end of the reservation where the 
numerous saloons in the village of Highland Falls abut the reser- 
vation line as nearly as practicable and are a menace to good order 
on and off the reservation. As the bill was originally drawn it pro- 
hibited the sale of liauor within a mile of the reservation to soldiers 
and cadets at the acaaemy, but failed of enactment in that ferm. But 
for this wise provision of law this reservation would sooner or later 
be menaced as are nearly all military reservations by the establish- 
ment just over the reservation line of saloons, me majority of 
which would be driven out of business if the sale of light wines and 
beer were permitted in post exchanges. 

MIUTABY ACADEMY BEGULATIONS. 

The academic regulations, which have been in force since 1902, 
have been carefully revised, and the 1911 edition will go into effect 
this date. 

The principal features of the revision are those made necessary 
by reason of the return to the four years' course. 

DISnKUU IHHED GRADUATES. 

The question of " distinguished graduates'' has also received very 
careful consideration by the academic board with the result that 
with the incoming class, the class of 1915, a new method will be put 
into operation in determining the " distinguished graduate " or a 
cadet who is " distinguished " in any subject. 

Since the beginning of the academy five cadets have been arbi- 
trarily noted as " distm^ished," no matter what the size of the class 
or what their ratings m any particular subject may have been. 
They simply stand from one to five in the dass at any year to be 
" distinguisned." This did not seem fair, because one-fourth of a 
class of about 20 members were " distinguished," whereas the same 
number, five, or one twenty-fifth of a class of 126 members, were 
" distinguished." 

A committee of the academic board having this matter under 
consideration believed it — 

More logical, more appropriate, and more just that the list of distinguished 
cadets should be based upon a percentage of the maximum marks rather than 
merely to embrace a specific number from the class roll. It is also the opinion 
of the committee that ttiis percentage should be carefully determined and so 
fixed as to indicate a hi^ degree of academic merit, and that once determined 
it should remain unchanged so long as academic conditions remain essentially 
the Bame Owing to the ftict that the proportional parts, which establish the 
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relatlYe standing of cadets, does not r^resent fheir actual marks, the com- 
mittee does not think that there is readily available the necessary data to deter- 
mine the precise minimum percentage that should establish the list of dis- 
tinguished cadets. 

The cadet coming out No. 1 In a particular subject has always received and 
still receiyes the full weight assigned that subject as his proportional part, 
without considering his actual mark as compared to his possible mark in the 
subject This assignment to the first man on the roll, coupled with the propor- 
tional determinations of parts for the other members of the class, establishes a 
class roll of proportional parts not giving the actual percentages made out of 
the possible maximum. 

The committee thinks that the first step in establishing a minimum percentage 
for distinction should be made by having the roll of proportional parts accu- 
rately express the proportion of actual to possible marks. This result can be 
accomplished by giving each cadet that proportion of the weight of the subject 
that his total mark bears to the possible maximum mark in the subject. 

The conunittee therefore recommends that the method just outlined for 
forming proportional parts be adopted for the class entering in June and con- 
tinued for all subsequent classes. The data that will be thus supplied by the 
fourth class between June, 1911, and 1912, coupled with that which can be 
prepared in the same interval by each department from the merit rolls of the 
different classes now on hand, and those that will be made during the coming 
academic year, will be sufficient to enable the minimum percentage for class 
distinction to be satisfactorily determined, so that the distinguished list of the 
fourth class in June, 1911, and every class thereafter, can be based upon 
percentages. The data above referred to, to be had from the merit rolls of 
the present classes, can be determined by each department from the class com- 
mittee reports, and the readjustment for percentage comparison need probably 
extend only to the twelfth or fifteenth member on the rolls. For the reason 
that the percentage basis can not be satisfactorily determined and applied 
to the present classes without making entirely new rolls of proportional parts 
in all subjects, it is recommended that the present custom of indicating the 
distinguished list be adhered to for these classes, and that the change to a 
percentage basis be instituted with the fourth class of 1912 and continued there- 
after; also that the percentage to establish distinction be decided upon after 
the necessary data above referred to is accumulated by the close of the next 
academic ^ear. 

These views were concurred in by the academic board. 

ItEUNION OF GRADUATES. 

The annual reunion and meeting of the alimmi takes place 
annually during the graduation exercises in June. This year it oc- 
curred on June 12, when an unusually large number of graduates were 
present. Several classes held class reunions and dinners. 

The meeting this year took place in the new chapel. At the con- 
clusion of the Dusiness meeting Gen. Horace Porter, on behalf of the 
donors, presented the memorial window to the academy in his usually 
handsome and fitting way. It was accepted for the academy by the 
superintendent. 

It is gratifying to have the graduates assemble here annually, as it 
makes for good fellowship and the interests of the institution. The 
authorities and all at the academy appreciate their coming and will 
do all in their power to make their visit pleasant. 

The new organ has been installed in the new chapel and provision 
made by Congress for a competent organist and choirmaster. 

It is a pleasure to record the interest taken in the academy by the 
Secretary of War, the Chief of Staff, The Adjutant General, and the 
bureau chiefs of the War Department and their helpful assistance in 
promptly meeting all requests and suggestions made concerning its 
administration. 
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The principal aids to the superintendent are : 
The academic boad, having charge of all academic instruction. 
^ The commandant oi cadets, who Has charge of all military instruc- 
tion and discipline. 
The staff. 

It would be difficult to find more harmonious or better coordinated 
bodies of assistants than those above-mentioned, to whom all credit 
is due for whatever success has been attained in the administration 
of the United States Military Academy during the past year.

Sib: The commissioners have the honor to submit the foUowine 
annual report of the progress of the work on the Chickamauga and 
Chattanooga National Muitary Park performed under their di^ction 
during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1911: 

LAND. 

No land has been acquired since the date of our last report 

BOAD CONSTBUCTION AND BETTEBMBNTS. 

There was expended during the year in the construction and better- 
ment of roads and walks the sum of $16,333.61. This expenditure 
included $6,878.48 for bridges; $707.06 for drainage on the MacLe- 
more Cove Road and in Point Park; $384.83 for salary of the engineer 
in charge of work on the MacLemore Cove Road; $5,836.98 for grad« 
ing on the MacLemore Cove and Hooker Roads; $1,381.83 for 8,682 
feet of standard paved ^tters, 24 inches in width: $222.74 for revet- 
ment work for protection against floods along the Hooker, MuUis- 
McFarland, and Mullis-Vittetoe Roads; and $1,426.69 for surfacing 
on the Hooker and MacLemore Cove Roads. 

During the year the road owned by the Government from Stephens 
Gtap by way of Davis cross roads to Crawfish Springs, commonly 
known as the MacLemore Cove Road, was pushed rapidly towara 
completion, until there remained at the end of the fiscsu year about 
one-naif mile of incompleted roadway. In order to preserve this 
road, however, a large amount of guttering and revetment work yet 
remains to be done throughout its entire length. 

The items which make up the expenditure under the head of bridges, 
namely, $6,873.48, above referred to, are as follows: 

Chattamx>oga Creek Bridge^ Hooker Boac!>. — ^The contract for this 
bridge was awarded to the Joliet Bridge Co. for a 75-foot span, low- 
truss, riveted steel bridge, with 20 feet clear roadway and a reenforced 
concrete floor on steel joists. The total cost of this construction, 
including abutments, etc., was $3,327.71. As stated in the last report, 
this brii^e was built on the exact site of the Army bridge constructed 
by the army of Mai. Gen. Joseph Hooker, November 25, 1863. 

Lee (& Gordon^ 8 bridge^ La Mtvette Bead. — ^This bridge was com- 
pleted during the latter part of the fiscal year ended June 30, 1910. 

818 
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The cost of the superstructure (12,262) has been included among the 
expenditures of the present year, as it was not taken up last year. 

This bridge is a 90-foot through-truss span, with 18 feet roadway, 
and replaced the old worn-out Towne lattice structure, which was dan- 
gerous and had been condemned. 

Cave Branch and Oovlter Bridges^ MaoLemare Cove Boaek — ^These 
bridges were completed at a cost of $694.50 for tbe former and $225.27 
for tne latter. 

MAINTBNANOB OF BOADS. 

There was expended for the maintenance of roads and walks during 
the fiscal year $10,873.19. The greater portion of this expenditure 
was for the purchase of gravel and the labor of cleaning ditches, and 
includes 7,760 cubic yards of gravel spread; 2,019 and 2,911 loads of 
rock and dirt, respectively, dumped; and 293 culverts and 102,405 
linear feet of ditches cleaned during the year. 

CONSTRUCTION AND MAINTENANCB OF BOIIiDINOS. 

Since the last report a new flagpole was erected at the Bragg reser- 
vation on Missionary Kid^, and some slight additions were mado to 
the Norwood house in Chickamauga Park. There was expended for 
the maintenance of buildings the sum of $2,096.87. The money 
devoted to the repair of the various houses in the park, both in the 
Chickamauga and Chattanooga divisions, was well spent, as nearly all 
of these buildings had leaky roofs and showed such other signs of 
decay that to have left them longer without attention and paint would 
have resulted in a much greater expenditure to the Government to 
preserve them. These repairs also included the expense of the resto- 
ration of the buildings known as historical, induding ihe Snodgrass 
house, Kelly house and barn, Brotherton house, and th^ Vittetoe house. 
All of the foregoing repairs were made on inspections which were duly 
submitted to and approved by the War Depa^ment before the vfom 
was performed. 

. WATBB SUPPIiT. 

The totiJ expenditure on this account, for repair ol pumps and water 
rent, since last report was $19.32. 

MONUMENTS, TABLETS, AND TOWEBS. 

Under the contract with Calvin Gilbert 32 cast-iron historical tablets 
were completed during the year, which, including 84 previously cast, 
made a total of 116 tablets out of the 140 specified therein. This con- 
tract, however, provided for an increase or decrease of 20 per cent at 
the option of the commission, making it possible to purchase 28 addi- 
tional tablets, or 168 in all. 

Owing to delays on the pai-t of both the Government in supplying 
texts and Mr. Gilbert in finishing the tablets, the Secretary of War 
terminated the contract in order niat Mr. Gilbert might receive the 
10 per cent retained by the Government on all completed work, with 
the understanding that the additional tablets shouM be cast by Mr. 
Gilbert when the commission was ready to submit them. The expendir 
ture on account of these 32 tablets and retention money amounted to 
$404.

There was expended for the maintenance of monuments, tablets, and 
towers $368.65 during the year. 

BXFBNDITUBE — FIBLD WOBK. 

The expenditure on account of field work during the year amounted 
to $1,303.26, which included mowing fields, removing weeds and 
other ^owth in the various reservations and along the roads, and 
otherwise cleaning up the fields. The expenditure, however, was 
entirely inadequate to the needs of the service, as many parts of the 
park were of necessity left for future years, when the commission 
should secure a larger appropriation for this work. 

CONSTRUCTION AND REPAIR OF FENCES. 

Since the last annual report there was expended $139.80 for erecting 
fences in Chickamauea Park and $218.80 for the purchase of a fence 
for the Seventy-third Pennsylvania reservation. This fence was pur- 
chased under circular advertisement for 392 linear feet of iron fence, 
together with 1 4-f oot-walk gate, 6 ornamental cast-iron corner and 
gate posts, and 41 line posts. 

There was expended during the year $234.91 for the repair and

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REPORT OF THE GEHYSBURG NATIONAL MILITARY PARK 

COMMISSION.

Sir : We have the honor to submit the annual report for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1911. 

Since the report of 1910 the commission steadily have proceeded 
with the work in accordance with the law creating the park, " sur- 
veying, locating, and preserving Hhe lines of battle. 

The commission erected the Confederate brigade tablets and the 
supporting pedestals cemented upon substantial foundations. Noth- 
ing permanent had before been placed on the Confederate lines of 
battle to show the positions and movements. A design for perma- 
nent markers with heavy granite pedestals iand bronze tablets with a 
legend in raised letters of the operations of each brigade was sub- 
mitted to and approved hy the Secretary of War and authority 
given for the work. Fifty-nine of these markers were contracted for, 
which number was subsequently increased by five. 

The contracts were made with the Van Amringe Granite Co., 
Boston, Mass., for the pedestals; with Albert Eussell & Sons Co., 
Newburyport, Mass., for the tablets ; and with Charles Kappes, Gret- 
i^r^urg, I^a., to prepare the foundations and to transport and erect 
the markers. The contract to mount the bronze tablets on the 
markers was given to C. W. Ziegler & Co., Gettysburg, Pa. 

BSIQAI>E MARKEH8 FC« THE ARMY OF NORTHERN VIRGINIA. 

THe Confederate brigade granite markers referred to in the report 
of 1910 have been completed ; the last was finished December 19, 1910, 
making a total of 64 bronze tablets for the Confederate Army 
brigades. 

The weight and dimensions are as follows: 

PedestaS, medium red Maine granite. Round base^ 34^ inches 
diameter, 66 inches high; tablet, 44J inches wide, 461 mches high; 
weight of pedestal, 3,000 pounds ; weight of tablet, 300 pounds. 

BRIGADE MARKERS FOR THE ARMY OF THE POTOMAC. 

Bids for furnishing and delivering 74 bri^de granite pedestals 
were received from 10 granite firms. All the bids were considered too 
high for the qualitjr of granite offered, and by authority of the As- 
fistant Secretary of War were rejected and new bids asked for on or 
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before February 1, 1911. Ten granite firms replied. John Max- 
well's Sons, Philadelphia, Pa., were the lowest bidders, the quality of 
granite offered by them was acceptable, and they were given the con- 
tract Ten pedestals have been delivered to this date. 
Bids for the bronze tablets to contain the le^nds as a part of the 

Sedestals were advertised for. Three bronze firms replied. Albert 
lussell & Sons Co., Newburyport, Mass., being the lowest were given 
the contract. Twenty tablets have been delivered to this time. 

The contract for building foundations and haiding and setting 
these pedestals was given to Charles Kappes, and that to mount and 
fasten the tablets to complete the markers to C. W. Ziegler & Co., 
Gettysburg, Pa. All the foundations were staked out under the 
direction of the commission and the work, which was b^un in 
May, 1911, has been finished. 

The weight and dimensions are as follows: 

Pedestal, sea-green granite. Square base, 36 by 36 inches, rounded 
comers ; height of pedestal, 64 inches over all ; tablet, MJ inches wide, 
47^ inches high; weight of pedestal, 3,500 pounds; weight of tablet, 
300 pounds. 

Contracts were also made during the year with Queen & Co., Phila- 
delphia, Pa., for an engineer's equipment and transit, which has been 
delivered, and with Jomi C. Pepple, Orrtanna, Pa., to furnish and de- 
liver 1,000 panels of post fencing, of which 250 have been delivered. . 

In the construction of the avenue at the foot of East Cemetery 
Hill it was necessary to build a retaining wall at the north end of 
the avenue 362 feet long, with coping and guardrail. A contract 
was made with M. & TT E. Farrell for the mason work, with E. 
Eosensteel for the coping, and with C. Gilbert for the guardrail 
This work has been completed. 

liANIX 

Negotiations begun in the fall of 1910 for the purchase of a tract 
of the CSulp farm on the east of East Confederate Avenue and a 
small tract of the same farm on the west side of the avenue have 
been completed and the purchase consummated. 

Surveys were made with a view to purchasing a tract of land 
along^the east side of West Confederate Avenue, oelonging to Cal- 
vin Gilbert, containing about 7 acres; but as the price asked was 
not satisfactory, the commission have resolved to commence condem- 
nation proceeding. 

Authority hasl)een panted by the Secretary of War, at the dis- 
cretion of the commission, to acquire two tracts of land, one on each 
side of Chambersbui^ Pike, and a third tract on the west side of 
Reynolds Avenue, belonging to the receivers of the Springs & Hotel 
Co., containing 95 acres. 

A small plat of ground belonging to the Seventy-second Penn- 
sylvania Begimental Association, containing 900 square feet, and 
located in front of the angle at the high-water mark, was purchased 
by the commission from the trustees of the association. 

On July 6, 1910, the engineer made a survey of tract No. 2, of 
the Culp farm, containing 2.02 acres. The purchase was approved 
by the Acting Secretary of War. 
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February 10, 1911, the engineer survwed a preliminary line for 
opening an avenue from the Taneytown Koad opposite Gen. Meade's 
headquarters on Meade Avenue, easterly throu^ lands of C. C. 
Rider and William Bushman to a point in thelSaltimore Pike at 
the foot of the short avenue leading to Rugg's and Kinzie's United 
States batteri^. Later a strip of land 50 feet wide from each 
property and inclosing the avenue line was staked out, and blue 
prints of the plats were made which will be submitted to the owners 
of the land with a view to purchase at a fair price, and, failing this, 
to condemn. 

An avenue 600 feet long, on the land of the United States, in rear 
of the Pennsylvania Memorial Monument, to connect Hancock and 
Pleasonton Avenues, was also surveyed by the engineer. 

A map was furnished to the War Department showing in detail all 
the United States land on the battlefield and the south and east 
Cavalry fields controlled hj the War Department through the com- 
mission; also a report giving in detail the area and occupancy of 
each tract. This map was completed in colors by the engineer and, 
with the report, transmitted to the Acting Secretary of War July 
9, 1910. 

The Supervising Architect of the Treasury Department requested 
the commission to have a survey and tracing made of a plat of ground 
in Gettysburg belonging to the United States, on which it was pro- 
posed to erect a puMic Duilding — the lower story for the local post 
office and the second story for the use of the Gettysburg National 
Park Commission, with a room for the deputy revenue collector of the 
district 

The survey was be^n November 9, 1910, completed during the 
month, and a blue print and tracing forwarded to the Architect of 
the Treasury Department. 

The commission on July 9, 1910, in accordance with the Executive 
order of June 28, 1909, granted half holidays to the employees on 
Saturdays for the months of July, August, and September. 

GUNS HOUNTBD. 

Two ^ns, r^resenting the positions of Hupp's battery (Salem, 
Va., Aitillery, Confederate States Army, Lieut. C. B. Griffin, com- 
manding), have been mounted on Oak Ridge, north of the Western 
Maryland Railroad cut, with a tablet describing the movements of 
the battery. 

The four guns of Capt. E. D. Taf t's New York Light Artillery 
on the Baltimore Pike were hidden by the hedge in the Evergreen 
Cemetery. Application to the trustees of the cemetery for permis- 
sion to move the guns forward was granted. The hedge in front 
was removed, the ffuns "were remounted in the advanced position, 
and a substantial fence was placed in the rear. The position of 
the battery is thus shown to advantage. 

Gim carriages have been ordered upon which to mount two guns 
of Battery C, First New York Artillery, to be placed on Howe 
Avenue, and two guns of Battery C, Massachusetts Artillery, to be 
located on Wright Avenue near the line of Col. Lewis A. Grant, com- 
manding^Second Brigade, Second Division, Sixth Corps, and on the 
line of Brig. Gren. David A. Russell, commanding Third Brigade, 
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First Division, Sixth Corps. This is the second position of these 
batteries, which at 3 a. m., July 3, 1863, were ordered by their Ai>- 
tillery brigade commander, Capt A. P. Martin, to report to Btig. 
Gren. A. P. Howe on the extreme left of the Army. 

The positions of the 67 Union batteries on the field have be«i 
marked, none by less than two guns, some with four and others with 
six, mounted upon iron gun carriages of the modeL of 1861, with 
pyramids of shot or shell of the calioer used by eadi battery in tthe 
nght, and a third of the positions have been duplicated in gims «nd 
carriages to show the Artillery operations of the three day& 

Of me 69 Confederate batteries, every ccmunand has been located 
and marked with two or four guns under the same eondtii(ma 

A large number of the guns on the field were in the batde and 
stand in the exact locations from which they were engagod, ^a «<»i- 
simmiation never before attempted in so large a degree. 

The total number of cannon now mounted is 88S. 

It may not be amiss to report that this result was accomplished by 
diligent inquiry and research, and that trom September, 1893, to 
June 30, 1911, 5,767 letters were written upon this subject alone. 

Foreign army officers have made the prominence of the Artillery 
and the manner of its location and marking a subject of conmnini- 
cation to their governments as an incentive for the marking of the 
battlefields of the Old World. 

THE PENNSYLVANIA MONUMENT. 

In the last report reference was made to the progress of fl» Penn- 
sylvania Gettysburg Monument. It was not completed at the date 
set for the dedication, but was so nearly finished that postpumement 
was not considered advisable. Arrangements having been perfected 
by the Pennsylvania Gettysburg Memorial Commission for trans- 
porting the veteran soldiers of Pennsylvania to Gettyidtmrg and for 
other details, a large platform was erected in accordance with plans 
of the engineer under the direction of the Gettysburg National Park 
Commission, the avenue fences on two sides of the monument were 
removed, and the ground graded. The dedication took place Sep- 
tember 27, 1910, a large assembly of veterans and others being pres- 
ent, estimated at 10,(K)0 persons; the ceremonies of the dedication 
were according to the program and very successful. 

THE CHAPLAIN WHJilAM CX)RBT STATUB; 

A site for the erection of the statue of Father Corby, chaplain of 
the Eighty-eighth New York Infantry, of the " Irish Brigaae," had 
been selected and the location approved by the commission for its 
erection. On July 21, 1910, permission to erect the statue was 
granted by the Acting Secretary of War, and the statue was. dedi- 
cated October 29, 1910, in the presence of a largje number of persons 
and given into the care of the Gettysburg National Park (Commis- 
sion. 

THE MONUMENT OP THE STATE OP VIRGINIA. 

The commission are advised that the commissioners charged with 
the erection of the Virginia State Memorial are making progress 
with their work and that they will be ready to bUild th^ xolmdation 
in the early spring of 1912. 
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STATUB TO MAO*. GOBN. OLIVER O. HOWABD. 

A commisskm appointed by the governor of the State of Maine 
to select a site for the erection of an equestrian statue to Maj. G^i. 
O. O. Howard visited Gettysburg June 9, 1911. The National Park 
Commission accompanied them over the battlefield with a view to 
obtain a suitable location for the statue. The Maine commission 
will prepare a report in regard to locations visited and a site will 
be recommended. The commission consists of Bvt. Maj. Gen. Joshua 
L. Chamb^lain (chairman), Brig. Gen. C. W. Tilden, and Maj. 
Seth G. GcMrdon. 

STATUS TO BVT. HAJ. GEN. WILIiIAM WIEHS. 

A committee of the First Vermont Cavalry came from Vermont to 
select a site for a statue to Bvt. Maj* Gen. William Wells, colonel of 
First Vermont Cavalry, and on Octci>er 30, 1910, accompanied by 
the commission visited the battlefield in the vicinity of the opera- 
tions of that regiment in its desperate charge through the lines of 
the Confederate Army on July 3, 1863. 

After carefully ccmsidering several appropriate sites, the com- 
mittee unanimously agreed on a location on section 7, at a bowlder 
on the south side of the avenue, 270 feet west of the bridge over 
Plimi Run, and a map of the position has been made showmg the 
site selected and the field of operations in the charge. 

STATUE TO BVT. MAJ. GEN. JAMES 8. WADSWORTH. 

The commission have been notified by Maj. Gen. Daniel E. Sickles, 
United States Army, chairman of the New York Monuments' Com- 
mission, that the Legislature of the State of New York, under 
chapter 508, laws of 1910, had authorized the New York commis- 
sion to procure and erect on an appropriate site a bronze statue of 
Bvt. Maj. Gen. James S. Wadsworth, commanding First Division, 
First Corps, in the battle. The site has not yet been selected. 

HANOVER ROAD. 

The General Assembly of Pennsylvania, by an act approved March 
4, 1911, by the governor of the Commonwealth, ceded to the United 
States jurisdiction over the Hanover public road, in Adams County, 
leading to the east Cavalry field, the scene of the combat between the 
forces of Bvt. Maj. Gen. D. McM. Gregg and Maj. Gen. J. E. B. 
Stuart. 

THE MANEUVER CAMP. 

By order of the Secretary of War, a maneuver camp was estab- 
lished east of Gettysburg and not within the area of the park, and on 
Jidy 1, 1910, the following troops arrived, viz : 

•froops A, B, D, Fifteenth United States Cavalry ; Batteries E and 
F, Third Field Artillery, United States Army; seven companies 
Second Infantry, United States Army ; nine companies Twenty-ninth 
Infantry, United States Army; Companies A and D, Battalion Eiigi- 
neers, United States Army; Company A, Signal Corps, United States 
Ajmy; platoon C Company, Hospital Corps, United States Army. 
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These troops were encamped from July 1 to 31, 1910. Portions of 
the Marylana and Virginia National Guard took part in the ma- 
neuvers from July 1 to 9, and of the National Guard of New Jersey 
also, the first detachment from July 10 to 17, second detachment July 
17 to 28; and third detachment Jvly 23 to 81 ; the Third Brigade of 
the National Guard of Penn^lvania from July 11 to 18; me Na- 
tional Guard of West Virginia from July 18 to 27 ; and the National 
Guard of the District of Columbia from July 18 to 31. The maneu- 
ver ground contained 20 square miles. 

The order of the Secretary of War placing the maneuver camp 
outside the limits of the park' was of the greatest value to the officers 
and men of the camp for a study of the field and the memorials, from 
the fact that the most important positions were not covered by 
masses of men, and the roads and avenues were not encumbered by 
troops drilling and supplies bein^ hauled. 

Moreover, the commission were enabled with their small force 
of guards to have complete control of the field, and there was no- 
complaint of violations of the regulations of the Secretary of War 
governing the park. 

NATIONAL GUABD OF PENNSYLVANIA. 

In view of the encampment of the Pennsylvania National Guard, 
the Gettysburg National Park Commission appointed 40 of the 
artisans and laborers employed by them to patrol the field and to 
look after United States property. Twenty of the civilian guards 
were on duty from 6 a. m. to 1.80 p. m., and 20 from 1.30 p. m. to 
9 p. m., from August 10 to 22, 1910. 

On August 11, 1910, the Pennsylvania Guard began to arrive, the 
en^neers of the guard having already laid out the ground for each 
brigade, and occupied parts of three farms owned by the United 
States but rented to tenants. The command broke camp Augitst 21. 

By direction of the commission the six ^ards on duty on the 
battlefield have provided themselves with uniforms which will here- 
after be worn wnen on duty. 

Owing to continued dry weather for several years, the adjacent 
streams and many of the wells in this section went dry. In 1909 
a well borer was employed to deepen wells on farms rented by the 
commission to tenante, and a plentiful supply of water was obtained 
lit a depth of about 100 feet. 

The wear and tear of the surface of the avenues by automobiles 
has become so serious, because of their speeding and otherwise dis- 
regarding the rules or the park as promiUgated by the Seoretarv of 
War, that to preserve the avenues a good surface preparation will be 
necessary. The work which has been begim with this purpose in 
view is m an experimental stage. A small part of Howard Avenue 
was treated in 1910, with result which seemed effective for at least 
six months. 

CADETS. UNITED STATES MILITARY ACADEMT, WEST POINT. 

The graduating class of cadets from the United States Military 
Academy, West Toint, came to Gettysburg on May 1, 1911, on the 
annual visit of the graduating class from that school. There were 
9 officers and 86 cadets, Col. G. J. Fiebeger, commanding. Thej 
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made a stad^ of the field under the guidance of the commanding 
officer, returning to West Point May 2, p. m. 

On June 10, 1911, the Vice President of the United States, accom- 
panied bv Mrs. J. S. Sherman, arrived in Gettysburg and made a 
tour of the battlefield. The Vice President expressed his gratifica- 
tion at the work on the field. 

Ten gun carriages to complete the marking of McGilvery's Artil- 
lery battalion were ordered Jime 26 and the foundation stones Jime 
29, 1911. 

To Jime 80, 1911, 20 tablets for the bri^de markers. Army of 
the Potomac, have been received, 10 of which were erected at the 
following positions on that date: 

Meredith's Infantry Brigade on Meredith Avenue. 

Stone's Infantry Brigade on Stone Avenue. 

Cutler's Infantry Brigade on Reynolds Avenue. 

Paul's Infantry Brigade on Doubleday Avenue. 

Baxter's Infantry Brigade on Doubieday Avenue. 

Smyth's Infantry Brigade on Hancock Avenue.

THE RELIEF MAP* 

As the interest widens and the study of movements on the field 
grows, the relief map of the battlefield (10^ by 14 feet, representing 
26 square miles) constructed by the engineer and his assisWts from 
original surveys, no data having been taken from any other source, 
continues to afford to the student and visitor the greatest satisfac- 
tion, nor should this be a matter of surprise, inasmuch as illustrative 
of a battlefield this map has no equal. 

PROTECTION OP NATIONAL MILITART PARKS. 

The Acting Secretary of War having on March 5, 1910, trans- 
mitted to Congress, with a favorable recommendation, a draft of 
eroposed legislation for the protection of military parks, the Hon. 
'rank O. Briggs submitted a oill in the Senate, Sixty-first Congress, 
second session, in furtherance of the recommendation of the Secre- 
tary of War. 

Hon. Francis E. Warren also submitted the bill in the Senate, 
Sixty-first Congress, second session. The suggestion was based upon 
the experience of the Gettysburff commission, who had found that the 
requirements of existing legislation were inadequate to secure the 
" roads, trees, monuments,'knd markers from injury and destruction " 
consequent upon the increase in the number of visitors and the very 
general use of automobiles. 

THE lilNGOIiN MEMORIAL HIGHWAY. 

The Hon. D. F. Lafean introduced in the House of Representatives, 
Sixtieth Congress, second session, a bUl ^^To construct a Lincoln 
Memorial Highway as a national tribute of affection toward Abra- 
ham Lincoln, late !rresident of the United States^' 
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Hon. P. C. Knox introduced a bill in the Senate December 16, 
1908, " To construct a Lincoln Memorial Highway from the TVhite 
House, Washington, D. C, to the battlefield of Gettysburg.'' 

Hon. George A. Pearre introduced, December, 1908. a bill for con- 
structing a highway from Washington to Gettysburg " By way of an 
enduring memorial to the exalted wisdom and patriciism of Abraham 
Lincoln, the sixteenth President of the United States.'' 

Hon. W. P. Borland introduced a bill in the Sixty-second Congress, 
first session, "For a Memorial Highway in memory of Abraham 
Lincoln." 

Bills in furtherance of the memorial were introduced by Represen- 
tative D. F. Lafean in January, March, and August, 1909. 

Congress has not yet taken affirmative action upon these proposals, 
but it would appear that such a highwav would be an appropriate 
memorial to the great President and the sublime eulogy he pro- 
nounced upon the field of Grettysburg. 

FIPTIBTH ANNIVEI^ART OF TSB BATTIiB. 

On September 8, 1908. upon invitation of the chairman of the 
Gettysburg National Park Commission, a number of the citizens of 
Gettysburg assembled at the Eagle Hotel, to whom he proposed that 
the question of properly celebrating the fiftieth anniversary of the 
Battle of Gettysburg should be considered, first by a town meeting 
and subsequently fostered by earnest efforts with the governor of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 

^ This action of the citizens of Gettysburg has developed into na- 
tional importance. State and national committees have been ap- 
pointed, money has been appropriated by States and by the United 
States. Almost three years nave passed since this first meeting and 
the growing interest is an indication that the celebration in 1913 will 
be successfully accomplished. 

A meeting of the Pennsylvania Commission of the Fiftieth An- 
niversary of the Battle 6f Gettysburg with the committees of Con- 
gress and of several States was held m Gettysburg October 13 and 
14, 1910, at which, by invitation, the Gettysburg National Park Com- 
mission were present. 

I»SDIOATION OF THE PABK. 

Hon. D. F. Lafean, Eepresentative, submitted March 7, 1910^ a 
bill providing for the dedication of the Gettysburg National Mili- 
tary Park and providing for an appropriation of $10,000 in further- 
ance of this purpose. Hon. Boies Penrose, United States Senator, 
on April 15, 1910, submitted a bill to the S^iate eml^acing the 
same action. 

The House bill was referred through the Military Committee of 
the House of Kepresentatives and through the War Department to 
the commission, and a favorable report thereon was made April 9, 
1910, stating that " The sentiment of the people requires an appro- 
priate dedication of this national military park, and a failure to 
respond to such a sentiment would do violence to the* sense of pro- 
priety of the people of the country.'' This report was transmitted 
to the Military Committee of the House of Bepresentatives by the 
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Hon. J. M. Dickinson, Secretary of War, indorsed "The views of 
the chairman are concurred in and favorable action recommended." 

The commission feel that their intimate knowledge of the field 
and of the history of the battle, together with their extensive ac- 
quaintance with the survivors of both of the contending armies, as 
well as with the official representatives of the several States whose 
regiments fou^t here, qualify them to aid effectively the general 
committee of Qie fiftieth anniversary of the battle, and to arrange 
for a fitting dedication of the national military park as contem- 

Slated by the act of Congressproviding such dedication imder the 
irection of the Secretary of War. 

The commission express their appreciation of the faithful work 
of the engineer, Bvt. Ldeut. Col. E. B. Cope, United States Volim- 
teers, whose eflScient services on the field commenced in July, 1863, 
when he was ordered by Maj. Gen. George G. Meade to remain after 
the advance of the Army of the Potomac into Virginia and to make 
a survey of the battlefield, which work was highly commended by 
Maj. Gen. Warren, chief of engineers of the Army of the Potomac 
in his indorsement upon the map of Gettysburg in the atlas of the 
Official Records of the War.

CYCLONE DAMAOB. 

The damage done by cyclone of October 14, 1909, has been repaired 
except as to one house, clearing land on Snake Creek, and the Iowa 
Monument. These repairs are imder way and will soon be com- 
pleted, the material for Iowa Monument being all on the groimd and 
the work progressing. 

There has Been expended in this work, including contract for Iowa 
Monument, $17,564.03. The State of Iowa has made provision to 
reimburse the Government for amoimt expended in restoring Iowa 
Monument. 

The Government property restored consists of office building, hotel, 
store, Lewis house, two warehouses, blacksmith shop, two barns, 
sheds, etc., a flaffstaflF 100 feet high, and ornamental iron fence around 
the office. Witn the exception of the loss of valuable records, books, 
maps, relics, etc., the restoration puts the park in much better order 
than before the storm. 

LANDS. 

There has been acquired by purchase during the year 68.10 acres 
of land and by condemnation 65.54 acres, at a total cost, including 
court fees, abstracts, recording, etc., of $2,400, making present area 
of park 3,546.14 acres for whidi there has been paid $51,605.90. All 
th^ lands have been kept thoroughly cleared of weeds, dead trees, 
etc., except a small tract m lowlands near Snake Creek, outside battle 
lines^ from which the d6bris of cyclone has not yet been cleared. 

BOADS AND BBIDOES. 

There has been added 1.14 miles of excellent gravei road to tne 25.4 
heretofore built, making total length of roads 26.18 miles. These 
roads have been kept in thorough repair, and 2,471 feet of gutters 
have been laid, which thoroughly protects them from washing. 

A reenforced-concrete bridge, 60-foot span, over Dill Branch has 
been completed at a cost of %ZfiQO^ a less amoimt than was expended 
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for the wooden bridge at same place, which rotted away in less than 
four years. The completion of this bridge gives six permanent con- 
crete bridges, replacing the last of wooden bridges on the park. 

MONUMENTS, MABKBBS, AND TABLETS. 

Three monuments have been erected to the United States Regulars 
who served at Shiloh, one each to Artillery, Infantry, and Cavahy. 
at a cost of $5,750 besides the foimdations. One monument, erected 
by the Arkansas Division, United Daughters of the Confederacy, 
"To the brave Confederate dead of Arkansas who fell on this battle- 
field,'' has been completed and is to be dedicated September 6, 1911. 

The 780 markers and tablets erected by the Government have been 
kept in good order and well painted, and are classified as follows:

TABLETS AND OUIDEBOABDS. 

One iron tablet and two guideboards have been placed. Five iron 
tablets have been amended and, at Battery Selfridge, a bronze tablet 
has been substituted for an iron one. Exclusive of the guideboards, 
897 tablets are in place, all by United States — 31 bronze, 866 iron 
(568 Union, 329 Confederate), 162 historical, 197 battery, 227

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OBSERVATION TOWERS. 

The third and last reenforced concrete observation tower has been 
finished at a contract cost of SIO^OOO. Expenditure by United 
States under this head from the first, $27;634. 

MEMORIALS, MONX7MENTS, AND MARKERS. 

The granite work for the Union Navy Memorial has been finished 
and paid for at the contract price, $105,500; the four bronze tablets 
and two of the four statues have been placed and paid for. When 
final payment has been made for two other statues, soon to be placed, 
the cost of the memorial will be $144,041, leaving an unexpended 
balance of $5,959 from the $150,000 appropriated for the work. It 
is hoped that Congress will authorize the use of this unexpended sum 
($5^959) for bronze portraits of brigade and division commanders, 
Umon and Confederate, engaged in the operations commemorated by 
the park. Four bronze portrait busts (two Union, two Confederate; 
and their pedestals have been ordered, at a cost of $6,792, and two 
are in place. Seventeen bronze portrait tablets (11 Union, 6 Con- 
federate) and their granite supports have been ordered, at a cost of 
$6,883.55, and 11 are in place. Wisconsin's work in the park (State 
memorial, 13 monuments, 7 markers) was dedicated and transferred 
to the United States by the governor of the State, May 22, 1911, and 
was accepted by Maj. Gen. Frederick D. Grant, United States Army, 
for and m the name of the Secretary of War. Missouri has appro- 

Eriated $50,000 for the park, making the aggregate $847,000, by 15 
tates. A monument to the Third Maryland Confederate Battery, 
at a cost of $290, and an assault marker for the Eleventh Missouri 
Union Infantry, at a cost of $74, have been placed; with the 20 
monuments and markers heretofore reported, making the cost of 
gifts to the park under this head, $4,257.50. Four Tiundred and 
sixty-eight memorials, monuments, and markers are in place — 419 
Union, 49 Confederate (22 by United States, 424 by States, and 22 as 
gifts). Expenditure by Umted States under this head from the first, 
$41,344.45.
